PREFACE 


The  legislature  has  invested  the  Secretary  of  the  State  with 
a  wide  discretion  in  his  choice  of  material  to  be  included  in  the  State 
Register  and  Manual.  Previous  editions  have  included  such  data  as 
convenience  and  service  to  the  public  seemed  to  warrant,  and  again, 
matter  available  readily  from  various  other  sources  has  been  omitted. 

The  1934  edition  marks  a  departure  both  as  to  arrangement  and 
contents.  The  statute  authorizes  the  compilation  of  such  informa- 
tion relating  "to  state  departments,  state  institutions  and  other 
matters  of  public  concern  as  the  Secretary  may  deem  desirable." 
Accordingly,  from  various  of  such  sources  and  from  state  commis- 
sions, we  have  solicited  articles  outlining  their  activities  and  the 
scope  of  their  relationship  to  the  public.  All  matter  has  been 
edited  by  the  Secretary  personally,  and  in  certain  instances  where 
the  fact  has  been  noted,  he  has  prepared  the  articles.  As  to  those 
cases  where  error  may  possibly  have  appeared,  or  where  omitted 
items  may  seem  to  have  been  improvidently  excluded,  we  ask 
public  pardon  only  on  the  ground  that  we  are  humanly  fallible 
despite  our  best  efforts  to  avoid  disappointment. 

It  is  fancied  that  not  a  few  will  be  surprised,  if  not  dismayed,  to 
discover  how  extensive  has  grown  to  be  our  dependence  upon  our 
state  in  matters  affecting  our  health,  our  education  and  our  every 
day  problems  of  living.  The  ramifications  which  we  have  permitted 
to  the  exercise  of  the  police  power  of  our  sovereignty  and  the  regu- 
latory aspects  of  our  life  in  Connecticut  today  become  quite  ap- 
parent. The  Tercentenary  of  the  founding  of  our  colony,  with 
this  material  available,  quite  appropriately  evokes  thoughts  of  some 
contrasts. 

Your  Secretary  is  deeply  indebted  to  those  who  have  contributed 
the  articles  and  data  herein  reproduced  and  to  the  members  of  his 
staff  who  have  labored  so  faithfully  in  their  compilation. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  public  will  find  this  edition  as  interesting  and 
useful  as  its  valued  predecessors.

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THE  FIRST  CONSTITUTION 
OF  CONNECTICUT 


The  "Fundamental  Orders,"  1638-9. 

Forasmuch  as  it  hath  pleased  the  Almighty  God  by  the  wise 
disposition  of  his  divine  providence  so  to  order  and  dispose  of  things 
that  we  the  Inhabitants  and  Residents  of  Windsor,  Hartford,  and 
Wethersfield  are  now  cohabiting  and  dwelling  in  and  upon  the 
River  of  Connectecotte  and  the  lands  thereunto  adjoining;  and 
well  knowing  where  a  people  are  gathered  together  the  word  of 
God  requires  that  to  maintain  the  peace  and  union  of  such  a  people 
there  should  be  an  orderly  and  decent  Government  established 
according  to  God,  to  order  and  dispose  of  the  affairs  of  the  people 
at  all  seasons  as  occasion  shall  require;  do  therefore  associate  and 
conjoin  ourselves  to  be  as  one  Public  State  or  Commonwealth; 
and  do  for  ourselves  and  our  Successors  and  such  as  shall  be  ad- 
joined to  us  at  any  time  hereafter,  enter  into  Combination  and 
Confederation  together,  to  maintain  and  preserve  the  liberty  and 
purity  of  the  Gospel  of  our  Lord  Jesus  which  we  now  profess,  as 
also  the  discipline  of  the  Churches,  which  according  to  the  truth 
of  the  said  Gospel  is  now  practiced  amongst  us;  as  also  in  our  Civil 
affairs  to  be  guided  and  governed  according  to  such  Laws,  Rules, 
Orders,  and  Decrees  as  shall  be  made,  ordered,  and  decreed,  as 
folio  weth : — 

1.  It  is  Ordered,  sentenced,  and  decreed,  that  there  shall  be 
yearly  two  General  Assemblies  or  Courts  the  one  the  second  Thurs- 
day in  April,  the  other  the  second  Thursday  in  September  follow- 
ing; the  first  shall  be  called  the  Court  of  Election,  wherein  shall 
be  yearly  chosen  from  time  to  time  so  many  Magistrates  and  other 
public  Officers  as  shall  be  found  requisite:  Whereof  one  to  be  chosen 
Governor  for  the  year  ensuing  and  until  another  be  chosen,  and 
no  other  Magistrate  to  be  chosen  for  more  than  one  year;  provided 
always  there  be  six  chosen  besides  the  Governor,  which  being 
chosen  and  sworn  according  to  an  Oath  recorded  for  that  purpose, 
shall  have  power  to  administer  justice  according  to  the  Laws  here 
established,  and  for  want  thereof,  according  to  the  rule  of  the  Word 
of  God ;  which  choice  shall  be  made  by  all  that  are  admitted  free- 
men and  have  taken  the  Oath  of  Fidelity,  and  do  cohabit  within 
this  Jurisdiction  (*Having  been  admitted  Inhabitants  by  the  major 
part  of  the  Town  wherein  they  live)  or  the  major  part  of  such  as 
shall  be  then  present. 


♦This  clause  was  interlined  in  a  different  handwriting,  and  is  of  a  later  date. 
It  was  adopted  by  the  General  Court  of  November,  1643. 
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2.  It  is  Ordered,  sentenced,  and  decreed,  that  the  Election  of 
the  aforesaid  Magistrates  shall  be  on  this  manner:  every  person 
present  and  qualified  for  choice  shall  bring  in  (to  the  persons  deputed 
to  receive  them)  one  single  paper  with  the  name  of  him  written 
in  it  whom  he  desires  to  have  Governor,  and  he  that  hath  the 
greatest  number  of  papers  shall  be  Governor  for  that  year.  And 
the  rest  of  the  Magistrates  or  public  officers  to  be  chosen  in  this 
manner:  the  Secretary  for  the  time  being  shall  first  read  the  names 
of  all  that  are  to  be  put  to  choice  and  then  shall  severally  nominate 
them  distinctly,  and  every  one  that  would  have  the  person  nomi- 
nated to  be  chosen  shall  bring  in  one  single  paper  written  upon,  and  he 
that  would  not  have  him  chosen  shall  bring  in  a  blank;  and  every 
one  that  hath  more  written  papers  than  blanks  shall  be  a  Magistrate 
for  that  year;  which  papers  shall  be  received  and  told  by  one  or 
more  that  shall  be  then  chosen  by  the  court  and  sworn  to  be  faithful 
therein;  but  in  case  there  should  not  be  six  chosen  as  aforesaid, 
besides  the  Governor,  out  of  those  which  are  nominated,  then  he 
or  they  which  have  the  most  written  papers  shall  be  a  Magistrate 
or  Magistrates  for  the  ensuing  year,  to  make  up  the  aforesaid 
number. 

3.  It  is  Ordered,  sentenced,  and  decreed,  that  the  Secretary 
shall  not  nominate  any  person,  nor  shall  any  person  be  chosen 
newly  into  the  Magistracy,  which  was  not  propounded  in  some 
General  Court  before,  to  be  nominated  the  next  Election;  and 
to  that  end  it  shall  be  lawful  for  each  of  the  Towns  aforesaid  by 
their  deputies  to  nominate  any  two  whom  they  conceive  fit  to  be 
put  to  election;  and  the  Court  may  add  so  many  more  as  they 
judge  requisite. 

4.  It  is  Ordered,  sentenced  and  decreed,  that  no  person  be 
chosen  Governor  above  once  in  two  years,  and  that  the  Governor 
be  always  a  member  of  some  approved  congregation,  and  formerly 
of  the  Magistracy  within  this  Jurisdiction;  and  all  the  Magistrates, 
Freemen  of  this  Commonwealth;  and  that  no  Magistrate  or  other 
public  officer  shall  execute  any  part  of  his  or  their  office  before 
they  are  severally  sworn,  which  shall  be  done  in  the  face  of  the 
court  if  they  be  present,  and  in  case  of  absence  by  some  deputed 
for  that  purpose. 

5.  It  is  Ordered,  sentenced,  and  decreed,  that  to  the  aforesaid 
Court  of  Election  the  several  Towns  shall  send  their  deputies,  and 
when  the  Elections  are  ended  they  may  proceed  in  any  public 
service  as  at  other  Courts.  Also  the  other  General  Court  in  Sep- 
tember shall  be  for  making  of  laws,  and  any  other  public  occasion, 
which  concerns  the  good  of  the  Commonwealth. 

6.  It  is  Ordered,  sentenced,  and  decreed,  that  the  Governor 
shall,  either  by  himself  or  by  the  secretary,  send  out  summons  to 
the  constables  of  every  Town  for  the  calling  of  these  two  standing 
Courts  one  month  at  least  before  their  several  times:  And  also 
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if  the  Governor  and  the  greatest  part  of  the  Magistrates  see  cause 
upon  any  special  occasion  to  call  a  General  Court,  they  may  give 
order  to  the  Secretary  so  to  do  within  fourteen  days'  warning: 
and  if  urgent  necessity  so  require,  upon  a  shorter  notice,  giving 
sufficient  grounds  for  it  to  the  deputies  when  they  meet,  or  else 
be  questioned  for  the  same;  And  if  the  Governor  and  major  part 
of  Magistrates  shall  either  neglect  or  refuse  to  call  the  two  General 
standing  Courts  or  either  of  them,  as  also  at  other  times  when  the 
occasions  of  the  Commonwealth  require,  the  Freemen  thereof,  or 
the  major  part  of  them,  shall  petition  to  them  so  to  do;  if  then 
it  be  either  denied  or  neglected,  the  said  Freemen,  or  the  major 
part  of  them,  shall  have  power  to  give  order  to  the  Constables  of 
the  several  Towns  to  do  the  same,  and  so  may  meet  together,  and 
choose  to  themselves  a  Moderator,  and  may  proceed  to  do  any 
act  of  power  which  any  other  General  Courts  may. 

7.  It  is  Ordered,  sentenced,  and  decreed,  that  after  there  are 
warrants  given  out  for  any  of  the  said  General  Courts,  the  Con- 
stable or  Constables  of  each  Town  shall  forthwith  give  notice 
distinctly  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  same,  in  some  public  assembly 
or  by  going  or  sending  from  house  to  house,  that  at  a  place  and 
time  by  him  or  them  limited  and  set,  they  meet  and  assemble 
themselves  together  to  elect  and  choose  certain  deputies  to  be  at 
the  General  Court  then  following  to  agitate  the  affairs  of  the  Com- 
monwealth; which  said  deputies  shall  be  chosen  by  all  that  are 
admitted  Inhabitants  in  the  several  Towns  and  have  taken  the 
oath  of  fidelity;  provided  that  none  be  chosen  a  Deputy  for  any 
General  Court  which  is  not  a  Freeman  of  this  Commonwealth. 

The  aforesaid  deputies  shall  be  chosen  in  manner  following: 
every  person  that  is  present  and  qualified  as  before  expressed, 
shall  bring  the  names  of  such,  written  in  several  papers,  as  they 
desire  to  have  chosen  for  that  employment,  and  these  three  or 
four,  more  or  less,  being  the  number  agreed  on  to  be  chosen  for 
that  time,  that  have  greatest  number  of  papers  written  for  them 
shall  be  deputies  for  that  Court;  whose  names  shall  be  endorsed 
on  the  back  side  of  the  warrant  and  returned  into  the  Court,  with 
the  constable  or  constables'  hand  unto  the  same. 

8.  It  is  Ordered,  sentenced,  and  decreed  that  Windsor,  Hartford, 
and  Wethersfield  shall  have  power,  each  Town  to  send  four  of 
their  Freemen  as  their  deputies  to  every  General  Court;  and  What- 
soever other  Town  shall  be  hereafter  added  to  this  Jurisdiction 
they  shall  send  so  many  deputies  as  the  Court  shall  judge  meet, 
a  reasonable  proportion  to  the  number  of  Freemen  that  are  in  the 
said  Towns  being  to  be  attended  therein;  which  deputies  shall 
have  the  power  of  the  whole  Town  to  give  their  votes  and  allowance 
to  all  such  laws  and  orders  as  may  be  for  the  public  good,  and 
unto  which  the  said  Towns  are  to  be  bound. 

9.  It  is  Ordered  and  decreed,  that  the  deputies  thus  chosen 
shall  have  power  and  liberty  to  appoint  a  time  and  a  place  of  meet- 
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ing  together  before  any  General  Court,  to  advise  and  consult  of 
all  such  things  as  may  concern  the  good  of  the  public,  as  also  to 
examine  their  own  Elections,  whether  according  to  the  order,  and 
if  they  or  the  greatest  part  of  them  find  any  election  to  be  illegal 
they  may  seclude  such  for  present  from  their  meeting,  and  return 
the  same  and  their  reasons  to  the  Court;  and  if  it  prove  true,  the 
Court  may  fine  the  party  or  parties  so  intruding,  and  the  Town,  if 
they  see  cause,  and  give  out  a  warrant  to  go  to  a  new  election  in 
a  legal  way,  either  in  part  or  in  whole.  Also  the  said  deputies 
shall  have  power  to  fine  any  that  shall  be  disorderly  at  their  meet- 
ings, or  for  not  coming  in  due  time  or  place  according  to  appoint- 
ment; and  they  may  return  the  said  fines  into  the  Court  if  it  be 
refused  to  be  paid,  and  the  Treasurer  to  take  notice  of  it,  and  to 
escheat  or  levy  the  same  as  he  does  other  fines. 

10.  It  is  Ordered,  sentenced  and  decreed,  that  every  General 
Court,  except  such  as  through  neglect  of  the  Governor  and  the 
greatest  part  of  Magistrates  the  Freemen  themselves  do  call,  shall 
consist  of  the  Governor,  or  some  one  chosen  to  moderate  the  Court, 
and  four  other  Magistrates  at  least,  with  the  major  part  of  the 
deputies  of  the  several  Towns  legally  chosen;  and  in  case  the  Free- 
men, or  major  part  of  them,  through  neglect  or  refusal  of  the  Gov- 
ernor and  major  part  of  the  Magistrates,  shall  call  a  Court,  it  shall 
consist  of  the  major  part  of  Freemen  that  are  present  or  their 
deputies,  with  a  Moderator  chosen  by  them:  In  which  said  Gen- 
eral Courts  shall  consist  the  supreme  power  of  the  Commonwealth, 
and  they  only  shall  have  power  to  make  laws  or  repeal  them,  to 
grant  levies,  to  admit  of  Freemen,  dispose  of  lands  undisposed  of, 
to  several  Towns  or  persons,  and  also  shall  have  power  to  call 
either  Court  or  Magistrate  or  any  other  person  whatsoever  into 
question  for  any  misdemeanor,  and  may  for  just  causes  displace 
or  deal  otherwise  according  to  the  nature  of  the  offense;  and  also 
may  deal  in  any  other  matter  that  concerns  the  good  of  this  Com- 
monwealth, except  election  of  Magistrates,  which  shall  be  done 
by  the  whole  body  of  Freemen. 

In  which  Court  the  Governor  or  Moderator  shall  have  power 
to  order  the  Court,  to  give  liberty  of  speech,  and  silence  unseason- 
able and  disorderly  speakings,  to  put  all  things  to  vote,  and  in 
case  the  vote  be  equal  to  have  the  casting  voice.  But  none  of 
these  Courts  shall  be  adjourned  or  dissolved  without  the  consent 
of  the  major  part  of  the  Court. 

11.  It  is  Ordered,  sentenced,  and  decreed,  that  when  any  Gen- 
eral Court  upon  the  occasions  of  the  Commonwealth  have  agreed 
upon  any  sum,  or  sums  of  money  to  be  levied  upon  the  several 
Towns  within  this  Jurisdiction,  that  a  committee  be  chosen  to 
set  out  and  appoint  what  shall  be  the  proportion  of  every  Town 
to  pay  of  the  said  levy,  provided  the  committee  be  made  up  of  an 
equal  number  out  of  each  Town.

CHARTER  OF  THE  COLONY  OF 
CONNECTICUT,  1662 


Charles  the  Second,  By  the  grace  of  God,  King  of  Eng 
land,  Scotland,  France  and  Ireland,  defender  of  the  Faith,  &c; 
To  all  to  whome  theis  presents  shall  come  Greeting.  Whereas, 
by  the  severall  Navigacons,  discove'ryes  and  successfull  Plantacons 
of  dierse  of  our  loving  Subjects  of  this  our  Realme  of  England, 
Severall  Lands,  Islands,  Places,  Colonies  and  Plantacons  have  byn 
obtayned  and  setled  in  that  parte  of  the  Continent  of  America 
called  New  England,  and  thereby  the  Trade  and  Comerce  there 
hath  byn  of  late  yeares  much  increased,  And  whereas,  wee  have 
byn  informed  by  the  humble  Peticon  of  our  Trusty  and  welbeloved 
John  Winthrop,  John  Mason,  Samuell  Willis,  Henry  Clerke, 
Mathew  Allen,  John  Tappen,  Nathan  Gold,  Richard  Treate, 
Richard  Lord,  Henry  Woolicott,  John  Talcott,  Daniell  Clerke, 
John  Ogden,  Thomas  Wells,  Obedias  Brewen,  John  Clerke,  Anthony 
Haulkins,  John  Deming  and  Matthew  Camfeild,  being  Persons 
Principally  interested  in  our  Colony  or  Plantacon  of  Connecticut 
in  New  England  that  the  same  Colony  or  the  greatest  parte  thereof 
was  purchased  and  obteyned  for  greate  and  valuable  Consideracons, 
And  some  other  part  thereof  gained  by  Conquest  and  with  much 
difficulty,  and  att  the  onely  endeavours,  expence  and  Charge  of 
them  and  their  Associates,  and  those  vnder  whome  they  Clayme, 
Subdued  and  improved,  and  thereby  become  a  considerable  en- 
largement and  addicon  of  our  Dominions  and  interest  there. — 
Now  Know  Yea,  that  in  consideracon  thereof,  and  in  regard  the 
said  Colony  is  remote  from  other  the  English  Plantacons  in  the 
Places  aforesaid,  And  to  the  end  the  Affaires  and  Business  which 
shall  from  tyme  to  tyme  happen  or  arise  concerning  the  same  may 
be  duely  Ordered  and  managed,  Wee  have  thought  fitt,  and  att 
the  humble  Peticon  of  the  Persons  aforesaid,  and  are  graciously 
pleased  to  Create  and  Make  them  a  Body  Pollitique  and  Corporate, 
with  the  powers  and  Privileges  herein  after  menconed ;  And  accord- 
ingly Our  will  and  pleasure  is,  and  of  our  especiall  grace,  certeine 
knowledge  and  meere  mocon  wee  have  Ordeyned,  Constituted 
and  Declared,  And  by  theis  presents,  for  vs,  our  heires  and  Suc- 
cessors, Doe  Ordeine,  Constitute  and  Declare  That  they,  the  said 
John  Winthrop,  John  Mason.  Samuell  Willis,  Henry  Clerke,  Mathew 
Allen,  John  Tappen,  Nathan  Gold,  Richard  Treate,  Richard  Lord, 
Henry  Woolcot,  John  Talcot,  Daniell  Clerke,  John  Ogden,  Thomas 
Wells,   Obadiah  Brewen,   John  Clerke,   Anthony  Hawkins,   John 
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Deming  and  Mathew  Camfeild,  and  all  such  others  as  now  are  or 
hereafter  shall  bee  Admitted  and  made  free  of  the  Company  and 
Society  of  our  Collony  of  Connecticut  in  America,  shall  from  tyme 
to  tyme  and  forever  hereafter,  bee  one  Body  Corporate  and  Pol- 
itique in  fact  and  name,  by  the  Name  of  Governour  and  Company 
of  the  English  Collony  of  Connecticut  in  New  England  in  America; 
And  that  by  the  same  name  they  and  their  Successors  shall  and 
may  have  perpetuall  Succession,  and  shall  and  mey  bee  Persons 
able  and  Capable  in  the  law  to  Plead  and  bee  Impleaded,  to  Answere 
and  to  be  Answered  vnto,  to  Defend  and  bee  Defended  in  all  and 
Singular  Suits,  Causes,  quarrelles,  Matters,  Accons  and  things  of 
what  kind  or  nature  soever,  And  also  to  have,  take.,  possesse,  acquire 
and  purchase  lands,  Tenements  or  heriditaments,  or  any  goods  or 
Chattells,  and  the  same  to  Lease,  Graunt,  Demise,  Alien,  bargaine, 
Sell  and  dispose  of,  as  other  our  leige  People  of  this  our  Realme 
of  England,  or  any  other  Corporacon  or  Body  Pollitique  within 
the  same  may  lawfully  doe.  And  further,  that  the  said  Governour 
and  Company,  and  their  Successors  shall  and  may  for  ever  here- 
after have  a  Common  Seale  to  serve  and  vse  for  all  Causes,  matters , 
things  and  affaires,  whatsoever  of  them  and  their  Successors,  and 
the  same  Seale  to  alter,  change,  breake  and  make  new  from  tyme 
to  tyme  att  their  wills  and  pleasures,  as  they  shall  thinke  fitt. 
And  further,  we  will  and  Ordeine,  and  by  theis  presents  for  vs, 
our  heires  and  Successors  Doe  Declare  and  appoint,  that  for  the 
better  ordering  and  managing  of  the  affaires  and  business  of  the 
said  Company  and  their  Successors,  there  shall  be  one  Governour, 
one  Deputy  Governour  and  Twelve  Assistants  to  bee  from  tyme 
to  tyme  Constituted,  Elected  and  Chosen  out  of  the  Freemen  of 
the  said  Company  for  the  tyme  being,  in  such  manner  and  forme 
as  hereafter  in  these  presents  is  expressed;  which  said  Officers  shall 
apply  themselves  to  take  care  for  the  vest  disposeing  and  Ordering 
of  the  Generall  busines  and  affaires  of  and  concerning  the  lands 
and  hereitaments  herein  after  menconed  to  bee  graunted,  and  the 
Plantacon  thereof  and  the  Government  of  the  People  thereof. 
And  for  the  better  execucon  of  our  Royall  Pleasure  herein,  wee  doe 
for  vs,  our  heires  and  Successors,  Assigne,  name,  Constitute  and 
appoint  the  aforesaid  John'  Winthrop  to  bee  the  first  and  present 
Governour  of  the  said  Company;  And  the  said  John  Mason  to 
bee  the  Deputy  Governour;  And  the  said  Samuel  Willis,  Mathew 
Allen,  Nathan  Gold,  Henry  Clerke,  Richard  Treat,  John  Ogden, 
Thomas  Tappen,  John  Talcott,  Thomas  Wells,  Henry  Woolcot, 
Richard  Lord  and  Daniel  Clerke  to  bee  the  Twelve  present  Assis- 
tants of  the  said  Company;  to  contynue  in  the  said  severall  Offices 
respectively,  vntil  the  second  Thursday  which  shall  bee  in  the 
moneth  of  October  now  next  coming.  And  further,  wee  will,  and 
by  theis  presents  for  vs,  our  heires  and  Successors  Doe  Ordaine 
and  Graunt  that  the  Governour  of  the  said  Company  for  the  tyme 
being,  or,  in  his  absence  by  occasion  of  sicknes,  or  otherwise  by 
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his  leave  or  permission,  the  Deputy  Governour  for  the  tyme  being, 
shall  and  may  from  tyme  to  tyme  vpon  all  occasions  give  Order 
for  the  assembling  of  the  said  Company  and  calling  them  together 
to  Consult  and  advise  of  the  businesse  and  Affaires  of  the  said 
Company,  And  that  for  ever  hereafter,  Twice  in  every  yeare,  That 
is  to  say  on  every  Second  Thursday  in  October  and  on  every  Second 
Thursday  in  May,  or  oftener,  in  Case  it  shall  bee  requisite,  The 
Assistants  and  freemen  of  the  said  Company,  or  such  of  them,  not 
exceeding  twoe  Persons  from  each  Place,  Towne  or  Citty,  whoe 
shall  bee  from  tyme  to  tyme  therevnto  Elected  or  deputed  by  the 
major  part  of  the  freemen  of  their  respective  Townes,  Cittyes  and 
Places  for  which  they  shall  bee  soe  elected  or  Deputed,  shall  have 
a  generall  meeting  or  Assembly,  then  and  their  to  Consult  and 
advise  in  and  about  the  Affaires  And  businesse  of  the  said  Company ; 
And  that  the  Governour,  or  in  his  absence  the  Deputy  Governour 
of  the  said  Company  for  the  tyme  being,  and  such  of  the  Assistants 
and  freemen  of  the  said  Company  as  shall  be  soe  Elected  or  Deputed 
and  bee  present  att  such  meeting  or  Assembly,  or  the  greatest 
number  of  them,  whereof  the  Governour  or  Deputy  Governour  and 
Six  of  the  Assistants  at  least,  to  bee  Seaven,  shall  be  called  the 
Generall  Assembly,  and  shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to 
alter  and  change  their  dayes  and  tymes  of  meeting  or  Generall 
Assemblies  for  Electing  the  Governour,   Deputy  Governour  and 
Assistants  of  other  Officers  or  any  other  Courts,  Assemblies  or 
meetings,  and  to  Choose,   Nominate  and  appoint  such  and  soe 
many  other  Persons  as  they  shall  think  fitt  and  shall  bee  willing 
to  accept  the  same,  to  be  free  of  the  said  Company  and  Body 
Politique,  and  them  into  the  same  to  Admitt  and  to  Elect,  and 
Constitute  such  Officers  as  they  shall  thinke  fitt  and  requisite  for 
the  Ordering,  mannageing  and'  disposeing  of  the  Affaires  of  the 
said  Governour  and  Company  and  their  Successors.    And  wee  doe 
hereby  for  vs,  our  heires  and  Successors,  Establish  and  Ordeine, 
that  once  in  the  yeare  for  ever  hereafter,  namely,  the  said  Second 
Thursday  in  May,  the  Governour,  Deputy  Governour,  and  Assis- 
tants of  the  said  Company  and  other  Officers  of  the  said  Company 
or  such  of  them  as  the  said  Generall  Assembly  shall  thinke  fitt,  shall 
bee  in  the  said  Generall  Court  and  Assembly  to  be  held  from  that 
day  or  tyme  newly  Chosen  for  the  yeare  ensuing,  by  such  greater 
parte  of  the  said  Company  for  the  tyme  being  then  and  there 
present.    And  if  the  Governour,  Deputy  Governour  and  Assistants 
by  these  presents  appointed,  or  such  as  hereafter  bee  newly  Chosen 
into  their  Roomes,  or  any  of  them,  or  any  other  the  Officers  to  bee 
appointed  for  the  said  Company  shall  dye  or  bee  removed  from 
his  or  their  severall  Offices  or  Places  before  the  said  Generall  day  of 
Eleccon,  whom  we  doe  hereby  Declare  for  any  misdemeanour  or 
default  to  bee  removeable  by  the  Governour,  Assistants  and  Com- 
pany, or  such  greater  part  of  them  in  any  of  the  said  publique 
Courts  to  be  Assembled  as  is  aforesaid,  That  then  and  in  every 
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such  Case  itt  shall  and  may  bee  lawfull  to  and  for  the  Governour, 
Deputy  Governour  and  Assistants  and  Company  aforesaid,  or  such 
greater  parte  of  them  soe  to  bee  Assembled  as  is  aforesaid  in  any 
of  their  Assemblies  to  Proceede  to  a  New  Eleccon  of  one  or  more 
of  their  Company  in  the  Roome  or  place,  Roomes  or  Places  of  such 
Governour,  Deputy  Governour,  Assistant  or  other  Officer  or  Officers 
soe  dyeing  or  removed,  according  to  their  discretions;  and  im- 
mediately vpon  and  after  such  Eleccon  or  Eleccons  made  of  such 
Governour,  Deputy  Governour,  Assistant  or  Assistants,  or  any 
other  Officer  of  the  said  Company  in  manner  and  forme,  aforesaid, 
The  Authority,  Office  and  Power  before  given  to  the  former  Gover- 
nour, Deputy  Governour  or  other  Officer  and  Officers  soe  removed, 
in  whoose  stead  and  Place  new,  shall  be  chosen,  shall  as  to  him 
and  them  and  every  of.  them  respectively  cease  and  determine. 
Provided,  alsoe,  and  our  will  and  pleasure  is,  That  as  well  such 
as  are  by  theis  presents  appointed  to  bee  the  present  Governour, 
Deputy  Governour  and  Assistants  of  the  said  Company  as  those 
that sha11  succeed  them,  and  all  other  Officers  to  bee  appointed  and 
Chosen  as  aforesaid,  shall,  before  they  vndertake  the  Execucon 
of  their  said  Offices  and  Places  respectively,  to  take  their  severall 
and  respective  Corporall  Oathes  for  the  due  and  faithfull  perform- 
ance of  their  dutyes  in  their  severall  Offices  and  Places,  before  such 
Person  or  Persons  as  are  by  these  Presents  hereafter  appointed  to 
take  and  receive  the  same;  That  is  to  say,  the  said  John  Winthrop, 
whoe  is  herein  before  nominated  and  appointed  the  present  Gov- 
ernour of  the  said  Company,  shall  take  the  said  Oath  before  one 
or  more  of  the  Masters  of  our  Court  of  Chancery  for  the  tyme 
being,  unto  which  Master  of  Chancery  wee  doe,  by  theis  presents, 
give  full  power  and  authority  to  administer  the  said  Oath  to  the 
said  John  Winthrop  accordingly.  And  the  said  John  Mason,  whoe 
is  herein  before  nominated  and  duely  appointed  the  present  Deputy 
Governour  of  the  said  Company,  shall  take  the  said  Oath  before 
the  said  John  Winthrop,  or  any  twoe  of  the  Assistants  of  the  said 
Company,  vnto  whome  we  doe  by  these  presents,  give  full  power 
and  authority  to  Administer  the  said  Oath  to  the  said  John  Mason 
accordingly.  And  the  said  Samuell  Willis,  Henry  Clerke,  Mathew 
Allen,  John  Tappen,  Nathan  Gold,  Richard  Treate,  Richard  Lord, 
Henry  Woolcott,  John  Talcott,  Daniell  Clerke,  John  Ogden  and 
Thomas  Welles,  whoe  are  herein  before  Nominated  and  appointed 
the  present  Assistants  of  the  said  Company,  shall  take  the  Oath 
before  the  said  John  Winthrop  and  John  Mason,  or  one  of  them, 
to  whome  wee  doe  hereby  give  full  power  and  authority  to  Admin- 
ister the  same  accordingly.  And  our  further  will  and  pleasure  is 
that  all  and  every  Governour  or  Deputy  Governour  to  bee  Elected 
and  Chosen  by  vertue  of  theis  presents  shall  take  the  said  Oath 
before  two  or  more  of  the  Assistants  of  the  said  Company  for  the 
tyme  being,  vnto  whom  wee  doe,  by  theis  presents,  give  full  power 
and  authority  to  give  and  Administer  the  said  Oath  accordingly. 
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And  the  said  Assistants  and  every  of  them,  and  all  and  every  other 
Officer  or  Officers  to  bee  hereafter  Chosen  from  tyme  to  tyme,  to 
take  the  said  Oath  before  the  Governour  or  Deputy  Governour 
for  the  tyme  being,  vnto  which  said  Governour  or  Deputy  Gov- 
ernour wee  doe,  by  theis  presents,  give  full  power  and  authority 
to  Administer  the  same  accordingly.  And  further  of  our  more 
ample  grace,  certeine  knowledge  and  meere  mocon  wee  have  given 
and  Graunted,  and  by  theis  presents,  for  vs,  our  heires  and  Suc- 
cessors, doe  give  and  Graunt  vnto  the  said  Governour  and  Com- 
pany of  the  English  Colony  of  Conecticut  in  New  England  in 
America,  and  to  every  Inhabitant  there,  and  to  every  Person  and 
Persons  Trading  thither,  And  to  even-  such  Person  and  Persons 
as  are  or  shall  bee  free  of  the  said  Collony,  full  power  and  authority 
from  tyme  to  tyme  and  att  all  tymes  hereafter,  to  take,  Ship,  Trans- 
port and  Carry  away,  for  and  towards  the  Plantacon  and  defence 
of  the  said  Collony  such  of  our  loveing  Subjects  and  Strangers  as 
shall  or  will  willingly  accompany  them  in  and  to  their  said  Collony 
and  Plantacon;  (Except  such  Person  and  Persons  as  are  or  shall 
bee  therein  restrayned  by  vs,  our  heires  and  Successors;)  And 
alsoe  to  Ship  and  Transport  all  and  all  manner  of  goods,  ChatteUs, 
Merchandizes  and  other  things  whatsoever  that  are  or  shall  bee 
vsefull  or  necessary  for  the  Inhabitants  of  the  said  Collony  and 
may  lawfully  bee  Transported  thither;  Nevertheless,  not  to  bee 
discharged  of  payment  to  vs,  our  heires  and  Successors,  of  the 
Dutyes,  Customes  and  Subsidies  which  are  or  ought  to  bee  paid 
or  payable  for  the  same.  And  further,  Our  will  and  pleasure  is, 
and  we  doe  for  vs,  our  heires  and  Successors,  Ordeyne,  Declare  and 
Graunt  vnto  the  said  Governour  and  Company  and  their  Suc- 
cessors, That  all  and  every-  the  Subjects  of  vs,  our  heires  or  Suc- 
cessors which  shall  goe  to  Inhabite  within  the  said  Colony,  and 
every  of  their  Children  which  shall  happen  to  bee  borne  there  or 
on  the  Sea  in  goeing  thither  or  returning  from  thence,  shall  have 
and  enjoye  all  liberties  and  immunities  of  free  and  naturall  Sub- 
jects within  any  of  the  Dominions  of  vs,  our  heires  or  Successors, 
to  all  intents,  Consruccons  and  purposes  whatsoever,  as  if  they 
and  every  of  them  were  borne  within  the  Realme  of  England. 
And  wee  doe,  authorize  and  impower  the  Governour,  or  in  his 
absence  the  Deputy  Governour  for  the  tyme  being,  to  appointe 
two  or  more  of  the  said  assistants  att  any  of  their  Courts  or  As- 
sembles to  bee  held  as  aforesaid,  to  have  power  and  authority  to 
Administer  the  Oath  of  Supremacy  and  obedience  to  all  and  every 
Person  and  Persons  which  shall  att  any  tyme  or  tymes  hereafter 
goe  or  passe  into  the  said  Colony  of  Conecticut,  vnto  which  said 
Assistants  soe  to  bee  appointed  as  aforesaid,  wee  doe,  by  these 
presents,  give  full  power  and  authority  to  Administer  the  said 
Oath  accordingly.  And  wee  doe  further,  of  our  especially  grace, 
certeine  knowledge  and  meere  mocon,  give  and  Graunt  vnto  the 
said  Governour  and  Company  of  the  English  Colony  of  Conectticut 
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in  New  England  in  America,  and  their  Successors,  that  itt  shall 
and  may  bee  iawfull  to  and  for  the  Governour  or  Deputy  Governour 
and  such  of  the  Assistants  of  the  said  Company  for  the  tyme  being 
as  shall  bee  Assembled  in  any  of  the  Genral  Courts  aforesaid,  or 
or  in  any  Courts  to  be  especially  Sumoned  or  Assembled  for  that 
purpose,  or  the  greater  parte  of  them,  whereof  the  Governour  or 
Deputy  Governour  and  Six  of  the  Assistants,  (to  be  all  waves 
Seaven,)  to  Erect  and  make  such  Judicatories  for  the  heareing  and 
Determining  of  all  Accons,  Causes,  matters  and  things  happening 
within  the  said  Colony  or  Plantacon  and  which  shall  bee  in  dispute 
and  depending  there,  as  they  shall  thinke  fitt  and  convenient;  And 
alsoe  from  tyme  to  tyme  to  Make,  Ordaine  and  Establish  All 
manner  of  wholesome  and  reasonable  Lawes,  Statutes,  Ordinances, 
Direccons  and  Instruccons,  not  contrary  to  the  laws  of  this  Realme 
of  England,  as  well  for  setling  the  formes  and  Ceremonies  of  Gov- 
ernment and  Magestracy  fitt  and  necessary  for  the  said  Plantacon 
and  the  Inhabitants  there  as  for  naming  and  Stileing  all  sorts  of 
Officers,  both  superior  and  inferior,  which  they  shall  find  needful 
for  the  Government  and  Plantacon  of  the  said  Colony,  and  the 
distinguishing  and  setting  forth  of  the  severall  Dutyes,  Powers  and 
lymitts  of  every  such  Office  and  Place,  and  the  formes  of  such 
Oaths,  not  being  contrary  to  the  Laws  and  Statutes  of  this  our 
Realme  of  England  to  bee  administered  for  the  Execucon  of  the 
said  severall  Offices  and  Places;  As  alsoe  for  the  disposeing  and 
Ordering  of  the  Eleccon  of  such  of  the  said  Officers  as  are  to  bee 
Annually  Chosen,  and  of  such  others  as  shall  succeed  in  case  of 
death  or  removall,  and  Administring  the  said  Oath  to  the  new 
Elected  Officers,  and  Graunting  necessary  Comissions,  and  for 
imposicon  of  Iawfull  Fines,  Mulcts,  Imprisonment  or  other  Punish- 
ment vpon  Offenders  and  Delinquents,  according  to  the  Course 
of  other  Corporacons  within  this  our  Kingdome  of  England,  and 
the  same  Lawes,  fines,  Mulcts  and  Execucons  to  alter,  change, 
revoke,  adnull,  release  or  Pardon,  vnder  their  Comon  Seale  As 
by  the  said  Generall  Assembly  or  the  major  part  of  them  shall  bee 
thought  fitt;  And  for  the  directing,  ruleing  and  disposeing  of  all 
other  matters  and  things  whereby  our  said  people,  Inhabitants 
there,  may  bee  soe  religiously,  peaceably  and  civilly  Governed  as 
their  good  life  and  orderly  Conversacon  may  wynn  and  invite  the 
Natives  of  the  Country  to  the  knowledge  and  obedience  of  the 
onely  true  God  and  Saviour  of  mankind  and  the  Christian  faith, 
which  in  our  Royall  intencons  and  the  Adventurers  free  profession 
is  the  onely  and  principall  end  of  this  Plantacon;  Willing,  Com- 
manding and  requireing,  and  by  these  presents,  for  vs,  our  heires 
and  Successors,  Ordaineing  and  appointing  That  all  such  Lawes, 
Statutes  and  Ordinances,  Instruccons,  Impc  sicons,  and  Direccons 
as  shall  bee  soe  made  by  the  Governor,  Deputy  Governor,  and 
Assistants,  as  aforesaid,  and  published  in  writeing  vnder  their 
Comon  Seale,  shall  carefully  and  duely  bee  observed,  kept,  per- 
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formed  and  putt  in  execucon,  according  to  the  true  intent  and 
meaning  of  the  same.  And  these  our  letters  Patent,  or  the  Duplicate 
or  Exemplificacon  thereof,  shall  bee  to  all  and  every  such  Officers, 
Superiors  and  inferiors,  from  tyme  to  tyme  for  the  Putting  of  the 
same  Orders,  Laws,  Statutes,  Ordinances,  Instruccons  and  Direccons 
in  due  Execucon.  against  vs,  our  heires  and  Successors,  a  sufficient 
warrant  and  discharge.  And  we  doe  further,  for  vs,  our  heires 
and  Successors,  give  and  Graunt  vnto  the  said  Governour  and 
Company  and  their  Successors,  by  these  presents,  That  itt  shall 
and  may  bee  lawfull  to  and  for  the  chiefe  Commanders,  Governours 
and  Officers  of  the  said  Company  for  the  tyme  being  whoe  shall 
bee  resident  in  the  parts  of  New  England  hereafter  menconed,  and 
others  inhabitating  there  by  their  leave,  admittance,  appointment 
or  direccon,  from  tyme  to  tyme  and  att  all  tymes,  hereafter,  for 
their  speciall  defence  and  safety,  to  Assemble,  Martiall,  Array, 
and  putt  in  Warlike  posture  the  Inhabitants  of  the  said  Colony, 
and  to  Commissionate,  Impower  and  authorize  such  Person  or 
Persons  as  they  shall  thinke  fitt  to  lead  and  Conduct  the  said  In- 
habitants, and  to  encounter,  expulse,  repell  and  resist  by  force  of 
Armes,  as  well  by  Sea  as  by  land,  And  alsoe  to  kill,  Slay  and  destroy, 
by  all  fitting  wayes,  enterprizes  and  meanes  whatsoever,  all  and 
every  such  Person  or  Persons  as  shall  at  any  tyme  hereafter  At- 
tempt or  enterprize  the  destruccon,  invasion,  detriment  or  annoy- 
ance of  the  said  Inhabitants  or  Plantacon,  And  to  vse  and  exrecise 
the  Law  Martiall  in  such  Cases  onely  as  occasion  shall  require, 
And  to  take  or  surprize  by  all  wayes  and  meanes  whatsoever,  all 
and  every  such  Person  and  Persons,  with  their  shipps,  Armour, 
Ammunicon,  and  other  goods  of  such  as  shall  in  such  hostile  man- 
ner invade  or  attempt  the  defeating  of  the  said  Plantacon  or  the 
hurt  of  the  said  Company  and  Inhabitants;  and  vpon  just  Causes 
to  invade  and  destroy  the  Natives  or  other  Enemyes  of  the  said 
Colony.  Nevertheless,  Our  Will  and  pleasure  is,  And  wee  doe 
hereby  Declare  vnto  all  Christian  Kings,  Princes  and  States,  That 
if  any  Persons  which  shall  hereafter  bee  of  the  said  Company  or 
Plantacon,  or  any  other,  by  appointment  of  the  said  Governor 
and  Company  for  the  Tyme  being,  shall  at  any  tyme  or  tymes 
hereafter  Robb  or  Spoile  by  Sea  or  by  land,  and  doe  any  hurt, 
violence  or  unlawful  hostility  to  any  of  the  Subjects  of  vs,  our 
heires  or  Successors,  or  any  of  the  Subjects  of  any  Prince  or  State 
beinge  then  in  league  with  vs,  our  heires  or  Successors,  vpon  Com- 
plaint of  such  injury  done  to  any  such  Prince  or  State,  or  their 
Subjects,  wee,  our  heires  and  Successors,  will  make  open  Proc- 
lamacon  within  any  parts  of  our  Realme  of  England  fitt  for  that 
purpose,  That  the  Person  or  Persons  committinge  any  such  Rob- 
bery or  Spoile,  shall  within  the  tyme  lymitted  by  such  Proclamacon, 
make  full  restitucon  or  satisfaccon  of  all  such  injuries  done  or  com- 
mitted, Soe  as  the  said  Prince  or  others  soe  complayneing  may  bee 
fully  satisfied  and  contented.     And  if  the  said  Person  or  Persons 
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whoe  shall  commit  any  such  Robbery  or  Spoile  shall  not  make 
satisfaccon  accordingly,  within  such  tyme  soe  to  bee  limited,  That 
then  itt  shall  and  may  bee  lawfull  for  vs,  our  heires  and  Successors, 
to  put  such  Person  or  Persons  out  of  our  Allegiance  and  Proteccon. 
And  that  it  shall  and  may  bee  lawfull  and  free  for  all  Princes  or 
others  to  Prosecute  with  hostility  such  Offenders  and  every  of 
them,  their  and  every  of  their  Procurers,  ayders,  Abettors  and 
Counsellors  in  that  behalfe.  Provided,  alsoe  and,  our  expresse 
will  and  pleasure  is,  And  wee  doe  by  these  presents  for  vs,  our 
heires  and  Successors,  Ordeyne  and  appointe  that  these  presents 
shall  not  in  any  manner  hinder  any  of  our  loving  Subjects  what- 
sover  to  vse  and  exercise  the  Trade  of  Fishing  vpon  the  Coast  of 
New  England  in  America,  but  they  and  every  or  any  of  them  shall 
have  full  and  free  power  and  liberty  to  contynue  and  vse  the  said 
Trade  of  Fishing  upon  the  said  Coast,  in  any  of  the  Seas  thervnto 
adioying,  or  any  Armes  of  the  Seas  or  Salt  Water  Rivers  where 
they  have  byn  accustomed  to  Fish,  and  to  build  and  sett  vpon  the 
wast  land  belonging  to  the  said  Colony  of  Conecticutt,  such 
Wharf es,  Stages  and  workehouses  as  shall  bee  necessary  for  the 
Salting,  Dryeing  and  keepeing  of  their  Fish  to  bee  taken  or  gotten 
vpon  that  Coast, — any  thinge  in  these  presents  conteyned  to  the 
contrary  notwithstanding.  And  know  yee  further,  That  Wee,  of 
our  more  abundant  grace,  certaine  knowledge  and  meere  mocon 
have  given,  Graunted  and  Confirmed,  And  by  theis  presents,  for 
vs,  our  heires  and  Successors,  Doe  give,  Graunt  and  Connrme 
vnto  the  said  Governor  and  Company  and  their  Successors,  All 
that  parte  of  our  Dominions  in  Newe  England  in  America  bounded 
on  the  East  by  Norrogancett  River,  commonly  called  Norrogancett 
Bay,  where  the  said  River  falleth  into  the  Sea,  and  on  the  North 
by  the  lyne  of  the  Massachusetts  Plantacon,  and  on  the  South  by 
the  Sea,  and  in  longitude  as  the  lyne  of  the  Massachusetts  Colony, 
runninge  from  East  to  West;  that  is  to  say,  from  the  Said  Norro- 
gancett Bay  on  the  East  to  the  South  Sea  on  the  West  parte,  with 
the  Island  therevnto  adioyneinge,  Together  with  all  firme  lands, 
Soyles,  Grounds,  Havens  Ports,  Rivers,  Waters,  Fishing,  Mynes, 
Myneralls,  Precious  Stones,  Quarries,  and  all  and  singular  other 
Comodities,  Iurisdiccons,  Royalties,  Privileges,  Francheses,  Pre- 
heminences,  and  hereditaments  whatsoever  within  the  said  Tract, 
Bounds,  lands  and  Islands  aforesaid,  or  to  them  or  any  of  them 
belonging,  To  have  and  to  hold  the  same  vnto  the  said  Governor 
and  Company,  their  Successors  and  Assignes,  for  ever  vpon  Trust 
and  for  the  vse  and  benefitt  of  themselves  and  their  Associates, 
freemen  of  the  said  Colony,  their  heires  and  Assignes,  To  bee 
holden  of  vs,  our  heires  and  Successors,  as  of  our  Manor  of  East 
Greenwich,  in  Free  and  Comon  Soccage,  and  not  in  Capite  nor  by 
Knights  Service,  Yielding  and  Payinge  therefore  to  vs,  our  heires 
and  Successors,  onely  the  Fifth  parte  of  all  the  Oare  of  Gold  and 
Silver  which  from  tyme  to  tyme  and  at  all  tymes  hereafter  shall 
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bee  there  gotten,  had  or  obteyned,  in  lievv  of  all  Services,  Dutyes 
and  Demaunds  whatsoever,  to  bee  to  vs,  our  heires  or  Successors, 
therefore  or  thereout  rendered,  made  or  paid.  And  lastly,  Wee 
doe  for  vs,  our  heires,  and  Successors,  Graunt  to  the  said  Governor 
and  Company  and  their  Successors,  by  these  presents,  that  these 
our  Letters  Patent  shall  bee  firme,  good  and  effectuall  in  the  lawe 
to  all  intents,  Construccons  and  purposes  whatsoever,  accordinge 
to  our  true  intent  and  meaneing  herein  before  Declared,  as  shall 
be  Construed,  reputed  and  adjudged  most  favourable  on  the  be- 
halfe  and  for  the  best  benefitt  and  behoofe  of  the  said  Governor 
and  Company  and  their  Successors,  Although  expresse  mention 
of  the  true  yearely  value  of  certeinty  of  the  premises,  or  of  any  of 
them,  or  of  any  other  Guifts  or  Graunts  by  vs  or  by  any  of  our 
Progenitors  or  Predecessors  heretofore  made  to  the  said  Governor 
and  Company  of  the  English  Colony  of  Conecticutt  in  New  Eng- 
land in  America  aforesaid  in  theis  presents  is  not  made,  or  any 
Statute,  Act,  Ordinance,  Provision,  Proclamacon  or  Restriccon 
heretofore  had,  made,  Enacted,  Ordeyned  or  Provided,  or  any 
other  matter,  Cause  or  thinge  whatsoever  to  the  contrary  thereof 
in  any  wise  notwithstanding.  In  witness  whereof,  we  have 
have  caused  these  our  Letters  to  be  made  Patent:  witness  our 
Selfe,  att  Westminster,  the  three  and  Twentieth  day  of  Aprill, 
in  the  Fowerteenth  yeare  of  our  Reigne.

THE  CONSTITUTION  OF 
CONNECTICUT* 

As  amended  and  in  force  January  1,  1934 

Though  the  people  of  the  state  had  long  acquiesced  under  the  form  of  gov- 
ernment derived  from  the  charter,  and  sanctioned  by  the  legislature;  yet  it  was 
considered  by  many  that  we  had  no  constitution,  as  our  government  under  the 
charter  had  never  received  the  explicit  approbation  of  the  people  subsequent 
to  the  declaration  of  independence.  It  was  also  considered  to  be  inconsistent 
with  the  dignity  of  a  free  nation  to  hold  their  rights,  even  normally  by  the 
tenure  of  a  Royal  Grant  and  that  it  was  proper  the  powers  of  the  government 
should  be  divided  into  separate  departments,  and  individual  rights  be  secured  by 
a  constitution  that  should  control  the  legislature  itself.  It  was  therefore  thought 
advisable  to  call  a  convention  for  that  object.  Accordingly,  in  1818,  a  conven- 
tion was  assembled  which  agreed  upon  our  constitution,  and  it  was  ratified  by 
the  people,  and  approved  by  a  vote  of  thirteen  thousand  nine  hundred  and 
eighteen  in  its  favor  and  twelve  thousand  three  hundred  and  sixty-four  against 
its  ratification.  On  the  twelfth  of  October,  1818,  Governor  Wolcott  issued  his 
proclamation,  at  the  request  of  the  General  Assembly,  declaring  that  the  con- 
stitution was  thenceforth  to  be  observed  by  all  persons,  as  the  Supreme  Law  of 
this  state. 

On  October  1,  1901  a  vote  was  taken  as  to  the  calling  of  a  constitutional 
convention  for  the  purpose  of  revising  the  constitution.  The  vote  was  47,317 
in  favor  and  26,745  against.  A  convention  was  held,  a  revised  constitution 
proposed  and  a  vote  taken  June  16,  1902  as  to  its  adoption  with  the  result  of 
10,377  for  the  acceptance  of  such  revision  and  21,234  against  it. 

PREAMBLE. 

The  people  of  Connecticut  acknowledging  with  gratitude,  the 
good  providence  of  God,  in  having  permitted  them  to  enjoy  a  free 
government,  do,  in  order  more  effectually  to  define,  secure,  and 
perpetuate  the  liberties,  rights  and  privileges  which  they  have  de- 
rived from  their  ancestors,  hereby,  after  a  careful  consideration 
and  revision,  ordain  and  establish  the  following  constitution  and 
form  of  civil  government. 

ARTICLE  FIRST. 

DECLARATION  OF  RIGHTS. 

That  the  great  and  essential  principles  of  liberty  and  free  gov- 
ernment may  be  recognized  and  established, 

WE    DECLARE, 

Sec.  1.  That  all  men  when  they  form  a  social  compact,  are 
equal  in  rights;  and  that  no  man,  or  set  of  men  are  entitled  to  ex- 
clusive public  emoluments  or  privileges  from  the  community. 

Sec.  2.  That  all  political  power  is  inherent  in  the  people,  and 
all  free  governments  are  founded  on  their  authority,  and  instituted 
for  their  benefit;  and  that  they  have  at  all  times  an  undeniable  and 
indefeasible  right  to  alter  their  form  of  government  in  such  manner 
as  they  may  think  expedient. 

Sec.  3.  The  exercise  and  enjoyment  of  religious  profession  and 
worship,  without  discrimination,  shall  forever  be  free  to  all  persons 
in  this  state;  provided,  that  the  right  hereby  declared  and  estab- 
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lished  shall  not  be  so  construed  as  to  excuse  acts  of  licentiousness, 
or  to  justify  practices  inconsistent  with  the  peace  and  safety  of  the 
state. 

Sec.  4.  No  preference  shall  be  given  by  law  to  any  christian 
sect  or  mode  of  worship. 

Sec.  5.  Every  citizen  may  freely  speak,  write  and  publish  his 
sentiments  on  ail  subjects,  being  responsible  for  the  abuse  of  that 
liberty. 

Sec.  6.  No  law  shall  ever  be  passed  to  curtail  or  restrain  the 
liberty  of  speech  or  of  the  press. 

Sec.  7.  In  all  prosecutions  or  indictments  for  libels,  the  truth 
may  be  given  in  evidence,  and  the  jury  shall  have  the  right  to 
determine  the  law  and  the  facts,  under  the  direction  of  the  court. 

Sec.  8.  The  people  shall  be  secure  in  their  persons,  houses, 
papers  and  possessions  from  unreasonable  searches  or  seizures; 
and  no  warrant  to  search  any  place,  or  to  seize  any  person  or  things, 
shall  issue  without  describing  them  as  nearly  as  may  be,  nor  without 
probable  cause  supported  by  oath  or  affirmation. 

Sec.  9.  In  all  criminal  posecutions,  the  accused  shall  have  a 
right  to  be  heard  by  himself  and  by  counsel;  to  demand  the  nature 
and  cause  of  the  accusation;  to  be  confronted  by  the  witnesses 
against  him;  to  have  compulsory  process  to  obtain  witnesses  in  his 
favour;  and  in  all  prosecutions  by  indictment  or  information,  a 
speedy,  public  trial  by  an  impartial  jury.  He  shall  not  be  com- 
pelled to  give  evidence  against  himself,  nor  be  deprived  of  life,  lib- 
erty or  property,  but  by  due  course  of  law.  And  no  person  shall  be 
holden  to  answer  for  any  crime,  the  punishment  of  which  may  be 
death  or  imprisonment  for  life,  unless  on  a  presentment  or  an  in- 
dictment of  a  grand  jury;  except  in  the  land  or  naval  forces,  or  in 
the  militia  when  in  actual  service  in  time  of  war,  or  public  danger. 

Sec.  10.  No  person  shall  be  arrested,  detained  or  punished,  ex- 
cept in  cases  clearly  warranted  by  law. 

Sec.  11.  The  property  of  no  person  shall  be  taken  for  public 
use,  without  just  compensation  therefor. 

Sec.  12.  All  courts  shall  be  open,  and  every  person,  for  an 
injury  done  him  in  his  person,  property  or  reputation,  shall  have 
remedy  by  due  course  of  law,  and  right  and  justice  administered 
without  sale,  denial  or  delay. 

Sec.  13.  Excessive  bail  shall  not  be  required,  nor  excessive 
fines  imposed. 

Sec.  14.  All  prisoners  shall,  before  conviction,  be  bailable  by 
sufficient  sureties,  except  for  capital  offences,  where  the  proof  is 
evident,  or  the  presumption  great;  and  the  privileges  of  the  writ 
of  Habeas  Corpus  shall  not  be  suspended,  unless,  when  in  case 
of  rebellion  or  invasion,  the  public  safety  may  require  it;  nor  in 
any  case,  but  by  the  legislature. 

Sec.  15.  No  person  shall  be  attainted  of  treason 'or  felony,  by 
the  legislature. 
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Sec.  16.  The  citizens  have  a  right,  in  a  peaceable  manner,  to 
assemble  for  their  common  good,  and  to  apply  to  those  invested 
with  the  powers  of  government,  for  redress  of  grievances,  or  other 
proper  purposes,  by  petition,  address  or  remonstrance. 

Sec.  17.  Every  citizen  has  a  right  to  bear  arms  in  defence  of 
himself  and  the  state. 

Sec.  18.  The  military  shall,  in  all  cases,  and  at  all  times,  be 
in  strict  subordination  to  the  civil  power. 

Sec.  19.  No  soldier  shall,  in  time  of  peace,  be  quartered  in  any 
house,  without  the  consent  of  the  owner;  nor  in  time  of  war,  but  in 
a  manner  to  be  prescribed  by  law. 

Sec.  20.  No  hereditary  emoluments,  privileges  or  honors,  shall 
ever  be  granted,  or  conferred  in  this  state. 

Sec.  21.    The  right  of  trial  by  jury  shall  remain  inviolate. 

ARTICLE  SECOND. 

OF  THE  DISTRIBUTION  OF  POWERS. 

The  powers  of  government  shall  be  divided  into  three  distinct 
departments,  and  each  of  them  confided  to  a  separate  magistracy, 
to  wit,  those  which  are  legislative,  to  one;  those  which  are  executive, 
to  another;  and  those  which  are  judicial,  to  another. 

ARTICLE  THIRD. 
OF  THE  LEGISLATURE  DEPARTMENT. 

Sec.  1.  The  legislative  power  of  this  state  shall  be  vested  in 
two  distinct  houses,  or  branches;  the  one  to  be  styled  The  Senate, 
the  other  The  House  of  Representatives,  and  both  together 
THE  GENERAL  ASSEMBLY.  The  style  of  their  laws  shall  be, 
Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives 
in  General  Assembly  Convened. 

Sec.  2.  There  shall  be  one  stated  session  of  the  General  As- 
sembly, to  be  holden  in  each  year,  alternately  at  Hartford  and 
New  Haven,  on  the  first  Wednesday  of  May,  and  at  such  other 
times  as  the  General  Assembly  shall  judge  necessary;  the  first 
session  to  be  holden  at  Hartford.  But  the  person  administering  the 
office  of  Governour,  may  on  special  emergencies,  convene  the 
General  Assembly  at  either  of  said  places,  at  any  other  time.  And 
in  case  of  danger  from  the  prevalence  of  contagious  diseases  in 
either  of  said  places,  or  other  circumstances,  the  person  administer- 
ing the  office  of  Governour,  may,^  by  proclamation,  convene  said 
Assembly  at  any  other  place  in  this  state. 

Sec.  3.  The  house  of  representatives  shall  consist  of  electors 
residing  in  towns  from  which  they  are  elected.  The  number  of 
representatives  from  each  town  shall  be  the  same  as  at  present 
practised  and  allowed.  In  case  a  new  town  shall  hereafter  be  in- 
corporated, such  new  town  shall  be  entitled  to  one  representative 
only;  and  if  such  new  town  shall  be  made  from  one  or  more  towns, 
the  town  or  towns  from  which  the  same  shall  be  made,  shall  be  eiv 
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titled  to  the  same  number  of  representatives  as  at  present  allowed, 
unless  the  number  shall  be  reduced  by  the  consent  of  such  town  or 
towns. 

Sec.  4.  The  Senate  shall  consist  of  twelve  members,  to  be 
chosen  annually  by  the  electors. 

Sec.  5.  At  the  meetings  of  the  electors,  held  in  the  several  towns 
in  this  state  in  April  annually,  after  the  election  of  representatives, 
the  electors  present  shall  be  called  upon  to  bring  in  their  written 
ballots  for  senators.  The  presiding  officer  shall  receive  the  votes 
of  the  electors,  and  count  and  declare  them  in  open  meeting.  The 
presiding  officer  shall  also  make  duplicate  lists  of  the  persons  voted 
for,  and  of  the  number  of  votes  for  each,  which  shall  be  certified 
by  the  presiding  officer;  one  of  which  lists  shall  be  delivered  to  the 
town  clerk,  and  the  other  within  ten  days  after  said  meeting,  shall 
be  delivered  under  seal,  either  to  the  Secretary-,  or  to  the  Sheriff  of 
the  county  in  which  said  town  is  situated;  which  list  shall  be  directed 
to  the  Secretary,  with  a  superscription  expressing  the  purport  of 
the  contents  thereof.  And  each  sheriff  who  shall  receive  such  votes, 
shall  within  fifteen  days  after  said  meeting,  deliver,  or  cause  them 
to  be  delivered  to  the  Secretary7. 

Sec.  6.  The  Treasurer,  Secretary,  and  Controller,  for  the 
time  being,  shall  canvass  the  votes  publicly.  The  twelve  persons 
having  the  greatest  number  of  votes  for  senators,  shall  be  declared 
to  be  elected.  But  in  cases  where  no  choice  is  made  by  the  electors 
in  consequence  of  an  equality  of  votes,  the  house  of  representatives 
shall  designate  by  ballot  which  of  the  candidates  having  such 
equal  number  of  votes,  shall  be  declared  to  be  elected.  The  return 
of  votes,  and  the  result  of  the  canvass,  shall  be  submitted  to  the 
house  of  representatives,  and  also  to  the  Senate,  on  the  first  day 
of  the  session  of  the  General  Assembly;  and  each  house  shall  be  the 
final  judge  of  the  election  returns  and  qualifications  of  its  own 
members. 

Sec.  7.  The  house  of  representatives  when  assembled,  shall 
choose  a  Speaker  Clerk  and  other  officers.  The  senate  shall  choose 
its  Clerk,  and  other  officers,  except  the  President.  A  majority  of 
each  house  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  do  business;  but  a  smaller 
number  may  adjourn  from  day  to  day,  and  compel  the  attendance 
of  absent  members  in  such  manner,  and  under  such  penalties  as 
each  house  may  prescribe. 

Sec.  8.  Each  house  shall  determine  the  rules  of  its  own  pro- 
ceedings, and  punish  members  for  disorderly  conduct,  and,  with 
the  consent  of  two  thirds,  expel  a  member,  but  not  a  second  time 
for  the  same  cause;  and  shall  have  all  other  powers  necessary  for  a 
branch  of  the  legislature  of  a  free  and  independent  state. 

Sec.  9.  Each  house  shall  keep  a  journal  of  its  proceedings, 
and  publish  the  same  when  required  by  one  fifth  of  its  members, 
except  such  parts  as  in  the  judgment  of  a  majority  require  secrecy. 
The  yeas  and  nays  of  the  members  of  either  house,  shall,  at  the 
desire  of  one  fifth  of  those  present,  be  entered  on  the  journals. 
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Sec.  10.  The  senators  and  representatives  shall,  in  all  cases 
of  civil  process,  be  privileged  from  arrest,  during  the  session  of 
the  General  Assembly,  and  for  four  days  before  the  commence- 
ment, and  after  the  termination  of  any  session  thereof.  And  for 
any  speech  or  debate  in  either  house,  they  shall  not  be  questioned 
in  any  other  place. 

Sec.  11.  The  debates  of  each  house  shall  be  public,  except  on 
such  occasions  as  in  the  opinion  of  the  house  may  require  secrecy. 

ARTICLE  FOURTH. 

OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  DEPARTMENT. 

Sec.  1.  The  supreme  executive  power  of  the  state  shall  be 
vested  in  a  Governour,  who  shall  be  chosen  by  the  electors  of  the 
state,  and  shall  hold  his  office  for  one  year  from  the  first  Wednesday 
of  May  next  succeeding  his  election,  and  until  his  successor  be  duly 
qualified.  No  person  who  is  not  an  elector  of  this  state,  and  who 
has  not  arrived  at  the  age  of  thirty  years,  shall  be  eligible. 

Sec.  2.  At  the  meetings  of  the  electors  in  the  respective  towns 
in  the  month  of  April  in  each  year,  immediately  after  the  election 
of  senators,  the  presiding  officers  shall  call  upon  the  electors  to 
bring  in  their  ballots  for  him  whom  they  would  elect  to  be  gover- 
nour, with  his  name  fairly  written.  When  such  ballots  shall  have 
been  received  and  counted  in  the  presence  of  the  electors,  duplicate 
lists  of  the  persons  voted  for,  and  of  the  number  of  votes  given  for 
each,  shall  be  made  and  certified  by  the  presiding  officer,  one  of 
which  lists  shall  be  deposited  in  the  office  of  the  town  clerk,  within 
three  days,  and  the  other,  within  ten  days  after  said  election,  shall 
be  transmitted  to  the  Secretary,  or  to  the  sheriff  of  the  county,  in 
which  such  election  shall  have  been  held.  The  sheriff  receiving 
said  votes  shall  deliver,  or  cause  them  to  be  delivered  to  the  Secre- 
tary, within  fifteen  days  next  after  said  election.  The  votes  so  re- 
turned shall  be  counted  by  the  Treasurer,  Secretary  and  Controller, 
within  the  month  of  April.  A  fair  list  of  the  persons  and  number 
of  votes  given  for  each,  together  with  the  returns  of  the  presiding 
officers,  shall  be,  by  the  Treasurer,  Secretary  and  Controller,  made 
and  laid  before  the  General  Assembly,  then  next  to  be  holden,  on 
the  first  day  of  the  session  thereof;  and  said  Assembly  shall,  after 
examination  of  the  same,  declare  the  person  whom  they  shall  find 
to  be  legally  chosen,  and  give  him  notice  accordingly.  If  no  person 
shall  have  a  majority  of  the  whole  number  of  said  votes,  or  if  two 
or  more  shall  have  an  equal  and  the  greatest  number  of  said  votes, 
then  said  Assembly,  on  the  second  day  of  their  session,  by  joint 
ballot  of  both  houses  shall  proceed,  without  debate,  to  choose  a 
Governour  from  a  list  of  the  names  of  the  two  persons  having  the 
greatest  number  of  votes,  or  of  the  names  of  the  persons  having  an 
equal  and  highest  number  of  votes  so  returned  as  aforesaid.  The 
General  Assembly  shall  by  law  prescribe  the  manner  in  which  all 
questions  concerning  the  election  of  a  Governour,  or  Lieutenant 
Governour,  shall  be  determined. 
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Sec.  3.  At  the  annual  meetings  of  the  electors,  immediately 
after  the  election  of  Governour,  there  shall  also  be  chosen  in  the 
same  manner  as  is  herein  before  provided  for  the  election  of  Gov- 
ernour, a  Lieutenant  Governour,  who  shall  continue  in  office  for 
the  same  time,  and  possess  the  same  qualifications. 

Sec.  4.  The  compensations  of  the  Governour,  Lieutenant 
Governour,  Senators  and  Representatives,  shall  be  established 
by  law,  and  shall  not  be  varied  so  as  to  take  effect  until  after  an 
election,  which  shall  next  succeed  the  passage  of  the  law  establishing 
said  compensations. 

Sec.  5.  The  Governour  shall  be  Captain  General  of  the  militia 
of  the  state,  except  when  called  into  the  service  of  the  United 
States. 

Sec.  6.  He  may  require  information  in  writing  from  the  officers 
in  the  executive  department,  on  any  subject  relating  to  the  duties 
of  their  respective  offices. 

Sec.  7.  The  Governour,  in  case  of  a  disagreement  between 
the  two  houses  of  the  General  Assembly,  respecting  the  time  of 
adjournment,  may  adjourn  them  to  such  time  as  he  shall  think 
proper,  not  beyond  the  day  of  the  next  stated  session. 

Sec.  8.  He  shall,  from  time  to  time,  give  to  the  General  As- 
sembly, information  of  the  state  of  the  government,  and  recom- 
mend to  their  consideration  such  measures  as  he  shall  deem  ex- 
pedient. 

Sec.  9.     He  shall  take  care  that  the  laws  be  faithfully  executed. 

Sec.  10.  The  Governour  shall  have  power  to  grant  reprieves 
after  conviction,  in  all  cases  except  those  of  impeachment,  until 
the  end  of  the  next  session  of  the  General  Assembly,  and  no  longer. 

Sec.  11.  All  commissions  shall  be  in  the  name  and  by  author- 
ity of  the  state  of  Connecticut;  shall  be  sealed  with  the  state  seal, 
signed  by  the  Governour,  and  attested  by  the  Secretary. 

Sec.  12.  Every  bill  which  shall  have  passed  both  [houses]  of  the 
General  Assembly,  shall  be  presented  to  the  Governour.  If  he  ap- 
proves, he  shall  sign  and  transmit  it  to  the  Secretary,  but  if  not,  he 
shall  return  it  to  the  house  in  which  it  originated,  with  his  objec- 
tions, which  shall  be  entered  on  the  journals  of  the  house;  who  snail 
proceed  to  reconsider  the  bill.  If  after  such  reconsideration,  that 
house  shall  again  pass  it,  it  shall  be  sent,  with  the  objections,  to 
the  other  house,  which  shall  also  reconsider  it.  If  approved,  it  shall 
become  a  law.  But  in  such  cases  the  votes  of  both  houses  shall  be 
determined  by  yeas  and  nays;  and  the  names  of  the  members  voting 
for  and  against  the  bill,  shall  be  entered  on  the  journals  of  each 
house  respectively.  If  the  bill  shall  not  be  returned  by  the  Gover- 
nour within  three  days,  Sundays  excepted,  after  it  shall  have  been 
presented  to  him,  the  same  shall  be  a  law  in  like  manner  as  if  he 
had  signed  it;  unless  the  General  Assembly,  by  their  adjournment, 
prevents  its  return,  in  which  case  it  shall  not  be  a  law. 

Sec.  13.  The  Lieutenant  Governour  shall,  by  virtue  of  his  office, 
be  President  of  the  Senate,  and  have,  when  in  committee  of  the

whole,  a  right  to  debate,  and  when  the  Senate  is  equally  divided, 
to  give  the  casting  vote. 

Sec.  14.  In  case  of  the  death,  resignation,  refusal  to  serve,  or 
removal  from  office  of  the  Governour,  or  of  his  impeachment,  or 
absence  from  the  State,  the  Lieutenant  Governour  shall  exercise 
the  powers  and  authority  appertaining  to  the  office  of  Governour, 
until  another  be  chosen  at  the  next  periodical  election  for  Gover- 
nour, and  be  duly  qualified;  or  until  the  Governour  impeached 
or  absent,  shall  be  acquitted  or  return. 

Sec.  15.  When  the  government  shall  be  administered  by  the 
Lieutenant  Governour,  or  he  shall  be  unable  to  attend  as  President 
of  the  Senate,  the  Senate  shall  elect  one  of  their  members,  as  Presi- 
dent pro  tempore.  And  if  during  the  vacancy  of  the  office  of  Gov- 
ernour, the  Lieutenant  Governour  shall  die,  resign,  refuse  to  serve, 
or  be  removed  from  office,  or  if  he  shall  be  impeached,  or  absent 
from  the  State,  the  President  of  the  Senate  pro  tempore,  shall,  in 
like  manner,  administer  the  government  until  he  be  superseded  by 
a  Governour  or  Lieutenant  Governour. 

Sec.  16.  If  the  Lieutenant  Governour  shall  be  required  to  ad- 
minister the  government,  and  shall,  while  in  such  administration, 
die  or  resign  during  the  recess  of  the  General  Assembly,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  Secretary,  for  the  time  being,  to  convene  the  Senate 
for  the  purpose  of  choosing  a  President  pro  tempore. 

Sec.  17.  A  Treasurer  shall  annually  be  chosen  by  the  electors 
at  their  meeting  in  April;  and  the  votes  shall  be  returned,  counted., 
canvassed,  and  declared,  in  the  same  manner  as  is  provided  for 
the  election  of  Governour  and  Lieutenant  Governour;  but  the  votes 
for  Treasurer  shall  be  canvassed  by  the  Secretary  and  Controller 
only.  He  shall  receive  all  monies  belonging  to  the  state,  and  dis- 
burse the  same  only  as  he  may  be  directed  by  law.  He  shall  pay 
no  warrant,  or  order  for  the  disbursement  of  public  money,  until 
the  same  has  been  registered  in  the  office  of  the  Controller. 

Sec.  18.  A  Secretary  shall  be  chosen  next  after  the  Treasurer, 
and  in  the  same  manner;  and  the  votes  for  Secretary  shall  be  re- 
turned to,  and  counted,  canvassed,  and  declared  by  the  Treasurer 
and  Controller.  He  shall  have  the  safe  keeping  and  custody  of  the 
public  records  and  documents,  and  particularly  of  the  acts,  resolu- 
tions, and  orders  of  the  General  Assembly,  and  record  the  same; 
and  perform  all  such  duties  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  law.  He  shall 
be  the  keeper  of  the  seal  of  the  state,  which  shall  not  be  altered. 

Sec.  19.  A  Controller  of  the  public  accounts  shall  be  annually 
appointed  by  the  General  Assembly.  He  shall  adjust  and  settle  all 
public  accounts  and  demands,  except  grants  and  orders  of  the 
General  Assembly.  He  shall  prescribe  the  mode  of  keeping  and 
rendering  all  public  accounts.  He  shall,  ex  officio,  be  one  of  the 
auditors  of  the  accounts  of  the  Treasurer.  The  General  Assembly 
may  assign  to  him  other  duties  in  relation  to  his  office,  and  to  that 
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of  the  Treasurer,  and  shall  prescribe  the  manner  in  which  his  duties 
shall  be  performed. 

Sec.  20.  A  sheriff  shall  be  appointed  in  each  county  by  the 
General  Assembly,  who  shall  hold  his  office  for  three  years,  remove- 
able  by  said  Assembly,  and  shall  become  bound  with  sufficient 
sureties,  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  state,  for  the  faithful  discharge  of 
the  duties  of  his  office,  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  law: 
in  case  the  sheriff  of  any  county  shall  die  or  resign,  the  Governour 
may  fill  the  vacancy  occasioned  thereby,  until  the  same  shall  be 
filled  by  the  General  Assembly. 

Sec.  21.  A  statement  of  all  receipts,  payments,  funds,  and 
debts  of  the  state,  shall  be  published,  from  time  to  time,  in  such 
manner  and  at  such  periods,  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  law. 

ARTICLE  FIFTH. 

OF  THE  JUDICIAL  DEPARTMENT. 

Sec.  1.  The  judicial  power  of  the  state  shall  be  vested  in  a 
Supreme  Court  of  Errors,  a  Superior  Court,  and  such  inferiour 
courts  as  the  General  Assembly  shall,  from  time  to  time,  ordain 
and  establish:  the  powers  and  jurisdiction  of  which  courts  shall 
be  defined  by  law. 

Sec.  2.  There  shall  be  appointed  in  each  county,  a  sufficient 
number  of  justices  of  the  peace,  with  such  jurisdiction  in  civil 
and  criminal  cases,  as  the  General  Assembly  may  prescribe. 

Sec.  3.  The  judges  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Errors,  of  the 
superior  and  inferiour  courts,  and  all  justices  of  the  peace,  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  General  Assembly,  in  such  manner  as  shall 
by  law  be  prescribed.  The  judges  of  the  Supreme  Court,  and  of 
the  Superior  Court,  shall  hold  their  offices  during  good  behaviour: 
but  may  be  removed  by  impeachment;  and  the  Governour  shall 
also  remove  them  on  the  address  of  two  thirds  of  the  members 
of  each  house  of  the  General  Assembly.  All  other  judges  and  jus- 
tices of  the  peace  shall  be  appointed  annually.  No  judge  or  justice 
of  the  peace  shall  be  capable  of  holding  his  office,  after  he  shall 
arrive  at  the  age  of  seventy  years. 

ARTICLE  SIXTH. 

OF  THE  QUALIFICATIONS  OF  ELECTORS. 

Sec.  1.  All  persons  who  have  been,  or  shall  hereafter,  previous 
to  the  ratification  of  this  Constitution,  be  admitted  freemen,  accord- 
ing to  the  existing  laws  of  this  state,  shall  be  electors. 

Sec.  2.  Every  white  male  citizen  of  the  United  States,  who 
shall  have  gained  a  settlement  in  this  state,  attained  the  age  of 
twenty  one  years,  and  resided  in  the  town  in  which  he  may  offer 
himself  to  be  admitted  to  the  privilege  of  an  elector,  at  least  six 
months  preceding,  and  have  a  freehold  estate  of  the  yearly  value  of 
seven  dollars  in  this  state;  or  having  been  enrolled  in  the  militia, 
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shall  have  performed  military  duty  therein  for  the  term  of  one 
year  next  preceding  the  time  he  shall  offer  himself  for  admission, 
or  being  liable  thereto,  shall  have  been,  by  authority  of  law,  ex- 
cused therefrom;  or  shall  have  paid  a  state  tax  within  the  year  next 
preceding  the  time  he  shall  present  himself  for  such  admission; 
and  shall  sustain  a  good  moral  character;  shall,  on  his  taking  such 
oath  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law,  be  an  elector. 

Sec.  3.  The  privileges  of  an  elector  shall  be  forfeited  by  a  con- 
viction of  bribery,  forgery,  perjury,  duelling,  fraudulent  bank- 
ruptcy, theft,  or  other  offence  for  which  an  infamous  punishment 
is  inflicted. 

Sec.  4.  Every  elector  shall  be  eligible  to  any  office  in  this  state, 
except  in  cases  provided  for  in  this  constitution. 

Sec.  5.  The  selectmen  and  town  clerk  of  the  several  towns, 
shall  decide  on  the  qualifications  of  electors,  at  such  times,  and  in 
such  manner  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law. 

Sec.  6.  Laws  shall  be  made  to  support  the  privilege  of  free 
sufferage,  prescribing  the  manner  of  regulating  and  conducting 
meetings  of  the  electors,  and  prohibiting,  under  adequate  penalties, 
all  undue  influence  therein,  from  power,  bribery,  tumult,  and  other 
improper  conduct. 

Sec.  7.  In  all  elections  of  officers  of  the  state,  or  members  of 
the  General  Assembly,  the  votes  of  the  electors  shall  be  by  ballot. 

Sec.  8.  At  all  elections  of  officers  of  the  state,  or  members 
of  the  General  Assembly,  the  electors  shall  be  privileged  from  arrest, 
during  their  attendance  upon,  and  going  to,  and  returning  from  the 
same,  on  any  civil  process. 

Sec.  9.  The  meetings  of  the  electors  for  the  election  of  the 
several  state  officers,  by  law,  annually  to  be  elected,  and  members 
of  the  General  Assembly  of  this  state,  shall  be  holden  on  the  first 
Monday  of  April  in  each  year. 

ARTICLE  SEVENTH. 

OF  RELIGION. 

Sec.  1.  It  being  the  duty  of  all  men  to  worship  the  Supreme 
Being,  the  great  Creator  and  Preserver  of  the  Universe,  and  their 
right  to  render  that  worship,  in  the  mode  most  consistent  with  the 
dictates  of  their  consciences;  no  person  shall  by  law  be  compelled 
to  join  or  support,  nor  be  classed  with,  or  associated  to,  any  con- 
gregation, church,  or  religious  association.  But  every  person  now 
belonging  to  such  congregation,  church,  or  religious  association, 
shall  remain  a  member  thereof,  until  he  shall  have  separated  him- 
self therefrom,  in  the  manner  hereinafter  provided.  And  each  and 
every  society  or  denomination  of  christians  in  this  state,  shall  have 
and  enjoy  the  same  and  equal  powers,  rights  and  privileges;  and 
shall  have  power  and  authority  to  support  and  maintain  the  minis- 
ters or  teachers  of  their  respective  denominations,  and  to  build 
and  repair  houses  for  public  worship,  by  a  tax  on  the  members  o 
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any  such  society  only,  to  be  laid  by  a  major  vote  of  the  legal  voters 
assembled  at  any  society  meeting,  warned  and  held  according  to 
law,  or  in  any  other  manner. 

Sec.  2.  If  any  person  shall  choose  to  separate  himself  from  the 
society  or  denomination  of  christians  to  which  he  may  belong,  and 
shall  leave  a  written  notice  thereof  with  the  clerk  of  such  society, 
he  shall  thereupon  be  no  longer  liable  for  any  future  expenses 
which  may  be  incurred  by  said  society. 

ARTICLE  EIGHTH. 

OF  EDUCATION. 

Sec.  1.  The  charter  of  Yale  College,  as  modified  by  agreement 
with  the  corporation  thereof,  pursuance  of  an  act  of  the  General 
Assembly,  passed  in  May,  1792,  is  hereby  confirmed. 

Sec.  2.  The  fund,  called  the  School  Fund,  shall  remain  a  per- 
petual fund,  the  interest  of  which  shall  be  inviolably  appropriated 
to  the  support  and  encouragement  of  the  public,  or  common  schools 
throughout  the  state,  and  for  the  equal  benefit  of  all  the  people 
thereof.  The  value  and  amount  of  said  fund  shall,  as  soon  as  prac- 
ticable, be  ascertained  in  such  manner  as  the  General  Assembly 
may  prescribe,  published,  and  recorded  in  the  Controller's  office; 
and  no  law  shall  ever  be  made,  authorizing  said  fund  to  be  diverted 
to  any  other  use  than  the  encouragement  and  support  of  public 
or  common  schools,  among  the  several  school  societies,  as  justice 
and  equity  shall  require. 

ARTICLE  NINTH. 

OF  IMPEACHMENTS. 

Sec.  1.  The  house  of  representatives  shall  have  the  sole  power 
of  impeaching. 

Sec.  2.  All  impeachments  shall  be  tried  by  the  Senate.  When 
sitting  for  that  purpose,  they  shall  be  on  oath  or  affirmation.  No 
person  shall  be  convicted  without  the  concurrence  of  two  thirds 
of  the  members  present.  When  the  Governour  is  impeached,  the 
Chief  Justice  shall  preside. 

Sec.  3.  The  Governour,  and  all  other  executive  and  judicial 
officers,  shall  be  liable  to  impeachment;  but  judgments  in  such  cases 
shall  not  extend  further  than  to  removal  from  office,  and  disqualifi- 
cation to  hold  any  office  of  honour,  trust,  or  profit  under  this  state; 
the  party  convicted,  shall,  nevertheless,  be  liable  and  subject 
to  indictment,  trial,  and  punishment  according  to  law. 

Sec.  4.  Treason  against  the  state,  shall  consist  only  in  levying 
war  against  it,  or  adhering  to  its  enemies,  giving  them  aid  and 
comfort.  No  person  shall  be  convicted  of  treason,  unless  on  the 
testimony  of  two  witnesses  to  the  same  overt  act,  or  on  confession 
in  open  court.  No  conviction  of  treason,  or  attainder,  shall  work 
corruption  of  blood,  or  forfeiture. 
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ARTICLE  TENTH. 

GENERAL  PROVISIONS 

Sec.  1.  Members  of  the  General  Assembly,  and  all  officers, 
executive  and  judicial,  shall  before  they  enter  on  the  duties  of  their 
respective  offices,  take  the  following  oath  or  affirmation,  to  wit; 

You  do  solemnly  swear  (or  affirm,  as  the  case  may  be)  that  you 
will  support  the  constitution  of  the  United  States,  and  the  con- 
stitution of  the  state  of  Connecticut,  so  long  as  you  continue  a 
citizen  thereof;  and  that  you  will  faithfully  discharge,  according 
to  law,  the  duties  of  the  office  of  to  the  best 

of  your  abilities.     So  help  you  God. 

Sec.  2.  Each  town  shall  annually  elect  selectmen,  and  such 
officers  of  local  police,  as  the  laws  may  prescribe. 

Sec.  3.  The  rights  and  duties  of  all  corporations  shall  remain 
as  if  this  constitution  had  not  been  adopted;  with  the  exception  of 
such  regulations  and  restrictions  as  are  contained  in  this  consti- 
tution. All  judicial  and  civil  officers  now  in  office,  who  have  been 
appointed  by  the  General  Assembly,  and  commissioned  according 
to  law,  and  all  such  officers  as  shall  be  appointed  by  the  said  As- 
sembly, and  commissioned  as  aforesaid,  before  the  first  Wednesday 
of  May  next,  shall  continue  to  hold  their  offices  until  the  first  day 
of  June  next,  unless  they  shall  before  that  time,  resign,  or  be  re- 
moved from  office  according  to  law.  The  Treasurer  and  Secretary 
shall  continue  in  office  until  a  Treasurer  and  Secretary  shall  be 
appointed  under  this  constitution.  All  military  officers  shall  con- 
tinue to  hold  and  exercise  their  respective  offices,  until  they  shall 
resign  or  be  removed  according  to  law.  All  laws  not  contrary  to, 
or  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  constitution,  shall  remain 
in  force,  until  they  shall  expire  by  their  own  limitation,  or  shall  be 
altered  or  repealed  by  the  General  Assembly,  in  pursuance  of  this 
constitution.  The  validity  of  all  bonds,  debts,  contracts,  as  well  of 
individuals  as  of  bodies  corporate,  or  the  state,  of  all  suits,  actions, 
or  rights  of  action,  both  in  law  and  equity,  shall  continue  as  if  no 
change  had  taken  place.  The  Governour,  Lieutenant  Governour, 
and  General  Assembly,  which  is  to  be  formed  in  October  next, 
shall  have,  and  possess,  all  the  powers  and  authorities,  not  repug- 
nant to,  or  inconsistent  with  this  constitution,  which  they  now 
have  and  possess,  until  the  first  Wednesday  of  May  next. 

Sec.  4.  No  judge  of  the  Superior  Court,  or  of  the  Supreme 
Court  of  Errors;  no  member  of  Congress;  no  person  holding  any 
office  under  the  authority  of  the  United  States;  no  person  holding 
the  office  of  Treasurer,  Secretary,  or  Controller;  no  Sheriff,  or 
sheriff's  deputy,  shall  be  a  member  of  the  General  Assembly. 

ARTICLE  ELEVENTH. 

OF  AMENDMENTS  OF  THE  CONSTITUTION. 

Whenever  a  majority  of  the  house  of  representatives  shall  deem 
it  necessary  to  alter,  or  amend  this  constitution,  they  may  propose 
such  alterations  and  amendments;  which  proposed  amendments 
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shall  be  continued  to  the  next  General  Assembly,  and  be  published 
with  the  laws  which  may  have  been  passed  at  the  same  session; 
and  if  two  thirds  of  each  house,  at  the  next  session  of  said  Assembly, 
shall  approve  the  amendments  proposed,  by  yeas  and  nays,  said 
amendments  shall,  by  the  Secretary,  be  transmitted  to  the  town 
clerk  in  each  town  in  this  state;  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  present 
the  same  to  the  inhabitants  thereof,  for  their  consideration,  at  a 
town  meeting  legally  warned  and  held  for  that  purpose;  and  if  it 
shall  appear  in  a  manner  to  be  provided  by  law,  that  a  majority 
of  the  electors  present  at  such  meetings,  shall  have  approved  such 
amendments,  the  same  shall  be  valid,  to  all  intents  and  purposes, 
as  a  part  of  this  constitution.

AMENDMENTS  TO  THE  CONSTITUTION 
OF  CONNECTICUT 


ARTICLE  I. 

From  and  after  the  first  Wednesday  [of  May],  in  the  year  of 
our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty,  the  Senate  of 
this  state  shall  consist  of  not  less  than  eighteen,  nor  more  than 
twenty-four  members,  and  be  chosen  by  districts. 

ARTICLE  II. 

The  General  Assembly,  which  shall  be  holden  on  the  first  Wed- 
nesday of  May,  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  twenty- 
nine,  shall  divide  the  state  into  districts  for  the  choice  of  Senators, 
and  shall  determine  what  number  shall  be  elected  in  each,  which 
districts  shall  not  be  less  than  eight,  nor  more  than  twenty-four 
in  number,  and  shall  always  be  composed  of  contiguous  territory 
and  in  forming  them,  no  town  shall  be  divided,  nor  shall  the  whole 
or  part  of  one  county  be  joined  to  the  whole  or  part  of  another 
county,  to  form  a  district;  regard  being  had  to  the  population  in 
said  apportionment  and  in  forming  said  districts,  in  such  manner 
that  no  county  shall  have  less  than  two  Senators.  The  districts, 
when  established,  shall  continue  the  same  until  the  session  of  the 
General  Assembly  next  after  the  completion  of  the  next  census  of 
the  United  States;  which  said  Assembly  shall  have  power  to  alter 
the  same,  if  found  necessary,  to  preserve  a  proper  equality  between 
said  districts,  in  respect  to  the  number  of  inhabitants  therein, 
according  to  the  principles  above  recited;  after  which,  said  districts 
shall  not  be  altered,  nor  the  number  of  Senators  altered,  except 
at  any  session  of  the  General  Assembly  next  after  the  completion 
of  a  census  of  the  United  States,  and  then  only  according  to  the 
principles  above  prescribed. 

ARTICLE  III. 
At  the  meeting  of  the  electors  on  the  first  Monday  of  April, 
in  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty,  and  annually 
thereafter,  immediately  after  the  choice  of  Representatives,  the 
electors  qualified  by  law  to  vote  in  the  choice  of  such  Representa- 
tives, shall  be  called  upon  by  the  presiding  officer  in  such  meeting,

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in  the  several  towns  within  their  districts,  respectively,  to  bring 
in  their  ballots  for  such  person  or  number  of  persons  to  be  Senator 
or  Senators  for  such  districts  in  the  next  General  Assembly,  as 
shall,  by  law  be  allowed  to  such  districts  respectively,  which  person 
or  persons,  at  the  time  of  holding  such  meetings,  shall  belong  to 
and  reside  in  the  respective  districts  in  which  they  shall  be  so 
balloted  for  as  aforesaid:  And  each  elector  present  at  such  meeting, 
qualified  as  aforesaid,  may  thereupon  bring  in  his  ballot  or  suffrage 
for  such  person  or  persons  as  he  shall  choose  to  be  Senators  for 
such  district,  not  exceeding  the  number  by  law  allowed  to  the 
same,  with  the  name  or  names  of  such  person  or  persons,  fairly 
written  on  one  piece  of  paper.  And  the  votes  so  given  in,  shall 
be  received,  counted,  canvassed  and  declared,  in  the  same  manner 
now  provided  by  the  constitution,  for  the  choice  of  Senators.  The 
person  or  persons,  not  exceeding  the  number  by  law  allowed  to 
the  districts  in  which  such  votes  shall  be  given  in,  having  the  high- 
est number  of  votes,  shall  be  declared  to  be  duly  elected  for  such 
districts:  But  in  the  event  of  an  equality  of  votes  between  two 
or  more  of  the  persons  so  voted  for,  the  House  of  Representatives 
shall,  in  the  manner  provided  for  by  the  constitution,  designate 
which  of  such  person  or  persons  shall  be  declared  to  be  duly  elected. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

There  shall  annually  be  chosen  and  appointed  a  Lieutenant 
Governor,  a  Treasurer,  and  Secretary,  in  the  same  manner  as  is 
provided  in  the  second  section  of  trie  fourth  article  of  the  Con- 
stitution of  this  State  for  the  choice  and  appointment  of  a  Governor. 

ARTICLE  V. 

A  Comptroller  of  Public  Accounts  shall  be  annually  chosen  by 
the  Electors  in  their  meeting  in  April,  and  in  the  same  manner 
as  the  Treasurer  and  Secretary  are  chosen,  and  the  votes  for  Comp- 
troller shall  be  returned  to,  and  counted,  canvassed  and  declared 
by  the  Treasurer  and  Secretary. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

The  Electors  in  the  respective  towns,  on  the  first  Monday  of 
April  in  each  year  may  vote  for  Governor,  Lieutenant  Governor, 
Treasurer,  Secretary,  Senators  and  Representatives  in  the  General

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Assembly  successively,  or  for  any  number  of  said  officers  at  the 
same  time,  and  the  General  Assembly  shall  have  power  to  enact 
laws  regulating  and  prescribing  the  order  and  manner  of  voting 
for  said  officers,  and  also  providing  for  the  election  of  Represent- 
atives at  some  time  subsequent  to  the  first  Monday  of  April  in 
all  cases  when  it  shall  so  happen  that  the  Electors  in  any  town  shall 
fail  on  that  day  to  elect  the  Representative  or  Representatives  to 
which  such  town  shall  be  by  law  entitled.  Provided,  that  in  all 
elections  of  officers  of  the  State,  or  Members  of  the  General  Assem- 
bly, the  votes  of  the  Electors  shall  be  by  ballot,  either  written  or 
printed. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

A  Sheriff  shall  be  appointed  in  each  County  by  the  electors 
therein,  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  law,  who  shall 
hold  his  office  for  three  years,  removable  by  the  General  Assembly, 
and  shall  become  bound  with  sufficient  sureties  to  the  Treasurer 
of  the  State,  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  office. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

Every  white  male  citizen  of  the  United  States,  who  shall  have 
attained  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  who  shall  have  resided  in 
this  state  for  a  term  of  one  year  next  preceding  and  in  the  town  in 
which  he  may  offer  himself  to  be  admitted  to  the  privileges  of  an 
elector,  at  least  six  months  next  preceding  the  time  he  may  so  offer 
himself,  and  shall  sustain  a  good  moral  character,  shall,  on  his 
taking  such  oath  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law,  be  an  elector. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

The  Judges  of  Probate  shall  be  appointed  by  the  electors  residing 
in  the  several  probate  districts,  and  qualified  to  vote  for  represent- 
atives therein,  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  law. 

ARTICLE  X. 

The  Justices  of  the  Peace,  for  the  several  towns  in  this  State, 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  electors  in  such  towns;  and  the  time 
and  manner  of  their  election,  the  number  for  each  town,  and  the 
period  for  which  they  shall  hold  their  offices,  shall  be  prescribed 
by  law.

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ARTICLE  XI. 
Every  person  shall  be  able  to  read  any  article  of  the  constitution 
or  any  section  of  the  statutes  of  this  state  before  being   admitted 
as  an  elector. 

ARTICLE  XII. 
The  judges  of  the  supreme  court  of  errors  and  of  the  superior 
court  appointed  in  the  year  1855,  and  thereafter,  shall  hold  their 
offices  for  the  term  of  eight  years,  but  may  be  removed  by  impeach- 
ment; and  the  governor  shall  also  remove  them  on  the  address  of 
two  thirds  of  each  house  of  the  general  assembly.  No  judge  of 
the  supreme  court  of  errors  or  of  the  superior  court  shall  be  capable 
of  holding  office  after  he  shall  arrive  at  the  age  of  seventy  years. 

ARTICLE  XIII. 
Every  elector  of  this  state  who  shall  be  in  the  military  service 
of  the  United  States,  either  as  a  drafted  person  or  volunteer,  during 
the  present  rebellion,  shall,  when  absent  from  this  state  because  of 
such  service,  have  the  same  right  to  vote  in  any  election  of  state 
officers,  representatives  in  congress,  and  electors  of  president  and 
vice  president  of  the  United  States,  as  he  would  have  if  present, 
at  the  time  appointed  for  such  election,  in  the  town  in  which  he 
resided  at  the  time  of  his  enlistment  into  such  service.  This  pro- 
vision shall  in  no  case  extend  to  persons  in  the  regular  army  of 
the  United  States,  and  shall  cease  and  become  inoperative  and 
void  upon  the  termination  of  the  present  war.  [The  General 
Assembly  shall  prescribe  by  law  in  what  manner  and  at  what  time, 
the  votes  of  electors  absent  from  this  State  in  the  military  service 
of  the  United  States,  shall  be  received,  counted,  returned  and 
canvassed.]

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ARTICLE  XXXI. 

Section  1.  From  and  after  the  Wednesday  after  the  first  Mon- 
day of  January,  1905,  the  senate  shall  be  composed  of  not  less  than 
twenty-four  and  not  more  than  thirty-six  members,  who  shall  be 
elected  at  the  electors'  meetings  held  biennially  on  the  Tuesday 
after  the  first  Monday  in  November.

If  the  general  assembly  be 
then  in  session  he  shall  forthwith  cause  a  copy  of  such  statement 
to  be  delivered  to  the  house  in  which  the  bill  originated  for  recon- 
sideration of  the  disapproved  items  in  conformity  with  the  rules 
prescribed  for  legislative  action  in  respect  to  bills  which  have  re- 
ceived executive  disapproval.

DECLARATION  OF  INDEPENDENCE 

In  Congress,  July  4,  1776. 


THE  UNANIMOUS  DECLARATION 

of  the 

THIRTEEN  UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA. 

When  in  the  course  of  human  events,  it  becomes  necessary  for 
one  people  to  dissolve  the  political  bands  which  have  connected 
them  with  another,  and  to  assume,  among  the  powers  of  the  earth, 
the  separate  and  equal  station  to  which  the  laws  of  nature  and  of 
nature's  God  entitle  them,  a  decent  respect  to  the  opinions  of 
mankind  requires  that  they  should  declare  the  causes  which  impel 
them  to  the  separation. 

We  hold  these  truths  to  be  self-evident,  that  all  men  are  created 
equal,  that  they  are  endowed,  by  their  Creator,  with  certain 
unalienable  rights,  that  among  these  are  life,  liberty,  and  the 
pursuit  of  happiness.  That  to  secure  these  rights,  governments 
are  instituted  among  men,  deriving  their  just  powers  from  the 
consent  of  the  governed,  that  whenever  any  form  of  government 
becomes  destructive  of  these  ends,  it  is  the  right  of  the  people  to 
alter  or  to  abolish  it,  and  to  institute  a  new  government,  laying 
its  foundation  on  such  principles,  and  organizing  its  powers  in 
such  form  as  to  them  shall  seem  most  likely  to  effect  their  safety 
and  happiness.  Prudence,  indeed  will  dictate,  that  governments 
long  established  should  not  be  changed  for  light  and  transient 
causes;  and  accordingly  all  experience  hath  shown,  that  mankind 
are  more  disposed  to  suffer,  while  evils  are  sufferable,  than  to 
right  themselves  by  abolishing  the  forms  to  which  they  are  ac- 
customed. But  when  a  long  train  of  abuses  and  usurpations, 
pursuing  invariably  the  same  object,  evinces  a  design  to  reduce 
them  under  absolute  despotism,  it  is  their  right,  it  is  their  duty, 
to  throw  off  such  government,  and  to  provide  new  guards  for  their 
future  security.  Such  has  been  the  patient  sufferance  of  these 
Colonies,  and  such  is  now  the  necessity  which  constrains  them  to 
alter  their  former  systems  of  government.  The  history  of  the 
present  King  of  Great  Britain  is  a  history  of  repeated  injuries  and 
usurpations,  all  having  in  direct  object  the  establishment  of  an 
absolute  tyranny  over  these  States.  To  prove  this,  let  facts  be 
submitted  to  a  candid  world. 

He  has  refused  his  assent  to  laws,  the  most  wholesome  and 
necessary  for  the  public  good. 

He  has  forbidden  his  governors  to  pass  laws  of  immediate  and 
pressing  importance,  unless  suspended  in  their  operation  till  his 
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assent  should  be  obtained;  and  when  so  suspended,  he  has  utterly 
neglected  to  attend  to  them. 

He  has  refused  to  pass  other  laws  for  the  accommodation  of  large 
districts  of  people,  unless  those  people  would  relinquish  the  right 
of  representation  in  the  legislature,  a  right  inestimable  to  them, 
and  formidable  to  tyrants  only. 

He  has  called  together  legislative  bodies  at  places  unusual, 
uncomfortable,  and  distant  from  the  depository  of  their  public 
records,  for  the  sole  purpose  of  fatiguing  them  into  compliance 
with  his  measures. 

He  has  dissolved  representative  houses  repeatedly,  for  opposing 
with  manly  firmness  his  invasions  on  the  rights  of  the  people. 

He  has  refused  for  a  long  time,  after  such  dissolutions,  to  cause 
others  to  be  elected;  whereby  the  legislative  powers,  incapable  of 
annihilation,  have  returned  to  the  people  at  large  for  their  exercise; 
the  State  remaining,  in  the  meantime,  exposed  to  all  the  dangers 
of  invasion  from  without  and  convulsions  within. 

He  has  endeavored  to  prevent  the  population  of  these  States; 
for  that  purpose  obstructing  the  laws  for  naturalization  of  foreigners; 
refusing  to  pass  others  to  encourage  their  migration  hither,  and 
raising  the  conditions  of  new  appropriations  of  lands. 

He  has  obstructed  the  administration  of  justice  by  refusing  his 
assent  to  laws  for  establishing  judiciary  powers. 

He  has  made  judges  dependent  on  his  will  alone,  for  the  tenure 
of  their  offices,  and  the  amount  and  payment  of  their  salaries. 

He  has  erected  a  multitude  of  new  offices,  and  sent  hither  swarms 
of  officers  to  harass  our  people,  and  eat  out  their  substance. 

He  has  kept  among  us,  in  times  of  peace,  standing  armies,  with- 
out the  consent  of  our  legislatures. 

He  has  affected  to  render  the  military  independent  of  and 
superior  to  the  civil  power. 

He  has  combined  with  others  to  subject  us  to  a  jurisdiction 
foreign  to  our  constitution,  and  unacknowledged  by  our  laws; 
giving  his  assent  to  their  acts  of  pretended  legislation: 

For  quartering  large  bodies  of  armed  troops  among  us: 

For  protecting  them,  by  a  mock  trial,  from  punishment  for  any 
murders  which  they  should  commit  on  the  inhabitants  of  these 
States: 

For  cutting  off  our  trade  with  parts  of  the  world: 

For  imposing  taxes  on  us  without  our  consent: 

For  depriving  us,  in  many  cases,  of  the  benefits  of  trial  by  jury: 

For  transporting  us  beyond  the  seas  to  be  tried  for  pretended 
offenses: 

For  abolishing  the  free  system  of  English  laws  in  a  neighboring 
province,  establishing  therein  an  arbitrary  government,  and  en- 
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larging  its  boundaries,  so  as  to  render  it  at  once  an  example  and 
fit  instrument  for  introducing  the  same  absolute  rule  into  these 
Colonies. 

For  taking  away  our  charters,  abolishing  our  most  valuable 
laws,  and  altering  fundamentally  the  forms  of  our  governments: 

For  suspending  our  own  legislatures,  and  declaring  themselves 
invested  with  power  to  legislate  for  us  in  all  cases  whatsoever. 

He  has  abdicated  government  here,  by  declaring  us  out  of  his 
protection,  and  waging  war  against  us. 

He  has  plundered  our  seas,  ravaged  our  coasts,  burnt  our  towns, 
and  destroyed  the  lives  of  our  people. 

He  is,  at  this  time,  transporting  large  armies  of  foreign  merce- 
naries to  complete  the  works  of  death,  desolation,  and  tyranny, 
already  begun,  with  circumstances  of  cruelty  and  perfidy,  scarcely 
paralleled  in  the  most  barbarous  ages,  and  totally  unworthy  the 
head  of  a  civilized  nation. 

He  has  constrained  our  fellow-citizens,  taken  captive  on  the 
high  seas,  to  bear  arms  against  their  country,  to  become  the  ex- 
ecutioners of  their  friends  and  brethren,  or  to  fall  themselves  by 
their  hands. 

He  has  excited  domestic  insurrection  amongst  us,  and  has  en- 
deavored to  bring  on  the  inhabitants  of  our  frontiers,  the  merciless 
Indian  savages,  whose  known  rule  of  warfare  is  an  undistinguished 
destruction  of  all  ages,  sexes,  and  conditions. 

In  every  stage  of  these  oppressions  we  have  petitioned  for 
redress  in  the  most  humble  terms;  our  repeated  petitions  have 
been  answered  only  by  repeated  injury.  A  prince  whose  character 
is  thus  marked  by  every  act  which  may  define  a  tyrant,  is  unfit 
to  be  the  ruler  of  a  free  people. 

Nor  have  we  been  wanting  in  attention  to  our  British  brethren. 
We  have  warned  them,  from  time  to  time,  of  attempts  by  their 
legislature  to  extend  an  unwarrantable  jurisdiction  over  us.  We 
have  reminded  them  of  the  circumstances  of  our  emigration  and 
settlement  here.  We  have  appealed  to  their  native  justice  and 
magnanimity,  and  we  have  conjured  them  by  the  ties  of  our  com- 
mon kindred  to  disavow  these  usurpations,  which  would  inevitably 
interrupt  our  connexions  and  correspondence.  They,  too,  have 
been  deaf  to  the  voice  of  justice  and  to  consanguinity.  We  must, 
therefore,  acquiesce  in  the  necessity  which  denounces  our  separa- 
tion and  hold  them,  as  we  hold  the  rest  of  mankind,  enemies  in 
war,  in  peace,  friends. 

We,  therefore,  the  Representatives  of  the  United  States  of 
America,  in  General  Congress  assembled,  appealing  to  the  Supreme 
Judge  of  the  world  for  the  rectitude  of  our  intentions,  do,  in  the 
name,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  good  people  of  these  Colonies, 
solemnly  publish  and  declare.  That  these  United  Colonies  are,  and 
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of  right  ought  to  be,  free  and  independent  States;  that  they  are 
absolved  from  all  allegiance  to  the  British  crown,  and  that  all 
political  connexion  between  them  and  the  State  of  Great  Britain 
is,  and  ought  to  be,  totally  dissolved ;  and  that  as  free  and  independ- 
ent States,  they  have  full  power  to  levy  war,  conclude  peace,  con- 
tract alliances,  establish  commerce,  and  to  do  all  other  acts  and 
things  which  independent  States  may  of  right  do.  And  for  the 
support  of  this  declaration,  with  a  firm  reliance  on  the  protection 
of  Divine  Providence,  we  mutually  pledge  to  each  other  our  lives, 
our  fortunes,  and  our  sacred  honor.

CONSTITUTION  OF  THE  UNITED 
STATES  OF  AMERICA 


We  the  people  of  the  United  States,  in  order  to  form  a  more 
perfect  union,  establish  justice,  insure  domestic  tranquility, 
provide  for  the  common  defense,  promote  the  general  welfare, 
and  secure  the  blessings  of  liberty  to  ourselves  and  our  posterity, 
do  ordain  and  establish  this  constitution  for  the  United  States  of 
America. 

ARTICLE.  I. 

Section:  1.  All  legislative  Powers  herein  granted  shall  be 
vested  in  a  Congress  of  the  United  States,  which  shall  consist  of 
a  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives. 

Section.  2.  The  House  of  Representatives  shall  be  composed 
of  members  chosen  every  second  Year  by  the  People  of  the  several 
States,  and  the  Electors  in  each  State  shall  have  the  Qualifications 
requisite  for  Electors  of  the  most  numerous  Branch  of  the  State 
Legislature. 

No  Person  shall  be  a  Representative  who  shall  not  have  attained 
to  the  Age  of  twenty-five  Years,  and  been  seven  Years  a  Citizen 
of  the  United  States,  and  who  shall  not,  when  elected  be  an  In- 
habitant of  that  State  in  which  he  shall  be  chosen. 

Representatives  and  direct  Taxes  shall  be  apportioned  among 
the  several  States  which  may  be  included  within  this  Union,  ac- 
cording to  their  respective  Numbers,  which  shall  be  determined 
by  adding  to  the  whole  Number  of  free  Persons,  including  those 
bound  to  Service  for  a  Term  of  Years,  and  excluding  Indians  not 
taxed,  three  fifths  of  all  other  Persons,  The  actual  Enumeration 
shall  be  made  within  three  Years  after  the  first  Meeting  of  the 
Congress  of  the  United  States,  and  within  every  subsequent  Term 
of  ten  Years,  in  such  Manner  as  they  shall  by  Law  direct.  The 
Number  of  Representatives  shall  not  exceed  one  for  every  thirty 
Thousand,  but  each  State  shall  have  at  Least  one  Representative; 
and  until  such  enumeration  shall  be  made,  the  State  of  New  Hamp- 
shire shall  be  entitled  to  chuse  three,  Massachusetts  eight,  Rhode- 
Island  and  Providence  Plantations  one,  Connecticut  five,  New 
York  six,  New  Jersey  four,  Pennsylvania  eight,  Delaware  one. 
Maryland  six,  Virginia  ten,  North  Carolina  five,  South  Carolina 
five  and  Georgia  three. 

When  vacancies  happen  in  the  Representation  from  any  State 
the  Executive  Authority  thereof  shall  issue  Writs  of  Election  to 
fill  such  Vacancies. 

The  House  of  Representatives  shall  chuse  their  Speaker  and 
other  Officers;  and  shall  have  the  sole  Power  of  Impeachment. 

Section.    3.    The  Senate  of  the  United  States  shall  be  composed 
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of  two  Senators  from  each  State,  chosen  by  the  Legislature  thereof, 
for  six  Years ;  and  each  Senator  shall  have  one  Vote. 

Immediately  after  they  shall  be  assembled  in  Consequence  of 
the  first  Election,  they  shall  be  divided  as  equally  as  may  be  into 
three  Classes.  The  Seats  of  the  Senators  of  the  first  Class  shall 
be  vacated  at  the  Expiration  of  the  second  Year,  of  the  second 
Class  at  the  Expiration  of  the  fourth  Year,  and  of  the  third  Class 
at  the  Expiration  of  the  sixth  Year,  so  that  one  third  may  be  chosen 
every  second  Year;  and  if  Vacancies  happen  by  Resignation,  or 
otherwise,  during  the  Recess  of  the  Legislature  of  any  State,  the 
Executive  thereof  may  make  temporary  Appointments  until  the 
next  Meeting  of  the  Legislature,  which  shall  then  fill  such  Vacancies. 

No  Person  shall  be  a  Senator  who  shall  not  have  attained  to 
the  Age  of  thirty  Years,  and  been  nine  Years  a  Citizen  of  the 
United  States,  and  who  shall  not  when  elected,  be  an  Inhabitant 
of  that  State  for  which  he  shall  be  chosen. 

The  Vice  President  of  the  United  States  shall  be  President  of 
the  Senate,  but  shall  have  no  Vote  unless  they  be  equally  divided. 

The  Senate  shall  chuse  their  other  Officers,  and  also  a  President 
pro  tempore,  in  the  Absence  of  the  Vice  President,  or  when  he 
shall  exercise  the  Office  of  President  of  the  United  States. 

The  Senate  shall  have  the  sole  Power  to  try  all  Impeachments. 
When  sitting  for  that  Purpose,  they  shall  be  on  Oath  or  Affirma- 
tion. When  the  President  of  the  United  States  is  tried  the  Chief 
Justice  shall  preside:  And  no  Person  shall  be  convicted  without 
the  Concurrence  of  two  thirds  of  the  Members  present. 

Judgment  in  Cases  of  Impeachment  shall  not  extend  further 
than  to  removal  from  Office,  and  disqualification  to  hold  and  enjoy 
any  Office  of  honor,  Trust  or  Profit  under  the  United  States:  but 
the  Party  convicted  shall  nevertheless  be  liable  and  subject  to 
Indictment,  Trial,  Judgment  and  Punishment,  according  to  Law. 

Section.  4.  The  Times,  Places  and  Manner  of  holding  Elec- 
tions for  Senators  and  Representatives,  shall  be  prescribed  in 
each  State  by  the  Legislature  thereof;  but  the  Congress  may  at 
any  time  by  Law  make  or  alter  such  Regulations,  except  as  to  the 
Places  of  chusing  Senators. 

The  Congress  shall  assemble  at  least  once  in  every  Year,  and 
such  meetings  shall  be  on  the  first  Monday  in  December,  unless 
they  shall  by  law  appoint  a  different  Day. 

Section.  5.  Each  House  shall  be  the  Judge  of  the  Elections, 
Returns  and  Qualifications  of  its  own  Members,  and  a  Majority 
of  each  shall  constitute  a  Quorum  to  do  Business;  but  a  smaller 
Number  may  adjourn  from  day  to  day,  and  may  be  authorized 
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to  compel  the  Attendance  of  absent  Members,  in  such  Manner, 
and  under  such  Penalties  as  each  House  may  provide. 

Each  House  may  determine  the  Rules  of  its  Proceedings,  punish 
its  Members  for  disorderly  Behavior,  and,  with  the  Concurrence 
of  two  thirds,  expel  a  Member. 

Each  House  shall  keep  a  Journal  of  its  Proceedings,  and  from 
time  to  time  publish  the  same,  excepting  such  Parts  as  may  in 
their  Judgment  require  Secrecy;  and  the  Yeas  and  Nays  of  the 
Members  of  either  House  on  any  question  shall,  at  the  Desire  of 
one  fifth  of  those  Present,  be  entered  on  the  Journal. 

Neither  House,  during  the  Session  of  Congress,  shall,  without 
the  Consent  of  the  other,  adjourn  for  more  than  three  days,  nor 
to  any  other  Place  than  that  in  which  the  two  Houses  shall  be 
sitting. 

Section.  6.  The  Senators  and  Representatives  shall  receive 
a  Compensation  for  their  Services,  to  be  ascertained  by  Law,  and 
paid  out  of  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States.  They  shall  in  all 
Cases,  except  Treason,  Felony  and  Breach  of  the  Peace,  be  priv- 
ileged from  Arrest  during  their  Attendance  at  the  Session  of  their 
respective  Houses,  and  in  going  to  and  returning  from  the  same; 
and  for  any  Speech  or  Debate  in  either  House,  they  shall  not  be 
questioned  in  any  other  Place. 

No  Senator  or  Representative  shall,  during  the  Time  for  which 
he  was  elected,  be  appointed  to  any  civil  Office  under  the  Authority 
of  the  United  States,  which  shall  have  been  created,  or  the  Emolu- 
ments whereof  shall  have  been  encreased  during  such  time;  and 
no  Person  holding  any  Office  under  the  United  States,  shall  be  a 
Member  of  either  House  during  his  Continuance  in  Office. 

Section.  7.  All  Bills  for  raising  Revenue  shall  originate  in  the 
House  of  Representatives;  but  the  Senate  may  propose  or  concur 
with  Amendments  as  on  other  Bills. 

Every  Bill  which  shall  have  passed  the  House  of  Representatives 
and  the  Senate,  shall,  before  it  become  a  Law,  be  presented  to  the 
President  of  the  United  States;  If  he  approve  he  shall  sign  it,  but  if 
not  he  shall  return  it,  with  his  Objections  to  that  House  in  which  it 
shall  have  originated,  who  shall  enter  the  Objections  at  large  on 
their  Journal,  and  proceed  to  reconsider  it.  If  after  such  Recon- 
sideration two  thirds  of  that  House  shall  agree  to  pass  the  Bill, 
it  shall  be  sent,  together  with  the  objections  to  the  other  House, 
by  which  it  shall  likewise  be  reconsidered,  and  if  approved  by 
two  thirds  of  that  House,  it  shall  become  a  Law.  But  in  all  such 
Cases  the  Votes  of  both  Houses  shall  be  determined  by  yeas  and 
Nays,  and  the  Names  of  the  Persons  voting  for  and  against  the 
Bill  shall  be  entered  on  the  Journal  of  each  House  respectively. 
If  any  Bill  shall  not  be  returned  by  the  President  within  ten  Days 
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(Sundays  excepted)  after  it  shall  have  been  presented  to  him, 
the  Same  shall  be  a  Law,  in  like  Manner  as  if  he  had  signed  it, 
unless  the  Congress  by  their  Adjournment  prevent  its  Return, 
in  which  Case  it  shall  not  be  a  Law. 

Every  Order,  Resolution,  or  Vote  to  which  the  Concurrence 
of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  may  be  necessary 
(except  on  a  question  of  Adjournment)  shall  be  presented  to  the 
President  of  the  United  States;  and  before  the  Same  shall  take 
Effect,  shall  be  approved  by  him,  or  being  disapproved  by  him, 
shall  be  repassed  by  two  thirds  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives, according  to  the  Rules  and  Limitations  prescribed 
in  the  Case  of  a  Bill. 

Section.  8.  The  Congress  shall  have  Power  To  lay  and  collect 
Taxes,  Duties,  Imposts  and  Excises,  to  pay  the  Debts  and  provide 
for  the  common  Defence  and  general  Welfare  of  the  United  States; 
but  all  Duties,  Imposts  and  Excises  shall  be  uniform  throughout 
the  United  States; 

To  borrow  Money  on  the  credit  of  the  United  States ; 

To  regulate  Commerce  with  foreign  Nations,  and  among  the 
several  States,  and  with  the  Indian  Tribes; 

To  establish  an  uniform  Rule  of  Naturalization,  and  uniform 
Laws  on  the  subject  of  Bankruptcies  throughout  the  United  States; 

To  coin  Money,  regulate  the  Value  thereof,  and  of  foreign  Coin, 
and  fix  the  Standard  of  Weights  and  Measures; 

To  provide  for  the  Punishment  of  counterfeiting  the  Securities 
and  current  Coin  of  the  United  States; 

To  establish  Post  Offices  and  post  Roads; 

To  promote  the  Progress  of  Science  and  useful  Arts,  by  securing 
for  limited  Times  to  Authors  and  Inventors  the  exclusive  Right 
to  their  respective  Writings  and  Discoveries ; 

To  constitute  Tribunals  inferior  to  the  supreme  Court; 

To  define  and  punish  Piracies  and  Felonies  committed  on  the 
high  Seas,  and  Offenses  against  the  Law  of  Nations; 

To  declare  War,  grant  Letters  of  Marque  and  Reprisal,  and 
make  Rules  concerning  Captures  on  Land  and  Water; 

To  raise  and  support  Armies,  but  no  Appropriation  of  Money 
to  that  Use  shall  be  for  a  longer  Term  than  two  Years ; 

To  provide  and  maintain  a  Navy; 

To  make  Rules  for  the  Government  and  Regulation  of  the  land 
and  naval  Forces; 

To  provide  for  calling  forth  the  Militia  to  execute  the  Laws  of 
the  Union,  suppress  Insurrections  and  repel  Invasions; 

To  provide  for  organizing,  arming,  and  disciplining,  the  Militia, 
and  for  governing  such  Part  of  them  as  may  be  employed  in  the 
Service  of  the  United  States,  reserving  to  the  States  respectively, 
the  Appointment  of  the  Officers,  and  the  Authority  of  training  the 
Militia  according  to  the  discipline  prescribed  by  Congress; 
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To  exercise  exclusive  Legislation  in  all  Cases  whatsoever,  over 
such  District  (not  exceeding  ten  Miles  square)  as  may,  by  Cession 
of  particular  States,  and  the  Acceptance  of  Congress,  become  the 
Seat  of  the  Government  of  the  United  States,  and  to  exercise  like 
Authority  over  all  Places  purchased  by  the  Consent  of  the  Legis- 
lature of  the  State  in  which  the  Same  shall  be,  for  the  Erection  of 
Forts,  Magazines,  Arsenals,  Dock-Yards,  and  other  needful  Build- 
ings;— And 

To  make  all  Laws  which  shall  be  necessary  and  proper  for  carry- 
ing into  Execution  the  foregoing  Powers,  and  all  other  Powers 
vested  by  this  Constitution  in  the  Government  of  the  United 
States,  or  in  any  Department  or  Officer  thereof. 

Section.  9.  The  Migration  or  Importation  of  such  Persons  as 
any  of  the  States  now  existing  shall  think  proper  to  admit,  shall 
not  be  prohibited  by  the  Congress  prior  to  the  Year  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  eight,  but  a  Tax  or  duty  may  be  imposed  on 
such  Importation,  not  exceeding  ten  dollars  for  each  Person. 

The  Privilege  of  the  Writ  of  Habeas  Corpus  shall  not  be  sus- 
pended, unless  when  in  Cases  of  Rebellion  or  Invasion  the  public 
Safety  may  require  it. 

No  bill  of  Attainder  or  ex  post  facto  Law  shall  be  passed. 

No  Capitation,  or  other  direct,  Tax  shall  be  laid,  unless  in 
Proportion  to  the  Census  or  Enumeration  herein  before  directed 
to  be  taken. 

No  Tax  or  Duty  shall  be  laid  on  Articles  exported  from  any 
State. 

No  Preference  shall  be  given  by  any  Regulation  of  Commerce 
or  Revenue  to  the  Ports  of  one  State  over  those  of  another;  nor 
shall  Vessels  bound  to,  or  from,  one  State,  be  obliged  to  enter, 
clear,  or  pay  Duties  in  another. 

No  Money  shall  be  drawn  from  the  Treasury,  but  in  Consequence 
of  Appropriations  made  by  Law;  and  a  regular  Statement  and 
Account  of  the  Receipts  and  Expenditures  of  all  public  Money 
shall  be  published  from  time  to  time. 

No  Title  of  Nobility  shall  be  granted  by  the  United  States: 
And  no  Person  holding  any  Office  of  Profit  or  Trust  under  them 
shall  without  the  Consent  of  the  Congress,  accept  of  any  present, 
Emolument,  Office,  or  Title,  of  any  kind  whatever,  from  any  King, 
Prince,  or  foreign  State. 

Section.  10.  No  State  shall  enter  into  any  Treaty,  Alliance, 
or  Confederation;  grant  Letters  of  Marque  and  Reprisal;  coin 
Money;  emit  Bills  of  Credit;  make  any  Thing  but  gold  and  silver 
Coin  a  Tender  in  Payment  of  Debts;  pass  any  Bill  of  Attainder, 
ex  post  facto  Law,  or  Law  impairing  the  Obligation  of  Contracts, 
or  grant  any  Title  of  Nobility. 

No  State  shall,  without  the  Consent  of  the  Congress,  lay  any 
Imposts  or  Duties  on  Imports  or  Exports,  except  what  may  be 
absolutely  necessary  for  executing  it's  Inspection  Laws:  and  the 
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net  Produce  of  All  Duties  and  Imposts,  laid  by  any  State  on  Im- 
ports or  Exports,  shall  be  for  the  Use  of  the  Treasury  of  the  United 
States;  and  all  such  Laws  shall  be  subject  to  the  Revision  and 
Controul  of  the  Congress. 

No  State  shall,  without  the  Consent  of  Congress,  lay  any  Duty 
of  Tonnage,  keep  Troops,  or  Ships  of  War  in  time  of  Peace,  enter 
into  any  Agreement  or  Compact  with  another  State,  or  with  a 
foreign  Power,  or  engage  in  War,  unless  actually  invaded,  or  in 
such  imminent  Danger  as  will  not  admit  of  delay. 


ARTICLE.  II. 

Section.  1.  The  executive  Power  shall  be  vested  in  a  President 
of  the  United  States  of  America.  He  shall  hold  his  Office  during 
the  Term  of  four  Years,  and,  together  with  the  Vice  President, 
chosen  for  the  same  Term,  be  elected,  as  follows: 

Each  State  shall  appoint,  in  such  Manner  as  the  Legislature 
thereof  may  direct,  a  Number  of  Electors,  equal  to  the  whole 
Number  of  Senators  and  Representatives  to  which  the  State  may 
be  entitled  in  the  Congress;  but  no  Senator  or  Representative  or 
Person  holding  an  office  of  Trust  or  Profit  under  the  United  States, 
shall  be  appointed  an  Elector. 

The  Electors  shall  meet  in  their  respective  States,  and  vote  by 
Ballot  for  two  Persons,  of  whom  one  at  least  shall  not  be  an  In- 
habitant of  the  same  State  with  themselves.  And  they  shall  make 
a  List  of  all  the  Persons  voted  for,  and  of  the  Number  of  Votes 
for  each;  which  List  they  shall  sign  and  certify,  and  transmit  sealed 
to  the  Seat  of  the  Government  of  the  United  States,  directed  to 
the  President  of  the  Senate.  The  President  of  the  Senate  shall, 
in  the  Presence  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  open 
all  the  Certificates,  and  the  Votes  shall  then  be  counted.  The 
Person  having  the  greatest  Number  of  Votes  shall  be  the  President, 
if  such  Number  be  a  Majority  of  the  whole  Number  of  Electors 
appointed;  and  if  there  be  more  than  one  who  have  such  Majority, 
and  have  an  equal  Number  of  Votes,  then  the  House  of  Represen- 
tatives shall  immediately  chuse  by  Ballot  one  of  them  for  President; 
and  if  no  Person  have  a  Majority,  then  from  the  five  highest  on 
the  list  the  said  House  shall  in  like  Manner  chuse  the  President. 
But  in  chusing  the  President,  the  Votes  shall  be  taken  by  States, 
the  Representation  from  each  State  having  one  Vote;  a  quorum 
for  this  Purpose  shall  consist  of  a  Member  or  Members  from  two 
thirds  of  the  States,  and  a  Majority  of  all  the  States  shall  be  neces- 
sary to  a  Choice.  In  every  Case,  after  the  Choice  of  the  President, 
the  Person  having  the  greatest  Number  of  Votes  of  the  Electors 
shall  be  the  Vice  President.  But  if  there  should  remain  two  or 
more  who  have  equal  Votes,  the  Senate  shall  chuse  from  them  bv 
Ballot  the  Vice  President. 


52  CONSTITUTION  OF  THE  UNITED  STATES 

The  Congress  may  determine  the  Time  of  chusing  the  Electors, 
and  the  Day  on  which  they  shall  give  their  Votes;  which  Day 
shall  be  the  same  throughout  the  United  States. 

No  Person  except  a  natural  born  Citizen,  or  a  Citizen  of  the 
United  States,  at  the  time  of  the  Adoption  of  this  Constitution, 
shall  be  eligible  to  the  Office  of  President;  neither  shall  any  person 
be  eligible  to  that  Office  who  shall  not  have  attained  to  the  age 
of  thirty  five  Years,  and  been  fourteen  Years  a  Resident  within 
the  United  States. 

In  case  of  the  Removal  of  the  President  from  Office,  or  of  his 
Death,  Resignation,  or  Inability  to  discharge  the  Powers  and 
Duties  of  the  said  Office,  the  Same  shall  devolve  on  the  Vice 
President,  and  the  Congress  may  by  Law  provide  for  the  Case  of 
Removal,  Death,  Resignation  or  Inability,  both  of  the  President 
and  Vice  President,  declaring  what  Officer  shall  then  act  as  Pres- 
ident, and  such  Officer  shall  act  accordingly,  until  the  Disability 
be  removed,  or  a  President  shall  be  elected. 

The  President  shall,  at  stated  Times,  receive  for  his  Services,  a 
Compensation,  which  shall  neither  be  encreased  nor  diminished 
during  the  Period  for  which  he  shall  have  been  elected,  and  he 
shall' not  receive  within  that  Period  any  other  Emolument  from 
the  United  States,  or  any  of  them. 

Before  he  enter  on  the  Execution  of  his  Office,  he  shall  take  the 
following  Oath  or  Affirmation: — "I  do  solemnly  swear  (or  affirm) 
that  I  will  faithfully  execute  the  Office  of  President  of  the  United 
States,  and  will  to  the  best  of  my  Ability,  preserve,  protect  and 
defend  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States." 

Section.  2.  The  President  shall  be  Commander  in  Chief  of 
the  Army  and  Navy  of  the  United  States,  and  of  the  Militia  of 
the  several  States,  when  called  into  the  actual  Service  of  the 
United  States;  he  may  require  the  Opinion,  in  writing,  of  the 
principal  Officer  in  each  of  the  executive  Departments,  upon  any 
Subject  relating  to  the  Duties  of  their  respective  Offices,  and  he 
shall  have  Power  to  grant  Reprieves  and  Pardons  for  Offences 
against  the  United  States,  except  in  Cases  of  Impeachment. 

He  shall  have  Power,  by  and  with  the  Advice  and  Consent  of 
the  Senate,  to  make  Treaties,  provided  two  thirds  of  the  Senators 
present  concur;  and  he  shall  nominate,  and  by  and  with  the  Advice 
and  Consent  of  the  Senate,  shall  appoint  Ambassadors,  other 
public  Ministers  and  Consuls,  Judges  of  the  supreme  Court,  and 
all  other  Officers  of  the  United  States,  whose  Appointments  are 
not  herein  otherwise  provided  for,  and  which  shall  be  established 
by  Law;  but  the  Congress  may  by  Law  vest  the  Appointment  of 
such  inferior  Officers,  as  they  think  proper,  in  the  President  alone, 
in  the  Courts  of  Law,  or  in  the  Heads  of  Departments. 
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The  President  shall  have  Power  to  fill  up  all  Vacancies  that 
may  happen  during  the  Recess  of  the  Senate,  by  granting  Commis- 
sions which  shall  expire  at  the  End  of  their  next  Session. 

Section.  3.  He  shall  from  time  to  time  give  to  the  Congress 
Information  of  the  State  of  the  Union,  and  recommend  to  their 
Consideration  such  Measures  as  he  shall  judge  necessary  and 
expedient;  he  may,  on  extraordinary  Occasions,  convene  both 
Houses,  or  either  of  them,  and  in  Case  of  Disagreement  between 
them,  with  Respect  to  the  Time  of  Adjournment,  he  may  adjourn 
them  to  such  Time  as  he  shall  think  proper;  he  shall  receive  Am- 
bassadors and  other  public  Ministers;  he  shall  take  Care  that  the 
Laws  be  faithfully  executed,  and  shall  Commission  all  the  Officers 
of  the  United  States. 

Section.  4.  The  President,  Vice  President  and  all  civil  Officers 
of  the  United  States,  shall  be  removed  from  Office  on  Impeachment 
for.  and  Conviction  of,  Treason,  Bribery,  or  other  high  Crimes 
and  Misdemeanors. 

ARTICLE.  III. 

Section.  1.  The  judicial  Power  of  the  United  States,  shall 
be  vested  in  one  supreme  Court,  and  in  such  inferior  Courts  as 
the  Congress  may  from  time  to  time  ordain  and  establish.  The 
Judges,  both  of  the  supreme  and  inferior  Courts,  shall  hold  their 
Offices  during  good  Behaviour,  and  shall,  at  stated  Times,  receive 
for  their  Services,  a  Compensation,  which  shall  not  be  diminished 
during  their  Continuance  in  Office. 

Section.  2.  The  judicial  Power  shall  extend  to  all  Cases,  in 
Law  and  Equity,  arising  under  this  Constitution,  the  Laws  of 
the  United  States,  and  Treaties  made,  or  which  shall  be  made, 
under  their  Authority; — to  all  Cases  affecting  Ambassadors,  other 
public  Ministers  and  Consuls; — to  all  Cases  of  admiralty  and 
maritime  Jurisdiction; — to  Controversies  to  which  the  United 
States  shall  be  a  Party; — to  Controversies  between  two  or  more 
States; — between  a  State  and  Citizens  of  another  State; — between 
Citizens  of  different  States, — between  Citizens  of  the  same  State 
claiming  Lands  under  Grants  of  different  States,  and  between  a 
State,  or  the  Citizens  thereof,  and  foreign  States,  Citizens  or 
Subjects. 

In  all  Cases  affecting  Ambassadors,  other  public  Ministers  and 
Consuls,  and  those  in  which  a  State  shall  be  Party,  the  supreme 
Court  shall  have  original  Jurisdiction.  In  all  the  other  Cases 
before  mentioned,  the  Supreme  Court  shall  have  appellate  Juris- 
diction, both  as  to  Law  and  Fact,  with  such  Exceptions,  and  under 
such  regulations  as  the  Congress  shall  make. 

The  trial  of  all  Crimes,  except  in  Cases  of  Impeachment,  shall 
be  by  Jury;  and  such  Trial  shall  be  held  in  the  State  where  the 
said  Crimes  shall  have  been  committed;  but  when  not  committed 
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within  any  State,  the  Trial  shall  be  at  such  Place  or  Places  as  the 
Congress  may  by  Law  have  directed. 

Section.  3.  Treason  against  the  United  States,  shall  consist 
only  in  levying  War  against  them,  or  in  adhering  to  their  Enemies, 
giving  them  Aid  and  Comfort.  No  Person  shall  be  convicted 
of  Treason  unless  on  the  Testimony  of  two  Witnesses  to  the  same 
overt  Act,  or  on  Confession  in  open  Court. 

The  Congress  shall  have  Power  to  declare  the  Punishment  of 
Treason,  but  no  Attainder  of  Treason  shall  work  Corruption  of 
Blood,  or  Forfeiture  except  during  the  Life  of  the  Person  attainted. 

ARTICLE.  IV. 

Section.  1.  Full  Faith  and  Credit  shall  be  given  in  each  State 
to  the  Public  Acts,  Records,  and  judicial  Proceedings  of  every 
other  State.  And  the  Congress  may  by  general  Laws  prescribe 
the  Manner  in  which  such  Acts,  Records  and  Proceedings  shall 
be  proved,  and  the  Effect  thereof. 

Section.  2.  The  Citizens  of  each  State  shall  be  entitled  to  all 
Privileges  and  Immunities  of  Citizens  of  the  several  States. 

A  Person  charged  in  any  State  with  Treason,  Felony,  or  other 
Crime,  who  shall  flee  from  Justice,  and  be  found  in  another  State, 
shall  on  Demand  of  the  executive  Authority  of  the  State  from 
which  he  fled,  be  delivered  up,  to  be  removed  to  the  State  having 
Jurisdiction  of  the  Crime. 

No  Person  held  to  Service  or  Labour  in  one  State,  under  the 
Laws  thereof,  escaping  into  another,  shall,  in  Consequence  of 
any  Law  or  Regulation  therein,  be  discharged  from  such  Service 
or  Labour,  but  shall  be  delivered  up  on  Claim  of  the  Party  to 
whom  such  Service  or  Labour  may  be  due. 

Section.  3.  New  States  may  be  admitted  by  the  Congress  into 
this  Union;  but  no  new  State  shall  be  formed  or  erected  within 
the  Jurisdiction  of  any  other  State;  nor  any  State  be  formed  by 
the  Junction  of  two  or  more  States,  or  Parts  of  States,  without 
the  Consent  of  the  Legislatures  of  the  States  concerned  as  well 
as  of  the  Congress. 

The  Congress  shall  have  Power  to  dispose  of  and  make  all 
needful  Rules  and  Regulations  respecting  the  Territory  or  other 
Property  belonging  to  the  United  States;  and  nothing  in  this 
Constitution  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  Prejudice  any  Claims  of 
the  United  States,  or  of  any  particular  State. 

Section.  4.  The  United  States  shall  guarantee  to  every  State 
in  the  Union  a  Republican  Form  of  Government,  and  shall  protect 
each  of  them  against  Invasion;  and  on  Application  of  the  Legis- 
lature, or  of  the  Executive  (when  the  Legislature  cannot  be  con- 
vened) against  domestic  Violence. 

ARTICLE.  V. 
The  Congress,  whenever  two  thirds  of  both  Houses  shall  deem 
it   necessary,    shall    propose    Amendments    to    this   Constitution, 
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or  on  the  Application  of  the  Legislatures  of  two  thirds  of  the  several 
States,  shall  call  a  Convention  for  proposing  Amendments,  which 
in  either  Case,  shall  be  valid  to  all  Intents  and  Purposes,  as  Part 
of  this  Constitution,  when  ratified  by  the  Legislatures  of  three 
fourths  of  the  several  States.,  or  by  Conventions  in  three  fourths 
thereof,  as  the  one  or  the  other  Mode  of  Ratification  may  be  pro- 
posed by  the  Congress;  Provided  that  no  Amendment  which  may 
be  made  prior  to  the  Year  One  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eight 
shall  in  any  Manner  affect  the  first  and  fourth  Clauses  in  the 
Ninth  Section  of  the  first  Article;  and  that  no  State,  without  its 
Consent,  shall  be  deprived  of  it's  equal  Suffrage  in  the  Senate. 

ARTICLE.  VI. 

All  Debts  contracted  and  Engagements  entered  into,  before 
the  Adoption  of  this  Constitution,  shall  be  as  valid  against  the 
United  States  under  this  Constitution,  as  under  the  Confederation. 

This  Constitution,  and  the  Laws  of  the  United  States  which 
shall  be  made  in  Pursuance  thereof;  and  all  Treaties  made,  or 
which  shall  be  made,  under  the  Authority  of  the  United  States, 
shall  be  the  supreme  Law  of  the  Land;  and  the  Judges  in  every 
State  shall  be  bound  thereby,  any  Thing  in  the  Constitution  or 
Laws  of  any  State  to  the  Contrary  notwithstanding. 

The  Senators  and  Representatives  before  mentioned,  and  the 
Members  of  the  several  State  Legislatures,  and  all  excutive  and 
judicial  Officers,  both  of  the  United  States  and  of  the  several  States, 
shall  be  bound  by  Oath  or  Affirmation,  to  support  this  Constitution; 
but  no  religious  Test  shall  ever  be  required  as  a  Qualification  to 
any  Office  or  public  Trust  under  the  United  States. 

ARTICLE.  VII. 

The  Ratification  of  the  Conventions  of  nine  States,  shall  be 
sufficient  for  the  Establishment  of  this  Constitution  between  the 
States  so  ratifying  the  Same.

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Articles 

In  addition  to,  and  amendment  of  the  constitution  of  the 
united  states  of  america, 

Proposed  by  Congress,  and  ratified  by  the  Legislatures  of  the  several  States, 
pursuant  to  the  fifth  Article  of  the  Original  Constitution. 

ARTICLE  I.| 

Congress  shall  make  no  law  respecting  an  establishment  of 
religion,  or  prohibiting  the  free  exercise  thereof;  or  abridging  the 
freedom  of  speech,  or  of  the  press;  or  the  right  of  the  people  peace- 
ably to  assemble,  and  to  petition  the  Government  for  a  redress  of 
grievances. 

ARTICLE  II. 

A  well  regulated  Militia,  being  necessary  to  the  security  of  a 
free  State,  the  right  of  the  people  to  keep  and  bear  Arms,  shall 
not  be  infringed. 

ARTICLE  III. 

No  Soldier  shall  in  time  of  peace,  be  quartered  in  any  house, 
without  the  consent  of  the  Owner,  nor  in  time  of  war,  but  in  a 
manner  to  be  prescribed  by  law. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

The  right  of  the  people  to  be  secure  in  their  persons,  houses, 
papers,  and  effects,  against  unreasonable  searches  and  seizures, 
shall  not  be  violated,  and  no  Warrants  shall  issue,  but  upon  prob- 
able cause,  supported  by  Oath  or  affirmation,  and  particularly 
describing  the  place  to  be  searched,  and  the  persons  or  things  to 
be  seized. 

ARTICLE  V. 

No  person  shall  be  held  to  answer  for  a  capital,  or  otherwise 
infamous  crime,  unless  on  a  presentment  or  indictment  of  a  Grand 
Jury,  except  in  cases  arising  in  the  land  or  naval  forces,  or  in  the 
Militia,  when  in  actual  service  in  time  of  War  or  public  danger; 
nor  shall  any  person  be  subject  for  the  same  offence  to  be  twice 
put  in  jeopardy  of  life  or  limb;  nor  shall  be  compelled  in  any  crim- 
inal case  to  be  a  witness  against  himself,  nor  be  deprived  of  life, 
liberty,  or  property,  without  due  process  of  law;  nor  shall  private 
property  be  taken  for  public  use,  without  just  compensation. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

In  all  criminal  prosecutions,  the  accused  shall  enjoy  the  right 
to  a  speedy  and  public  trial,  by  an  impartial  jury  of  the  State  and 
district  wherein  the  crime  shall  have  been  committed,  which  district 
shall  have  been  previously  ascertained  by  law,  and  to  be  informed

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of  the  nature  and  cause  of  the  accusation;  to  be  confronted  with 
the  witnesses  against  him;  to  have  compulsory  process  for  obtain- 
ing witnesses  in  his  favor,  and  to  have  the  Assistance  of  Counsel 
for  his  defence. 

ARTICLE  VII  * 

In  Suits  at  common  law,  where  the  value  in  controversy  shall 
exceed  twenty  dollars,  the  right  of  trial  by  jury  shall  be  preserved, 
and  no  fact  tried  by  a  jury,  shall  be  otherwise  re-examined  in  any 
Court  of  the  United  States,  than  according  to  the  rules  of  the  com- 
mon law. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

Excessive  bail  shall  not  be  required,  nor  excessive  fines  imposed, 
nor  cruel  and  unusual  punishments  inflicted. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

The  enumeration  in  the  Constitution,  of  certain  rights,  shall 
not  be  construed  to  deny  or  disparage  others  retained  by  the  people. 

ARTICLE  X. 

The  powers  not  delegated  to  the  United  States  by  the  Constitu- 
tion, nor  prohibited  by  it  to  the  States,  are  reserved  to  the  States 
respectively,  or  to  the  people. 

ARTICLE  XL** 

The  Judicial  power  of  the  United  States  shall  not  be  construed 
to  extend  to  any  suit  in  law  or  equity,  commenced  or  prosecuted 
against  one  of  the  United  States  by  Citizens  of  another  State,  or 
by  Citizens  or  Subjects  of  any  Foreign  State. 

ARTICLE  XII.  f 

The  Electors  shall  meet  in  their  respective  states,  and  vote  by 
ballot  for  President  and  Vice-President,  one  of  whom,  at  least, 
shall  not  be  an  inhabitant  of  the  same  state  with  themselves;  they 
shall  name  in  their  ballots  the  person  voted  for  as  President,  and 
in  distinct  ballots  the  person  voted  for  as  Vice-President,  and  they 
shall  make  distinct  lists  of  all  persons  voted  for  as  President,  and 
of  all  persons  voted  for  as  Vice-President,  and  of  the  number  of 
votes  for  each,  which  lists  they  shall  sign  and  certify,  and  transmit 
sealed  to  the  seat  of  the  government  of  the  United  States,  directed 
to  the  President  of  the  Senate; — The  President  of  the  Senate  shall, 
in  the  presence  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  open 
all  the  certificates  and  the  votes  shall  then  be  counted; — The 
person  having  the  greatest  number  of  votes  for  President,  shall  be 
the  President,  if  such  number  be  a  majority  of  the  whole  number

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of  Electors  appointed;  and  if  no  person  have  such  majority,  then 
from  the  persons  having  the  highest  numbers  not  exceeding  three 
on  the  list  of  those  voted  for  as  President,  the  House  of  Represent- 
atives shall  choose  immediately,  by  ballot,  the  President.  But 
in  choosing  the  President,  the  votes  shall  be  taken  by  States,  the 
representation  from  each  state  having  one  vote;  a  quorum  for  this 
purpose  shall  consist  of  a  member  or  members  from  two-thirds  of 
the  states,  and  a  majority  of  all  the  states  shall  be  necessary  to  a 
choice.  And  if  the  House  of  Representatives  shall  not  choose  a 
President  whenever  the  right  of  choice  shall  devolve  upon  them, 
before  the  fourth  day  of  March  next  following,  then  the  Vice- 
President  shall  act  as  President,  as  in  the  case  of  the  death  or  other 
constitutional  disability  of  the  President. — The  person  having 
the  greatest  number  of  votes  as  Vice-President  shall  be  Vice-Pres- 
ident, if  such  number  be  a  majority  of  the  whole  number  of  Electors 
appointed,  and  if  no  person  have  a  majority,  then  from  the  two 
highest  numbers  on  the  list,  the  Senate  shall  choose  the  Vice- 
President;  a  quorum  for  the  purpose  shall  consist  of  two-thirds  of 
the  whole  number  of  Senators,  and  a  majority  of  the  whole  number 
shall  be  necessary  to  a  choice.  But  no  person  constitutionally 
ineligible  to  the  office  of  President  shall  be  eligible  to  that  of  Vice 
President  of  the  United  States. 

ARTICLE  XIII.* 

Section  1.  Neither  slavery  nor  involuntary  servitude,  except 
as  a  punishment  for  crime  whereof  the  party  shall  have  been  duly 
convicted,  shall  exist  within  the  United  States,  or  any  place  subject 
to  their  jurisdiction. 

Section  2.  Congress  shall  have  power  to  enforce  this  article  by 
appropriate  legislation. 

ARTICLE  XIV.  t 
Section  1.  All  persons  born  or  naturalized  in  the  United  States 
and  subject  to  the  jurisdiction  thereof,  are  citizens  of  the  United 
States  and  of  the  State  wherein  they  reside.  No  State  shall  make 
or  enforce  any  law  which  shall  abridge  the  privileges  or  immunities 
of  citizens  of  the  United  States;  nor  shall  any  State  deprive  any 
person  of  life,  liberty,  or  property,  without  due  process  of  law; 
nor  deny  to  any  person  within  its  jurisdiction  the  equal  protection 
of  the  laws. 

Section  2.  Representatives  shall  be  apportioned  among  the 
several  States  according  to  their  respective  numbers,  counting 
the  whole  number  of  persons  in  each  State,  excluding  Indians  not

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taxed.  But  when  the  right  to  vote  at  any  election  for  the  choice 
of  electors  for  President  and  Vice-President  of  the  United  States, 
Representatives  in  Congress,  the  Executive  and  Judicial  officers  of 
a  State,  or  the  members  of  the  Legislature  thereof,  is  denied  to 
any  of  the  male  inhabitants  of  such  State,  being  twenty-one  years 
of  age,  and  citizens  of  the  United  States,  or  in  any  way  abridged, 
except  for  participation  in  rebellion,  or  other  crime,  the  basis  of 
representation  therein  shall  be  reduced  in  the  proportion  which 
the  number  of  such  male  citizens  shall  bear  to  the  whole  number  of 
male  citizens  twenty-one  years  of  age  in  such  State. 

Section  3.  No  person  shall  be  a  Senator  or  Representative  in 
Congress,  or  elector  of  President  and  Vice-President  or  hold  any 
office,  civil  or  military,  under  the  United  States,  or  under  any  State, 
who,  having  previously  taken  an  oath,  as  a  member  of  Congress, 
or  as  an  officer  of  the  United  States,  or  as  a  member  of  any  State 
legislature,  or  as  an  executive  or  judicial  officer  of  any  State,  to 
support  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  shall  have  engaged 
in  insurrection  or  rebellion  against  the  same,  or  given  aid  or  comfort 
to  the  enemies  thereof.  But  Congress  may  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds 
of  each  House,  remove  such  disability. 

Section  4.  The  validity  of  the  public  debt  of  the  United  States 
authorized  by  law,  including  debts  incurred  for  payment  of  pensions 
and  bounties  for  services  in  suppressing  insurrection  or  rebellion, 
shall  not  be  questioned.  But  neither  the  United  States  nor  any 
State  shall  assume  or  pay  any  debt  or  obligation  incurred  in  aid 
of  insurrection  or  rebellion  against  the  United  States,  or  any  claim 
for  the  loss  or  emancipation  of  any  slave;  but  all  such  debts,  obliga- 
tions, and  claims  shall  be  held  illegal  and  void. 

Section  5.  The  Congress  shall  have  power  to  enforce,  by  ap- 
propriate legislation,  the  provisions  of  this  article. 

ARTICLE  XV.* 

Section  1.  The  right  of  citizens  of  the 'United  States  to  vote 
shall  not  be  denied  or  abridged  by  the  United  States  or  by  any 
State  on  account  of  race,  color,  or  previous  condition  of  servitude — 

Section  2.  The  Congress  shall  have  power  to  enforce  this  article 
by  appropriate  legislation — 

ARTICLE  XVI.  t 
The  Congress  shall  have  power  to  lay  and  collect  taxes  on  in- 
comes,   from    whatever   source   derived,    without    apportionment

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among  theTseveral  States,  and  without  regard  to  any  census  or 
enumeration. 

ARTICLE  XVII.* 
The  Senate  of  the  United  States  shall  be  composed  of  two 
Senators  from  each  State,  elected  by  the  people  thereof,  for  six 
years;  and  each  Senator  shall  have  one  vote.  The  electors  in  each 
State  shall  have  the  qualifications  requisite  for  electors  of  the 
most  numerous  branch  of  the  State  legislatures.  When  vacancies 
happen  in  the  representation  of  any  State  in  the  Senate,  the  execu- 
tive authority  of  such  State  shall  issue  writs  of  election  to  fill  such 
vancancies:  Provided,  That  the  legislature  of  any  State  may  em- 
power the  executive  thereof  to  make  temporary  appointments 
until  the  people  fill  the  vacancies  by  election  as  the  legislature  may 
direct.  This  amendment  shall  not  be  so  construed  as  to  affect  the 
election  or  term  of  any  Senator  chosen  before  it  becomes  valid  as 
part  of  the  Constitution. 

ARTICLE  XVIII.  f 

Section  1.  After  one  year  from  the  ratification  of  this  article 
the  manufacture,  sale,  or  transportation  of  intoxicating  liquors 
within,  the  importation  thereof  into,  or  the  exportation  thereof 
from  the  United  States  and  all  territory  subject  to  the  jurisdiction 
thereof  for  beverage  purposes  is  hereby  prohibited. 

Section  2.  The  Congress  and  the  several  States  shall  have  con- 
current power  to  enforce  this  article  by  appropriate  legislation. 

Section  3.  This  article  shall  be  inoperative  unless  it  shall  have 
been  ratified  as  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution  by  the  legis- 
latures of  the  several  States,  as  provided  in  the  Constitution,  within 
seven  years  from  the  date  of  the  submission  hereof  to  the  States 
by  the  Congress. 

ARTICLE  XIX.  % 

The  right  of  citizens  of  the  United  States  to  vote  shall  not  be 
denied  or  abridged  by  the  United  States  or  by  any  State  on  account 
of  sex. 

Congress  shall  have  power  to  enforce  this  article  by  appropriate 
legislation.

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ARTICLE  XX.* 

Section  1.  The  terms  of  the  President  and  Vice  President  shall 
end  at  noon  on  the  20th  day  of  January,  and  the  terms  of  Senators 
and  Representatives  at  noon  on  the  3d  day  of  January,  of  the  years 
in  which  such  terms  would  have  ended  if  this  article  had  not  been 
ratified;  and  the  terms  of  their  successors  shall  then  begin. 

Section  2.  The  Congress  shall  assemble  at  least  once  in  every 
year,  and  such  meeting  shall  begin  at  noon  on  the  3d  day  of  Jan- 
uary, unless  they  shall  by  law  appoint  a  different  day. 

Section  3.  If,  at  the  time  fixed  for  the  beginning  of  the  term 
of  the  President,  the  President  elect  shall  have  died,  the  Vice  Pres- 
ident elect  shall  become  President.  If  a  President  shall  not  have 
been  chosen  before  the  time  fixed  for  the  beginning  of  his  term, 
or  if  the  President  elect  shall  have  failed  to  qualify,  then  the  Vice 
President  elect  shall  act  as  President  until  a  President  shall  have 
qualified ;  and  the  Congress  may  by  law  provide  for  the  case  wherein 
neither  a  President  elect  nor  a  Vice  President  elect  shall  have  quali- 
fied, declaring  who  shall  then  act  as  President,  or  the  manner  in 
which  one  who  is  to  act  shall  be  selected,  and  such  person  shall 
act  accordingly  until  a  President  or  Vice  President  shall  have 
qualified. 

Section  4.  The  Congress  may  by  law  provide  for  the  case  of  the 
death  of  any  of  the  persons  from  whom  the  House  of  Represent- 
atives may  choose  a  President  whenever  the  right  of  choice  shall 
have  devolved  upon  them,  and  for  the  case  of  the  death  of  any  of 
the  persons  from  whom  the  Senate  may  choose  a  Vice  President 
whenever  the  right  of  choice  shall  have  devolved  upon  them. 

Section  5.  Sections  1  and  2  shall  take  effect  on  the  15th  day 
of  October  following  the  ratification  of  this  article. 

Section  6.  This  article  shall  be  inoperative  unless  it  shall  have 
been  ratified  as  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution  by  the  legis- 
latures of  three-fourths  of  the  several  States  within  seven  years 
from  the  date  of  its  submission. 

ARTICLE  XXI  f 

Section  1.  The  eighteenth  article  of  amendment  to  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  United  States  is  hereby  repealed. 

Section  2.  The  transportation  or  importation  into  any  State, 
Territory,  or  possession  of  the  United  States  for  delivery  or  use

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therein  of  intoxicating  liquors,  in  violation  of  the  laws  thereof, 
is  hereby  prohibited. 

Section  3.  This  article  shall  be  inoperative  unless  it  shall  have 
been  ratified  as  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution  by  conventions 
in  the  several  States,  as  provided  in  the  Constitution,  within  seven 
years  from  the  date  of  the  submission  hereof  to  the  States  by  the 
Congress. 


CONNECTICUT  STATE  GOVERNMENT 
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THE  GOVERNOR 

The  numerous  functions,  mandatory  or  permissive,  now  exercised 
by  the  Governor  under  the  Constitution  and  the  Statutes,  have  been 
long  in  developing.  During  the  greater  part  of  the  colonial  period, 
the  Governor's  main  function  was  to  preside  over  a  group  of  magis- 
trates or  assistants,  who  served  both  as  his  Council  and  as  the  upper 
house  of  a  General  Assembly,  or  General  Court,  in  which  was 
vested  "the  supreme  power  of  the  commonwealth" — judicial  and 
executive  as  well  as  legislative,  .without  distinction.  Certain  ex- 
ecutive and  judicial  functions  of  an  administrative  character  were 
delegated  to  the  Governor  and  his  Council  but  always  under  strict 
limitations.  Whenever  the  Council  was  equally  divided  on  a 
question,  the  Governor  cast  the  deciding  vote.  In  all  respects  the 
Governor  and  his  Council  were  subservient  to  the  deputies  from  the 
towns,  who  composed  the  lower  house  of  the  General  Assembly. 
The  Governor  had  no  power  over  legislation  except  such  as  a  Trum- 
bull or  a  Saltonstall  might  exert  by  an  imposing  personality.  Almost 
invariably  the  Governor  was  a  well-educated,  shrewd,  and  honora- 
ble man,  of  florid  complexion,  who,  once  in  office,  managed  to  stay 
there  until  overtaken  by  death  or  the  infirmities  of  age.  In  the  eyes 
of  all  classes  he  was  a  highly  respected  symbol  of  government, 
though  in  fact  he  was  but  a  dignified  and  venerable  shadow  of  the 
General  Assembly. 

The  Constitution  of  1818,  under  which,  as  amended,  we  are  now 
living,  followed  the  Federal  Constitution  in  providing  for  three  divi- 

(64) 
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sions  of  government — legislative,  executive,  and  judicial.  "The 
supreme  executive  power  of  the  State,"  it  was  therein  declared, 
4 'shall  be  vested  in  a  Governor."  But  that  there  might  be  no  danger 
of  the  Governor's  ever  usurping  a  share  in  legislation,  the  place 
which  he  had  occupied  as  presiding  officer  of  the  Council,  or  the 
upper  house,  was  given  to  a  Lieutenant-Governor  as  president  of  a 
Senate.  In  an  advisory  capacity,  however,  the  Governor  was 
directed  to  give  to  the  General  Assembly  from  time  to  time  "informa- 
tion of  the  state  of  the  government  and  recommend  to  their  con- 
sideration such  matters  as  he  shall  deem  expedient."  This  is  the 
authority  for  the  Governor's  inaugural  and  other  messages,  that 
for  a  century  have  been  more  often  ignored  than  heeded.  The 
Governor  was  accorded  a  mild  veto  over  legislation  which  has 
proved  to  be  ineffective,  for  his  veto  may  be  overridden  by  a  majority 
in  each  of  the  two  houses  of  the  General  Assembly.  In  case  of  an 
emergency  about  which  there  can  be  no  doubt,  he  may  call  a  special 
session  of  the  General  Assembly.  If  at  any  time  the  two  houses 
are  in  disagreement  on  the  day  of  adjournment,  he  may  adjourn 
them.  This  power  would  apply  now  only  to  a  special  session,  as 
the  date  of  adjournment  of  a  regular  session  has  been  fixed  by  a 
constitutional  amendment. 

The  Governor  was  also  directed  "to  take  care  that  the  laws  be 
faithfully  executed. ' '  As  Captain-General  he  was  placed  in  command 
of  the  military  forces  of  the  State  and  was  given  limited  power  to 
grant  reprieves  after  conviction  of  crime. 

These  general  powers  granted  to  the  Governor  were,  however,  so 
restricted  by  the  Constitution  and  by  subsequent  statutes  that  in 
some  cases  they  became  hardly  operative.  In  practice,  the  General 
Assembly  was  loath  to  relinquish  any  powers  that  it  had  exercised 
by  custom  before  the  adoption  of  the  Constitution.  For  example, 
executive  business,  if  it  is  to  be  effective,  must  be  carried  on  largely 
through  commissions,  as  agents  of  the  Governor.  Nevertheless,  fc 
a  long  period  the  General  Assembly  insisted  upon  appointing  such 
commissions  as  executive  bodies  more  or  less  independent  of  the 
Governor.  Though  this  tradition  is  not  yet  quite  dead,  a  more  just 
and  liberal  view  has  prevailed  during  the  last  half  century.  With  few 
exceptions,  commissions  and  commissioners  are  now  appointed  by 
the  Governor  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate;  and  more 
recently  important  commissioners,  as  in  Agriculture  and  in  the 
State  Police  Department,  are  appointed  directly  by  the  Governor 
without  confirmation  by  the  Senate.  These  two  modes  of  appoint- 
ment also  prevail  in  the  case  of  directors  and  trustees  of  the  State's 
humane  and  penal  institutions.  The  Governor  may  fill  vacancies 
that  occur  while  the  General  Assembly  is  not  in  session,  and  he  has 
a  very  limited  power  of  removal  from  office.  All  departments  and 
institutions  of  the  State  pertaining  to  the  Governor's  office  now 
come  under  the  supervision  of  the  Board  of  Finance  and  Control,  of 
which  the  Governor  is  chairman  ex-officio.  This  conservative 
administrative  structure  works  very  well  in  practice.    Nevertheless,  it 
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seems  to  qualify  the  Governor's  supreme  executive  power  declared 
to  be  his  under  the  Constitution. 

Again,  though  the  Governor  is  held  responsible  for  the  mainten- 
ance of  justice,  the  Constitution  gave  to  the  General  Assembly  the 
sole  power  in  the  appointment  of  judges  to  all  courts,  from  the 
highest  to  the  lowest.  This  inconsistency  has  been  partially  cured 
by  amendments  to  the  Constitution.  The  judges  of  the  Supreme 
Court  of  Errors  and  the  Courts  of  Common  Pleas  are  now  appointed 
by  the  General  Assembly  on  the  nomination  of  the  Governor,  but 
he  yet  has  no  share  in  the  selection  of  judges  of  city,  borough,  and 
town  courts,  who  are  still  appointed  by  the  General  Assembly.  In 
the  interest  of  dignity  and  justice  in  judicial  proceedings,  the  Con- 
stitution should  be  so  amended  as  to  give  the  Governor  the  right  to 
nominate  the  judges  of  all  minor  courts. 

Finally,  ever  since  the  adoption  of  the  Constitution  a  Governor's 
veto  has  been  resented  by  the  General  Assembly  as  an  encroach- 
ment by  the  executive  on  the  legislature.  It  is  for  this  reason  that 
his  veto  may  still  be  overcome  by  a  mere  majority;  whereas,  in 
harmony  with  the  Federal  Constitution,  a  two-thirds  majority  is 
necessary  in  most  states  of  the  Union.  If  the  veto  of  a  bill  may  be 
overcome  by  essentially  the  same  majority  that  originally  passed  it, 
there  is  no  reason  why  a  Governor  should  be  required  to  sign  any 
bills  whatsoever. 

For  the  most  part  the  General  Assembly  has  had  its  own  way.  No 
veto  of  a  Governor  was  sustained  before  1837.  Of  the  hundreds  of 
bills  that  have  come  to  me  for  signature  I  have  ventured  to  veto 
only  five;  no  one  of  which  was  directly  sustained  by  the  General 
Assembly,  though  a  majority  of  the  citizens  of  the  State  seemed  to 
approve  of  my  action.  Two  of  the  five  bills,  however,  were  so  ill- 
considered  that  they  were  defeated  in  the  General  Assembly  by 
parliamentary  maneuvers.  The  chief  value  of  the  veto  has  come  to 
be  that  it  enables  the  legislature  to  pass  in  the  last  days  of  a  session  a 
curious 'assortment  of  bills  to  please  the  folks  at  home  in  the  ex- 
pectation that  the  Governor  by  his  failure  to  sign  the  bills  will  let 
them  die  an  easy  death.  Better  than  nothing  perhaps  is  this  ^per- 
verted  use  of  the  veto,  known  as  a  pocket  veto.  It  is  certain  that 
public  opinion  will  eventually  demand  that  the  Governor  shall 
exercise  not  a  formal  but  a  real  veto  against  legislation  which  he 
believes  is  not  conducive  to  the  welfare  of  that  great  body  of  citizens 
of  whom  he  is  the  direct  representative,  j  Though  no  longer  a  mere 
shadow  of  power,  the  Governor  has  yet  to  gain  that  substantial 
power  necessary  to  a  well-balanced  government. 

By  virtue  of  his  office,  the  Governor  is  Chairman  of  the  Board  of 
Pardons.  He  is  a  member  ex-officio  of  the  Corporation  of  Yale 
University,  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Connecticut 
State  College,  of  the  Board  of  Control  of  the  Connecticut  Agricul- 
tural Experiment  Station,  and  of  the  State  Board^of  Education  of 
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the  Blind.  He  is  also  Honorary  Chairman  of  the  Commission  on 
the  Observance  of  the  Three-hundredth  Anniversary  of  the  Settle- 
ment of  Connecticut.  With  few  exceptions  he  appoints  the  members 
of  various  state  boards,  such  as  Education  and  Public  Health.  He 
commits  patients  to  various  humane  institutions  like  the  State 
Hospital  at  Middletown,  of  which  he  is  a  trustee  ex-officio.  He  ap- 
points Notaries  Public,  Commissioners  of  Deeds,  Harbor  Masters, 
and  policemen  for  special  purposes.  He  issues  and  accepts  requi- 
sitions for  the  extradition  of  fugitives  to  and  from  Connecticut.  He 
administers  oaths,  signs  writs,  and  issues  proclamations.  It  is 
estimated  that  he  signs  annually  five  thousand  or  more  documents; 
and  within  the  same  period  he  signs  as  many  as  six  thousand  letters 
dealing  with  public  business.  By  statute  he  has  been  honored  with 
the  title  of  His  Excellency.  His  salary  is  five  thousand  dollars  a 
year.  The  Governor  is  liable  to  impeachment  and  removal  from 
office.

LIEUTENANT-GOVERNOR 

The  activities  of  the  office  of  Lieutenant-Governor  during  his 
two-year  term  of  office  for  the  most  part  are  concentrated  into  the 
first  six  months  of  that  term.  During  that  period,  from  the  conven- 
ing of  the  General  Assembly  on  the  Tuesday  after  the  first  Monday 
in  January,  until  the  adjournment  of  the  Assembly  by  reason  of 
Section  13  of  Article  IV  of  the  Constitution:  'The  Lieutenant- 
Governor  shall  by  virtue  of  his  office  be  President  of  the  Senate,  and 
have,  when  in  committee  of  the  whole  a  right  to  debate,  and  when 
the  Senate  is  equally  divided  to  give  the  casting  vote." 

As  President  of  the  Senate  he  must  know  the  parliamentary 
rules  of  order  of  that  body  usually  adopted  on  the  first  day  of  the 
Session. 

If  the  Lieutenant-Governor,  while  presiding,  wishes  to  leave  the 
chair,  he  may  designate  a  Senator  to  preside  for  a  period  not  exceed- 
ing one  day. 

He  shall  preside  with  dignity  and  preserve  order  at  all  times. 

The  Lieutenant-Governor  presides  over  all  joint  conventions  of 
the  House  of  Representatives  and  the  Senate,  and  signs  as  presiding 
officer  of  the  Senate  all  engrossed  bills. 

In  case  of  the  death,  resignation,  refusal  to  serve,  or  removal  from 
office  of  the  Governor  or  of  his  impeachment  or  absence  from  the 
State,  the  Lieutenant-Governor  shall  exercise  the  powers  and 
authority  appertaining  to  the  office  of  Governor  until  another  be 
chosen  at  the  next  periodical  election  for  Governor  and  be  duly 
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qualified;  or  until  the  Governor  impeached  or  absent  shall  be  ac- 
quitted or  return. 

The  Lieutenant-Governor  is  a  member  of  the  State  Board  of 
Finance  and  Control,  presiding  over  that  body  in  the  absence  of  the 
Governor. 

The  Lieutenant-Governor  is  a  member  ex-officio  of  the  Corpora- 
tion of  Yale  University.

SECRETARY  OF  THE  STATE 

When  "the  Inhabitants  and  Residents  of  Windsor,  Hartford,  and 
Wethersneld"  then  "cohabiting  and  dwelling  in  and  upon  the  River 
of  Connectecotte  and  the  lands  thereunto  adjoining"  convened  in 
1638  and  1639  and  adopted  the  first  written  Constitution  which  the 
world  had  seen,  they  proclaimed  their  belief  that  "to  maintain  the 
peace  and  union  of  such  a  people  there  should  be  an  orderly  and 
decent  government."  They  ordained  that  there  should  be  chosen 
"so  many  Magistrates  and  other  public  Officers  as  shall  be  found 
requisite"  and  provided  that  "always  there  be  six  chosen  besides 
the  Governor."  None  chosen  was  considered  qualified  until  he  had 
been  "sworn  according  to  an  Oath  recorded  for  that  purpose," 
after  which  the  Magistrates  and  other  public  officers  were  given 
power  "to  administer  justice  according  to  the  Laws  here  established, 
and  for  want  thereof,  according  to  the  rule  of  the  Word  of  God." 

Pursuant  to  their  high  purpose  in  government,  Edward  Hopkins 
was  elected  as  the  first  Secretary  in  1639. 

The  Colonists  of  Connecticut  conceived  a  political  philosophy 
built  around  the  proposition  that  the  people  themselves  were  the 
source  of  the  authority  of  their  government.  There  was  no  varia- 
tion from  that  tenet  in  the  fact  that  the  Charter  of  the  Colony  in 
1662  was  granted  by  Charles  the  Second,  for  with  a  consistency 
nothing  short  of  admirable,  the  Charter  was  procured  only  as  the 
result  of  a  petition  of  the  Colonists  submitted  in  their  behalf.  There 
were  five  Secretaries  between  1639  and  1667,  and  the  fifth,  John 
Allyn,  served  from  1667  until  1696. 

The  period  of  the  service  of  Secretary  Allyn  was  peculiarly  fraught 
with  problems  of  the  Colony  such  as  might  well  have  daunted  stern 
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men.  The  demand  of  Edmond  Andros  for  the  Charter  on  the  even- 
ing of  November  1,  1687  is  historic.  Andros  met  with  the  officials 
of  the  Colony  including  Secretary  Allyn,  and  as  many  other  persons 
as  could  crowd  into  the  Court  Chamber  and  told  them  "that  the 
former  authority  and  General  Court  was  dissolved."  The  rep- 
resentative government  of  Connecticut  was  for  a  short  time  lost,  but 
as  Albert  Carlos  Bates*  has  written,  the  Charter  of  Connecticut 
was  for  all  time  saved  when,  the  lights  being  suddenly  extinguished, 
Wadsworth  seized  the  Charter  and  escaped  to  conceal  it  in  the  famous 
Charter  Oak.  The  General  Court  again  convened  in  October  1689 
and  was  composed  of  the  former  officials  with  elections  to  such 
vacancies  as  had  occurred  in  the  interval.  John  Allyn  was  still  the 
Secretary. 

Whether  the  people  of  Connecticut  could  continue  their  own 
government  under  their  own  Charter  or  whether  the  King  was  em- 
powered to  send  a  Governor  to  Connecticut  contrary  to  the  Charter 
privileges  was  a  serious  question.  The  King's  Attorney-General,  Sir 
George  Treby,  the  King's  Solicitor-General,  Sir  John  Somers,  and 
Mr.  Edward  Ward,  an  eminent  lawyer,  advised  that  the  Colonists 
"may  go  on  with  your  Charter  government  as  formerly  and  say  that 
you  are  very  weak  men  if  you  do  not  do  so."  On  August  2nd, 
1690,  they  subscribed  as  their  opinion  "that  such  Submission  as 
is  put  in  this  case  doth  not  invalidate  the  Charter  or  any  ye  powrs 
therein  wch  was  graunted  under  the  great  Seal  and  that  the  Charter 
not  being  Surrendered  under  the  Common  Seal  and  that  Surrender 
duely  Inrolled  of  Record  nor  any  Judgemt  of  Record  entered  against 
it  the  same  remains  good  &  valid  in  the  law  and  that  the  Corporacon 
may  lawfully  Execute  the  pqwrs  &  provisions  thereby  graunted: 
notwithstanding  such  submission  and  appointment  of  a  Governour 
as  aforesaid." 

They  were  not  "weak  men." 

The  Office  of  the  Secretary  of  the  State  contains  the  records  of 
the  Colony  of  Connecticut  reflecting  various  assaults  upon  the 
Charter  through  succeeding  years.  Suffice  it  to  say  that  the  Charter 
continued  unimpaired  and  formed  the  sole  guide  for  the  govern- 
ment of  Connecticut  until  the  first  Constitutional  Convention  of  the 
State  of  Connecticut  in  1818. 

From  1696  to  1712  there  were  four  Secretaries,  and  from  1712 
until  1810,  the  Secretariat  of  the  Colony  and  later  of  the  State  of 
Connecticut  was  invested  in  but  three  personages,  all  members 
of  the  Wyllys  family.  From  1810  to  the  present  time  there  have 
been  forty-one  Secretaries  of  the  State  including  the  present  in- 
cumbent. 

The  office  of  the  Secretary  of  the  State,  as  the  repository  of  the 
records  of  the  Colony  until  1776,  and  of  the  records  of  the  State  from 
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that  time  to  'date,  contains  the  archives,  as  sources  of  the  history  of 
the  Colony  and  of  the  State,  not  only  of  Connecticut  people,  but  of 
their  doings,  their  government  in  its  processes,  their  achievements, 
all  reflecting  the  fundamental  concept  that  to  the  people  belongs 
the  government. 

The  Constitution  of  1818  provided  that  the  Secretary  "shall  have 
the  safe  keeping  and  custody  of  the  public  records  and  documents 
and  particularly  of  the  acts,  resolutions,  and  orders  of  the  General 
Assembly,  and  record  the  same;  and  perform  all  such  duties  as  shall 
be  prescribed  by  law.  He  shall  be  the  keeper  of  the  seal  of  the 
State,  which  shall  not  be  altered." 

Among  the  duties  which  have  been  prescribed  by  the  laws  of  a  free 
people,  we  find  that  the  Secretary  shall  be  the  custodian  of  all  surety 
bonds  issued  to  guarantee  the  faithful  performance  of  duty  by  each 
person  enjoying  a  position  of  trust  in  the  State — except  his  own 
which  is  lodged  with  the  Treasurer — that  he  shall  be  a  member  of 
the  Board  of  Finance  and  Control,  and  with  the  Governor  and  the 
Chief  Justice,  he  shall  be  a  member  of  the  State  Library  Committee. 
He  is  a  member  of  the  State  Board  of  Canvassers.  The  Secretary 
prepares  the  State  Register  and  Manual,  a  Statement  of  Vote,  a 
Manual  and  Roll  of  the  Legislature,  a  compilation  of  the  Corporation 
Laws,  and  of  the  Election  and  Trademark  Laws.  The  Secretary 
is  in  charge  of  the  publication  and  distribution  of  the  Special  Acts 
after  each  Session  of  the  Legislature. 

We  find  that  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  may  be  filed  and  regis- 
tered emblems  of  any  society,  association,  labor  union  or  unincorpora- 
ted club,  indeed  the  miscellany  of  matters  committed  to  his  care 
includes  the  filing  of  a  copy  of  the  yearly  report  of  the  overseer 
of  any  Indian  Tribe  in  the  State!  The  Secretary  prepares  ballots, 
receives  evidence  of  the  appointment  of  the  treasurer  or  political 
agent  of  a  political  committee,  and  receives  election  reports  and  pre- 
serves them  for  fifteen  months  after  an  election  subject  to  inspection 
by  the  public. 

All  certificates  of  incorporation  and  amendments  thereto  and 
certificates  of  the  organization  of  corporations  must  be  filed  in  the 
office  of  the  Secretary.  Annual  reports  must  be  filed  with  him  by 
each  corporation.  Foreign  corporations  to  qualify  to  do  business 
in  Connecticut  file  in  his  office  certified  copies  of  their  charters,  and 
also  appoint  in  writing  the  Secretary  of  the  State  to  be  Attorney 
in  Fact  upon  whom  all  process  in  any  action  or  proceeding  against 
such  a  foreign  corporation  may  be  served. 

Cooperative  marketing  corporations,  ecclesiastical  or  religious 
societies,  and  corporations  without  capital  stock  must  file  certificates 
of  their  organization  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary. 

Mortgages  or  deeds  of  trust  upon  property  of  light,  heat,  and 
power  companies,  certificates  of  merger  of  railroad  companies,  and 
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contracts  of  conditional  sales  of  railway  equipment,  as  well  as 
railroad  mortgages,  are  recorded  by  the  Secretary  of  the  State. 
The  organizers  of  state  banks  or  trust  companies  must  file  certificates 
of  organization.  Persons  claiming  to  be  entitled  to  the  exclusive 
use  of  any  trademark  may  file  for  record  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary 
a  certificate  describing  the  trademark,  the  merchandise,  its  effects, 
the  date  of  adoption  or  use  of  the  trademark,  and  other  data  as 
required  by  statute.  The  Secretary  convenes  the  State  Senate  and 
presides  until  it  has  organized,  and  a  similar  duty  devolves  upon  him 
with  respect  to  Constitutional  Conventions  of  the  people. 

The  Secretary  attests  all  commissions  issued  to  officers  of  the 
State  as  well  as  commissions  of  more  than  ten  thousand  Notaries 
Public.  The  Secretary  authenticates  and  certifies  annually  to 
thousands  of  documents  of  record  in  his  office.  The  present  Secre- 
tary procured  from  the  Legislature  authorization  to  make  record  of 
certificates  and  other  documents  by  photostat,  and  also  to  permit 
the  use  in  evidence  of  photostat  certified  copies  of  any  certificate 
or  report  filed  by  any  corporation.  When  any  such  certified  copies 
are  intended  for  use  within  this  State,  such  copies  may  now  be 
furnished  by  the  Secretary  over  a  facsimile  of  his  signature  under 
the  great  seal  of  the  State.  To  the  Secretary  is  committed  the 
official  drawing  of  the  arms  of  the  State  to  be  used  only  under  the 
direction  of  the  Secretary. 

In  short,  the  duties  of  the  Secretary  assume  such  a  multiplicity 
of  forms  that  references  to  the  office  are  found  to  occur  in  more  than 
two  hundred  of  our  statutes. 

The  Secretary  is  elected  biennially,  and  at  present  is  paid  an 
annual  salary  of  twenty -two  hundred  dollars.  John  Allyn  in  the 
seventeenth  century  yearly  received  a  salary  in  such  amount  as 
was  voted  by  the  General  Court,  depending  upon  the  duties  per- 
formed and  the  condition  of  the  treasury,  but  the  sum  of  sixty  pounds 
is  believed  to  be  the  largest  emolument  paid. 

Certainly  our  perspective  enables  us  to  appraise  the  fundamentals 
of  the  philosophy  of  government  developed  by  our  early  secretaries 
and  their  fellows,  and  to  evaluate  their  contribution  to  the  political 
thought  and  well-being  of  the  world  today  beyond  any  price  to  be 
fixed  in  terms  of  money.  The  spirit  of  our  modern  service  to  the 
public  is  no  less  whole-hearted  if  not  so  constructive.

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THE  STATE  TREASURER 

The  Treasurer  of  the  State  of  Connecticut  is  elected  biennially 
by  popular  vote  of  the  citizens  of  the  State. 

He  is  ex-officio  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Finance  and  Control, 
Board  of  Equalization,  Banking  Commission  and  the  Appropria- 
tions Committee  of  the  General  Assembly. 

He  has  the  care  and  management  of  all  ordinary  State  funds,  the 
State  Sinking  Fund,  Teachers'  Annuity  and  Pension  Funds,  the 
School  Fund  and  the  Agricultural  College  Fund. 

The  ordinary  State  funds  consist  of  receipts  from  the  various 
State  institutions  and  departments  most  important  of  which  are 
the  collections  of  the  Department  of  Motor  Vehicles  of  gasoline 
taxes  and  motor  vehicle  fees  which  are  held  and  disbursed  for  the 
account  of  the  Highway  Department  only.  Other  receipts  consist 
of  taxes  assessed  by  the  State  Tax  Commissioner  and  collected  by 
the  Treasurer  who  is  also  the  State  Tax  Collector.  Some  of  the 
taxes  collected  for  use  by  the  State  are  the  Amusement  Tax  which  is 
based  on  seating  capacity,  the  Estate  Tax,  Inheritance  Tax,  Military 
Tax^ collected  and  remitted  by  the  municipalities  of  the  State, 
Taxes  on  Mutual  Fire  Insurance  and  Mutual  Life  Insurance  Com- 
panies, Electric,  Power,  Gas,  Water,  Water  Power,  Car,  Express, 
Steam  Railroad,  Street  Railroad,  Telegraph  and  Telephone  Com- 
panies, the  Net  Income  Tax  from  Corporations,  Tax  on  Savings 
Deposits,  Franchise  Tax  on  Stock  Insurance  Companies  and  the 
State  Tax  from  Towns.  He  also  collects  fees  and  taxes  such  as 
Dog  License  Fees,  Estate  Penalty  Tax,  Excise  Fee  on  Common 
Carriers,  Stock  Tax,  Unincorporated  Business  Tax  and  Liquor 
Permit  Fees  as  provided  under  the  Statutes  and  distributes  them 
to  the  various  Towns  and  Counties  in  accordance  with  the  law. 
The  total  of  such  receipts  by  the  Treasury  Department  for  the  year 
ended  June  30,  1933  amounted  to  $33,176,909.10.  Funds  received 
by  the  Treasurer  may  be  deposited  in  National  Banks  and  State 
Trust  Companies  in  Connecticut  to  the  extent  of  thirty  per  cent 
of  the  Capital  and  Surplus  of  any  such  bank.  Public  moneys  are 
paid  out  by  the  Treasurer  only  upon  order  of  the  General  Assembly, 
the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  of  the  several  Courts 
when  legally  authorized,  or  upon  order  of  the  State  Comptroller 
when  such  order  is  drawn  against  a  specific  appropriation  made  by 
the  General  Assembly.  The  Comptroller's  orders  are  in  the  form 
of  checks  which  are  made  payable  at  a  bank  designated  by  the 
Treasurer  and  when  paid  are  returned  to  the  Treasurer  by  the  bank 
to  be  reconciled  and  filed  as  a  receipted  voucher.  Approximately 
two  hundred  and  seventy  five  thousand  checks  are  issued  annually. 
The  total  payments  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1933  amounted 
to  $36,684,461.20. 

The  State  Sinking  Fund  was  created  for  the  purpose  of  retiring 
the  outstanding  State  bonds  which  are  due  and  payable  and  not 
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retirable  until JJuly  1,  1936.  It  was  established  November  10,  1915 
and  to  November  25,  1922,  $9,000,000.  was  allocated  to  the  fund 
from  the  general  funds  of  the  State.  The  principal  and  income 
has  been  invested  from  time  to  time  so  that  on  June  30,  1933  the 
book  value  of  the  fund  was  $14,085,736.77  which  is  in  excess  of  the 
outstanding  bond  requirements  of  $13,336,100.  This  fund  is  invest- 
ed by  the  Treasurer  in  bonds  that  are  legal  for  Connecticut  Savings 
Banks  and  must  be  carefully  supervised  to  avoid  losses  thru  errors 
of  commission  and  omission  in  investment  control  which  might  en- 
danger the  principal  and  defeat  the  purpose  of  the  fund.  The 
Treasury  Department  is  rightfully  proud  of  the  comparatively 
good  condition  of  these  investments. 

The  Teachers'  Annuity  Fund  consists  of  assessments  paid  by 
members  of  the  State  Teachers'  Retirement  Fund  and  interest 
derived  from  investments  of  the  fund.  It  had  a  balance  of  $7,530,- 
118.75  on  June  30,  1933  after  payment  of  $424,019.32  during  the 
year  on  orders  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Teachers  Retirement  Board. 
The  Teachers  Pension  Fund  consists  of  appropriations  made  by  the 
General  Assembly  to  meet  the  pension  payments  that  will  be  made 
to  each  retired  teacher  during  his  or  her  lifetime.  Interest  and 
proceeds  of  these  invested  funds  are  added  thereto  and  at  the  close 
of  the  year  ending  June  30,  1933  the  invested  balance  amounted  to 
$1,811,703.30.  Both  of  these  funds  are  invested  by  the  Treasurer 
in  the  same  manner  as  is  the  State  Sinking  Fund. 

The  School  Fund  of  the  State  has  an  interesting  history.  Briefly, 
in  the  year  1662  King  Charles  II  granted  a  charter  to  the  colony  of 
Connecticut  which  consisted  of  a  strip  of  land  about  sixty  miles 
wide,  extending  from  the  Narragansett  River  on  the  East  to  the 
South  Sea  (Pacific  Ocean)  on  the  West.  Due  to  questions  as  to 
previous  rights,  grants  and  charters  much  of  the  western  portion 
was  eventually  relinquished.  Some  of  it  was  ceded  to  the  United 
States  Government  by  Connecticut  in  cancellation  of  war  debts 
incurred  in  the  struggle  for  American  liberty.  About  three  million 
acres  in  northwestern  Ohio,  known  as  the  Western  Reserve,  were 
sold  in  1795  for  $1,200,000.,  with  which  a  fund  was  established, 
known  as  the  School  Fund,  the  income  to  be  used  for  the  cause  of 
education.  The  fund,  administered  by  the  State  Treasurer,  is 
invested  in  first  mortgages  on  Connecticut  properties  and  in  stock 
of  Connecticut  banks,  and  at  the  close  of  the  last  fiscal  year  amounted 
to  $2,129,086.42.  In  the  136  years  of  its  existence  this  fund  has 
earned  $13,843,242.56  which  has  been  used  for  the  support  of 
common  schools  in  Connecticut. 

The  Connecticut  Agricultural  College  Fund  was  established  by 
an  act  of  Congress  and  approved  by  President  Lincoln  July  2,  1862. 
Its  financing  was  furnished  from  the  proceeds  of  government  land 
sales  and  the  net  amount  allotted  to  Connecticut  of  $135,000.  is 
the  working  capital  of  the  fund.  It  is  invested  in  first  mortgages  on 
Connecticut  Real  Estate  and  the  income  is  used  to  defray  in  part 
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the  cost  of  promoting  practical  agriculture  and  the  study  of  the 
mechanical  arts  at  the  State  College  at  Storrs.  The  State  Treasurer 
is  the  custodian  of  this  fund  and  it  is  managed  from  his  office  at  the 
State  Capitol. 

The  Treasury  Department  has  a  working  personnel  of  eighteen 
who  take  care  of  the  various  details  of  the  office  activities  under 
the  direct  supervision  of  the  Deputy  Treasurer  who  is  appointed  by 
the  Treasurer  and  acts  for  him  and  in  his  place  in  case  of  his  absence. 
The  total  cost  of  operating  the  Treasury  Department  for  the  current 
year  has  been  budgeted  at  $45,028.00.  The  Treasurer  receives  a 
salary  of  $1500.  per  year  as  State  Treasurer  and  $1,000.  as  Manager 
of  the  School  Fund. 

Though  the  handling  of  the  ordinary  receipts  and  disbursements 
of  the  State  is  in  itself  a  big  business,  it  is  for  the  most  part  routine 
work  and  can  be  controlled  by  the  use  of  usual  business  methods  and 
practice.  However,  the  management  and  supervision  of  the  various 
invested  funds  is  a  real  responsibility  and  requires  considerable 
thought  and  constant  attention,  but  no  doubt  it  has  proved  to  be 
an  interesting  experience  for  every  State  Treasurer  and  has  made 
the  time  he  has  given  in  the  service  of  the  State  well  worth  while.

STATE  COMPTROLLER 

There  have  been  Comptrollers  of  the  Public  Accounts  in  Connec- 
ticut since  1786.  The  office  was  created  in  that  year  by  the  General 
Assembly,  by  whom  the  appointment  was  made  until  1838.  By 
Constitutional  Amendment  of  1836  Comptrollers  were  elected 
annually  by  the  people,  and  a  later  amendment  changed  the  term 
of  office  from  one  to  two  years. 

Section  19  of  Article  IV  of  the  Constitution  reads  as  follows: 
"A  Controller  of  the  public  accounts  shall  be  annually 
appointed  by  the  General  Assembly.    He  shall  adjust  and 
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settle  all  public  accounts  and  demands,  except  grants  and 
orders  of  the  General  Assembly.  He  shall  prescribe  the 
mode  of  keeping  and  rendering  all  public  accounts.  He 
shall  ex -officio,  be  one  of  the  auditors  of  the  accounts  of  the 
Treasurer.  The  General  Assembly  may  assign  to  him 
other  duties  in  relation  to  his  office,  and  to  that  of  the 
Treasurer,  and  shall  prescribe  the  manner  in  which  his 
duties  shall  be  performed." 

Two  spellings  of  the  title  were  used  in  earlier  days.  The  first 
was  "Comptroller,"  but  in  an  early  revision  of  the  Public  Statutes 
it  was  spelled  "Controller."  This  form  is  also  contained  in  the 
Constitution,  adopted  in  September,  1818,  although  "Comptroller," 
is  used  in  all  amendments  adopted  in  later  years.  Various  authori- 
tative dictionaries  assert  that  "Comptroller,"  is  an  erroneous 
spelling  of  "Controller,"  after  a  false  etymology  from  "Compt," 
an  old  spelling  of  "Count."  Nevertheless,  continuous  use  has 
authenticated  it  for  the  people  of  Connecticut  and  it  has  been  a 
standard  word  in  their  official  language  since  1821,  when  a  second 
revision  of  the  Public  Statutes  adopted  the  form. 

The  first  comptrollers  succeeded  to  the  duties  of  a  Committee 
of  the  Pay-Table,  a  body  instituted  to  settle  accounts  of  the  State 
growing  out  of  the  Revolutionary  War.  The  work,  in  large  part, 
consisted  of  adjustments  with  the  then  infant  Federal  Government. 
These  involved  large  amounts,  at  least  "on  paper."  In  1787, 
Comptroller  Oliver  Wolcott  set  forth  "accounts  of  monies  and 
supplies  received  from  the  United  States  from  commencement  of 
the  War  until  December,  1781  .  .  .  amount  to  $1,407,086.52." 
Counter  balancing  were  "accounts  settled  in  the  sum  of  1,789,591 
Dollars  specie  value;  warrants  drawn  by  the  President  of  Congress 
on  the  Treasurer  of  this  State  for  2,100,000  Dollars,  nominal  money, 
and  8,102,425;;  Dollars  in  nominal  money  for  Continental  bills 
of  credit  received  and  destroyed  by  State  Treasurer  Lawrence,  for 
which  the  State  is  entitled  to  a  Credit  at  such  value  in  specie  as 
may  be  hereafter  ascertained  by  the  Congress." 

These  and  other  evidences  of  the  scrambled  finances  of  the  period 
of  the  Revolution  were  to  have  the  attention  of  the  comptrollers 
for  many  years.  It  was  not  until  1843  that  Gideon  WTelles,  then 
Comptroller,  declared  "The  time  has  come  to  discontinue  evidences 
of  debt  due  from  this  State  in  the  form  of  Colony  bills,  State  bills, 
etc.  Great  numbers  were  known  to  have  been  counterfeited  by  the 
enemy,  many  have  been  lost  or  destroyed,  and  few  or  none  of  the 
persons  for  whose  claims  they  were  issued  would  now  be  benefitted 
by  their  payment." 

The  method  in  use  today  by  the  General  Assembly  of  making 
appropriations  for  specific  purposes  is  a  direct  outgrowth  of  recom- 
mendations of  the  Comptrollers  of  the  early  days,  in  order  that  "there 
might  be  proper  checks  on  the  business  and  to  preserve  regular 
accounts." 
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Tax  collection  was  also  one  of  the  first  problems.  Comptroller 
Kingsbury,  in  1792,  said,  "The  funds  provided  by  your  Honours 
(the  General  Assembly)  for  defraying  the  expenses  of  civil  govern- 
ment are  adequate  to  their  object  if  punctually  collected,  but  the 
delays  in  collection  are  such  as  to  prevent  any  just  calculation  of 
what  sum  will  be  in  the  Treasury  at  any  future  period." 

The  first  report  of  a  Comptroller  to  appear  in  print  was  issued  in 
1808,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  the  "Upper  House  discented  to"  the 
proposal.  In  a  statement  over  his  signature,  the  clerk  of  the  House 
of  Representatives  E.  Sterling,  promulgated  that  "no  proposition 
could  be  more  plain  than  the  following:  That  Those  Who  Pay 
Taxes  Ought  To  Know  How  and  Where  They  Are  Applied."  He 
did  not  know  why  the  Upper  House  dissented.  "What  their  reasons 
might  have  been"  he  said  "is  not  known;  for  the  proceedings  of 
that  body,  except  when  both  Houses  meet,  are  Always  Secret;  as 
no  spectators  are  ever  permitted  to  be  present,  and  their  doors  are 
closed,  but  an  exact  copy  however  has  been  obtained,  and  is  now 
submitted  to  the  Public."  The  report  was  signed  by  Elisha  Colt  of 
Hartford,  who  was  then  Comptroller.  Printed  reports  appeared 
from  that  time  at  infrequent  intervals  until  about  1840,  since  which 
time  they  have  been  issued  in  fairly  regular  sequence.  Succeeding 
reports  became  more  detailed. 

A  report  prepared  in  1788  shows  that  the  expenses  of  government 
of  the  State  were  1269  pounds,  14  shillings  and  2  pence,  or  at  least 
those  paid  out  of  Civil  List  funds.  "Expenses  increased  with  the 
times"  and  by  1814  it  was  reported  that  the  orders  issued  from  and 
registered  with  the  Comptroller  totalled  $114,489.97  for  the  period 
from  October  1813  to  April  30,  1814.  In  the  decade  following 
1814,  however,  there  was  some  decrease  for  we  find  that  the  annual 
total  of  expenditures  in  1820  was  $78,025.57.  From  then  the  increase 
was  steady,  though  gradual,  until  the  Civil  War.  In  1859,  when  the 
last  report  before  the  War  was  issued,  the  total  was  $327,405.33. 
There  was  a  balance  in  the  treasury  that  year  of  $12,506.04. 

The  War  years  brought  tremendous  increases  in  expenditures, 
mainly  because  of  the  duty  to  care  for  families  of  volunteers,  and 
advances  made  to  the  Quartermaster,  Pay  Master,  Commissary, 
and  Adjutant  Generals.  By  1865  they  were  $5,064,338.03.  There 
were  decreases  from  that  year  onward  and  we  find  a  total  in  1871 
which  might  be  considered  more  normal.  It  was  $678,051.83.  No 
extraordinary  growth  is  reported  from  then  until  the  period  of  the 
World  War,  with  the  exception  of  appropriations  made  for  building 
programs  from  time  to  time. 

The  following  Table  graphically  illustrates  the  rate  of  increase 
of  State  expenditures  in  the  years  during  which  Comptrollers  of 
Public  Accounts  have  made  records.  Only  a  few  annual  totals  are 
given  in  an  attempt  to  contrast  expenditures  in  various  important 
periods  of  the  State's  history.

The  cost  of  maintenance  of  public  parks,  monuments,  etc.,  in  1933 
was  $72,000  more  than  the  entire  cost  of  government  in  1814.  Last 
year  more  money  was  granted  for  pensions  and  retirement  salaries 
than  was  spent  in  1820,  and  the  State's  monetary  contribution  to 
education  in  1933  was  ten  times  more  than  all  of  its  expenditures  in 
1871. 

Completion  of  the  State  Capitol,  construction  of  which  was  started 
in  1873,  was  noted  by  Comptroller  Chauncey  Howard  in  his  report 
of  1881.  "The  Capitol  is  finished  and  paid  for,"  he  said,  "the  entire 
outlay  being  the  sum  of  $2,043,131.36, — wisely  and  economically 
expended  for  a  great  and  successful  public  work, — the  admiration 
of  strangers  who  come  among  us,  and  a  source  of  pardonable  pride 
to  the  Citizens  of  Connecticut."  It  is  to  be  noted  that  the  building 
of  the  Capitol  took  place  during  the  great  depression  that  came  after 
the  Civil  War.  By  1898,  however,  Comptroller  Benjamin  P.  Mead 
was  discovering  that  "large  and  adequate  as  the  Capitol  may  seem, 
the  business  of  the  State  has  outgrown  the  present  plan  of  its  in- 
terior." Future  Comptrollers,  for  more  than  thirty  years  were  to 
have  the  same  problem  of — "housing  departments  so  cramped  with 
the  increase  of  business  that  they  are  seriously  inconvenienced," 
until  the  State  Office  Building,  recently  erected  on  Capitol  Avenue 
in  Hartford,  was  ready  for  occupancy. 

About  1886  the  long  title  of  Comptroller  of  Public  Accounts 
which  had  appeared  on  all  records  since  the  creation  of  the  office,  was 
shortened,  and  thenceforth  all  reports  were  those  of  the  "Comp- 
troller."   This  form  of  title  is  used  at  the  present  time. 

Through  the  years  the  comptrollers  have  been  given  many  duties, 
until  no  longer  can  the  office  be  considered  solely  as  that  of  comp- 
troller of  public  accounts.  In  the  nature  of  its  growth  and  develop- 
ment it  has  been  well  called  "the  hub  of  the  State's  business  wheel." 
Most  of  the  duties  are  outlined  in  the  Public  Statutes  and  Con- 
stitution, but  not  a  few  have  been  dictated  by  custom. 

In  the  creation  of  the  Board  of  Finance  and  Control,  several  years 
ago,  some  of  the  Constitutional  and  Statutory  duties  of  the  Comp- 
troller were  also  prescribed  by  Statute  as  powers  and  duties  of  this 
board.  No  serious  difficulty  has  arisen,  however,  from  these  con- 
flicting statutes,  as  the  Comptroller's  department  and  the  Board  of 
Finance  and  Control  are  working  harmoniously  in  the  interests  of 
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the  State.  There  are  now  sixty  employees  in  the  Comptroller's 
department.  Among  their  many  duties,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Comptroller,  are  the  auditing  of  all  bills  and  accounts  in  conjunction 
with  the  State  Auditors;  the  drawing  of  all  orders  and  drafts  on  the 
State  Treasurer  in  payment  of  all  bills  and  for  the  salaries  of  all 
State  employees;  supervising  the  printing  and  circulating  of  all 
Public  Documents ;  prescribing  methods  of  bookkeeping  and  account- 
ing; checking  costs,  keeping  records  of  all  income  and  expenditures 
by  departments;  making  and  preparing  budgets;  keeping  classified 
salary  and  service  records  of  all  employees  and  supplying  depart- 
ments and  institutions  with  accounting  and  bookkeeping  forms 
and  supplies. 

The  Comptroller  is  charged  with  the  maintenance  of  the  Capitol 
and  the  State  Office  buildings,  the  purchase  of  a  large  part  of  the 
furniture  and  office  equipment,  and  the  assignment  of  office  space. 
A  large  part  of  the  State's  fire  and  other  insurance,  and  the  bonding 
of  State  officials  and  employees  are  supervised  by  the  Comptroller. 
He  administers  the  payment  of.  State  pensions  and  many  special 
appropriations  authorized  by  the  General  Assembly. 

The  Comptroller  is  ex-officio  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Finance  and 
Control,  the  Board  of  Equalization,  the  Banking  Commission  and 
the  Board  of  Canvassers. 

Forty-six  men  have  held  the  office  of  Comptroller,  from  1786  to 
1934.  Eight  served  one  year  each,  thirty-four  served  from  two  to 
five  years,  and  four  served  ten  years  or  more.  Those  with  ten  or 
more  years  in  the  office  were:  John  Porter,  of  Lebanon,  1783-96 
(13  years);  Elisha  Colt,  of  Hartford,  1806-19  (13  years);  James 
Thomas,  of  Hartford,  1819-30  (11  years);  and  Frederick M.  Salmon, 
of  Westport,  1923-33  (10  years).

ATTORNEY  GENERAL 

The  office  of  Attorney  General  was  created  by  Act  of  the  General 
Assembly  of  1897.  The  first  Attorney  General  was  chosen  at  the 
following  State  election  in  November  1898  and  took  office  in  January 
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1899.  Thus  it  will  be  seen  that  unlike  many  States  the  office  of 
Attorney  General  in  this  State  is  of  comparatively  recent  origin. 
The  statute  provides  that  an  attorney  general  shall  be  chosen  by 
ballot  quadrennially  in  the  same  manner  as  other  State  officers  and 
requires  that  he  shall  be  an  elector  of  the  State  and  an  attorney  of 
at  least  ten  years  active  practice  at  the  bar  of  this  state.  There 
have  been  eight  attorneys  general,  one  having  served  two  terms. 
Prior  to  1899  when  the  first  Attorney  General  entered  upon  the  duties 
of  his  office  the  State  officers  and  departments  when  confronted  with 
legal  questions  either  proceeded  according  to  custom  and  their  own 
judgment  or  advised  with  attorneys  in  different  parts  of  the  State 
with  the  result  that  opinions  on  various  matters  overlapped  and 
disagreed.  The  selection  of  these  attorneys  after  a  period  of  time 
became  political  and  it  was  found  necessary  to  adopt  some  other 
means  of  advising  the  departments  of  the  government.  A  rule  was 
instituted  that  where  the  Secretary  of  the  State  was  an  attorney 
all  matters  should  be  referred  to  him  for  advice.  When  the  Secretary 
of  the  State  did  not  happen  to  be  an  attorney  the  various  depart- 
ments were  requested  to  refer  all  legal  questions  to  the  office  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  State  for  disposition  and  an  attorney  would  be 
selected  to  pass  upon  them.  Cases  or  questions  which  were  of 
especial  interest  to  the  general  public,  such  as  Quo  Warranto  pro- 
ceedings, public  utility  matters  and  the  like,  were  referred  to  the 
various  State's  Attorneys.  The  fees  charged  by  attorneys  for  advis- 
ing the  governmental  departments  grew  to  be  unduly  large  and 
the  expense  to  the  State  excessive;  and  this,  together  with  the  politi- 
cal aspect  entering  into  their  selection,  were  important  reasons  for 
the  creation  of  the  office  of  Attorney  General.  Also  it  was  believed 
that  in  the  interest  of  good  government  state  officials  and  depart- 
ments, as  in  most  other  States,  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties  and 
in  the  interpretation  of  the  Laws  they  were  called  upon  to  execute, 
were  entitled  to  the  advice  and  official  opinion  of  an  authorized 
public  officer  as  such  opinions  as  were  then  secured  from  attorneys 
and  at  the  pleasure  of  the  departments  had  no  special  official  signi- 
ficance on  which  to  base  official  action.  However,  the  need  for  an 
attorney  general  was  constantly  emphasized  and  stressed  by  the 
Governors  of  the  State  in  their  messages  and  by  others  for  many 
years,  a  generation  or  more,  before  the  General  Assembly  took 
action. 

The  duties  of  the  Attorney  General  were  defined  in  the  original 
statute  creating  the  office,  to  which  others  have  been  added  by 
statute  from  time  to  time  and  generally  and  briefly  stated  are — 
the  general  supervision  over  all  legal  matters  in  which  the  State  is 
an  interested  party,  except  those  legal  matters  over  which  prosecut- 
ing officers  have  direction.  It  will  be  noticed  that  the  statute 
confers  no  criminal  jurisdiction  on  the  attorney  general,  this  being 
reserved  to  the  prosecuting  officers  of  the  State  and  municipalities,  a 
fact  of  which  the  general  public  seems  frequently  to  be  unaware. 
In  most  States  he  has  both  civil  and  criminal  jurisdiction.     The 
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Attorney  General  of  this  State  is  in  no  sense  of  the  word  a  public 
prosecutor.  The  statute  makes  it  the  duty  of  the  Attorney  General 
to  perform  all  legal  services  required  by  the  State  officers,  commis- 
sions and  boards  in  matters  relating  to  their  official  duties  and  to 
advise  or  give  his  opinion  to  them  upon  any  question  of  law  submitted 
to  him.  All  suits  and  other  legal  proceedings  in  their  behalf  must  be 
brought  to  him  and  he  is  required  to  appear  for  them,  defend  them 
in  all  suits  or  other  proceedings  brought  against  them,  excepting 
upon  criminal  recognizances  and  bail  bonds,  in  which  the  State  is  a 
party  or  is  interested  or  in  which  the  official  acts  and  doings  of  said 
officers  are  called  in  question  in  any  court  or  other  tribunal.  When 
any  measure  affecting  the  State  treasury  is  pending  before  any  com- 
mittee of  the  General  Assembly  it  is  his  duty  to  appear  and  take 
such  action  as  he  may  deem  for  the  best  interests  of  the  State,  and 
he  is  required  to  represent  the  public  interest  in  the  protection 
of  any  gifts,  legacies  or  devises  intended  for  public  or  charitable 
purposes.  He  may  also  be  required  by  either  branch  of  the  General 
Assembly  to  give  his  opinion  upon  questions  of  law  submitted 
to  him.  If  it  shall  appear  to  the  Bank  Commissioner  that  any 
institution  under  his  supervision  is  insolvent  or  that  it  is  unsafe  in 
the  interests  of  the  public  for  it  to  continue  business,  he  must 
report  the  facts  to  the  Attorney  General  who  must  apply  for  an 
injunction  restraining  such  institution  from  conducting  business  or 
for  the  appointment  of  a  receiver  to  wind  up  its  affairs.  The  Attor- 
ney General  must  approve  the  form  of  official  bonds  required  by 
statute  of  all  county  and  State  officers  and  employees  and,  in  the 
case  of  the  latter  in  the  instance  of  each  individual  the  amount  of 
the  bond  must  be  determined  by  him  and  the  State  Treasurer, 
when  not  fixed  by  statute.  All  claims  against  the  State  for  compensa- 
tion, under  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Act,  made  by  state 
employees  must  be  submitted  to  him;  he  must  collect  all  penalties 
imposed  by  statute  on  domestic  and  foreign  corporations  and  public 
service  companies  for  failure  to  file  annual  reports;  cause  prosecu- 
tions to  be  instituted  by  the  proper  authorities  against  all  persons 
and  corporations  reported  to  him  by  the  Bank  Commissioner  engaged 
in  the  sale  of  mining  and  oil  stocks  in  violation  of  the  statute  and 
render  all  necessary  assistance  to  the  Bank  Commissioner  for  the 
suppression  of  the  issuance  or  sale  of  fraudulent  securities  in  the 
State;  prepare  forms  for  all  expense  returns  required  by  the  Corrupt 
Practices  Act;  approve  the  leasing  of  lands  and  the  acceptance  of 
gifts  by  the  State  Board  of  Fisheries  and  Game  and  the  form  of 
application  and  lease  of  shell  fish  grounds;  prepare  the  form  of  all 
orders  of  commitment  and  commitment  papers  issued  in  committing 
insane  persons  to  public  or  private  hospitals  and  for  their  transfer 
from  one  such  hospital  to  another,  the  form  for  commitment  to  the 
Connecticut  Reformatory  and  for  the  commitment  of  minors  to 
county  homes,  humane  or  reformatory  institutions ;  he  may  proceed 
against  any  physician  accused  of  obtaining  a  license  through  mis- 
representation or  on  other  charges  hied  with  him;  he  or  one  of  his 
staff  attend  all  hearings  of  the  examining  boards  of  medical  prac- 
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titioners,  dentists  and  all  branches  of  theThealing  arts  licensed  to 
be  practiced  in  this  State  for  the  purpose  of  hearing  charges  brought 
against  any  such  practitioner  or  dentist;  he  must  take  action  in 
the  proper  case  to  collect  widows'  aid  and  pauper  charges  due  the 
State  from  relatives,  municipalities  or  other  States;  he  may  sue  to 
enjoin  the  transfer  of  property  pending  the  determination  of  suc- 
cession and  transfer  taxes  and  must  approve  any  composition  of 
such  taxes;  he  must  hear  all  appeals  from  the  decisions  of  the  Com- 
missioner of  Motor  Vehicles  refusing  to  grant  or  restore  public 
service  operators'  licenses;  approve  any  offer  of  judgment  made  by 
the  Highway  Commissioner  in  settlement  of  any  suit  for  damages 
against  such  commissioner;  conduct  proceedings  for  the  removal  of 
any  state  commissioner  or  deputy  commissioner;  collect  delinquent 
taxes  and  other  monies  due  the  State;  proceed  in  the  proper  case  to 
protect  the  waters  of  the  State  from  pollution  and  to  prevent  the 
diversion  or  other  interference  with  interstate  watercourses; 
represent  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  on  appeals  from  their 
decisions,  likewise  the  Board  of  Equalization  and  the  recently 
constituted  Liquor  Control  Commission  and  Milk  Control  Board. 
These  are  the  more  important  of  the  duties  of  the  Attorney  General 
enumerated  in  the  statutes. 

This  information,  it  is  believed,  may  serve  two  purposes: — first; 
it  will  give  some  idea  of  the  wide  and  exacting  scope  of  the  work 
which  the  Attorney  General  is  called  upon  to  perform  and  second; 
it  may  serve  to  make  clear  that  it  is  within  his  duty  and  province 
to  give  advice  only  to  the  State  officials  enumerated.  The  latter 
fact  apparently  has  never  been  entirely  understood  and  appreciated 
and,  as  was  said  by  a  former  Attorney  General,  "there  seems  to  be 
a  somewhat  prevalent  idea  that  the  Attorney  General  is  the  general 
attorney  of  the  State."  -  While  not  perhaps  to  the  same  extent  as 
formerly,  misapprehension  as  to  the  scope  of  the  jurisdiction  and 
duties  of  the  Attorney  General  in  this  respect  still  persists  and 
pleasing  as  it  would  be  to  give  all  the  information  and  advice  sought 
by  local  officials  and  citizens  of  this  and  other  States,  many  such 
requests  coming  from  outside  the  State,  such  a  course  is  manifestly 
neither  permitted  nor  possible.  What  may  seem  like  an  exception 
to  this  rule  is  the  practice  of  the  Attorney  General  frequently  to 
render  advice  to  local  officials  on  suffrage  and  election  questions. 
This  exception  is  apparent  rather  than  real,  however,  as  such 
questions  are  or  may  become  State  questions  in  those  cases  where 
advice  is  given,  rather  than  local  questions,  and  such  practice,  it  is 
believed,  aids  in  attaining  a  more  uniform  and  correct  legal  pro- 
cedure on  the  part  of  both  electors  and  local  election  officials. 
To  advise  city  or  town  officers  is  not  only  outside  the  jurisdiction 
and  duties  of  the  Attorney  General  but  is  a  manifest  invasion  of  the 
prerogatives  of  the  city  or  town  counsel  and  the  impropriety  of 
giving  official  opinions  to  individuals  upon  personal  or  local  matters 
is  equally  obvious.  The  Attorney  General  also  has  numerous  and 
daily  requests  for  legal  information  and,  in  fact,  information  of  an 
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extremely  varied  nature,  regarding  the  affairs  of  the  State  from 
the  Attorneys  General  and  public  officials  of  other  States  and  officials 
of  the  Federal  Government.  Within  the  limitations  imposed  upon 
him  by  statute  already  indicated  as  to  the  rendering  of  official 
opinions,  such  requests  are  complied  with  and  the  information  sought 
is  furnished  or  the  official  or  person  making  the  inquiry  referred 
to  the  proper  source  of  information.  The  Attorney  General  is  an 
executive  officer  of  the  State,  differing  in  this  respect  from  the 
incumbent  of  the  office  in  many  of  our  States.  He  is  also  a  member 
of  and  legal  adviser  to  the  State  Board  of  Finance  and  Control  and 
the  legal  adviser  to  the  Claims  Committee  of  the  General  Assembly. 
Many  questions  before  the  Claims  Committee  assume  the  nature 
of  a  trial  and  require  the  same  preparation  as  would  be  necessary 
for  the  trial  of  an  action  in  court. 

There  has  been  an  almost  unbelievable  growth  and  expansion  of 
the  activities  of  the  office  of  the  Attorney  General  since  its  inception 
in  1899.  This  has  been  due  among  other  things  to  the  growth  of 
the  State,  the  enactment  of  an  increasing  number  of  new  laws 
and  the  increasing  practice  of  executive  officers,  commissioners 
and  state  institutions  to  seek  advice  from  this  department.  There 
is  manifest  a  strong  desire  on  the  part  of  officials  with  whom  the 
department  comes  in  contact  to  respect  the  law  and  to  make  their 
actions  square  with  its  provisions.  Much  of  the  work  of  the  office 
is  of  a  character  that  cannot  be  here  set  forth.  A  great  deal  of  time 
is  taken  up  in  rendering  verbal  opinions  to  executive  officers  of  the 
State  and  state  institutions  and  in  discussing  with  them  from  day 
to  day  various  questions  that  constantly  arise  in  their  performance 
of  public  business.  The  opinions  and  advice  rendered  by  the  Attor- 
ney General,  both  verbal  and  written,  thus  cover  a  wide  field, 
perhaps  the  greater  number  of  the  written  opinions  involving  the 
construction  of  statutes.  During  sessions  of  General  Assembly 
the  Attorney  General  and  the  members  of  his  staff  are  called  upon 
to  give  much  time  to  committee  hearings  and  consultations  with 
members  of  the  legislature  on  the  legal  aspect  of  matters  and  meas- 
ures of  a  public  nature. 

From  the  inception  of  the  office  in  1899  until  1927  the  Attorney 
General  had  no  legal  or  office  assistants  excepting  a  secretary,  his 
services  being  supplemented  by  those  of  attorneys  regularly  employed 
in  some  of  the  larger  State  departments  and  necessarily  to  an 
increasing  degree  in  litigated  and  occasionally  in  other  important 
matters,  by  outside  lawyers  throughout  the  State  on  a  fee  basis. 
In  1927,  by  Act  of  the  General  Assembly,  he  was  empowered  to 
appoint  a  deputy,  who  may  perform  all  the  duties  of  the  Attorney 
General  in  case  of  his  sickness  or  absence  and  such  other  assistants 
as  he  shall  deem  necessary,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board  of 
Finance  and  Control.  The  volume  of  business  in  the  office  has  also 
been  greatly  increased  by  the  abolition  of  the  office  of  attorney 
or  counsel  in  several  State  departments.  At  present  there  are  only 
four  State  departments  having  legal  advisers  on  their  staff,  the  Tax 
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Department,  dealing  more  especially  with  inheritance  tax  questions 
and  cases,  the  State  Board  of  Education,  dealing  particularly  with 
the  enforcement  of  the  school  laws,  the  Public  Utilities  Commission, 
and  Secretary  of  the  State,  whose  deputy  and  chief  clerk  are  lawyers 
advising  on  corporate  questions  affecting  the  office.  In  fact  it  may 
be  said  that  in  1927  an  important,  if  not  almost  the  first,  step  was 
taken  in  the  development  of  this  office  into  an  adequate  State 
department.  At  the  present  time  the  Attorney  General  has,  in 
addition  to  the  Deputy  Attorney  General,  four  legal  assistants  on 
his  staff,  his  secretary  and  two  clerical  and  stenographic  assistants, 
making  a  total  of  nine  persons  in  the  Department.  Perhaps  a  fair 
idea  of  the  constant  increase  in  the  work  of  the  department  may  be 
obtained  from  a  comparison  of  the  number  of  actions  in  the  State 
brought,  pending  or  disposed  of  during  the  biennium  January  6,  1931 
to  January  4,  1933  in  which  the  Attorney  General  appeared,  with 
the  number  of  similar  actions  in  which  the  first  Attorney  General 
of  the  State  appeared  or  which  were  conducted  by  other  attorneys 
for  the  State  during  his  first  biennium  from  1899  to  1901  and  the 
number  of  written  opinions  rendered  respectively  in  each  corres- 
ponding biennium.  For  convenience  at  present  such  actions  pending 
in  the  department  are  classified  in  twenty-five  groups  or  classifica- 
tions. The  largest  of  these  include  highway  suits  and  appeals, 
and  some  of  the  other  more  important  classifications  in  point  of 
numbers  during  the  past  three  years  have  been  mortgage  foreclo- 
sures, bank  receiverships  and  actions  and  proceedings  pertaining 
thereto,  damage  suits  of  various  kinds,  public  utility  suits  and 
appeals,  appeals  from  decisions  of  the  State  Liquor  Commission  and 
the  Milk  Control  Board,  appeals  from  the  Board  of  Equalization, 
divorce  actions  in  which  some  special  interest  of  the  State  was 
involved,  appeals  from  decisions  of  the  Commissioner  of  Motor 
Vehicles,  injunction  proceedings,  condemnation  proceedings  aside 
from  highway  and  relating  principally  to  State  Park  and  Forest 
land  mandamus  proceedings,  insurance  suits,  and  cases  arising  under 
the  Workmen's  Compensation  Act.  The  remaining  classifications, 
in  each  of  which  there  are  one  or  more  actions  or  proceedings  pend- 
ing at  the  present  time,  are  actions  for  the  construction  of  wills, 
quieting  title,  administration  of  trusts,  determination  and  collection 
of  inheritance  taxes,  the  collection  of  gasoline  taxes  and  estate 
penalty  taxes,  non-support,  garnishment,  declaratory  judgments 
and  for  the  dissolution  of  corporations.  The  number  of  such  actions 
and  proceedings  for  the  biennium  January  6,  1931  to  January  4, 
1933  was  two  hundred  and  thirty  seven,  and  for  the  period  January 
4,  1933  to  December  12,  1933,  one  hundred  and  eleven.  The  number 
of  such  actions  for  the  biennium  1899  to  1901  of  the  first  Attorney 
General  was  twenty,  of  which  fifteen  were  mortgage  foreclosures, 
and  during  his  term  of  four  years,  forty-nine,  of  which  thirty-four 
were  mortgage  foreclosures.  The  number  of  foreclosures  during 
the  biennium  1931  to  1933  was  twenty-five,  which  due  to  unusual 
business  and  economic  conditions  was  exceptionally  high.  There 
was  as  notable  an  increase  in  diversification  as  in  the  number  of 
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actions  and  proceedings.  The  number  of  written  opinions  rendered 
by  the  present  Attorney  General  and  his  staff  during  the  biennium 
1931  to  1933  was  one  hundred  and  fifty-two  and  from  January  4, 
1933  to  December  12,  1933,  forty-four.  The  number  of  written 
opinions  rendered  by  the  first  Attorney  General  during  his  first 
biennium  was  eleven  and  during  his  term  of  four  years,  twenty-two. 

The  department  has  a  voluminous  correspondence  and  during 
the  biennium  January  6,  1931  to  January  4,  1933,  aside  from  routine 
letters  on  such  matters  as  delinquent  tax  collections,  corporation 
penalties  and  the  like,  sent  out  seven  hundred  and  seventy-nine  letters 
and  from  January  4,  1933  to  December  12,  1933  seven  hundred  and 
fifty,  the  major  percentage  of  which  were  letters  of  advice  on  legal 
questions  in  lieu  of  formal  written  opinion.  The  number  of  formal 
written  opinions  is  kept  as  low  as  practicable  by  recourse  to  verbal 
advice  where  possible  or  to  a  letter,  where  the  question  is  not  one  of 
general  or  permanent  public  interest. 

The  General  Assembly  is  constantly  establishing  new  commis- 
sions and  boards,  correspondingly  increasing  the  duties  of  the 
department.  At  present  there  are  ninety-one  State  boards  and 
commissions,  seven  of  which  were  established  at  the  1933  session 
of  the  General  Assembly,  and  thirty-four  state  institutions,  in 
addition  to  the  five  executive  departments  of  the  State  other  than 
the  office  of  the  Attorney  General. 

Space  does  not  permit  mention  of  the  numerous  important  and 
far  reaching  legal  opinions  that  have  been  rendered  by  the  Attorney 
General  from  time  to  time,  but  to  cite  a  single  instance,  consider 
the  recent  opinions  rendered  to  the  Bank  Commissioner  with 
reference  to  the  participation  by  State  banks  and  trust  companies 
and  mutual  savings  banks  of  this  State  in  the  Federal  Bank  Deposit 
Insurance  plan  and  their  membership  in  the  Federal  Reserve  System. 
For  the  same  reason  it  is  not  permitted  to  enumerate  even  the  most 
important  of  the  long  list  of  court  actions  and  proceedings  in  which 
some  vital  interest  of  the  State  was  involved,  conducted  by  the 
Attorney  General  or  under  his  direction.  Some  of  these,  such  as 
the  'Toll  Bridge  Cases,"  the  "Ice  Cases,"  the  "Eclectic  Cases,"  the 
"McCook  Case"  and  the  "Water  Diversion"  suit  between  the  State 
of  Connecticut  and  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  naturally 
received  considerable  publicity,  and  therefore,  have  been  better 
known  and  the  questions  involved,  as  affecting  their  interests, 
better  understood  by  the  people  of  the  State.  Other  cases  have  had, 
in  the  long  run,  an  equal  significance  in  their  effect  on  the  interests 
and  welfare  of  the  citizens  of  the  State  but  have  received  slight  ■ 
public  mention  and  have  been  little  known  to,  or  their  real  signifi- 
cance understood  by  the  public. 

From  the  foregoing,  in  which  it  has  been  attempted  as  briefly 
as  possible  to  set  forth  the  historical  background  and  development 
of  the  office  of  the  Attorney  General,  his  duties,  his  relations  with  the 
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State,  its  officials  and  departments  and  with  the  public,  it  will  be 
seen  that  his  department  has  grown  to  be  a  vital  force  in  the  assis- 
tance, and,  to  that  extent,  in  shaping  the  policy,  of  all  State  institu- 
tions and  departments  of  the  State  Government.  It  is  its  hope  and 
desire,  in  the  performance  of  its  duties,  to  measure  up  to  the  high 
standard  of  efficiency  that  obtains  in  the  public  service  of  the  State.

THE  STATE  BOARD  OF  FINANCE  AND  CONTROL 

The  State  Board  of  Finance  and  Control  is  the  offspring  of  the 
Board  of  Control,  established  in  1897,  and  the  Board  of  Finance, 
created  in  1915.  Near  the  close  of  the  session  of  1927,  following  the 
recommendation  of  Governor  Trumbull  set  forth  in  a  special  message 
to  the  General  Assembly,  an  act  was  passed  combining  these  two 
Boards  and  imposing  upon  the  new  Board,  to  be  known  as  the 
Board  of  Finance  and  Control,  all  the  duties  performed  by  the  two 
old  Boards,  together  with  added  powers.  The  new  Board  was  to 
consist  of  the  Governor,  as  chairman,  the  Treasurer,  Comptroller, 
Attorney  General,  Tax  Commissioner,  and  three  appointed  members, 
to  whom  have  since  been  added  the  Secretary  of  the  State  and  the 
Lieutenant  Governor.  The  act  also  provided  for  the  appointment 
by  the  Governor  of  a  full  time  Commissioner  of  Finance  and  Control, 
to  serve  as  administrative  officer  and  secretary  of  the  Board. 

The  powers  and  duties  of  the  Board  are  described  in  Chapter  8 
of  the  General  Statutes,  as  amended  by  the  sessions  of  1931  and  1933, 
while  additional  provisions  concerning  various  State  agencies  are 
scattered  through  the  statutes.    In  general,  the  Board  is  directed  to 
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establish  and  maintain  a  uniform  accounting  system  for  all  de- 
partments and  institutions,  to  supervise  and  control  expenditures, 
and  to  assemble  information  concerning  the  financial  condition  of 
the  State,  its  revenue,  expenditures,  and  costs  of  operation.  These 
records  are  of  utmost  assists  nee  in  the  most  important  function 
of  the  Board, — the  preparation  of  its  biennial  report, — which 
contains  detailed  information  as  to  receipts  and  expenditures  of 
departments  and  institutions,  their  requests  for  funds  for  the  en- 
suing biennium,  and  recommendations  of  the  Board  for  appropria- 
tions. These  recommendations  are  made  after  hearings  before  the 
Budget  Committee  and  careful  consideration  by  the  Board  as  a  whole 
in  its  effort  to  present  a  "balanced  budget."  Under  the  statute, 
members  of  the  Board  may  sit  with  the  Appropriations  Committee 
in  an  advisory  capacity,  but  without  voting  power. 

To  care  for  deficiencies  which  may  arise  when  the  legislature  is 
not  in  session,  the  Board  has  a  liberal  appropriation  for  a  contingent 
fund,  from  which  it  may  make  additions  to  existing  appropriations  if 
found  necessary,  and  they  may  also  approve  transfers  from  one 
appropriation  to  another  within  a  given  department. 

Another  function  is  determination  of  salaries  and  approval  of 
additional  employees.  Under  the  salary  schedule  act  passed  by 
the  General  Assembly  in  1933  all  State  employees  have  been  clas- 
sified under  titles  descriptive  of  their  positions,  with  a  minimum  and 
maximum  compensation  for  each  class,  but  increases  from  one  step 
to  another  within  the  schedule  must  be  approved  by  the  Board,  who 
also  pass  upon  requests  for  retirement  of  employees  who  meet  the 
statutory  requirements  for  pensions,  and  upon  leave  of  absence  of 
State  employees  for  more  than  thirty  days. 

An  important  duty  is  the  approval  of  plans  for  State  buildings, 
selection  of  architects,  and  acceptance  of  competitive  bids  for 
construction. 

Between  sessions  of  the  General  Assembly  the  Board  has  power 
to  purchase  and  sell  land,  secure  options,  approve  acquisition  of 
hunting  and  fishing  rights  for  the  State  Board  of  Fisheries  and 
Game,  and  accept  gifts  of  land  for  the  State  Park  and  Forest  Com- 
mission. 

The  fund  for  soldiers,  sailors  and  marines  of  the  World  War, 
administered  by  the  American  Legion,  is  under  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  Board  of  Finance  and  Control,  to  whom  report  must  be  made 
and  approval  obtained  of  all  expenditures.  The  Board  may  also 
render  temporary  assistance  to  honorably  discharged  veterans  of 
any  war  in  which  this  country  has  participated,  or  to  their  depen- 
dents, and  the  session  of  1933  made  an  appropriation  for  emergency 
relief  of  those  eligible  for  admission  to  the  Soldiers'  Home  who 
cannot  there  be  acommodated  because  of  lack  of  space.  The  Board 
is  also  authorized  to  administer  separation  allowances  to  dependents 
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of  the  Connecticut  National  Guard  when  in  active  service,  and  to 
provide  asistance  to  its  members  injured  in  line  of  duty,  or  depen- 
dents of  those  killed  in  service;  and  may  borrow  money  to  meet 
these  obligations,  if  necessary. 

The  State  Treasurer  must  secure  the  consent  of  the  Board  of 
Finance  and  Control  before  borrowing  money  for  the  State  general 
fund,  and  report  to  the  Board  regularly,  and  receive  its  approval,  of 
his  investments  of  State  funds.  The  Board  also  has  power  to 
designate  banks  which  may  be  used  as  depositories  for  State  funds, 
and  is  authorized  to  administer  funds  from  private  sources  and  from 
insurance  receipts. 

Other  duties  include  the  securing  of  annual  reports  from  towns 
concerning  the  Town  Deposit  Fund;  approval  of  State  aid  to  towns 
with  Railroad  Indebtedness;  compromise  of  disputed  claims; 
approval  of  reports  on  the  revolving  funds  of  the  State  Prison, 
Reformatory,  School  for  Boys,  State  Park  and  Forest  Commission, 
and  State  Board  of  Education;  and  supervision  of  the  printing  of 
reports  and  publications  of  all  State  agencies. 

These,  in  brief,  are  the  functions  of  the  State  Board  of  Finance 
and  Control,  which  holds  regular  weekly  meetings,  makes  frequent 
visits  to  State  institutions  and  other  State  owned  property,  in- 
cluding parks  and  forests,  and  whose  members  strive  at  all  times  to 
keep  in  close  contact  with  all  State  agencies,  not  alone  to  supervise 
their  expenditures  and  endeavor  to  keep  within  the  budget,  but  in  an 
earnest  attempt  to  understand  their  problems  and  see  that  their 
activities  are,  so  far  as  possible,  properly  financed.

MILITARY  DEPARTMENT 

The  Military  Department  is  divided  into  three  administrative 
parts:  The  Adjutant  General's  Department,  the  Quartermaster 
General's  Department,  and  the  Armory  Board. 

r  The  Adjutant  General's  Department  administers  the  affairs  of  the 
National  Guard,  the  Naval  Militia,  and  the  Governor's  Guard; 
maintains  personal  records  of  all  wars  and  compiles  rosters  there- 
from; awards  service  medals,  approves  applications  for  burial 
expense  and  headstones  for  deceased  veterans;  acts  as  attorney  for 
the  United  States  in  pension  matters;  and  such  other  military 
matters  as  may  be  delegated  to  it  from  time  to  time  by  the  General 
Assembly.  The  Adjutant  General  as  Chief  of  Staff  of  the  Governor, 
who  is  Commander-in-Chief  of  the  Military  forces  of  the  state, 
issues  orders  affecting  all  activities  of  the  militia  and  acts  similarly 
as  the  primary  representative  of  the  War  Department  within  this 
state  in  so  far  as  concerns  the  National  Guard. 

The  National  Guard,  under  the  reorganization  of  that  body 
through  the  medium  of  the  National  Defense  Act  as  amended  in 
1920  and  thereafter,  is  a  dual  force.  This  force  is  under  the  com- 
mand of  the  Governor  of  the  state  normally  and  subject  to  his  call 
for  the  maintenance  of  civil  order  in  conformity  with  the  provisions 
of  our  General  Statutes.  The  National  Guard  is  also  subject  to  the 
call  of  the  President  of  the  United  States  in  event  of  a  national 
emergency.  It  will  be  seen,  therefore,  that  the  National  Guard  is 
at  one  and  the  same  time  a  federal  and  a  state  force  and  that  the 
training  and  maintenance  of  this  organization  is  accomplished  under 
a  partnership  between  the  two  governments. 

To  understand  clearly  the  scope  of  this  partnership,  it  is  essential 
to  consider  the  National  Guard  of  the  United  States  for  a  moment. 
This  organization,  comprises  of  the  National  Guard  of  the  forty- 
eight  (48)  states  and  two  (2)  territories,  consists  of  approximately 
190,000   officers   and   men.     This   group   comprises   incompletely 
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eighteen  (18)  Infantry  Divisions,  six  (6)  Cavalry  Divisions,  and  a 
considerable  number  of  Corps  and  Army  Troops.  This,  of  course, 
infers  the  presence  within  the  organization  of  nearly  all  the  military 
arms  and  services — the  arms  being  the  combat  troops  of  the  Army 
such  as  Infantry,  Artillery,  Cavalry,  etc.,  and  the  services  being 
those  troops  who  administer  to  the  needs  of  the  arms  such  as  Quarter- 
master Corps,  Medical  Corps,  etc.  In  passing  it  may  be  remarked 
that  some  troops  partake  of  the  nature  both  of  arms  and  services — 
e.  g.,  the  Corps  of  Engineers.  The  United  States  is  divided  into 
sections  known  as  Corps  Areas  of  which  there  are  nine  (9).  The 
size  of  these  Corps  Areas  varies  and  is  primarily  based  upon  popula- 
tion. Within  each  Corps  Area  we  find  the  arms  and  services  re- 
quisite for  two  Infantry  Divisions.  New  England  comprises  the 
First  Corps  Area.  The  troops  of  the  two  divisions  in  New  England 
together  with  the  corps  and  army  troops  to  be  found  here  have  been 
allotted  to  the  several  states  therein  on  the  basis  of  their  population 
and  resultant  ability  to  support  a  given  number,  and  with  relation 
to  the  type  of  troops  best  suited  to  the  War  and  peace-time  needs  of  a 
certain  locality. 

The  National  Guard  of  Connecticut  consists  of  approximately 
4,000  enlisted  men  and  350  officers.  This  organization  is  subdivided 
into  an  Infantry  Brigade,  a  Field  Artillery  Regiment,  a  Medical 
Regiment  (incomplete  within  this  state),  more  than  a  battalion 
of  Special  Troops, — all  of  which  comprise  elements  of  the  43rd 
Division;  a  Cavalry  Regiment  (incomplete)  and  a  Regiment  of 
Coast  Artillery  (incomplete).  These  organizations  are  in  turn 
subdivided  into  nearly  ninety  (90)  units  termed  the  company,  the 
battery,  or  the  troop  and  are  located  in  twenty-five  (25)  communities 
in  the  state,  the  bulk  of  which  are  in  the  larger  centers  of  population. 

The  training  of  the  National  Guard  is  under  the  direction  of  The 
Adjutant  General  and  is  actually  carried  out  by  the  several  organi- 
zation commanders  aided  by  the  regular  army  officers  on  duty  within 
the  state  in  the  capacity  of  instructors.  This  training  to  a  very 
large  degree  is  consistent  throughout  the  United  States  in  that  it 
is  done  under  regulations  promulgated  by  the  National  Guard 
Bureau  under  the  authority  of  the  War  Department.  This  training 
consists  normally  of  forty-eight  (48)  drills  in  armories  during  the 
year  and  two  weeks  field  training  during  the  summer.  With  the 
steady  increase  of  efficiency  of  the  several  organizations,  the  entire 
effort  of  the  armory  drill  period  is  directed  to  the  end  that  all  in- 
dividuals receive  adequate  instruction  to  intelligently  participate 
in  the  field  manuevers  made  possible  by  the  two  weeks  summer 
encampment. 

The  efficiency  of  the  National  Guard  of  this  state  is  high  and 
continues  to  improve.  In  view  of  the  fact  that,  with  the  exception 
of  a  few  salaried  officials,  a  very  large  majority  of  the  members  of 
this  organization,  whose  effort  is  entirely  avocational,  receive  only 
a  meager  compensation  from  the  federal  government,  this  standing 
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bespeaks  an  interest  which  is  bred  by  highly  patriotic  motives  and 
loyalty.  The  successful  maintenance  of  this  efficiency  is  definite 
proof  of  an  effort  by  officers  and  men  far  in  excess  of  the  demands  of 
the  federal  government. 

Although  we  are  fifteen  years  from  the  last  war  a  very  large  group 
of  the  National  Guard  membership  are  men  who  saw  service  in 
the  World  War.  It  is  safe  to  say  that  all  of  those  have  no  desire  to 
participate  in  another  and  are  moved  to  their  present  participation 
in  military  activities  in  the  conviction  that  such  preparation  is  the 
soundest  assurance  against  war.  In  addition  to  this  motive  for 
membership  in  this  organization,  there  is  the  desire  to  profit  by  the 
educational  opportunities  offered  through  the  medium  of  the  several 
schools  operated  by  the  War  Department,  the  correspondence 
schools,  and  the  healthful  physical  exercise  offered  during  the  year, 
but  more  particularly  during  the  two  weeks  summer  encampment. 

The  Connecticut  Naval  Militia  consists  of  approximately  200 
enlisted  men  and  25  officers — a  Battalion.  A  large  part  of  the  re- 
marks which  I  have  made  above  with  reference  to  the  National 
Guard  have  equal  force  in  discussing  the  Naval  Militia.  This 
organization  is  supported  and  trained  dually  as  is  the  National 
Guard.  The  organization  stands  high  among  those  of  the  country 
evidencing  able  leadership  and  sincere  effort.  Connecticut  is 
fortunate  to  have  this  organization, — more  particularly  since  the 
former  maritime  prowess  of  this  state  is  still  evidenced  by  a  desire 
on  the  part  of  many  of  our  young  men  for  naval  training. 

The  Governor's  Guards,  under  original  charters,  consisted  of  the 
First  and  Second  Companies,  Governor's  Foot  Guard  and  the  First 
and  Second  Companies,  Governor's  Horse  Guard.  The  First 
Company,  Governor's  Foot  Guard  in  Hartford  and  the  Second 
Company,  Governor's  Foot  Guard  in  New  Haven  are  the  only 
active  units  of  the  Governor's  Guards.  These  two  units  have  had 
continuous  activity  since  their  charters  were  granted  in  1775  and 
1771,  respectively.  They  take  high  place  in  the  esteem  of  the 
state  and  constitute  the  only  troops  under  the  sole  control  of  the 
Commander-in-Chief. 

The  Biennial  Report  of  The  Adjutant  General  covers  adequately 
the  administration  of  the  various  statutes  relative  to  war  records, 
medals,  burial  expenses,  headstones,  pensions,  etc.  It  will  suffice 
here  to  say  that  these  services  are  of  definite  interest  to  and  esteemed 
by  the  public  as  indicated  by  the  fact  that  the  work  in  their  favor 
amounts  to  over  50%  of  the  volume  accomplished  in  this  office. 

Under  the  agreement  between  the  state  and  the  federal  govern- 
ment, the  state  is  responsible  for  the  provision  of  armory  facilities 
for  the  training  of  troops  and  storage  of  property  and  of  military 
reservations  for  the  field  training  of  troops.  This  has  resulted  in 
the  erection  of  twenty-five  (25)  armories  throughout  the  state  and 
the  purchase  and  development  of  three  (3)  areas  for  camps  and 
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manuevers.  The  responsibility  for  the  care  and  maintenance  of 
this  property  rests  by  law  with  the  Armory  Board  whose  membership 
consists  of  The  Adjutant  General,  the  Quartermaster  General  and 
each  organization  commander.  The  board  is  aided  in  the  perform- 
ance of  its  duty  by  an  Inspector  employed  by  it  and  by  the  coopera- 
tion of  the  Quartermaster  General  to  whose  department  appropria- 
tions are  made  for  these  purposes.  It  should  be  noted  here  that 
the  facilities,  almost  in  their  entirety,  to  be  found  on  military 
reservations  are  furnished  by  the  federal  government.  This  Board 
further  deals  in  matters  of  policy  relative  to  military  and  civilian 
uses  of  armories,  fixes  rentals  thereof,  and  advises  The  Adjutant 
General  in  matters  of  policy  affecting  the  National  Guard. 

The  Quartermaster  General's  Department  is  charged  with  the 
disbursement  of  funds  appropriated  for  the  care  and  maintenance  of 
armories  and  their  contents;  and  military  reservations  and  their 
facilities.  As  indicated  above,  large  stocks  of  material  such  as 
clothing,  ordnance,  medicines,  etc.,  are  furnished  by  the  federal 
government  and  the  proper  storage  of  this  large  amount  of  property 
is  a  requirement.  The  Quartermaster  General,  as  a  member  and 
the  principal  agent  of  the  Armory  Board,  has  the  important  task 
of  maintaining  armories,  reservations,  ranges,  etc.  The  average  age 
of  our  armories  is  such  that  this  offers  an  ever-increasing  problem 
and  one  of  growing  expense  which  can  only  be  alleviated  by  a  well 
planned  construction  program  aimed  at  the  replacement  of  obsolete 
armories. 

In  summary,  it  will  be  seen  from  the  above  sketch  that  the  three 
agencies  mentioned — The  Adjutant  General's  Department,  the 
Armory  Board,  and  the  Quartermaster  General's  Department — 
act  in  cooperation  in  the  accomplishment  of  State  and  federal 
directives  of  the  activities  of  over  5,000  men  involving  the  dis- 
bursement of  well  over  a  million  dollars  a  year.  The  National 
Guard  activity  is  the  largest  single  task  involved  and  again  I  repeat 
that  the  majority  share  of  the  credit  for  our  present  fine  organization 
must  go  to  those  individuals  whose  interest  in  it  is  avocational  but 
whose  service  is  measured  only  by  their  faithful  performance  of  duty.

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The  Connecticut  State  Library,  like  practically  all  of  the  State 
Libraries  of  the  older  states,  had  its  foundation  in  the  miscellaneous 
collection  of  books — manuscript  and  printed — which  had  gradually 
accumulated  in  the  offices  of  the  several  state  officials  from  the 
beginning.  These  volumes  consisted  principally  of  official  records, 
books  purchased  to  meet  temporary  official  necessities,  and  those 
which  had  been  presented  by  sister  states,  foreign  governments  or 
individuals.  However,  until  they  had  been  gathered  together, 
arranged  and  someone  made  responsible  for  their  completeness, 
safety  and  accessibility,  they  were  of  very  little  service  to  the 
public. 

In  May  1854,  the  General  Assembly  provided  for  the  appointment 
of  a  full  time  State  Librarian,  and  the  miscellaneous  collection  of 
books  belonging  to  the  state  which  had  been  accumulating  in  the 
office  of  the  Secretary  of  the  State,  as  the  Ex-Officio  State  Librarian, 
were  placed  in  the  custody  of  the  new  State  Librarian.  During  the 
seventy-nine  years  which  have  elapsed  since   1854,   Connecticut 
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has  had  but  three  State  Librarians:  Dr.  J.  Hammond  Trumbull,  who 
served  one  year  when  he  resigned  to  take  a  European  trip;  Dr. 
Charles  J.  Hoadley,  who  served  from  September  1855  until  his 
death,  October  19,  1900,  a  period  of  forty-five  years;  and  the  present 
State  Librarian,  George  S.  Godard,  who  was  appointed  State  Libra- 
rian November  28,  1900,  having  served  as  Assistant  and  Acting 
State  Librarian  since  August  1,  1898. 

From  its  rooms  in  the  historic  State  House  on  Main  Street, 
recently  so  beautifully  restored,  the  Library  was  moved  to  larger 
and  more  convenient  quarters  in  the  new  Capitol  in  1878,  where  it 
remained  until  the  completion  of  its  new  home  in  our  State  Library 
and  Supreme  Court  Building,  to  which  it  transferred  its  activities 
November  28,  1910. 

This  new  building,  located  on  Capitol  Avenue  across  the  lawn 
directly  south  of  the  Capitol,  is  a  T-shaped  building,  having  a  fron- 
tage of  294  feet  8  inches  on  Capitol  Avenue  and  a  north  to  south 
depth  of  137  feet  6  inches.  The  east  wing,  in  which  is  located  the 
State  Library,  and  the  west  wing,  in  which  is  located  the  Supreme 
Court,  are  each  106  feet  8  inches  long,  and  84  feet  3  inches  wide. 
The  stem  of  the  T  or  south  wing,  in  which  is  located  Memorial 
Hall,  is  60  feet  wide  and  76  feet  6  inches  long.  The  main  entrance 
to  the  building  has  been  placed  90  feet  back  from  the  curb  on  Capitol 
Avenue  and  is  located  midway  between  Lafayette  and  Oak  Streets 
in  Hartford. 

The  Connecticut  State  Library  is  especially  fortunate,  being 
central  in  its  location,  housed  in  a  building  substantially  built, 
beautiful  in  its  architecture,  convenient  in  its  arrangement,  har- 
monious in  its  decorations,  and  homelike.  It  is,  to  paraphrase 
the  words  of  another,  a  library  by  the  people,  of  the  people,  and  for 
the  people. 

From  time  to  time  as  required,  new  departments  have  been 
added  and  the  scope  of  its  activities  has  been  increased.  With  the 
other  libraries  in  Hartford  it  forms  a  University  System. 

To  the  judge  and  attorney  the  State  Library  is  the  Law  Library  of 
the  State,  complete  in  its  several  lines. 

To  the  legislator  and  man  of  public  affairs  it  is  a  Legislative 
Reference  Library,  in  which  he  can,  at  his  own  convenience  and  in 
his  own  way,  study  easily,  intelligently  and  fully,  not  only  the 
trend  of  legislation  both  at  home  and  abroad  and  learn  something 
of  the  reasons  for  and  against  the  several  movements,  but  he  may 
also  ascertain  there  the  contents  and  daily  status  of  each  bill  in  his 
own  legislature,  and  if  desired,  secure  a  copy. 

To  the  town  clerk,  judge  of  probate  and  clerks  of  courts  and 
churches,  it  is  a  possible,  convenient,  desirable  and  safe  depository 
for  records,  files  and  papers  not  in  current  use;  and  a  source  of  in- 
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telligent  assistance,  which  is  theirs  for  the  asking,  in  matters  pertain- 
ing to  photostating,  binding,  repairing,  indexing  and  caring  for 
those  records  which  must  be  retained  in  their  several  offices. 

To  the  state  officer  and  commissioner,  our  State  Library  is  the 
place  where  he  can  find  at  any  time  the  reports  of  his  own  depart- 
ment and  similar  departments  in  other  states,  and  a  place  where  he 
can  deposit  any  special  reports,  records  or  other  material  which 
may  come  to  him,  or  which  he  may  care  to  have  in  a  place  of  safety, 
and  at  all  reasonable  times  have  accessible  to  him  and  to  those 
who  have  a  right  to  use  them. 

To  the  selectman  and  town  treasurer,  our  State  Library  is  the 
place  where  they  are  confident  they  can  find  a  commendably  com- 
plete file  of  the  financial  reports,  of  their  own  towns  and  neighboring 
towns,  which  are  so  often  lacking  at  home. 

To  the  World  War  Veterans  our  State  Library  is  the  Department 
of  War  Records  established  by  the  Connecticut  General  Assembly 
in  1919,  to  collect,  classify,  index  and  install  all  available  material 
relating  to  Connecticut's  participation,  public  or  private,  in  the 
World  War.  Here  the  records  of  the  activities  and  services  of  in- 
dividuals, in  their  own  words,  and  of  organizations,  cities,  towns, 
counties  and  the  state,  officially — overseas  and  at  home — all  on 
uniform  blanks,  are  being  assembled  for  the  benefit  of  our  children 
and  their  children. 

To  the  Civilian  War  Worker  our  State  Library  is  the  depository 
of  the  records  and  files  of  the  Connecticut  Draft  Executive,  the 
State  Council  of  Defense,  the  State  Agricultural,  Industrial  and 
Military  Censuses,  and  the  reports  and  returns  of  war  activities  from 
the  several  cities  and  towns  and  the  many  organizations  interested 
in  war  work  throughout  the  state. 

To  the  members  of  the  Military  Order  of  Foreign  Wars,  and  of 
the  First  Company  Governor's  Foot  Guard  and  First  Company 
Governor's  Horse  Guard,  "Company  K,"  City  Guard,  the  Daughters 
of  1812,  and  other  similar  organizations  and  societies,  our  State 
Library  is  the  permanent  home  of  the  Historical  Collection  assembled 
by  members  and  friends. 

To  the  civil  engineer  and  surveyor  our  State  Library  is  not  only 
a  source  of  supply  of  topographical  maps  of  the  State  as  it  is  today, 
but  the  depository  of  the  official  copy  of  the  drawings  and  specifica- 
tions for  all  dams  and  water-ways  approved  by  the  State  Board  of 
Civil  Engineers,  and  the  repository  of  records  showing  the  layout 
of  many  counties,  towns,  school  districts,  ecclesiastical  societies, 
highways,  etc.,  as  they  now  are  or  used  to  be. 

To  the  members  of  the  Connecticut  Geological  and  Natural 
History  Survey  and  those  interested  along  these  lines,  our  State 
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Library  is  the  distributing  and  exchange  agency   for  the  several 
publications  of  the  Commission. 

To  the  minister  of  our  older  churches  our  State  Library  is  a  mine 
of  wealth  concerning  many  things  which  relate  to  the  formation, 
life  and  activities  of  the  several  churches  in  Connecticut  in  the 
days  of  our  fathers. 

To  the  genealogist  and  descendants  of  Colonial  and  Revolutionary 
ancestry  our  large  collection  of  official  records  consisting  of  muster- 
rolls,  pay-rolls,  lists,  receipts,  Probate  Files  and  Court  Records 
and  Files,  and  miscellaneous  manuscripts,  made  available  by  minute 
indexes,  the  Barbour  Collection  of  Connecticut  Vital  Records — the 
names  of  each  town  arranged  alphabetically — supplemented  by 
our  collection  of  genealogies  and  local  histories,  is  the  one  depart- 
ment thought  of. 

To  the  members  of  the  Connecticut  Society  of  Colonial  Dames  the 
Connecticut  State  Library  is  the  home  of  that  unique  collection 
of  manuscript  histories  relating  to  the  early  homes  of  our  fathers  in 
Connecticut,  which  are  being  compiled  by  this  society  under  direction 
of  a  special  committee. 

The  student  of  political  economy  and  government  is  attracted 
by  our  large  collection  of  public  documents  of  our  own  state,  the  sister 
states,  the  United  States,  and  the  Dominion  of  Canada,  Australia 
and  their  several  provinces,  arranged  in  long  series,  easily  accessible. 

The  inventor  and  prospective  patentee  thinks  only  of  our  long 
sets  of  patent  reports  and  certified  copies  of  specifications  and  draw- 
ings of  patents,  always  at  his  service. 

The  pupils  of  our  public  schools  think  of  the  State  Library  as 
the  home  of  the  old  Charter — of  Charter  Oak  fame — the  Stuart 
portrait  of  Washington,  the  Riley  portrait  of  Charles  II,  the  por- 
traits of  our  several  governors,  and  the  place  where  they  can  see  the 
table  on  which  President  Lincoln  signed  the  Emancipation  Procla- 
mation, the  Silver  Service  from  the  "Battleship  Connecticut"  and 
so  many  other  things  of  interest  to  them  connected  with  the  history 
of  our  own  State  and  the  general  government. 

The  numismatic  has  formed  his  idea  of  our  State  Library  through 
that  remarkable  collection  of  coins,  currency,  medals,  tokens  and 
associated  books,  presented  to  the  State  by  one  of  her  sons,  the  late 
Joseph  C.  Mitchelson  of  Tariffville,  Connecticut,  and  Kansas  City, 
Missouri. 

To  the  tourist  and  professional  traveler  the  Connecticut  State 
Library  is  simply  a  beautiful,  new  builduig,  which  having  been  planned 
from  the  inside  out  as  well  as  from  the  outside  in,  and  having  been 
built  upon  honor  and  for  time,  is  acknowledged  to  be  a  model  of  its 
kind. 
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To  the  several  state  libraries  of  our  own  country  and  govern- 
mental libraries  of  Europe,  the  Connecticut  State  Library  is  looked 
upon  as  the  exchange  medium  with  the  State  of  Connecticut,  through 
which  they  receive  promptly  the  official  publications  of  the  State, 
and  in  which  may  be  found  the  several  official  publications  sent  in 
return. 

To  the  sons  and  daughters  of  Connecticut,  who  have  inherited  or 
accumulated  manuscripts  and  records  which  they  have  held  almost 
sacred,  the  Connecticut  State  Library  is  regarded  as  a  most  fitting 
depository  for  these  private  collections  of  official  and  semi-official 
papers,  which  have  to  do  with  the  early  life  and  activities  of  the 
State  and  its  several  families. 

To  the  members  of  the  Massachusetts  Historical  Society  the 
Connecticut  State  Library  is  the  new  home  of  the  Trumbull  Papers 
closely  identified  with  the  early  history  of  the  Colony  and  State  of 
Connecticut,  voluntarily  returned  by  the  Society,  September  17, 
1921,  after  having  had  them  one  hundred  and  twenty-six  years ; 
thus  marking  a  new  epoch  in  the  care  and  custody  of  official  records, 
and  recognizing  the  provisions  Connecticut  has  made  for  the  care 
and  accessibility  of  such  records. 

To  the  librarian  and  his  staff  the  Connecticut  State  Library  is  a 
group  of  departments,  housed  in  a  model  building,  with  interested 
and  competent  assistants,  whose  aim  and  purpose  is  to  serve  in- 
telligently, promptly,  and  courteously  not  only  the  inquirers  of 
our  own  generation  but,  so  far  as  possible,  also  those  who  are  to 
follow. 

The  foregoing  resume  sets  forth  some  of  the  ideas  which  have 
become  clustered  about  the  name  of  the  "Connecticut  State 
Library,"  and  may  we  not  say  that  all  of  them  are  right,  simply 
looking  at  the  Library  from  their  own  point  of  view,  and  thinking 
along  the  lines  in  which  they  are  especially  interested!

CONNECTICUT  PUBLIC  LIBRARY  COMMITTEE* 

Annually,  the  State  Board  of  Education  appoints  five  persons  who 
constitute  the  Connecticut  Public  Library  Committee.  The  Com- 
mittee is  organized  for  the  purpose  of  assisting  communities  by

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advice  concerning  the  establishment  and  administration  of  free 
public  libraries.  The  Committee  is  authorized  to  assist  the  lib- 
rarian and  directors  of  any  public  library,  and  the  teachers  of  any 
public  school,  as  well  as  to  visit  and  inspect  libraries  authorized  by 
the  statutes,  to  aid  in  selecting  and  cataloguing  books,  and  in 
library  management.  The  Committee  is  authorized  to  purchase 
and  arrange  books  and  pictures  to  be  loaned  to  public  libraries  at 
the  discretion  of  the  Committee  subject  to  rules  and  regulations 
made  by  the  directors  of  penal  and  charitable  institutions.  The 
Committee  may  provide  and  undertake  the  care  and  supervision 
of  suitable  libraries  in  such  institutions.  Various  sums  may  be 
expended  in  assisting  towns  in  the  establishment  of  public  libraries, 
and  annually,  the  Committee  may  purchase  books  to  be  selected  by 
the  Committee  for  any  free  public  library  in  a  ratio  which  depends 
upon  the  tax  receipts  from  the  various  towns,  in  no  case  to  exceed 
the  sum  of  $100.00  annually  for  any  library. 

All  free  public  libraries  receiving  a  state  appropriation  and  all 
libraries  established  under  the  direction  of  the  public  library  com- 
mittee must  annually  file  a  report  with  the  committee. 

No  compensation  is  paid  to  the  members  of  the  Committee,  al- 
though the  necessary  expenses  of  the  members  are  paid  by  the  State.

All  applications  for  admission  to  the  bar  are  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Recommendations  for  Admission  for  the  county 
where  the  application  is  filed,  which  investigates  the  character  and 
general  fitness  of  each  applicant  and  reports  to  the  bar  of  the  county 
whether  he  has  complied  with  the  rules  relating  to  admission  to  the 
bar,  is  a  person  of  good  character,  and  should  be  recommended  for 
examination. 

Persons  intending  to  study  law  are  advised  to  examine  carefully 
the  provisions  of  the  Rules  regulating  the  Admission  of  Attorneys 
and  comply  strictly  therewith.  The  Rule  Book,  which  also  con- 
tains the  regulations  made  by  the  Committees  and  information  for 
.candidates,  may  be  obtained  from  the  Clerk  of  the  Superior  Court 
in  any  County  or  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Committee,  or  the 
Secretary  of  the  State.

CONNECTICUT  INDUSTRY 


In  area,  Connecticut  ranks  as  the  smallest  state  in  the  Union 
save  two.  In  terms  of  population,  it  represents  only  l}4%  of  the 
national  total.  Yet  the  latest  available  census  figures  credit  it 
with  manufactured  products  valued  at  2%  of  the  country's  total, 
with  23^%  of  all  the  factory  wage  earners  of  the  United  States, 
and  with  2%%  of  the  nation's  industrial  payroll.  The  manufac- 
turing industries  of  Connecticut  normally  employ  over  a  quarter 
of  a  million  workers— a  field  of  gainful  occupation  for  21%  of  the 
state's  adult  population,  whereas,  in  the  United  States  as  a  whole, 
only  10%  of  the  people  of  working  age  find  employment  in  industry. 

Connecticut  is  a  producing  center  to  an  extent  not  always  realized 
by  its  own  citizens.  Of  all  the  typewriters  and  parts  manufactured 
in  the  United  States,  about  half  come  from  within  our  boundaries. 
So,  too,  with  firearms  and  ammunition.  A  third  of  America's 
production  of  pins,  needles  and  fasteners,  a  third  of  the  silver  and 
plated  ware  and  a  third  of  the  hardware  are  manufactured  here. 
Factories  of  this  state  turn  out  a  quarter  of  the  nation's  total  of 
non-ferrous  metals  and  their  products,  of  which  brass  and  bronze 
are  the  principal  constituent  items.  Connecticut  hats,  Connecticut 
clocks  and  Connecticut  corsets  constitute  about  20%  of  the  aggreg- 
ate American  production  in  these  lines.  In  screw  machine  products, 
the  output  of  Connecticut  plants  is  valued  at  15%  of  the  country's 
total.  From  seven  to  ten  percent  of  the  national  production  of 
buttons,  sporting  goods,  toys  and  games,  cutlery,  machinery  and 
tools,  and  miscellaneous  rubber  goods  are  fabricated  within  the 
boundaries  of  this  state.  Other  Connecticut  products  which  are 
not  large  enough  in  value  to  figure  impressively  in  the  census  totals, 
but  which  nevertheless  important  in  payroll-yield  are  textiles, 
electrical  goods,  steam  fittings  and  plumbers'  supplies,  aircraft 
and  aircraft  engines,  foundry  and  machine  shop  products,  and 
brushes. 

Connecticut  tops  all  other  states  in  the  brass  industry,  hardware, 
hats,  firearms  and  ammunition,  clocks,  plated  ware  and  wood  screws. 
It  is  fast  approaching,  if  it  has  not  already  attained  the  lead,  in 
typewriters  and  corsets.  It  is  close  to  the  top  in  cutlery  and  edge 
tools,  springs,  silverware,  metal -working  machinery,  tools,  toys  and 
games,  brushes,  screw  machine  products,  forgings  and  steam  fittings. 

If  diversity  of  product  is  advantageous  to  a  commonwealth — 
and  it  has  proven  so  throughout  the  years — Connecticut  is  in  a 
fortunate  position.  Steam  locomotives  are  not  manufactured  here, 
nor  automobiles;  but  in  virtually  every  concern  of  his  daily  life,  the 
citizen  could  satisfy  his  needs  out  of  the  manufactured  produce 
of  this  state.  The  roster  of  articles  manufactured  within  our  borders 
reads  like  a  purchasing  agent's  guide. 
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Yankee  ingenuity,  a  by-word  for  two  centuries,  is  one  of  the 
reasons  for  the  forefront  rank  of  Connecticut  as  a  manufacturing 
center.  Handicapped  by  the  absence  of  natural  resources  that 
have  been  the  main  spring  of  industrial  growth  in  other  areas, 
Connecticut  producers  from  the  earliest  times  have  had  to  supply 
that  lack  by  inventiveness  and  resourcefulness.  The  Yankee 
peddler  with  his  pack  was  no  historical  accident.  lie  was  the 
product  of  a  harsh  environment  which  turned  his  energies  away 
from  the  soil  and  into  channels  where  his  knack  for  fabricating 
metals  and  his  genius  for  marketing  the  creatures  of  his  manual 
skill  could  find  their  proper  reward.  He  was  a  prototype,  and  his 
descendants  of  later  days,  lineal  or  by  adoption,  partake  of  his 
genius,  not  only  in  the  executive  ranks,  but  down  to  the  humblest 
worker  at  the  bench.  In  fact,  the  skill  of  Connecticut  craftsmen 
is  so  widely  recognized  that  the  automotive  centers  have  drawn 
upon  it  for  a  quarter  of  a  century. 

An  attempt  to  enumerate  all  the  causative  factors  that  account 
for  the  favorable  position  of  Connecticut  industry  would  necessitate 
too  heavy  a  reliance  on  opinions,  as  distinguished  from  provable 
facts.  But  when  the  case  is  studied  impartially,  the  careful  observer 
must  conclude  that  the  most  influential  underlying  factor  is  the 
unvarying  wisdom  of  the  Connecticut  General  Assembly.  In  season 
and  out,  through  changing  administrations  and  vacillations  in  public 
temper,  they  have  recognized  that  industry  is  a  wage  producing 
vehicle,  and  have  refused  to  saddle  on  it  burdens  which  it  cannot 
sustain  and  still  remain  a  source  of  livelihood  for  the  great  bulk  of 
our  people.  In  its  humane  provisions  for  the  health,  safety  and 
social  and  ..inancial  well-being  of  its  working  population  the  state  is 
well  to  the  fore;  and  the  finest  examples  of  protective  legislation 
on  the  statute  books  are  those  which  were  enacted  as  the  joint 
impulse  of  the  workers  who  would  benefit  by  them  and  the  employers 
who  were  to  pay  for  them.  As  witness,  take  the  Connecticut  Work- 
men's Compensation  Act,  or  the  anti-sweat  shop  program  enacted 
in  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature — both  of  which  received  their 
most  effective  touches  through  industrial  organizations. 

But  the  General  Assembly  has  steadfastly  turned  a  deaf  ear  to 
those  who  would  turn  the  state  into  a  laboratory  for  social  ex- 
perimentation. The  result  has  been  that  while  other  states,  impelled 
by  unquestionably  high  motives,  have  undertaken  social  experiments 
of  debatable  value,  to  the  detriment  of  the  manufacturers  within 
their  borders,  Connecticut  has  proce:ded  cautiously,  embracing 
experiments  after  their  worth  has  been  proven,  but  conserving  the 
productive  capacity  and  the  social  worth  of  her  industries  meanwhile. 

The  legislatures  of  colonial  Connecticut  at  times  granted  ex- 
clusive rights  to  the  manufacture  of  certain  commodities  for  a  speci- 
fied period  and  otherwise  gave  evidence  of  their  recognition  of  the 
importance  of  industry  to  the  state.  In  taking  its  conservative 
stand,  the  modern  General  Assembly  is  but  following  the  wise  and

fruitful  precedent  set  by  its  colonial  forebears.  To  the  extent  that 
it  follows  that  precedent  in  the  future  will  depend  in  large  measure 
the  maintenance  of  industry  as  the  fountain-head  of  purchasing 
power  and  tax  revenues  in  this  state. 

No  recital  of  the  place  of  industry  in  this  commonwealth  is  com- 
plete that  does  not  make  appropriate  mention  of  the  contribution 
of  manufacturers  to  the  civic  life  of  the  community.  From  the 
ranks  of  industry  have  come  political  officers  who  shed  lustre  on 
the  name  of  public  service.  In  the  last  decade  a  manufacturer 
twice  filled  the  chief  executive's  chair;  and  great  numbers  of  them 
have  served  in  other  state  offices,  in  both  houses  of  the  General 
Assembly,  and  in  Congress.  Time  and  again  municipal  offices 
have  benefitted  by  their  incumbency.  They  have  given  of  their 
time  and  substance  on  scores  of  state  commissions  for  the  study  and 
solution  of  economic,  civic  and  social  problems.  As  members  of 
directorates,  they  have  brought  their  trained  business  judgment 
to  bear  in  the  management  of  numerous  state  charitable  and  cor- 
rectional institutions.  In  hospitals,  on  community  chests,  in  schools 
and  colleges  and  other  such  endeavors  of  a  semi-private  character, 
they  have  rendered  and  are  rendering  a  priceless  service,  willingly, 
nay  zealously.    The  state  is  their  debtor.

AERONAUTICS

COMMISSIONER  OF  AERONAUTICS. 

The  Connecticut  Department  of  Aeronautics  was  created  in  1927, 
taking  over  the  enforcement  of  Connecticut  aviation  laws  which 
were  originally  passed  in  1911  and  were  subsequently  controlled 
first  by  the  Secretary  of  State  and  then  by  the  Motor  Vehicle 
Department.  Connecticut,  therefore,  has  the  distinction  of  having 
in  1911  the  first  laws  governing  aviation  in  the  world,  and  in  1927 
the  first  independent  State  aeronautical  department  in  the  United 
States. 

The  purpose  of  the  Department,  as  expressed  in  the  laws  of 
Connecticut,  is  "to  enforce  the  provisions  of  the  statutes  concerning 
aeronautics."  This  entails: — (1)  the  testing  of  pilots  as  regards 
both  their  flying  ability  and  their  mental  and  physical  qualifications 
for  flying;  (2)  the  regular  inspection  of  aircraft  to  determine  airworthi- 
ness; (3)  the  issuing  of  licenses  to  pilots  and  aircraft  to  certify 
that  they  are  approved  for  flying;  and  (4)  the  inspection  and  approval 
of  airports. 

But  the  Department  has  assumed  another  duty,  not  specified 
by  statute:  -promotion  of  aviation.  To  this  end,  speakers  from 
this  Department  have  talked  to  groups  of  individuals  throughout 
the  State,  explaining  the  safety  of  Connecticut  aviation  and  urging 
active  participation  in  the  industry.  To  further  encourage  flying, 
an  extensive  airmarking  campaign  has  been  carried  on  for  two  years. 
The  Boy  Scouts  of  Connecticut  joined  the  movement  at  the  start 
and  through  their  cooperation  over  two  hundred  "road  signs  of  the 
sky"  have  been  constructed  at  an  amazingly  low  cost  of  less  than 
six  dollars  per  sign.  Most  necessary  of  all,  however,  the  laws  and 
requirements  that  seemed  to  hurt  aviation  in  certain  cases  have 
been  waived  in  the  interest  of  those  cases.  This  has  been  done 
with  a  realization  that  no  legal  code,  no  matter  how  complete,  can 
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keep  pace  with  an  industry  growing  as  rapidly  as  aviation.  There 
are  times  when  the  letter  of  the  law  injures  aviation,  without  pro- 
viding any  additional  safety  to  passengers  or  those  on  the  ground, 
and  the  Department  has  felt  that  in  such  cases  the  interests  of 
everyone  would  be  served  best  by  leniency. 

The  Department  is  divided  into  three  specialized  groups:  (1) 
aircraft  and  airport  inspection,  (2)  pilot  inspection  (medical),  (3) 
pilot  inspection  (flying). 

In  the  group  for  aircraft  and  airport  inspection,  there  are  three 
trained  inspectors,  each  of  whom  has  had  many  years'  experience 
on  inspection,  maintenance  and  repair  of  aircraft  and  engines.  Two 
of  these  men  are  on  the  road  virtually  every  day  in  the  month, 
checking  airplanes.  They  completely  examine  every  airplane 
flying  in  the  State  once  every  month,  filling  out  for  each  case  a 
report  that  covers  the  condition  of  every  nut,  bolt,  and  fitting  of  the 
craft.  Ordinarily  these  reports  show  the  equipment  to  be  in  good 
condition.  If,  however,  something  questionable,  but  not  dangerous, 
is  found,  they  inform  the  owner  of  the  airplane  that  the  trouble 
must  be  remedied  before  the  next  inspection.  In  an  occasional  case 
where  the  airplane  has  become  unsafe  to  fly,  the  inspector  attaches 
a  "not  to  be  flown"  tag  to  the  ship,  which  tag  may  be  removed  only 
by  an  inspector  or  licensed  mechanic  after  the  proper  repairs  are 
made.  In  this  way  no  airplane  in  the  State  is  flying  unless  this 
Department  is  satisfied  that  it  is  safe. 

Any  airport  in  the  State,  from  which  a  pilot  wishes  to  fly 
commercially,  must  be  approved  for  this  work.  The  purpose  of  this 
is,  of  course,  to  protect  the  paying  public  from  danger.  If  a  field 
is  being  used  for  non-commercial  flying  the  Department  cannot 
legally  take  action  of  any  sort,  but  in  practice  the  advice  of  our 
inspectors  is  offered  and  is  always  gratefully  accepted. 

The  medical  division,  or  "Bureau  of  Personnel  Inspection." 
is  composed  of  five  physicians  who  have  specialized  in  a  study 
of  the  physical  conditions  of  flight.  These  men  have  attended, 
and  been  graduated  from  the  "School  of  Aviation  Medicine"  at  the 
U.  S.  Army  aviation  base  in  Texas.  Two  of  these  men  are  located 
in  Hartford  and  one  each  in  New  London,  New  Haven,  and  Bridge- 
port. Every  applicant  for  a  pilot's  license  must  be  examined  by  one 
of  these  men,  and  the  examiner  makes  his  recommendation  to  the 
Commissioner.  Furthermore,  every  pilot  must  be  re-examined 
periodically — the  commercial  grades  receiving  a  six-months  check, 
the  non-commercials  a  yearly  check.  By  this  means,  and  by  con- 
stant personal  contacts,  the  Department  assures  itself  that  every 
pilot  flying  in  Connecticut  is  physically  and  mentally  qualified. 

Every  a  replicant  must  receive  a  flight  test  before  being  issued  a 
license.  The  Deputy  Commissioner  and  the  Chief  Inspector  conduct 
these  tests,  requiring  for  the  lower  grades  of  license  only  the  essentials 
for  safe  flying,  but  increasing  the  difficulty  of  the  tests  for  the 
advanced  and  commercial  grades. 
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Thus,  through  our  present  organization  every  airplane  bearing 
a  Connecticut  registration  is  sure  to  be  in  safe  flying  condition 
and  every  pilot  licensed  in  Connecticut  has  been  checked  and 
approved  fpr  his  flying  ability  and  his  physical  and  mental  condition, 
and  is  therefore  qualified  to  fly,  all  other  conditions  permitting. 

The  Department  is  constantly  striving  to  increase  the  aids  to 
aviation  safety,  such  as  airmarkings,  beacons,  emergency  fields 
and  the  like.  These  movements  are  rapidly  taking  form,  and 
Connecticut  should  soon  rank  among  the  best  equipped  states  for 
flying,  as  she  now  ranks  first  in  State  regulation  and  control.

THE  STATE  AIRPORT  COMMISSION 

The  State  Airport  Commission  was  created  by  an  act  of  the 
General  Assembly  in  1929.  The  personnel  of  the  Commission 
consists  of  the  Commissioner  of  Aeronautics,  The  Adjutant  General, 
the  senior  Air  Officer  of  the  Connecticut  National  Guard  and  one 
other  person  appointed  by  the  Governor.  Shortly  preceding  the 
appointment  of  the  Commission  the  same  General  Assembly  had 
purchased  375  acres  of  the  Plant  Estate  adjoining  the  Poquonock 
River  in  Groton  for  the  purpose  of  developing  a  state  airport.  The 
Airport  was  named  Trumbull  Field,  after  Ex-Governor  John  H. 
Trumbull,  in  honor  of  his  interest  and  activity  in  aviation. 

The  immediate  need  of  a  state-owned  airport  was  found  in  the 
requirement  of  the  43rd  Division  Aviation,  Connecticut  National 
Guard,  to  have  a  landing  field  and  reasonable  facilities  for  their 
annual  summer  encampment.  The  progress  of  aviation  also  in- 
dicated the  wisdom  of  the  state  having  some  center  of  aircraft 
activities  on  an  established  air  route  available  for  use  both  by 
airplanes  and  seaplanes.  The  area  at  Groton  admirably  met  all 
requirements. 

The  Commission  has  received  from  each  of  the  several  past  General 
Assemblies  a  modest  appropriation  to  accomplish  necessary  grading  of 
the  field  surface  and  to  generally  maintain  that  surface  and  the  build- 
ings. More  recently  funds  under  the  control  of  the  Commissioner  of 
Aeronautics  have  augmented  the  facilities  offered  at  the  airport  by 
the  installation  of  a  beacon  light  and  landing  lights.  The  large 
majority  of  activities  at  the  airport  have  been  military.  The  43rd 
Division  Aviation  has  made  use  of  the  field  and  buildings  for  each 
of  the  several  past  years  and  on  more  than  one  occasion  groups  of

army  planes  have  made  use  of  it  in  conjunction  with  manuevers  off 
our  coast. 

During  the  same  period,  some  commercial  operations  have  been 
carried  on  at  the  airport.  This  has  been  accomplished  by  the  least 
restriction  and  regulation  consistent  with  protecting  the  public 
interest.  During  the  past  year,  under  a  special  and  temporary 
arrangement,  part  of  the  buildings  on  the  airport  have  been  loaned 
for  use  by  the  Veterans'  Home  Commission  and  a  varying  number  of 
veterans  have  been  quartered  there. 

It  has  been  and  is  the  opinion  of  the  Commission  that  the  develop- 
ment of  this  area  should  progress  at  a  rate  consistent  with  the 
increase  of  aircraft  activities  here.  It  is  hoped  and  anticipated  that 
within  the  next  two  or  three  years  the  Commission  will  be  war- 
ranted in  requesting  funds  to  further  develop  the  area  to  the  end 
that  it  be  an  A-l  airport  offering  all  facilities  for  the  air  traffic 
which  will  follow  the  route  in  which  it  lies.

ADVISORY  BOARD  ON  AERONAUTICS.* 

The  activities  of  the  Commissioner  of  Aeronautics  and  the  scope 
of  the  Department  under  his  supervision  have  been  thoroughly  set 
forth  in  the  article  by  Commissioner  Morris.  To  assist  the  Com- 
missioner in  carrying  out  the  duties  prescribed  by  Section  3048  of 
the  General  Statutes,  Section  3052  of  the  Statutes  provides  that 
there  shall  be  created  an  Advisory  Board  on  Aeronautics.  This 
Board  consists  of  the  Commissioner  of  Motor  Vehicles,  the  senior 
air  officer  of  the  43rd  Division  of  the  Connecticut  National  Guard., 
the  state  flight  surgeon  and  four  additional  members  who  are  ap- 
pointed by  the  Governor.  The  gubernatorial  appointees  serve 
for  terms  of  four  years  from  the  date  of  their  appointments.  The 
Board  serves  without  compensation  and  meets  for  the  general  purpose 
of  consulting  and  advising  with  the  Commissioner  of  Aeronautics 
on  matters  of  policy  with  respect  to  the  promotion  and  development 
of  aviation  in  Connecticut.

DEPARTMENT  OF  STATE  AGENCIES  AND  INSTITUTIONS. 

The  Department  of  State  Agencies  and  Institutions  had  its 
inception  in  1919  when  the  General  Assembly  of  that  year  first 
enacted  laws  providing  aid  for  widows  with  dependent  children  to 
be  administered  by  a  State  Agent  appointed  by  the  State  Treasurer. 
At  the  same  session  provision  was  made  for  the  appointment  of  a 
State  Agent  to  have  direction  and  supervision  of  the  laws,  on  the 
part  of  the  state,  concerning  state  paupers  and  indigent  persons, 
matters  that  had  formerly  been  under  direction  of  the  State  Comp- 
troller. The  same  appointee  was  named  in  each  instance  and  the 
plan  continued  until  1921  when  the  General  Assembly  provided  for

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the  appointment  of  one  State  Agent  for  the  administration  of  these 
laws.  This  continued  until  the  session  of  1927  when  measures  were 
adopted  whereby  the  office  of  State  Agent  became  an  executive 
appointment,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  senate,  and  the 
term  of  appointment  was  made  four  years  instead  of  two. 

Since  its  organization  this  department  has  embraced  three  sub- 
divisions, namely,  (1)  'The  Widows'  Aid  Di vision/ '  which  has  in 
charge  all  matters  pertaining  to  state  aid  for  widows  with  dependent 
children;  (2)  "The  State  Aid  Division,"  which  handles  the  in- 
vestigations, transfers,  repatriations  and  reimbursement  to  towns  in 
connection  with  state  paupers;  (3)  'The  Division  of  Institutional 
Collections,"  which  attends  to  collection  of  accounts  for  the  support 
of  inmates  at  various  state  institutions. 

The  function  of  Widows'  Aid  Division  is  to  administer,  on  behalf 
of  the  state,  Chapter  99,  General  Statutes,  Revision  of  1930,  com- 
monly known  as  the  Widows'  Aid  Law.  This  law  is  directly  applicable 
to  citizen  widows  having  dependent  children  under  sixteen  years  of 
age.  To  be  eligible  for  aid,  the  applicant  must  have  a  legal  settle- 
ment or  not  less  than  four  years  continuous  residence  in  the  state 
at  the  date  of  her  application.  Persons  owning  property  in  an  amount 
exceeding  five  hundred  dollars,  other  than  household  goods,  or  an 
equity  of  more  than  two  thousand  dollars  in  real  estate  upon  which 
the  family  resides  are  not  eligible  for  the  aid. 

In  administration  the  application  is  first  made  to  the  local  agent  or 
proper  municipal  official  in  the  town  of  the  applicant's  residence. 
Proper  local  investigation  is  made  with  recommendations  to  the 
County  Commissioners,  who  in  turn  approve  or  disapprove  the  local 
endorsements  and  forward  the  papers  to  this  department,  where  a 
direct  state  investigation  is  made,  all  matters  carefully  considered, 
the  case  correctly  classified,  and  if  needed,  the  aid  granted.  The 
aid  itself  is  in  the  form  of  weekly  checks  from  the  state  to  the  widow, 
and  each  quarter  the  state  is  reimbursed  one-third  from  the  respective 
towns  and  a  like  amount  from  the  counties. 

The  State  Aid  Division  has  directly  in  charge  matters  of  relief 
extended  by  the  state  to  destitute  persons  having  no  settlement 
within  its  jurisdiction.  Applications  on  the  part  of  such  individuals 
are  first  made  through  the  proper  municipal  officials  where  persons 
come  in  need  of  assistance.  The  state,  through  this  division  of  the 
department,  is  then  notified,  and  full  investigation  is  then  made 
and  details  gathered  in  order  that  the  exact  situation  and  true 
status  of  each  applicant  can  be  established. 

The  status  of  these  persons  applying  for  relief  is  often" fixed  as 
being  chargeable  to  other  jurisdictions,  while  other  cases  come 
within  the  classification  of  alien  paupers  or  instances  where  the 
Federal  Government  should  act  and  the  resultant  transfers  or 
repatriations  follow  at  the  earliest  possible  date. 

The  responsibility  in  the  first  instance  of  caring  for  persons 
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classified  as  state  paupers  is  with  the  towns  and  the  statutes  provide 
for  quarterly  reimbursement. 

In  this  department  an  important  activity  is  conducted  by  the 
Division  of  Institutional  Collections  charged  with  the  duty  of 
collection,  on  the  part  of  the  state,  for  the  sup]X)rt  of  inmates  in  the 
various  institutions,  involving  weekly,  monthly  and  quarterly 
billings,  crediting  of  receipts,  making  of  refunds,  the  classification 
of  inmates  and  the  adjustment  of  rates. 

There  are  five  general  classes  of  institutional  cases,  viz:  state 
paupers,  town  paupers,  indigent,  full  paid  and  soldier  patients. 
There  are  also  several  special  classifications  involving  collection  of 
commitment  fees,  refunds  for  support'  which  have  been  paid  in  ad- 
vance, reimbursement  matters  and  court  orders  relative  to  support 
of  inmates  in  reformatory  institutions  or  County  Homes.

CONNECTICUT  DEPARTMENT  OF  AGRICULTURE 

The  Connecticut  Department  of  Agriculture,  organized  by  the 
legislature  in  1925,  has  a  background  rich  in  practical  service  to  the 
agriculture  of  the  state.  Its  history  and  real  beginning  dates  back 
to  the  establishment  of  the  State  Board  of  Agriculture  in  1866. 

From  the  end  of  the  Civil  War  until  today,  agriculture  has  been 
witnessing  some  of  the  most  remarkable  changes  ever  recorded 
in  history.  The  demands  upon  any  public  agency,  created  to  aid 
its  industry,  have  been  increasing  with  extreme  rapidity.  However, 
the  Board  of  Agriculture  continued  to  meet  these  changing  conditions 
and  administered  to  the  needs  of  agriculture  so  far  as  legislative 
authority  would  permit  until  1925,  when  the  State  Department  of 
Agriculture  was  organized  to  continue  the  work  of  the  Board  and 
to  make  such  expansion  as  was  possible  so  that  all  branches  of 
agriculture  would  receive  due  consideration  from  the  state. 
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The  Department  was  established  to  serve  the  needs  of  the  people 
of  the  State  of  Connecticut,  particularly  those  in  the  rural  sections. 
It  is  their  department,  and  it  is  our  policy  as  public  servants  to 
respond,  regardless  of  personal  sacrifice  or  the  pressure  of  additional 
work,  to  all  demands  which  rightfully  fall  within  our  jurisdiction. 

It  is  of  interest  to  note  that  during  the  fifty-nine  years'  existence 
of  the  Board  of  Agriculture  there  were  only  four  secretaries,  while 
during  the  past  eight  years  the  Department  has  had  three  com- 
missioners. 

T.  S.  Gold  of  West  Cornwall  was  the  first  secretary  of  the  Board 
of  Agriculture,  which  position  he  held  for  thirty-five  years,  from 
1866  to  1901  when  he  was  succeeded  by  Colonel  James  F.  Brown  of 
Stonington  who  served  from  1901  to  1909,  after  which  I.  C.  Fanton 
of  Westport  held  the  office  until  1911.  Leonard  H.  Healey  of  Wood- 
stock, the  last  secretary  of  the  Board,  served  from  1911  to  1925 
when  he  became  Deputy  Commissioner  of  Agriculture  which  position 
he  still  occupies. 

The  first  Commissioner  of  Agriculture  was  the  late  Philo  T.  Piatt 
of  Newtown  who  served  three  years  (1925-1928)  of  his  four-year 
term.  S.  McLean  Buckingham  of  Watertown  filled  out  the  unex- 
pired term  and  then  served  for  the  four  succeeding  years  before 
retiring  in  1933,  when  Olcott  F.  King  of  South  Windsor  accepted  the 
appointment  which  runs  until  1937. 

In  Connecticut  the  Department  of  Agriculture  differs  from  those 
in  the  majority  of  states  where  all  the  agricultural  work  is  centralized 
under  one  head.  Here  we  have  several  separate  agencies  working  in 
their  respective  fields  for  the  benefit  of  agriculture.  It  is  not  for  me 
to  say  whether  conservative  Connecticut  has  chosen  the  most  efficient 
set-up  for  conducting  its  agricultural  work.  The  fact  remains,  however, 
that  definite  statutory  limitations  determine  the  scope  of  our  ac- 
tivities. 

The  Department  of  Agriculture,  in  theory,  is  a  coordinating  organi- 
zation working  for  the  benefit  of  all  agriculture  but  necessarily  must 
refrain  from  taking  part  in  any  activity  which  has  been  delegated 
through  legislative  authority  to  some  other  organization.  The  pur- 
pose in  mentioning  this  is  not  to  criticize  nor  imply  any  criticism  of  the 
way  various  agricultural  projects  are  handled,  but  merely  to  inform 
and  clear  up  an  erroneous  opinion  that  has  been  in  the  minds  of  many 
people  for  a  long  time  that  the  Connecticut  Department  of  Agri- 
culture, as  the  name  might  imply,  has  jurisdiction  over  all  agricul- 
tural work  in  the  state,  for  such  is  not  the  case. 

The  Department  of  Agriculture  and  its  predecessor  have  worked 
unselfishly  during  the  past  67  years  for  the  benefit  of  agriculture. 
This  is  not  said  with  a  spirit  of  self-praise  but  rather  to  give  credit 
where  credit  is  due  and  acquaint  an  altogether  too  large  a  number  of 
people  with  the  accomplishments  of  by-gone  days.  In  justice  to 
those  men  who  came  before  me  it  is  only  fair  to  state  that  their 
unselfishness,  their  willingness  to  contribute  even  personal  sacrifice 
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is  directly  reflected  in  the  set-up  of  our  state-supported  agricultural 
organizations  today. 

In  an  article  of  this  length  I  cannot  dwell  upon  the  past  too  long, 
for  the  present  and  the  future  are  the  all-absorbing  questions  of 
today.  However,  the  past  and  the  present  are  closely  moulded 
together  on  three  major  developments  that  are  worthy  of  mention. 
The  State  Board  of  Agriculture  championed  the  cause  of  the  Connec- 
ticut Agricultural  Experiment  Station,  (established  in  1875)  which 
was  the  first  of  its  kind  in  the  country.  It  also  worked  for  the  es- 
tablishment of  what  is  now  the  Connecticut  State  College  (founded 
as  a  school  in  1881).  It  lent  its  support  to  the  founding  of  the  Storrs 
Agricultural  Experiment  Station  (1887),  and  was  directly  responsible 
for  the  state's  first  livestock  disease  control  program,  together  with 
numerous  other  progressive  measures  that  are  still  an  integral 
part  of  Connecticut's  agricultural  well-being. 

The  department  has  continued  to  foster  the  development  of  our 
major  agricultural  institutions  and  organizations.  To  that  end 
its  activities  may  be  viewed  as  divided  into  the  three  major  classi- 
fications of  marketing,  administration,  or  supervision  of  those 
agricultural  organizations  receiving  state  aid,  together  with  the 
carrying  out  of  special  legislative  acts  and  informational  or  educa- 
tional work.  It  is  easy  to  classify  major  items,  but  as  in  all  cases 
where  there  is  unity  of  effort,  it  is  impossible  to  tell  where  one 
function  ends  and  another  begins.  In  many  cases  the  work  of 
the  department  represents  a  composite  effort  under  all  three  classi- 
fications. 

Those  in  particular  who  may  refer  to  our  budget  may  wonder  why 
marketing  has  become  such  a  problem  within  a  comparatively  few 
years  and  why  it  has  become  one  of  the  most  important  functions 
of  the  department.  When  we  stop  to  realize  that  with  the  opening 
of  cheap,  smooth  and  fertile  land  in  the  West;  the  building  of  thous- 
ands of  miles  of  railroads  with  the  subsequent  development  of  the 
refrigerated  car;  and  more  recently,  the  rapid  development  and 
extension  of  good  motor  truck  highways,  we  can  see  all  these  as 
contributory  factors  to  an  acute  problem  for  Connecticut  farmers 
who  were  striving  on  high-priced  land  to  retain  their  eastern  mar- 
kets— the  best  in  the  world — in  the  face  of  such  competition. 

The  department  is  endeavoring  to  stimulate  a  greater  appreciation 
among  Connecticut  people  for  Connecticut  farm  products.  Our 
farmers  raise  products  that  are  unexcelled  in  quality,  and  we  want 
the  public  to  realize  that  when  it  wants  the  best  it  is  no  longer 
necessary  to  go  far  afield,  for  quality  products  can  be  secured  right 
here  at  home. 

Quality  is  probably  the  keystone  to  our  whole  marketing  program. 
We  must  have  quality  products  and  then  these  products  must  be 
presented  to  the  public  in  such  an  attractive  way  that  no  substitute 
will  take  their  places.  Uniform  quality  throughout  the  market 
season  requires  careful  grading,  and  the  department  has  been 
actively  cooperating  with  the  various  agricultural  groups  in  the 
establishment  and  maintenance  of  grades. 
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The  department's  policy  in  the  establishment  of  grades  has 
been  not  to  try  and  force  groups  of  producers  to  do  something  in 
which  they  are  not  in  complete  sympathy.  Consequently  the 
grades  established  for  the  most  part  are  on  a  voluntary  basis  and 
only  those  who  can  see  a  definite  personal  advantage  subscribe  to 
the  grading  programs.  This  makes  the  enforcement  of  the  grades 
easier  and  more  satisfactory  as  it  insures  a  more  uniform  product 
throughout  the  season. 

Grades  have  been  established  for  eggs,  apples,  various  vegetables, 
turkeys,  potatoes  and  wood.  The  Commissioner  has  authority  to 
establish  these  grades,  and  just  as  soon  as  a  sufficient  interest  is 
shown  for  a  grade,  the  particular  group  interested  is  invited  to  meet 
with  the  Commissioner  and  work  out  a  grade  which  will  be  of  greatest 
advantage  to  all  interested.  In  the  majority  of  cases  where  grades 
are  established  the  top  grade  is  identified  with  the  New  England 
Quality  Label  which  shows  that  Connecticut  is  actively  affiliated 
with  the  New  England-wide  farm  marketing  program  which  is 
endeavoring  to  have  the  highest  quality  products  in  New  England 
conform  to  similar  standards. 

Crop  reports,  market  reports,  wholesale  and  retail  prices,  imports, 
and  shifts  within  the  farming  industry  are  a  few  of  the  many  projects 
carried  on  in  an  effort  to  present  the  farmer  with  complete 
information  about  the  whole  industry  in  order  that  he  may  more 
intelligently  plan  his  own  business.  The  department  publishes  in 
its  offices  a  market  bulletin  three  times  a  week  which  gives  the 
wholesale  prices  on  the  six  leading  markets  of  the  state.  These 
bulletins  are  mailed  free  of  charge  to  more  than  6,000  residents  of 
Connecticut. 

One  of  the  specific  duties  of  the  Commissioner  is  the  dissemination 
of  agricultural  information.  This  provision  is  carried  out  through 
personal  attendance  and  talks  at  agricultural  meetings;  printing  and 
distribution  of  booklets,  bulletins  and  mimeographed  material; 
exhibits  at  fairs  and  agricultural  meetings;  direct  answer  to  inquiries 
by  letter  or  discussion  in  the  office;  the  establishment  of  a  news 
service  whereby  all  the  papers  in  the  state  will  receive  similar  in- 
formation for  use  at  the  same  time;  and  last,  but  not  least,  the  regular 
use  of  the  radio  which  has  come  to  play  such  an  important  part  in 
our  lives. 

It  is  impossible  to  go  into  details  about  all  the  above,  but  one 
example  should  suffice  to  show  our  attitude  toward  helping  the 
individual  farmers  through  stimulating  a  greater  desire  for  his 
products.  This  year  for  the  first  time  the  department  gave  unusual 
consideration  to  the  tobacco  farmer.  The  nature  of  his  business  is 
such  that  it  is  practically  impossible  for  him  to  do  any  advertising. 
His  product  becomes  lost  before  it  reaches  the  consumer  for  it  is 
only  as  part  of  the  finished  product— quality  cigars. 

The  department  realizing  this  situation  took  it  upon  itself  to 
acquaint  the  consumers  of  fine  cigars  with  the  fact  that  they  were 
smoking  Connecticut  tobacco.    Nearly  100  brands  of  cigars,  all  of 
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which  were  made  with  Connecticut  wrappers  or  binders,  were  col- 
lected and  placed  on  exhibition  at  the  Eastern  States  Exposition  at 
Springfield,  Mass.,  and  at  Danbury  Fair  in  this  state.  The  interest 
in  the  exhibitions  was  more  than  even  the  most  optimistic  had 
anticipated.  Thousands  of  people  at  each  exhibit  who  have  smoked 
many  brands  of  cigars  left  with  the  firm  conviction  that  when  it 
comes  to  a  real  quality  smoke,  Connecticut  Valley  tobacco  must 
be  the  backbone  of  the  cigar. 

The  seed  law,  fresh  egg  law,  and  the  inspection  and  approval  of 
grants  to  agricultural  societies,  in  addition  to  the  enforcement  of 
grades  are  a  few  of  the  many  duties  which  the  department  must 
perform.  We  also  maintain  a  close  contact  with  consumers,  always 
on  the  alert  to  learn  their  desires  for  farm  products  so  that  these  may 
be  passed  on  to  the  farmer  and  later  be  interpreted  in  greater  volume 
of  sales. 

The  department  is  continually  adding  to  its  wealth  of  information, 
statistics  about  the  various  agricultural  crops  which  come  under  our 
jurisdiction.  We  are  striving  daily  to  care  for  the  present  and  build 
for  the  future  by  compiling  statistics  and  trends  over  a  long  period  of 
years.  These  will  become  permanent  records  and  in  the  years  to 
come  should  be  of  material  assistance  in  determining  a  sound 
agricultural  policy  for  the  state. 

No  one  not  familiar  with  the  department  has  any  idea  of  the  vast 
amount  of  detail  work  which  we  are  called  upon  to  render  in  the 
nature  of  services  of  almost  every  description.  An  example  which 
is  not  by  any  means  unusual  is  cited  to  show  how  we  are  called  and 
respond  in  every  case  possible  even  though  the  subject  may  not  deal 
directly  with  agriculture. 

With  the  arrival  of  the  mail  on  Saturday  morning  at  9:30  o'clock 
came  a  request,  written  the  previous  day  by  a  woman  living  71  miles 
from  Hartford,  for  information  as  to  where  a  snake  could  be  sent  for 
identification.  The  snake,  supposedly  a  copper-head,  had  been  killed 
the  previous  day  in  the  yard  where  her  children  played,  and  the 
request  coming  as  it  did  on  a  Saturday  in  hot  weather,  made  it 
imperative  that  the  identification  be  made  without  delay.  Suffice  it 
to  say  that  within  a  half  hour  from  the  time  we  received  the  letter 
the  snake  had  been  identified,  it  was  not  a  copper-head,  and  the 
woman's  fear  for  the  safety  of  her  children  was  allayed  without  any 
additional  expense  to  the  state.  One  should  not  get  the  impression 
that  we  have  a  snake  specialist  on  our  staff,  or  a  person  capable  of 
answering  every  kind  of  inquiry,  for  such  is  not  the  case,  as  our 
small  staff  makes  it  necessary  for  us  in  many  cases  to  depend  upon 
specialists  in  their  respective  fields;  but  at  least  we  will  make  every 
earnest  endeavor  to  assist  in  any  inquiry  reasonably  within  our  scope. 

In  summarizing  the  work  of  the  department  I  would  say  that  we 
have  one  main  objective  —the  development  of  happier  and  more 
prosperous  farm  homes.  In  order  to  reach  this  goal  our  work  neces- 
sarily must  be  carried  through  many  different  channels.  Some  of 
these  may  have  a  direct  bearing  upon  a  specific  duty  while  others 
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will  be  intangible,  but  always  we  have  in  mind  that  prosperous 
agriculture  makes  for  happy  communities  which  have  been  and 
always  should  be  the  pride  of  Connecticut.

CONNECTICUT  AGRICULTURAL  EXPERIMENT  STATION 

The  duties  of  the  Connecticut  Agricultural  Experiment  Station, 
New  Haven,  as  defined  in  its  charter  and  subsequent  statutes,  are 
three-fold:  The  analysis  of  fertilizers,  feeds,  drugs,  foods,  and  other 
products,  the  control  of  plant  pests  for  the  protection  of  the  people 
of  the  state,  and  the  conduct  of  "scientific  investigation  and  experi- 
ments" in  agriculture  and  related  sciences  followed  by  the  dissemi- 
nation of  the  results. 

A  practical  illustration  of  the  duties  may  be  found  in  the  case 
where  the  fertilizer  inspection  one  year  disclosed  the  sale  of  a  brand 
of  fish  meal  to  which  had  been  added  sulfate  of  ammonia,  thus  causing 
a  low  grade  fish  to  show  the  same  amount  of  total  nitrogen  as  does 
the  high  grade  product.  These  facts  were  made  known  immediately 
and  the  purchasers  have  been  reimbursed  by  the  dealers  who  un- 
wittingly sold  the  goods. 

Other  direct  services  include  the  inspection  of  nurseries  and 
orchards,  the  distribution  of  forest  planting  stock,  the  testing  of 
seeds,  soil  testing,  advice  on  the  management  of  land,  and  the  like. 

Under  the  head  of  "experiments"  might  be  listed  a  long  series  of 
investigations  covering  the  58  years  of  the  Station's  existence. 
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Notable  among  them  are  those  dealing  with  corn  breeding,  the  white 

pine  blister  rust,  the  chestnut  blight,  tobacco  wild  fire,  tobacco 
root  rot,  the  nature  of  proteins,  the  discovery  of  the  vitamins,  the 
breeding  of  parasites  of  the  Oriental  fruit  moth,  the  development  of 
field  tests  for  easily  and  quickly  analyzing  soil,  and  studies  on  the 
fcx)d  value  of  milk.  For  this  last  it  is  fair  to  say  that  most  of  our 
recent  knowledge  of  the  food  value  of  milk  and  the  resulting  increase 
in  its  consumption  are  traceable  to  the  contributions  of  the  Station. 

The  dissemination  of  results  is  accomplished  through  bulletins, 
circulars,  lectures,  articles  supplied  to  the  newspapers  and  farm 
journals,  correspondence,  and  many  personal  visits  to  farms  and 
orchards.  The  Station  is  not  only  a  research  institution — it  is  and 
always  will  be  a  service  agency  for  the  people  of  the  State.  The 
following  quotation  truly  describes  the  policy  that  the  Station  has 
always  tried  to  follow:  "It  is  the  wish  of  the  Board  of  Control  to 
make  the  Station  as  useful  as  its  resources  will  admit.  Every  Con- 
necticut citizen  who  is  concerned  in  agriculture,  whether  farmer  or 
resident  of  a  city,  has  the  right  to  apply  to  the  Station  for  any 
assistance  that  comes  within  its  province  to  render,  and  the  Station 
will  respond  as  far  as  lies  in  its  power." 

There  are  seven  departments  at  the  Station  in  New  Haven,  and 
they  are  headed  by  the  following  men:  Analytical  Chemistry,  Dr. 
E.  M.  Bailey;  Biochemistry,  Dr.  H.  B.  Vickery;  Botany,  Dr.  G.  P. 
Clinton;  Entomology,  Dr.  W.  E.  Britton;  Forestry,  Walter  O.  Filley; 
Plant  Breeding,  Dr.  Donald  F.  Jones;  Soils,  M.  F.  Morgan.  William 
L.  Slate  is  the  director.  A  sub-station  devoted  to  the  study  of  tobacco 
is  at  Windsor  with  Dr.  Paul  J.  Anderson  in  charge.  The  Station 
regularly  employs  a  total  of  95  persons,  including  research  workers 
and  their  assistants,  clerical  force,  maintenance  crew,  farm  hands, 
and  those  engaged  in  control  projects,  such  as  suppression  of  the 
gipsy  moth. 

Connecticut  was  the  first  state  to  establish  an  agricultural  station 
and  to  recognize  the  service  that  science  can  render  to  agriculture. 
Following  years  of  public  discussion  lead  by  Professor  Samuel  W. 
Johnson  of  Yale  University,  the  General  Assembly  established  the 
Station  in  1875.  This  was  some  years  before  we  had  an  agricultural 
college.  Other  states  followed  in  the  example  of  Connecticut,  and  the 
movement  gained  force  until  the  usefulness  of  agricultural  stations 
was  generally  recognized,  when  Congress  passed  the  Hatch  Act  in 
1887,  endowing  a  station  in  each  state  and  territory. 

For  two  years  the  Station  was  operated  on  a  temporary  basis  at 
Wesley  an  University.  Then  in  1877  it  was  permanently  established 
at  New  Haven,  under  Professor  Johnson  as  director,  and  Yale 
provided  laboratory  space.  In  1884  the  Station  moved  to  its  present 
site  on  Huntington  Street,  where  there  it  now  owns  three  laboratory 
buildings,  besides  the  main  office  and  library  and  the  greenhouses. 
Following  Professor  Johnson,  the  late  Dr.  E.  H.  Jenkins  was  for 
many  years  director. 
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The  Station  owns  a  40  acre  farm  at  Mount  Carmel,  and  the  Rain- 
bow forest  of  122  acres  for  the  study  of  forestry.  Recently  a  seven- 
acre  field  in  Windsor,  adjacent  to  the  Tobacco  Substation,  was 
taken  over  for  vegetable  experiments.

TREE  PROTECTION  EXAMINING  BOARD

TREE  PROTECTION  EXAMINING  BOARD* 

The  botanist,  entomologist  and  forester  of  the  Connecticut 
Agricultural  Experiment  Station  comprise  a  Board  known  as  the 
Tree  Protection  Examining  Board.  Any  person,  firm  or  corporation 
which  seeks  to  improve,  protect  or  preserve  fruit,  shade,  ornamental 
or  forest  trees  makes  an  application  to  the  Board  for  examination, 
and  if  the  Board  is  satisfied  that  any  such  applicant  is  qualified,  a 
certificate  is  issued  certifying  the  fact.  Such  certificates  are  valid 
for  one  year  from  the  date  of  issue  but  may  be  renewed  by  the  Board 
for  succeeding  years  without  further  examination  upon  payment  of  a 
renewal  fee  of  $2.00,  and  provided  further  that  the  certificate  holder 
becomes  responsible  for  the  acts  of  its  employees  in  the  performance 
of  such  work. 

The  Board  prepares  its  own  forms  and  prescribes  its  own  rules  and 
regulations  governing  examinations.  The  Board  also  has  power  to 
revoke  any  certificate  which  it  has  issued  upon  proof  that  unsuitable 
methods  have  been  used,  or  for  other  sufficient  cause. 

Hence  the  public  is  protected  by  the  operations  of  this  Board 
against  any  unauthorized  person,  firm,  or  corporation  seeking  to 
advertise,  solicit,  or  contract  to  improve  the  condition  of  fruit, 
shade,  forest  or  ornamental  trees  by  pruning,  trimming,  or  filling 
cavities  or  otherwise  purporting  to  protect  such  trees  from  damage 
by  insects  or  disease.  No  such  work  may  be  undertaken  until  a 
certificate  of  qualification  has  been  issued  by  the  Board.  Any  person 
failing  to  comply  with  Section  2199  of  the  General  Statutes  in  the 
particulars  referred  to,  is  subject  to  a  fine,  although,  of  course,  any 
person  may  improve  or  protect  a  tree  upon  his  own  premises  or  upon 
the  property  of  his  own  employer  without  procuring  such  a  certifi- 
cate. 

The  Board  conducts  its  operations  in  close  cooperation  with  the 
Connecticut  Agricultural  Experiment  Station.

STATE  GEOLOGICAL  AND  NATURAL  HISTORY  SURVEY 

The  Survey  was  established  by  act  of  the  General  Assembly  of 
1903,  to  investigate  the  geology  and  minerals,  and  animal  and 
plant  life  of  Connecticut.  Although  the  economic  aspects  of  such 
studies  are  of  great  importance,  the  scientific  and  educational 
values  of  such  information  are  even  more  so,  and  have  ever  been 
stressed  in  the  work  of  the  Survey.  The  projects  of  the  Survey  are 
planned  and  carried  out  by  the  Superintendent,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  Commissioners. 

A  creditable  series  of  52  bulletins  have  been  published  containing 
altogether  7,828  pages,  462  plates,  762  figures  and  22  maps,  all 
dealing  with  some  phase  of  the  geology  or  natural  history  of  the 
State  and  usually  containing  information  not  to  be  found  elsewhere. 
Of  these  bulletins,  14  containing  324  pages  are  administrative 
reports,  and  38  bulletins  containing  7,504  pages  are  filled  with  scien- 
tific matter  chiefly  dealing  with  geology,  botany  and  zoology. 
There  has  been  a  steady  demand  for  these  bulletins  from  teachers  and 
special  students,  not  only  in  Connecticut,  but  from  other  states  and 
from  every  country  in  the  world.  In  view  of  the  limited  editions 
published  it  is  not  always  possible  to  meet  this  demand.  These 
bulletins  are  distributed  by  the  State  Library,  which  is  also  the 
depository  for  the  publications  received  in  exchange  by  the  Survey.

ARCHITECTURAL  EXAMINING  BOARD 

(Chapter  319,  Public  Acts  1933)

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ARCHITECTURAL  EXAMINING  BOARD 

The  designing  of  buildings  and  their  construction  are  technical 
matters  affecting  the  safety,  health  and  property  value  of  the 
community  and  all  cities  provide  building  codes  to  control  and 
safeguard  the  lives  and  health  of  their  people.  But  the  technical 
requirements  of  these  codes  are  of  little  value  unless  the  architects, 
who  for  the  most  part  are  entrusted  with  this  designing,  are  compe- 
tent, intelligent  and  conscientiously  interested  in  carrying  out  the 
intent  of  the  codes. 

To  this  end  the  large  majority  of  the  States  and  even  Territories 
of  the  United  States  have  adopted  laws  requiring  the  licensing  of 
architects  so  that  some  control  may  be  exercised  by  the  State  to 
protect  its  citizens  from  incompetency  in  the  preparation  of  designs 
for  their  building  projects.  The  people  of  Connecticut  spend  yearly 
about  one-tenth  of  their  total  disbursement  upon  their  building  pro- 
jects. 

In  line  with  other  states,  and  urged  by  the  vast  majority  of  repu- 
table architects  and  builders  of  this  State,  the  Legislature  at  its 
1933  session  enacted  a  bill  entitled  "An  Act  for  the  Licensing  of 
Architects"  Chapter  167.  This  Act  called  upon  the  Governor  to 
appoint  an  architectural  examining  board  consisting  of  five  archi- 
tects who  serve  without  pay  and  whose  duties  are  outlined  in 
the  statute.  Its  main  provision  is  that  no  person  shall  practice 
architecture  under  the  title  "Architect"  unless  he  shall  hold  a 
certificate  of  registration  as  provided  in  the  Act. 

The  law,  not  being  retroactive,  it  first  devolved  upon  the  Board, 
after  its  appointment  by  Governor  Cross  in  August,  to  receive 
applications  from  all  architects  in  the  State  considering  themselves 
as  engaged  in  "the  exclusive  practice  of  architecture"  on  July  1, 
1933,  when  the  law  became  operative.  Accordingly  we  have  received 
applications  from  370  persons  of  whom  302  established  to  the  Board's 
satisfaction  their  right  to  the  title  "Architect,"  and  hence  were 
issued  a  Certificate  of  Registration  by  Exemption. 

In  addition  to  architects  resident  in  this  State  architects  from 
other  States,  of  course,  also  prepare  designs  for  buildings  to  be 
erected  in  Connecticut,  and  the  law  provides  that  these  also  must 
take  out  certificates  of  registration  which  may  be  issued  after  an 
establishment  of  their  standing  or  after  examination.  The  Board 
has  to  date  received  135  out  of  state  applications  and  granted 
certificates  to  110. 

All  applicants  for  the  title  of  "Architect"  who  have  not  estab- 
lished their  exclusive  practice  as  of  July,  1933  or  who  aspire  to 
enter  the  profession  and  use  this  title,  are  by  law  required  to  take 
such  examinations  as  this  Board  may  prescribe.  Following  the 
practice  in  other  States  this  examination  has  been  divided  into  a 
"Senior"  for  those  who  have  been  in  practice  ten  years  or  over,  and 
a  "Junior"  for  others.  The  latter  is  now  being  framed  and  will  consist 
of  a   four-day  written  examination  covering  design,   construction 
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and  practise;  the  former  will  consist  of  an  oral  exposition  of  some 
work  executed  by  the  candidate.  Examinations  are  held  twice 
yearly,  and  it  is  expected  that  the  Board  will  conduct  its  first  one 
in  May,  1934. 

There  is  a  National  Council  of  Examining  Boards  with  a  per- 
manent organization  designed  to  standardize  the  requirements  for 
examinations,  and  to  maintain  an  equally  high  standard  in  each 
State,  making  possible  a  reciprocity  in  the  issuance  of  licenses  to 
practice  in  the  different  States.  This  National  body  your  Board  has 
joined  and  is  forming  its  examination  requirements  along  the  lines 
laid  down  by  that  body. 

The  law  requires  a  fee  of  $15.00  for  registration,  $5.00  yearly 
renewal  fee,  and  $10.00  for  an  examination,  which  monies  are 
deposited  with  the  Treasurer  and  disbursed  for  the  expenses  of  the 
Board,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  board  of  finance  and  control. 

It  will  be  clear  from  this  summary  that  the  operation  of  this  law, 
while  not  of  immediate  benefit  in  the  matter  of  raising  the  aesthetic 
standard  of  the  profession,  is  at  least  making  it  conscious  of  a  high 
ideal  in  the  performance  of  its  duties  to  the  public,  and  it  will  ultim- 
ately, by  means  of  the  examinations,  raise  the  standard  in  all  of  the 
various  points  at  which  it  touches  the  public,  not  only  as  to  the 
safety,  health  and  property  values,  but  as  to  the  aesthetic  appear- 
ance of  the  community  as  well.

STATE  ATHLETIC  COMMISSION 

The  Connecticut  State  Athletic  Commission  came  into  being 
October  1,  1921,  through  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly,  authorizing 
it  to  control  boxing  and  wrestling.  The  Commission  consisted  of 
three  members  who  served  without  salary  and  a  secretary  who  was 
compensated  for  her  services.  The  three  commissioners  supervised 
the  boxing  and  wrestling  contests  throughout  the  state  and  were 
allowed  the  cost  which  their  travelling  involved.  This  voluntary 
Commission  continued  for  a  period  of  four  years  when  the  present 
one  man  commission  was  created. 
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The  controlling  board  now  consists  of  a  commissioner,  a  deputy 
commissioner  and  a  secretary,  with  local  inspectors  in  each  of  the 
towns  where  boxing  or  wrestling  is  conducted.  These  inspectors 
are  the  legal  representatives  of  the  State  Commission  and  act  as 
their  deputies  at  all  boxing  and  wrestling  exhibitions  held  in  their 
respective  districts.  With  the  increasing  growth  and  popularity 
of  the  amateur  game  and  its  subsequent  supervision  in  1929  by  the 
Commission,  the  duties  of  the  local  inspectors  have  been  greatly 
increased. 

An  idea  of  the  growth  of  the  sport  in  this  state  may  be  gained 
from  a  comparison  of  the  receipts  and  profit  to  the  state  of  Connec- 
ticut during  the  period  of  the  three  man  voluntary  commission  and 
the  present  one  man  set-up.  During  that  period  the  Commission 
derived  revenue  in  the  amount  of  $41,289.11  with  expenditures  of 
$28,725.38,  netting  the  state  a  profit  of  $10,194.73.  The  following 
eight  years  of  the  present  system,  ending  with  the  fiscal  year  of 
1932-3,  shows  receipts  of  $180,200.07  with  expenditures  of  $136,- 
491.68  with  a  profit  of  $43,708.39  for  Connecticut's  treasury. 

With  the  growth  and  expansion  of  the  boxing  and  wrestling 
sport  has  come  a  demand  upon  the  office  and  executive  force  for 
greater  supervision  and  detailed  duties.  Each  show  entails  several 
conferences,  visits,  telephones,  telegrams,  letter  writing  and  in- 
vestigations, and  a  representative  from  the  office  at  every  exhibition. 
In  addition  to  the  preparations  made  for  each  scheduled  performance, 
the  office  is  going  at  top  speed  issuing  and  renewing  hundreds  of 
licenses,  checking  and  filing  reports,  indexing,  mailing  material, 
correspondence  and  the  usual  office  requirements  such  as  book- 
keeping and  accounting. 

Revenue  for  the  state  is  derived  by  a  tax  of  five  per  cent  of  the 
gross  receipts  in  addition  to  the  compulsory  licensing  of  the  boxers, 
wrestlers,  managers,  seconds,  timers,  announcers,  referees  and  clubs 
and  matchmakers  holding  the  exhibition.  These  fees  range  from 
two  dollars  for  an  amateur  boxer  to  fifty  dollars  for  a  promoter  in 
the  larger  cities.  These  licenses  are  issued  for  a  period  of  one  year 
and  must  be  renewed  at  their  expiration,  if  the  athlete  or  promoter 
wishes  to  continue  his  activities  the  ensuing  year.  This  of  course 
applies  to  any  other  licensed  participant  mentioned  above. 

Of  interest  to  the  general  public,  we  believe,  is  the  means  adopted 
by  the  Commission  to  safeguard  the  boxers  and  wrestlers  from 
injuries  and  infection.  A  licensed  physician  is  appointed  in  each 
city  and  town  where  a  club  is  operating  and  on  the  afternoon  of  the 
contests,  he  carefully  examines  the  principals,  paying  particular 
attention  to  the  heart  and  other  vital  organs.  An  athlete  not  in 
prime  condition  or  showing  signs  of  any  disability  or  source  of 
infection  is  promptly  rejected  and  a  capable  substitute  selected. 
To  the  credit  of  the  men  who  gain  their  livelihood  from  these  strenu- 
ous sports,  it  must  be  said  that  no  cleaner  living  or  better-conditioned 
specimens  of  manhood  can  be  found  anywhere  in  the  athletic  world. 
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It  is  a  pastime  where  only  the  fit  can  survive  and  no  one  realizes 
this  any  more  than  the  boxer  or  wrestler  himself. 

It  is  only  fitting  at  this  time  to  mention  that  Connecticut's  Com- 
mission is  now  receiving  nation  wide  attention  and  praise  for  its 
fight  to  eliminate  trachoma,  an  eye  scourge,  that  threatens  the 
health  and  well  being  of  every  wrestler.  Little  is  known  of  this 
dread  disease  except  that  it  had  its  origin  in  the  plague-ridden 
cities  of  Europe  and  was  brought  to  this  country  by  the  invasion 
of  foreign  athletes.  Our  examining  physicians  are  ever  on  the  alert 
for  symptoms  of  this  infection  and  no  wrestler  who  may  be  a  source 
of  contamination  to  his  oponent  is  allowed  to  compete.  A  step  in 
the  right  direction  and  one  that  has  won  wide  approval  is  the  present 
commissioner's  ruling  that  all  mats  must  be  disinfected  after  each 
contest.  An  experiment  with  a  washable  rubber  matting  is  now 
being  made  which  may  prove  to  be  the  solution  of  the  problem, 
and  the  results  are  being  eagerly  awaited  by  newspapermen, 
promoters  and  wrestlers  themselves  throughout  the  country. 

Next  in  importance  to  the  duties  of  the  medical  examiner  must  be 
placed  those  of  the  local  inspector  upon  whose  shoulders  rests  the 
responsiblity  of  the  successful  conducting  of  the  exhibition,  once  the 
whe:lsof  preparation  have  been  set  in  motion  by  this  office.  To 
him  the  state  must  look  for  an  honest  and  accurate  collection  of 
the  tax  and  the  license  fees  of  new  entrants  or  officials.  In  the 
absence  of  the  commissioner  or  his  deputy,  he  must  assume  the 
responsiblity  of  the  discipline  and  conduct  of  the  contestants  and 
spectators  alike.  It  is  evident  then  that  able  and  concientious 
men  must  be  placed  in  these  positions. 

Connecticut  is  a  member  of  the  National  Boxing  Association,  an 
organization  embracing  commissions  in  over  thirty  states  in  this 
country  and  many  neighboring  countries,  such  as  Cuba,  Canada 
and  Mexico.  The  advantage  of  this  membership  is  obvious.  It 
supplies  a  medium  through  which  a  boxer  may  be  disciplined  in 
nearly  every  boxing  center  in  the  country.  It  offers  a  uniformity  in 
regulations,  weight  classifications  and  the  awarding  of  championship 
titles.  The  National  Association  is  seeking  the  enrollment  of  every 
state  in  the  Union  and  it  is  only  a  question  of  time  when  this  will 
have  been  accomplished. 

Boxing  and  wrestling  have,  of  course,  felt  the  effects  of  the  de- 
pression as  has  every  line  of  endeavor,  but  with  the  return  of  better 
conditions  and  its  subsequent  optimism,  people  will  naturally 
answer  the  inherent  call  of  sports  where  skill  and  strength  pre- 
dominate. 

If  the  Commission  can  continue  to  keep  the  game  in  the  hands  of 
responsible  men,  free  from  the  taint  of  modern  "racketeering,"  it 
will  have  felt  that  it  has  kept  faith  with  the  patrons  of  the  sport,  to 
whom,  after  all,  it  must  give  the  final  accounting  of  its  stewardship.

THE  DAIRY  AND    FOOD    COMMISSION. 

The  duties  of  the  Department  when  organized  were  principally 
to  prevent  and  punish  the  fradulent  sale  and  use  of  oleomargarine 
and  other  imitations  of  butter,  and  to  take  samples  of  molasses, 
vinegar,  turpentine  and  samples  of  milk  on  direct  complaint.  At 
that  time  there  were  about  fifty-five  cooperative  creameries  in  the 
State,  and  there  was  a  comparatively  small  amount  of  butter  shipped 
into  Connecticut.  At  the  present  time,  we  have  no  cooperative 
creameries  in  actual  operation.  In  1886  our  records  show  that  there 
were  7,970,562  lbs.  of  butter  sold  in  the  State  and  2,656,854  lbs.  of 
oleomargarine  and  imitation  butters,  but  at  the  present  time  less 
than  three  per  cent  of  the  milk  produced  and  sold  in  Connecticut  is 
manufactured  into  butter.  Retail  stores,  however,  are  inspected 
and  the  marking  of  the  net  weight  of  the  butter  is  checked,  and 
samples  of  butter  are  taken  for  analysis. 

It  may  be  interesting  to  know  that  in  one  of  Mr.  Tatem's  reports 
it  appears  that  the  first  pineapple  cheese  was  made  in  Goshen, 
Conn,  in  1808  by  Louis  Norton  and  that  he  secured  a  patent  on  the 
process. 

Early  in  1887  the  Lebanon  Cheese  Company  was  organized  for 
the  purpose  of  manufacturing  cheese  and  other  dairy  products  and 
a  building  was  erected  at  an  expense  of  $736.60,  as  everyone  inter- 
ested lent  a  helping  hand ;  the  business  was  conducted  for  a  time,  but 
I  know  of  no  commercial  cheese  factory  in  the  state  at  the  present 
time. 

The  sale  of  adulterated  molasses  and  vinegar  at  that  time  prevailed 
only  to  a  limited  extent,  and  but  very  few  violations  were  reported 
into  court. 

Mr.  Noble's  report  dated  Sept.  30,  1896  states  "Although  the 
matter  of  milk  inspection  does  not  come  directly  under  the  super- 
vision of  this  Commissioner  yet,  in  going  over  the  State  I  find  a 
general  demand  for  more  protection  for  the  retail  milk  dealers  and 
consumers  than  the  present  law  affords  and  there  is  quite  a  feeling  in 
some  parts  of  the  State  in  favor  of  a  broader  law  than  the  present  one. 
The  production  of  milk  for  the  retail  markets  is  an  important  in- 
dustry in  Connecticut."  Hartford  was  the  only  city  employing  a 
milk  inspector  at  that  time.  In  that  year  the  State  Board  of  Health 
appointed  a  Committee  to  confer  with  the  Dairy  Commission  in 
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regard  to  milk  legislation,  and  from  that  date  more  interest  was 
apparent  and  officials  and  consumers  commenced  to  procure  safer 
and  purer  articles  of  foods,  drugs,  etc. 

In  Mr.  Noble's  report  of  1900  he  states  "Dairying  in  Connecticut 
at  the  present  time  is  one  of  the  most  imporant  branches  of  our 
agricultural  interests.  In  the  western  part  of  the  state  large  herds 
of  cows  are  kept  and  the  milk  shipped  to  New  York  City.  In  the 
eastern  part  many  of  the  farmers  are  sending  milk  to  Providence  and 
Boston.  There  is  a  constantly  growing  demand  for  more  fluid  milk 
in  all  Connecticut  cities."  From  the  period  1904-1908  a  great  many 
samples  were  taken  of  feeds,  coffee,  tub  butter,  the  different  spices, 
etc. 

The  General  Assembly  in  1906  passed  a  law  requiring  the  Commis- 
sioner or  his  Deputy  to  make  an  examination  of  the  premises  of  any 
farm  or  dairy  or  any  place  in  which  cattle,  dairy  stock,  or  other 
domestic  animals  are  kept  within  this  State,  in  which  any  insanitary 
condition  liable  to  affect  the  products  of  such  farm  or  dairy  exists, 
or  is  reported  or  suspected  to  exist,  with  the  authority  to  order  such 
changes  as  he  sees  fit  at  the  expense  of  the  owner.  In  March  of  that 
year  the  first  regular  inspections  were  made,  but  there  was  no 
appropriation  passed  by  that  legislature  to  carry  on  the  work. 
The  Board  of  Control  allowed  a  comparatively  small  amount  of 
money  to  be  used,  and  the  next  legislature  made  an  appropriation, 
and  it  has  continued  to  make  larger  appropriations  at  each  session, 
so  that  at  the  present  time,  we  have  12  or  13  inspectors  who  are 
spending  a  large  part  of  their  time  on  dairy  work.  We  have  nearly 
9000  producers  and  dealers  registered.  Later  we  were  asked  to 
take  control  of  the  pasteurizing  plants  and  at  that  time  there  were 
about  12  or  15  although  at  the  present  time  there  are  about  170. 
Pasteurization  has  been  popular,  and  the  dealers  have  thought 
the  process  necessary  and  helpful  to  increase  the  consumption  of 
milk,  and  indeed  consumers  show  their  appreciation  of  the  vital 
importance  of  pasteurization  to  the  dairy  industry,  and  to  life, 
growth  and  health. 

For  the  last  two  years,  there  has  been  a  large  surplus  of  milk 
which  is  used  for  fluid  purposes,  but  not  enough  produced  and  kept 
in  the  State  to  supply  our  needs  for  fluid  milk  and  for  manufacturing 
purposes.  At  the  present  time  we  are  getting  some  milk  from  New 
York  State  and  a  little  from  Massachusetts  but  are  selling  a  very 
much  larger  amount  to  those  states  and  Rhode  Island.  Our  law 
requires  all  milk  or  cream  sold  as  "pasteurized"  to  be  pasteurized 
in  Connecticut,  so  that  we  have  some  control  over  the  products 
entering  the  state.  Our  present  law  requires  that  dairies  producing 
milk  for  Connecticut  must  be  inspected  by  our  Commission,  also 
the  cream  which  is  used  for  fluid  purposes. 

Milk  sold  in  restaurants,  hotels,  and  eating  places  must  be  served 
in  the  original  bottle,  the  cap  of  which  is  to  be  removed  in  the  presence 
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of  the  customer.  Milk  used  in  milk  shakes  should  conform  to  the 
requirements  for  whole  milk.  Within  the  last  few  years  various 
attempts  have  been  made  to  merchandise  chocolate  in  connection 
with  milk.  The  sanitary  control  of  the  production  and  handling  of 
milk  is  the  duty  of  this  Commission. 

Early  in  August  1931  the  State  bought  a  truck  and  put  in  equip- 
ment for  the  sampling  and  testing  of  milk  and  cream,  and  in  coopera- 
tion with  the  milk  producer  and  milk  dealer  it  has  visited  many  of 
the  cities  and  towns  where  samples  were  collected  and  the  producer 
invited  to  watch  his  milk  being  tested.  This  has  proved  an  object 
lesson  to  many  producers,  as  they  have  received  surprises,  especially 
in  regard  to  the  sediment  and  to  the  butter  fat  in  their  milk.  If  it  is 
thought  necessary  after  the  different  testings,  the  inspector  visits 
the  farm  immediately  and  tries  to  help  locate  the  trouble  and  give 
help  and  advice  for  remedying  it.  The  results  from  the  operation 
of  this  truck  have  been  very  satisfactory,  and  it  is  very  much  ap- 
preciated by  the  producers  and  the  plant  owners. 

Ice  Cream,  which  was  first  sold  commercially  in  this  country  about 
1851,  is  a  branch  of  the  dairy  industry  which  is  under  the  control  of 
this  Commission.  The  ice  cream  manufacturers,  as  a  whole,  are 
desirous  of  putting  out  an  excellent  product  both  in  quality  and 
cleanliness,  and  are  willing  to  cooperate  in  maintaining  a  sanitary 
plant.  Inspections  are  made  not  only  of  these,  but  also  of  frozen 
custard  stands  and  of  places  manufacturing  lemon  or  water  ices. 

Since  the  Legislature  passed  the  law  limiting  the  bacteria  to  less 
than  100,000  bacterial  colonies  per  cubic  centimeter,  we  have  taken 
a  great  number  of  samples  which  are  analyzed  by  the  Bureau  of 
Laboratories,  State  Department  of  Health.  In  cases  where  the 
manufacturer  is  having  trouble  with  a  high  bacteria  count,  the 
inspector  has  gone  to  the  plant  and  taken  a  series  of  samples,  as  the 
ice  cream  is  being  made,  in  order  to  help  locate  the  cause.  Samples 
are  also  taken  to  determine  the  butter  fat  content  and  the  amount  of 
food  solids  in  the  ice  cream,  as  the  cheaper  grade  of  ice  cream  was 
apt  to  be  whipped  so  highly  that  the  total  amount  of  solids  was  very 
low. 

We  have  in  Connecticut  approximately  6500  places  dispensing  ice 
cream.  Sometimes  the  sanitary  conditions  of  these  are  none  too 
good,  especially  where  it  is  a  seasonal  occupation.  An  endeavor  is 
made  to  inspect  all  of  these  places  and  to  instruct  the  owners  as  to 
how  to  maintain  a  sanitary  condition.  Insanitary  conditions  may 
be  found  not  only  in  the  places  with  little  or  no  facilities  for  maintain- 
ing cleanliness,  but  even  in  those  equipped  with  modern  means  for 
sanitation.  If  on  a  second  inspection  the  same  insanitary  condition 
is  found  to  exist,  the  owner  or  manager  is  called  in  for  a  hearing. 
It  is  seldom  necessary  to  prosecute,  for,  as  a  rule,  he  is  willing  to 
cooperate.  We  feel  that  too  much  stress  cannot  be  laid  on  this  phase 
of  the  work,  as  it  has  been  proved  that  saliva-borne  diseases  are 
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easily  transmitted  by  the  use  of  fountain  glassware  and  by  other 
utensils  that  are  not  properly  washed  and  sterilized. 

It  is  generally  agreed  that  the  carbonated  beverage  industry 
as  it  is  known  to-day,  had  its  origin  in  1835  when  a  retail  druggist 
in  Philadelphia  introduced  flavored  beverages,  carbonated  under  a 
system  of  his  own.  This  industry  has  grown  steadily,  until  it  is 
estimated  that  in  1930  this  continent  produced  carbonated  bever- 
ages, the  retail  value  of  which  approximates  $650,000,000.00,  and 
that  the  industry  consumes  about  300,000  tons  of  sugar  annually. 
In  Connecticut  we  have  licensed  approximately  104  carbonated 
beverage  plants,  94  out  of  State  concerns  and  45  firms  selling  spring 
water.  These  places  are  inspected  as  often  as  it  is  thought  necessary 
and  the  product  sampled  from  time  to  time.  Where  possible  the  out 
of  state  concerns  are  also  inspected  and  all  brands  of  goods  sold  in 
the  State  are  sampled  and  analyzed.  In  connection  with  this  work 
the  inspector  also  takes  samples  of  spring  and  well  water  which  is 
used  in  dairies,  pasteurizing  plants  and  ice  cream  plants. 

As  the  State  law  allows  sausage  to  contain  3J^%  starch  or  cereal, 
if  declared,  the  inspector  frequently  makes  a  test  of  sausage,  and  if 
it  shows  an  excessive  amount  of  cereal,  official  samples  are  taken. 
We  have  done  a  great  of  sampling  and  analyzing  of  olive  oil,  and 
only  a  comparatively  small  amount  is  adulterated  by  the  use  of 
cottonseed  oil,  sesame,  peanut  or  rapeseed  oil. 

Although  the  poultry  industry  has  increased  considerably  in  the 
last  few  years  as  grades  have  been  established  which  have  been  very 
beneficial  to  the  industry,  our  State  does  not  produce  enough  eggs 
for  its  needs  so  that  a  great  many  cold  storage  eggs  are  imported. 
The  law  requires  these  eggs  to  be  so  invoiced  and  that  the  retailer 
display  a  sign  stating  they  are  cold  storage  eggs  and  to  have  printed 
containers  for  delivering  them  to  the  customer. 

On  July  1,  1931  the  Dairy  and  Food  Commissioner  took  over  the 
enforcement  of  the  bake  shop  laws,  which  includes  the  licensing  of 
bake  shops,  the  sanitary  inspection  of  bake  shops,  candy,  ice  cream, 
macaroni  factories  and  all  other  factories  for  the  preparation  of 
food  stuffs,  tobacco  and  cigars.  In  addition  to  these  duties,  a  statute 
was  passed  by  the  legislature  in  1931  requiring  that  "all  bread 
loaves,  rolls,  buns  and  other  like  products  shall  be  wrapped  before 
removal  from  the  bakery."  Like  many  new  laws  this  required  much 
educational  work  as  well  as  actual  enforcement. 

A  large  number  of  drug  samples  are  taken  for  analysis  and,  as  a 
rule,  only  minor  violations  are  found.  Due  to  the  nature  of  different 
drugs,  exposure  to  light,  air,  and  varying  conditions  cause  them  to 
deteriorate.  Where  there  is  no  intent  to  defraud  the  public,  letters 
are  sent  to  the  druggist  warning  him  of  a  deviation  from  pharma- 
ceutical standards.  A  great  many  requests  for  information  in  regard 
to  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  proprietary  medicines,  liniments, 
salves,  face  lotions,  etc.,  come  to  this  office  from  people  who  want  to 
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make  and  sell  these  in  Connecticut.  When  these  products  are  sold 
in  other  states  as  well  as  Connecticut,  they  must  conform  to  the 
Federal  Drug  Law,  as  well  as  to  the  State  Law. 

Among  the  more  important  inspections,  statistics  reveal  annually 
approximately  12,000  dairy  farm  inspections,  2,000  bake  shop 
inspections,  1100  egg  inspections,  2,500  ice  cream  inspections  and 
2,000  milk  samples,  in  addition  to  which  are  thousands  of  inspections 
of  all  other  types  committed  to  this  department. 

The  Department  stands  ready  to  answer  specific  inquiries  con- 
cerning, and  to  assist  all  of  our  citizens  in  any  manner  within  the 
scope  of  our  activities.

STATE  MILK  REGULATION  BOARD.

STATE  MILK  REGULATION  BOARD* 

Every  four  years,  the  Governor  with  the  advice  and  the  consent  of 
the  Senate  appoints  two  electors  of  the  State  who  are  actively  engaged 
in  the  production  of  milk  to  be  members  of  the  Milk  Regulation 
Board  with  the  Dairy  and  Food  Commissioner,  the  Commissioner 
of  Health,  the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture  and  the  Commissioner 
on  Domestic  Animals.  This  Board  is  authorized  after  public  hearings 
to  make,  amend,  repeal,  or  suspend  rules  and  regulations  concerning 
the  inspection  of  dairies  and  the  production,  care,  handling,  market- 
ing or  sale  of  milk  or  cream  within  the  State.  The  primary  object 
of  the  rules  and  regulations  concerning  the  inspections  of  dairies 
and  the  handling  of  milk  is  to  protect  the  public  from  the  use  of  milk 
or  cream  which  is  insanitary  or  detrimental  to  public  health. 

Since  towns,  cities  or  boroughs  are  authorized  to  enact  ordinances 
or  by-laws  concerning  the  sale  or  distribution  of  milk  which  may  be 
detrimental  to  the  public,  any  person  aggrieved  by  an  order  issued  by 
any  local  official  authorized  to  prohibit  the  sale  of  milk  or  cream  in 
any  such  municipality,  may  appeal  to  the  Milk  Regulation  Board. 
Upon  notice  of  such  an  appeal,  the  Board  within  one  week  must 
ascertain  the  methods  employed  by  the  person  claiming  to  be  ag- 
grieved in  producing,  handling  or  distributing  milk  or  cream.  The 
Board  must  also  inspect  implements  and  equipment,  the  cows,  barn

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and  premises  where  the  milk  or  cream  is  produced  and  after  such  an 
inspection,  the  Board  must  forthwith  affirm,  modify  or  rescind  the 
order  of  the  local  official. 

The  rights  of  the  public  are  protected  as  well  as  the  rights  of  the 
individual,  for  in  the  event  the  ruling  of  the  Milk  Regulation  Board 
is  felt  to  be  improper  or  erroneous,  any  person  aggrieved  may  appeal 
to  the  Superior  Court. 

No  person  may  engage  in  production,  care,  marketing  or  sale  of 
milk  or  cream  until  he  shall  have  complied  with  the  rules  and  regu- 
lations of  the  Board,  and  the  law  in  this  respect  is  made  the  more 
effective  in  that  any  person  violating  any  rule  or  regulation  estab- 
lished by  the  Board  may  be  fined  not  to  exceed  $100.00,  or  imprisoned 
not  more  than  thirty  days. 

The  Board  maintains  its  office  in  the  office  of  the  Dairy  and  Food 
Commissioner,  who  is  its  chairman.

BOARD  OF  MILK  CONTROL. 

This  Board  was  created  by  the  Legislature  of  1933  to  encourage 
and  foster  cooperation  among  milk  producers,  among  milk  dealers 
and  between  producers  and  dealers  and  to  promote  a  more  equitable 
distribution  of  the  burden  of  the  surplus.  These  aims  expressed  in 
legislation  are  novel  to  the  people  of  this  State,  if  not  revolutionary. 
There  have  been  a  number  of  attempts  before  this,  to  obtain  co- 
operation among  milk  producers  and  among  other  farm  groups. 
But  cooperation  among  dealers  in  any  product  has  been  hitherto 
regarded  with  deep  suspicion.  Sometimes  it  has  been  condemned  by 
the  Courts.  Cooperation  between  producers  and  dealers  in  an 
industry  where  it  had  frequently  been  assumed  in  the  past  that  these 
interests  were  necessarily  opposed,  seemed  to  be  a  chimerical  and 
quixotic  aim.  There  must  have  been  some  grave  emergency  to  lead 
the  Legislature  to  make  any  such  proposal.  What  was  it?  It  is 
true  that  every  industry  in  the  country  has  suffered  during  the  last 
few  years  from  the  financial  crash  and  subsequent  deflation.  But 
other  industries  have  not  been  placed  under  similar  boards  of  con- 
trol.   Why  was  the  milk  industry  singled  out? 

If  the  dairy  cow  is  not  milked  at  least  twice  every  day  during 
her  period  of  lactation,  she  will  be  ruined.  The  milk  crop  on  a  farm, 
therefore,  requires  daily  harvesting,  daily  expenditure  of  time  and 
labor,  feed  and  care.  If  there  is  no  market  for  potatoes,  they  may  be 
left  to  rot  in  the  ground  with  no  accumulating  loss  if  they  are  not 
harvested.  Fruit  may  drop  from  the  trees  and  go  to  waste  without 
further  cost.    But  milk  cannot  drop  from  the  cow  and  go  to  waste 
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without  cost.  On  the  contrary  the  cost  mounts  with  every  day 
that  passes.  So,  if  the  dealer  who  has  been  accustomed  to  take  a 
producer's  milk  suddenly  refuses  to  take  it,  the  producer  is  in  a  panic. 
Mounting  losses  stare  him  in  the  face,  and  if  the  dealer  is  unscrupu- 
lous he  can  create  such  a  panic  almost  at  will,  and  by  so  doing  again 
and  again  can  buy  milk  at  lower  and  lower  prices.  The  dealer  who 
has  done  this,  can  then  go  out  to  customers  of  other  dealers  who  pay 
their  producers  fair  prices,  and  because  he  has  unfairly  made  milk 
cheaper,  he  can  take  customers  on  a  price  basis  from  the  fair  dealers. 
The  fair  dealers  must  in  turn,  sooner  or  later,  cut  prices  to  meet 
such  competition.  That  means  that  the  fair  dealer  must  in  turn 
pay  his  producers  less  for  the  milk  which  he  buys.  This  same 
competitive  process  is  quite  certain  to  follow  in  the  absence  of  evil 
design  if,  and  when,  the  producers  in  any  area  (called  a  milk  shed) 
who  are  supplying  a  certain  market,  produce  much  more  milk  than 
the  market  can  use.  Wherever  there  is  any  excess  of  milk  which 
lacks  a  known  market  at  a  known  price,  it  will  in  all  probability 
come  into  the  general  market  at  a  cut  price,  and  will  soon  cut  the 
bottom  out  of  the  market. 

Cooperation  among  milk  producers  is  therefore  required  if  surplus 
milk  is  to  be  held  in  check  so  that  the  milk  market  will  not  be  driven 
to  destructively  low  levels.  For  a  dozen  years  the  Connecticut 
Milk  Producers'  Association  has  fostered  cooperation  among  the 
producers.  Its  membership  has  been  supplying  about  half  of  the 
total  milk  used  in  the  State.  The  organization  found  a  market  at  a 
fair  price  for  every  lot  of  stray  milk  that  came  to  them  until  the 
financial  depression  reduced  consumers'  demand  and  milk  production 
increased  in  the  face  of  this  reduction.  Then  the  producers  who  did 
not  cooperate,  but  who  did  own  about  half  of  the  milk  produced 
daily  in  the  State,  sold  milk  cheaper  and  cheaper  until  the  price  of 
milk  was  ridiculously,  if  not  fatally,  low.  The  failure  of  this  volun- 
tary cooperative  effort  to  stabilize  the  market  made  legislative 
action  desirable,  if  not  imperative. 

Moreover  failure  on  the  part  of  many  milk  producers  to  realize 
that  competition  with  other  producers  is  the  chief  cause  of  low 
prices  at  the  farm  apparently  required  legislative  action  in  order  to 
correct  the  existing  condition.  Legislative  action  took  the  form  of 
creating  this  Control  Board. 

Cooperation  among  milk  dealers  is  likewise  required  to  keep 
the  greedy  and  unscrupulous  and  short  sighted  among  them  from 
first  bringing  undue  and  unfair  pressure  on  their  producers  to  sell 
milk  at  less  than  the  cost  of  production  and  then  breaking  down 
everybody's  market  for  milk  including  their  own. 

Every  market  for  any  commodity  is  based  and  absolutely  depen- 
dent upon  consumer  demand.  Therefore,  the  first  step  the  Board 
took  was  to  make  as  thorough  a  survey  as  was  possible  of  the  milk 
markets  and  of  the  milk  consumer's  attitude.  In  the  larger  cities  of 
the  State,  lost  and  stray  milk  bottles  have  been  an  annoying  burden

to  the  dealers  until  they  have  come  together  and  set  up  a  milk  bottle 
exchange,  which  includes  practically  every  dealer  in  its  membership. 
Summoning  the  dealers  to  meetings  of  these  exchanges,  the  Board 
got  the  best  available  picture  of  consumers'  views  through  them. 
It  was,  of  course,  not  a  first  hand  picture  and  had  to  be  taken  with 
reservations.  But  as  a  result  of  this  survey  and  the  Board's  approval 
of  market  prices,  the  markets  were  in  fact  stabilized  to  a  considerable 
degree,  prices  became  more  nearly  uniform,  and  reckless  price  cutting 
has  been  reduced  to  a  minimum.  As  this  is  being  written,  the  Courts 
are  about  to  hear  the  appeal  on  constitutional  grounds  taken  by 
one  producer  from  the  Board's  revocation  of  his  license  for  cutting 
prices  below  the  schedule  fixed  by  the  Board. 

The  Board's  next  undertaking  was  to  attempt  to  develop  some 
control  of  the  surplus.  After  three  public  hearings  in  the  Hall  of  the 
House  of  Representatives  supplemented  by  innumerable  conferences 
with  individuals,  discussions  with  groups  of  representatives  pro- 
ducers and  with  groups  of  representative  dealers  summoned  by  the 
Board  to  discuss  the  problem  jointly,  and  conferences  with  volunteer 
groups  representing  one  phase  or  another  of  the  industry,  the  Board 
has  developed  a  plan  to  equalize  the  burden  of  the  surplus.  This  is  a 
duty  specifically  laid  on  the  Board  by  the  Legislature.  Its  purpose 
may  be  briefly  stated  to  be  to  obtain  for  the  average  producer  the 
cost  of  production  and  to  furnish  consumers  with  an  adequate 
supply  of  milk  at  the  lowest  legitimate  cost. 

The  equalization  plan  of  the  Milk  Control  Board  means: 

1.  To  the  Farmer: 

that  he  will  hereafter  be  paid  the  same  amount  per  quart 
as  are  all  other  farmers  for  all  milk  of  like  quality  which  he 
delivers  to  the  market;  that  with  his  fellow  farmer,  he  will 
will  share  proportionately  in  all  of  the  fluid  milk  market 
there  is  in  this  State;  that,  for  the  greater  part  of  his  milk, 
he  will  know  before  each  month  begins  exactly  how  much 
money  he  is  to  be  paid;  that  he  will  receive  his  fair  share 
of  what  the  consumers  pay  for  his  milk,  whether  it  is 
used  as  milk  or  as  cream. 

2.  To  the  Producer- Dealer: 

that,  as  a  producer,  he  must  cooperate  with  his  fellow- 
producers;  that,  as  a  dealer,  he  may  expand  his  operations 
freely  and  may  profit  from  his  sales  in  that  capacity. 

3.  To  the  Dealer: 

that  he  must  pay  his  farmers  the  same  price  for  fluid  and 
excess  milk  that  all  other  dealers  pay  their  farmers.  The 
average  price  to  producers  will  be  raised  rather  than 
lowered  without  increasing  the  price  to  consumers;  that  he 
must  fully  account  to  the  Board  of  Milk  Control  for  the 
use  to  which  all  of  his  milk  is  put. 
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4.     To  the  Consumer: 

that  he  can  be  certain  that  every  farmer  will  receive  a  fair 
share  of  all  the  money  spent  for  milk  by  consumers. 
We  believe  that  this  plan,  with  the  necessary  changes  that  only 
experience  in  actual  operation  will  dictate,  will  prove  to  have  measur- 
ably accomplished  the  purpose  of  the  Legislature  in  setting  up  a 
Board  of  Milk  Contol.

COMMISSION  ON  DOMESTIC  ANIMALS 

The  Connecticut  Commission  on  Domestic  Animals  was  created 
by  the  legislature  of  1871  when  the  State  Board  of  Agriculture  was 
authorized  to  appoint  three  commissioners  on  the  diseases  of  dom- 
estic animals.  The  office  was  separated  from  the  State  Board  of 
Agriculture  and  a  single  commissioner  appointed  by  the  Governor 
in  1897.  The  department  was  organized  as  a  health  department 
for  the  live  stock  industry,  the  purpose  of  which  was  the  prevention 
and  control  of  contagious  and  infectious  diseases  in  domestic  animals. 

The  General  Statutes  of  Connecticut  provide  for  the  control  and 
eradication  of  infectious  diseases  in  horses,  cattle,  swine  and  all 
domesticated  animals  including  poultry.  Many  of  the  infectious 
diseases  of  live  stock  or  the  domesticated  animals  are  fatal  and  are 
transmissible  to  the  human  family. 

The  activities  and  duties  of  the  Commissioner  on  Domestic 
Animals  are  dual  in  purpose  and  consist  chiefly  in  the  prevention, 
control  and  eradication  of  all  infectious  diseases  of  domesticated 
animals,  including  poultry,  and  the  control  and  eradication  of 
animal  plagues  which  are  transmissible  to  the  human  family. 

Tuberculosis  of  cattle  is  a  highly  infectious  disease  and  trans- 
missible to  the  human  family.  This  disease  is  being  eradicated  and 
its  eradication  is  the  major  activity  of  the  department  at  this  time. 
In  the  work  of  tuberculosis  eradication  the  Federal  Government 
plays  a  part.  It  is  a  cooperative  work,  the  Federal  Government  and 
State  snaring  in  the  work  and  in  the  payment  of  indemnities  to 
owners  of  diseased  cattle  which  are  slaughtered.  It  is  expected  that 
tuberculosis  of  cattle  will  be  entirely  eradicated  from  the  state  and 
nation  in  the  near  future. 
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Rabies  is  a  fatal  disease  in  dogs  and  all  warm  blooded  animals 
including  the  human  family.  It  is  usually  transmitted  to  the  human 
family  by  the  bite  of  a  rabid  dog.  Every  effort  is  put  forth  to  control 
and  eradicate  this  fatal  disease. 

The  Commissioner  on  Domestic  Animals  is  also  empowered  with 
the  authority  to  promulgate  rules  and  regulations  with  the  approval 
of  the  Governor  governing  the  importation  of  animals  into  the 
State  of  Connecticut,  a  feature  which  has  a  great  deal  to  do  with 
the  control  of  infectious  diseases,  and  also  has  the  authority  and  power 
under  the  same  ruling  to  promulgate  rules  and  regulations  governing 
the  care,  transportation,  quarantine  and  disposition  of  animals 
affected  with  infectious  or  contagious  diseases  within  the  state. 

The  personnel  of  the  department  includes  the  Commissioner, 
Deputy  Commissioner,  Disease  Control  Veterinarian,  2  Appraisers, 
2  Barn  Inspectors,  3  Poultry  Inspectors,  5  Special  Deputies,  10 
Clerks.

THE  DEPARTMENT  OF  EDUCATION 

In  Connecticut  each  of  the  one  hundred  and  sixty-nine  towns 
constitutes  a  school  district  required  by  law  to  maintain  schools  and 
to  administer  public  education.  The  Department  of  Education 
was  created  in  1838  to  ascertain  that  education  was  being  provided 
in  each  town,  to  encourage  its  development  and  to  collect  and 
interpret  school  statistics.  In  one  hundred  years  many  other  duties 
have  been  assigned  by  legislative  action. 

The  State  Board  of  Education  consists  of  nine  members,  appointed 
by  the  Governor  for  six  year  terms  with  one  member  from  each 
county  and  one  at  large.    This  Board  directs  the  state  system  of 
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education,  and,  in  the  words  of  the  statutes,  has  ' 'general  super- 
vision and  control  of  the  educational  interests  of  the  state."  The 
State  Board  of  Education  since  1865  has  been  the  governing  board 
of  the  State  Department  of  Education. 

Every  town  is  required  to  support  public  education  in  accordance 
with  statutory  standards  and  to  provide  the  money  necessary  for 
this  governmental  duty.  The  state  relieves  the  towns  to  a  degree  by 
educational  grants.  There  are  several  of  these  subentions,  and  the 
basis  of  reimbursement  are  in  part,  child  population,  in  part,  financial 
need,  and  in  part,  educational  encouragement.  The  State  Board 
administers  the  payment  but  does  not  control  these  grants.  The 
total  payments  made  under  these  grants  was  for  1932-1933,  $1,- 
900,685.00  and  the  state  in  this  way  supported  public  education 
to  the  extent  of  7.26%  of  the  total  cost. 

For  the  purposes  of  administration  the  Department  of  Education 
is  divided  into  four  bureaus  and  in  its  main  and  branch  offices,  its 
trade  and  normal  schools,  are  636  employees  of  different  grades. 
The  Bureaus  are  those  of  Teacher  Preparation,  Vocational  Edu- 
cation, Field  Service  and  Business  Administration. 

The  importance  of  mechanical  skill  is  so  great  that  trade  school 
education  in  Connecticut  is  offered  by  the  state,  and  every  boy 
without  personal  cost  may  go  either  to  high  school  or  to  a  trade 
school.  The  state  maintains  eleven  regional  trade  schools.  These 
are  in  buildings  for  which  the  city  of  location  is  responsible  but  the 
school  itself  is  state  directed  and  financed.  Instruction  is  given  in 
many  trades  selected  from  those  of  local  importance.  With  but 
short  vacations  the  schools  are  in  session  throughout  the  year, 
and  three  or  more  years  are  needed  to  complete  the  required  trade 
training.    In  all,  about  2,500  students  are  in  attendance. 

The  state  maintains  full  vocational  courses,  in  agriculture  at 
seventeen  high  schools,  and  in  homemaking  at  thirteen.  The  teachers 
of  these  classes  as  well  as  those  of  the  trade  schools  by  evening 
classes  carry  vocational  training  to  adult  groups.  The  state  also 
makes  provision  for  the  instruction  and  retraining  of  those  injured 
in  industry. 

It  is  required  that  the  competence  of  all  public  school  teachers  be 
attested  by  the  state  and  certificates  obtained  before  service  is 
commenced.  For  1932-33, — 10,509  teachers  were  employed  by  the 
different  towns.  The  department  also  when  requested  by  boards  of 
examiners  examines  and  certifies  to  the  academic  credentials  and 
proficiency  of  candidates  who  seek  admission  to  professional  ex- 
aminations. 

The  state  maintains  normal  schools  and  practice  schools  at  Dan- 
bury,  New  Haven,  and  Willimantic  and  a  Teachers  College  at  New 
Britain.  In  these,  teachers  are  trained  for  service  in  the  public 
schools  of  the  state.  The  uniform  course  of  preparation  is  now  four 
years,  and  teachers  for  the  lower  elementary  and  the  upper  elem- 
entary schools  are  trained  in  each  institution,   while   training    for 
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atypical  classes  is  at  New  Haven  and  for  high  school  commercial 
subjects  at  Danbury.    In  all  about  1,000  students  are  in  training. 

By  legislative  action; in  1933  the  New  Britain  Normal  School 
founded  in  1849  became  the  Teachers  College  of  Connecticut.  In 
this  institution  both  elementary  and  secondary  teachers  are  trained 
with  special  emphasis  given  to  junior  high  school  needs  and  to  the  pro- 
fessional training  of  college  graduates.  The  State  Board  of  Education 
through  the  Teachers  College  confers  degrees  in  education  and 
maintains  a  very  large  summer  session  for  the  further  training  of 
teachers  in  buildings  loaned  by  Yale  University. 

Other  responsibilities  are  the  supervision  through  twenty-six 
trained  supervisors  of  the  public  schools  in  ninety-four  of  the  smaller 
towns;  the  supervision  through  branch  offices  of  school  attendance 
and  of  child  employment;  the  supervision  of  directors  of  adult 
education  and  of  schools  for  illiterates;  the  approval  of  school 
buildings;  the  supervision  of  school  health  and  schools  for  defective 
children;  and  the  inspection  and  approval  of  high  schools. 

The  figures  for  the  last  fiscal  year  of  1932-1933  reflect  a  total 
elementary  pupil  registration  of  251,552;  a  total  high  school  pupils 
registration  of  85,539;  per  pupil  cost — elementary — $78.86;  per 
pupil  cost — secondary — $127.71;  total  elementary  teachers  were 
7,957;  total  secondary  teachers  were  2,552;  and  the  average  number 
of  days  in  session  were  182.  The  total  current  expenditures  pay- 
ments were  $26,121,597.00. 

Among  its  duties  with  reference  to  teachers,  the  State  Board  of 
Education  is  required  by  statute  to  determine  qualifications  and  issue 
certificates;  to  certify  superintendents  and  appoint  for  certain 
towns;  to  maintain  summer  schools  for  teachers;  and  to  hold  meetings 
for  instruction. 

The  legislature  has  also  imposed  certain  responsibilities  with 
respect  to  adults  for  the  State  Board  is  obliged  to  require  evening 
schools  for  illiterate  and  literate  adults;  to  examine  and  certify 
educational  proficiency  for  occupations  and  institutions;  to  appoint 
directors  of  Adult  Education;  to  give  vocational  courses;  and  to 
supervise  public  libraries. 

The  State  Board  of  Education  evaluates  academic  and  professional 
credits,  and  also  makes  recommendations  to  the  General  Assembly 
as  to  colleges  authorized  to  grant  degrees. 

In  cooperation  with  the  federal  government,  vocational  education 
is  included  within  the  scope  of  its  operations  for  the  Board  estab- 
lishes and  maintains  trade  schools,  vocational  agriculture  and 
homemaking  classes,  vocational  rehabilitation  of  those  injured  in 
industry,  and  also  directs  the  training  of  vocational  teachers  and 
provides  funds  therefore. 

The  formulation  of  the  curricula  of  the  various  schools  is  included 
within  its  purview  in  that  it  is  the  duty  of  the  State  Board  of  Edu- 
cation to  determine  the  text  books  to  be  used;  to  prepare  state 
courses  in  citizenship,  health  and  other  subjects;  to  approve  high 
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schools;  to  approve  private  secondary  schools  for  tuition  and  other 
purposes;  and  to  approve  secondary  schools  for  purposes  of  educa- 
tional evaluation. 

The  State  Board  of  Education  maintains  supervision  over  and 
controls  local  schools  through  the  various  local  boards  of  education ; 
and  in  this  connection  it  is  the  responsibility  of  the  State  Board  to 
provide  supervision  in  small  towns;  to  certify  all  superintendents; 
to  supervise  schools  in  County  homes;  and  also  to  supervise  schools 
in  all  State  Institutions  except  the  Connecticut  State  College. 

With  respect  to  the  children,  jurisdiction  is  granted  to  the  State 
Board  of  Education  to  require  school  attendance  of  children  as  the 
statute  provides,  to  grant  leaving  and  employment  certificates,  and 
to  protect  the  children  in  their  school  rights. 

No  function  of  the  Board  is  more  important  than  the  obligation  to 
train  teachers  for  the  public  schools  and,  to  this  end,  it  is  required  to 
maintain  normal  schools  and  practice  schools,  to  grant  diplomas  and 
confer  degrees  in  education  as  well  as  to  govern  and  control  the 
Teachers  College  of  Connecticut. 

The  Board  approves  plans  for  school  buildings  and  requires 
suitable  buildings  for  the  particular  purposes  of  the  school. 

The  distribution  of  the  many  grants  to  public  education  is  super- 
vised entirely  by  the  State  Board  of  Education. 

The  Board  prepares  statistics  concerning  every  phase  of  school 
activity,  and  requires  educational  reports,  supervises  the  main- 
tenance of  and  requirements  concerning  the  keeping  of  school 
registers,  and  thereafter  compiles  and  publishes  the  returns.  Com- 
plete information  as  to  any  phase  of  school  activities  may  be  had 
at  all  times  from  the  Commissioner  and  Secretary  of  the  State 
Board  of  Education,  Ernest  W.  Butterfield,  LL.D.,  Room  302, 
State  Office  Building,  Hartford,  Connecticut.

BOARD  OF  EDUCATION  OF  THE  BLIND. 

The  Board  of  Education  of  the  Blind  was  created  in  1893,  by 
legislative  enactment,  to  provide  for  the  education  of  blind  children 
and  adults,  but  in  1921  the  scope  of  its  work  was  enlarged  so  that  it 
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is  now  prepared  to  perform  any  reasonable  service  for  a  blind  or 
nearly  blind  person. 

The  office  of  the  Board  is  at  the  State  Office  Building,  Hartford, 
where  an  executive  secretary  directs  the  work. 

The  services  of  field  workers,  who  are  practiced  in  the  care  of  the 
eyes  and  who  have  a  sympathetic  understanding  of  blindness  and 
the  problems  of  those  who  are  confronted  with  impending  loss  of 
sight,  are  available  through  the  Board  to  any  resident  of  the  state. 
A  request  to  the  secretary  will  secure  a  visit  from  such  a  worker. 
Briefly  the  benefits  to  be  secured  through  the  Board  may  be  sum- 
marized as  follows: 

Educational  Advantages—Include,  tuition  and  board  at  schools 
for  blind  and  partially  blind  children;  also  continuation  courses 
and  special  instruction  in  selected  cases. 

Trades  Instruction — For  both  men  and  women;  includes  work 
in  piano  tuning,  basket  and  reed  furniture  making,  rug  weaving, 
mattress  and  broom  making,  chair  caning,  dictaphone  training  and 
shoemaking,  while  special  arrangements  can  be  made  for  training  in 
other  branches  if  the  person  is  qualified. 

Placement  Work — Calls  for  a  study  of  the  blind  individual  and 
a  careful  appraisement  of  his  temperament,  habits,  past  training  and 
employment,  his  ability  (mental  and  physical),  and  his  home  sur- 
roundings and  family  ties,  with  the  purpose  of  establishing  him  in 
some  work  in  the  community  where  he  will  be  self  supporting  or 
nearly  so.  It  also  calls  for  the  re-education  of  both  the  employer  and 
the  public,  that  both  may  be  brought  to  realize  that  the  normal, 
ambitious  blind  person  can  often  take  his  place  in  industry  and  the 
community  life  as  a  wage  earner,  if  he  is  assisted  intelligently  to  do  so. 

Home  Teaching — The  Board  has  four  teachers  who  do  not  see 
who  go  about  visiting  blind  people  in  their  homes,  and  who  teach 
them  to  read  with  their  fingers  and  to  do  work  with  their  hands. 

Sales  Service — The  need  for  such  an  effort  comes  as  an  outgrowth 
of  the  work  of  the  home  teachers.  It  is  surprising  how  many  articles 
that  are  salable  the  blind  people  will  make,  and  how  much  joy 
there  comes  to  them  when  they  realize  that  what  they  make  can  be 
sold.  There  must  be  some  central  agency,  however,  to  collect  the 
goods  and  arrange  for  sales,  which  must  be  advertised  effectively 
and  persistently.  The  Board  arranges  for  many  such  sales  during 
the  year. 

Relief  and  Assistance — The  Board  is  allowed  to  help  needy  blind 
people.  The  help  is  varied  in  form,  and  practically  none  of  the 
assistance  that  is  given  is  paid  directly  to  the  blind  person  in  the 
form  of  money.  Necessarily  there  goes  with  the  relief  much  personal 
service,  advice  and  assistance. 

Conservation  of  Vision — It  is  important  to  conserve  the  sight  in 
children  through  sight  saving  classes  in  public  schools.  This  Board 
points  the  way  in  this  field. 
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Prevention  of  Blindness — This  calls  for  information  of  an  authori- 
tative nature  upon  the  part  of  the  public  regarding  preventative 
measures  in  dealing  with  the  eyes.  This  Board  has  taken  an  especial 
interest  in  total  or  partial  blindness,  and  has  been  able  to  do  pre- 
ventive work  with  individuals  threatened  with  loss  of  sight. 

Publicity  and  Information — False  notions  regarding  the  blind 
and  what  they  can  and  cannot  do  take  such  persistent  lodgment 
in  the  public  mind  that  workers  realize  they  can  do  the  cause  a 
service  by  giving  wide  publicity  to  sane  statements  concerning  the 
work.    These  ends  are  furthered. 

There  are  three  institutions  for  the  blind  in  this  state,  a  nursery 
at  Farmington,  a  school  at  Hartford,  and  a  trades  department  at 
Wethersfield.  The  last  named  is  for  adults.  Each  of  these  is  a  sepa- 
rate department  of  the  Connecticut  Institute  for  the  Blind,  which  is 
a  private  corporation  without  stock.  The  Board  of  Education  of 
the  Blind  arranges  for  the  education  and  board  of  blind  people 
from  this  state  at  the  above  departments  or  elsewhere,  if  it  is  deemed 
best.    The  board  and  tuition  payments  are  met  by  the  state. 

The  names  and  addresses  of  all  blind  or  nearly  blind  persons 
should  be  reported  to  the  Board.  This  may  mean  opportunities 
for  deprived,  home-bound  or  handicapped  people  which  will  be  of 
priceless  benefit.  The  products  of  the  blind  are  of  good  workmanship 
and  are  moderately  priced,  and  in  connection  with  the  home  indus- 
tries, the  full  price  paid  for  an  article  is  given  to  the  blind  person 
who  made  it.    Visit  our  sales  department. 

When  you  have  chairs  to  be  caned  notify  the  Board.  Report 
cases  of  neglected  eye  conditions  in  children.  If  adults  cannot 
secure  the  services  of  eye  specialists  consult  the  Board.  When 
per  lexing  problems  arise  regarding  eyesight  and  the  lack  of  vision 
write  to  the  State  Board  of  Education  of  the  Blind,  State  Office 
Building,  Hartford,  Connecticut.

TEACHERS'  RETIREMENT  BOARD. 

The  Teachers'  Retirement  Board  is  the  governing  body  under 
the  supervision  of  which  the  Teachers'  Retirement  Act  is  adminis- 
tered. Representing  the  interests  of  both  the  public  and  the  members 
of  the  Teachers'  Retirement  Association,  the  Board  is  composed  of 
five  members,  viz: — the  Insurance  Commissioner,  the  Bank  Com- 
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missioner,  the  Commissioner  of  Education  (ex-officio  members)  and 
two  members  who  are  elected  by  the  members  of  the  Association. 

The  Teachers'  Retirement  Act  provides  for  a  Retirement  System 
through  the  arrangement  of  which  annuities  and  pensions  are  paid  to 
retired  members  of  the  Teachers'  Retirement  Association,  thus 
permitting  those  teachers  who  can  no  longer  render  their  best 
service  because  of  advanced  age  or  physical  or  mental  disability, 
to  retire  on  an  income  for  life. 

The  Teachers'  Retirement  Association  is  an  organization  of  teachers 
of  the  public  schools  of  the  State  who  come  under  the  Retirement  Act. 
Under  the  provisions  of  the  Act,  which  became  effective  on  July  1, 
1917,  a  member  of  the  Association  makes  regular  monthly  deposits 
to  the  Annuity  Fund,  through  his  employing  official,  in  the  amount  of 
5%  of  his  salary  (minimum  $25.00.  maximum  $100.00  annually) 
during  the  term  of  his  public  school  service.  Deposits  beyond  a 
period  of  30  years  are  optional  with  the  member.  These  deposits 
plus  accumulated  interest  over  a  period  of  years  provide  an  amount 
from  which  the  member's  annuity  is  paid  at  the  time  of  his  retire- 
ment. Accumulations  are  limited  to  the  sum  of  $6,126.47  at  age  60, 
which  is  the  amount  necessary  to  provide  an  annuity  of  $500.00 
at  that  age.  The  annuity  payments  are  based  on  standard  tables  of 
mortality  as  adopted  by  the  Board.  In  addition  to  the  annuity, 
the  retired  member  receives  a  pension  wrhich  is  derived  from  pay- 
ments by  the  State,  also  based  on  the  same  mortality  table.  At 
present  all  pensions  are  larger  than  the  annuities  because  one  of  the 
determining  pension  factors  is  "total  service,"  while  the  annuities 
are  indirectly  affected  by  service  rendered  since  1917  only.  This 
arrangement  will  continue  until  such  time  as  members  retire  with 
no  "prior  service"  credit,  (service  rendered  prior  to  1917;)  pensions 
will  then  equal  the  annuities.  The  payments,  which  are  made  by 
the  State  at  the  time  of  the  members'  retirement,  are  set  aside  in 
one  sum,  in  what  is  known  as  the  Pension  Reserve  Fund  and  are 
calculated  to  be  of  sufficient  amount  to  finance  the  payment  of  a 
pension  for  life.  The  sum  of  the  annuity  and  the  pension  is  the 
retiring  allowance.  Retiring  allowances  are  paid  on  the  last  day 
of  each  calendar  month. 

In  general,  a  member  may  retire  at  any  age  after  having  rendered 
35  years  of  service  or  at  age  60  after  20  years  of  service  subject  to 
the  provisions  of  the  Act.  Provision  is  also  made  for  the  retirement 
of  members  who  become  disabled  prior  to  age  sixty  and  who  have 
been  in  service  not  less  than  10  years.  Members  are  required  to 
retire  after  having  attained  age  70  unless  a  request  is  made  by  the 
local  Board  of  Education  for  the  continuance  of  service  beyond  that 
point. 

Three  different  payment  plans  are  now  available  to  members  at 
retirement.  The  organic  law  as  originally  set  up  provided  in  ad- 
dition to  the  largest  possible  allowance,  an  optional  benefit  whereby 
a  member  might  direct  th  t  upon  his  death,  his  retirement  allowance 
be  continued  to  and  throughout  the  life  of  such  person  as  he  may 
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have  designated  at  the  time  of  his  retirement.  Since  the  passage  of 
the  Act,  however,  the  Board  has  adopted  an  additional  option 
which  provides  that  the  member  may  elect  at  retirement  that  the 
unexpended  balance  of  his  annuity  accumulations  revert  to  a  bene- 
ficiary. In  electing  either  this  or  the  previous  option,  it  is  under- 
stood that  the  member  agrees  to  accept  a  lesser  allowance. 

Upon  withdrawing  from  service  prior  to  the  member's  eligibility 
for  a  retiring  allowance,  all  his  deposits  plus  accumulated  interest 
earnings  are  refunded  to  him  in  one  payment  upon  his  written  request. 
Refunds  are  paid  on  the  first  and  fifteenth  of  each  month.  In  case 
of  death  prior  to  retirement  a  member's  account  is  paid  to  his  estate 
or  to  such  beneficiary  as  he  may  have  designated. 

At  the  time  of  the  enactment  of  the  Retirement  law  and  as  late  as 
June  30,  1931,  membership  was  optional  with  those  teachers  who  had 
rendered  service  prior  to  1917.  It  is  required,  however,  that  all  who 
have  entered  public  school  service  since  1917  for  the  first  time  shall 
join  the  association. 

Since  the  inauguration  of  the  System,  more  than  19,000  membership 
applications  have  been  received  by  the  Board.  Of  these  applicants 
nearly  10,000  have  since  withdrawn  from  service,  600  of  whom  have 
retired  on  an  allowance.  The  total  enrollment  at  this  time  is  ap- 
proximately 9,400.  During  the  year  ended  December  31,  1932, 
the  members  made  regular  deposits  and  reinstatement  payments  of 
over  $900,000.00  to  the  Annuity  Fund  to  provide  for  annuity  pay- 
ments at  the  time  of  their  retirement  from  service. 

The  Treasurer  of  the  State  who  is  custodian  of  the  Teachers' 
Retirement  Funds,  invests  the  moneys  with  the  approval  of  either 
the  Commissioner  of  Finance  and  Control  or  the  Bank  Commissioner 
in  accordance  with  the  laws  governing  the  investments  of  Savings 
Bank  Funds.  The  earnings  from  the  Annuity  Fund  investments  are 
credited  to  the  accounts  of  the  members  of  the  Association.  The 
earnings  from  the  Pension  Reserve  Fund  are  added  to  that  Fund 
and  are  anticipated  when  original  amounts  are  set  aside.  The  State 
Treasurer  also  files  a  sworn  statement  with  the  Board  annually, 
setting  forth  the  financial  condition  of  the  funds  and  the  involved 
financial  transactions  for  the  year. 

Regular  audits  of  all  retirement  accounts  are  made  by  the  State 
Auditors  and  annual  actuarial  investigations  of  the  System  are 
made  by  the  State  Actuary. 

The  Board  sends  annual  statements  to  members  of  the  Associa- 
tion and  also  files  with  the  Governor  of  the  State  a  biennial  report 
in  which  is  set  forth  a  detailed  statement  of  the  membership,  retire- 
ments, withdrawals,  investments,  incomes  and  expenditures  of  the 
Retirement  Association,  copies  of  which  are  available  for  general 
distribution.

BANK  COMMISSIONER. 

The  Banking  Department  has  had  a  steady  and  uninterrupted 
growth  for  the  past  twenty-five  years,  and  at  the  present  time  has 
under  its  supervision  398  institutions  with  aggregate  resources  as  of 
October  1,  1933  amounting  to  $1,544,401,191.00. 

The  activities  and  duties  of  the  department  and  its  growth  during 
the  past  quarter  century  may  best  be  shown  by  comparison  with  its 
report  submitted  in  1908.  Up  to  that  date  two  Bank  Commissioners 
shared  the  work  and  responsibilities  without  assistance  of  any  kind. 
The  total  resources  of  the  banks  under  their  supervision  at  that  time 
amounted  to  $306,724,000,  and  as  two  examinations  were  required 
each  year  they  were  necessarily  superficial. 

In  1915  the  department  was  reorganized  and  placed  in  charge  of  a 
single  Commissioner  and  his  scope  of  duties  greatly  enlarged.  The 
Building  and  Loan  associations  supervised  previously  by  a  separate 
Commissioner  were  taken  over  and  the  duties  consolidated.  Special 
examinations  of  all  trust  funds  were  instituted,  and  the  investments 
of  Savings  Banks  and  trust  funds  were  defined  by  a  general  law  and 
the  Commissioner  required  to  furnish  a  list  of  all  permissible  invest- 
ments to  each  bank. 

Another  of  the  functions  of  the  department  was  the  duty  to 
investigate  and  license  Oil  and  Mining  companies  offering  their 
securities  for  sale  in  this  state.  A  number  of  these  companies  were 
investigated  by  a  special  examiner  of  the  department  detailed  for 
this  work,  with  the  result  that  but  few  companies  were  admitted  and 
licensed. 
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Up  to  this  time  the  organization  of  new  banks  was  a  matter  of 
Special  Charter  in  each  case  by  the  legislature. 

In  1913  the  Banking  Commission  was  created,  composed  of  the 
Bank  Commissioner,  State  Treasurer  and  State  Comptroller.  This 
Commission  was  given  authority  to  grant  charters  to  new  banks, 
approve  capital  increases,  etc.  The  duties  of  this  Commission 
require  public  hearings,  attention  to  legal  formalities  and  careful 
investigation.  When  in  their  opinion  the  public  interest  requires, 
charters  are  granted. 

The  legislature  of  1919  passed  the  so-called  Small  Loan  law  deal- 
ing with  small  borrowers  of  limited  financial  responsibility.  Or- 
ganization of  companies  under  this  law  have  had  a  phenomenal 
growth,  there  being  at  the  present  time  170  such  companies  in  the 
state.  The  supervision  of  these  companies  not  only  involves  an 
examination  of  each  individual  company  but  the  hearing  of  com- 
plaints and  settlement  of  controversies. 

Shortly  thereafter  Industrial  Banks  and  Private  Bankers  became 
subject  to  supervision  and  examination  by  this  department.  In  1931 
the  supervision  and  regulation  of  the  sale  of  securities  became  effec- 
tive and  imposed  upon  the  department  the  important  duty  of  regu- 
lating the  sale  of  securities,  which  includes  the  registration  and 
examination  at  the  discretion  of  the  Commissioner,  of  all  brokers 
and  investment  houses  doing  business  in  the  state.  While  this 
division  has  functioned  but  two  years,  it  has  shown  excellent  results 
in  preventing  fraudulent  practices  in  the  sale  of  securities. 

This  gradual  expansion  of  the  Banking  Department  necessarily 
demanded  the  progressive  increase  in  its  personnel,  now  numbering 
45.  Located  in  its  commodious  quarters  in  the  State  Office  Building, 
it  is  organized  to  aid  as  best  it  may  the  financial  organizations  under 
its  control.  The  work  of  the  department  is  arranged  in  divisions, 
all  under  the  direct  control  of  the  Commissioner.  To  him  all  im- 
portant decisions  are  referred,  and  under  his  direction  all  activities 
are  coordinated.  In  addition  to  the  duties  as  head  of  the  Banking 
Department,  he  also  acts  as  Ex-Officio  Member  of  the  Teachers' 
Retirement  Fund.  He  has  authority  to  issue  restraining  orders 
temporarily  closing  a  bank,  when  in  his  opinion  it  is  necessary  to 
protect  depositors  or  preserve  assets. 

The  examination  of  the  several  institutions  naturally  demands  the 
most  work  and  time.  Each  examination  is  in  charge  of  a  Chief 
Examiner  with  the  necessary  staff  of  Assistant  Examiners.  He  makes 
a  detailed  report  to  the  Commissioner  or  the  Assistant  Commissioner, 
who  reviews  it,  and  when  approved,  it  is  sent  to  the  bank  examined 
with  recommendations  to  be  read  before  its  Board  of  Directors. 

The  Statistical  Division  compiles  frequent  reports  and  data  as 
required  by  statute,  and  compiles  the  annual  report  tabulating  all 
individual  institutions  and  furnishing  comparisons  with  prior 
years.  The  records  of  all  surety  bonds  are  kept  by  this  division  and 
none  allowed  to  lapse. 
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Supervision  of  the  investments  of  Savings  Banks  and  Trustees, 
where  regulated  by  law,  involves  the  study  of  numerous  bond 
issues  under  a  technical  law,  and  the  publication  of  periodical  lists 
of  such  permissible  investments. 

Owing  to  the  great  depression  in  real  estate  values,  the  department 
is  having  made  continuous  appraisals  of  real  estate  owned  by  or 
mortgaged  to  our  banking  institutions,  in  order  that  present  values 
may  be  fairly  determined  and  the  banks  aided  in  such  problems. 

Much  assistance  is  afforded  the  various  companies  in  accountancy 
practice  and  legal  formalities,  preparation  of  by-laws,  and  in  the 
merger  or  liquidation  of  banks,  as  well  as  to  receivers  who  depend 
upon  this  department  to  a  material  extent  for  advice. 

During  each  legislative  session  the  Commissioner  or  Deputy  Com- 
missioner is  consulted  and  his  advice  requested  in  relation  to  a  mass 
of  proposed  legislation.  All  hearings  before  the  Committee  on 
Banking  are  attended  by  a  representative  of  the  department.  While 
not  specifically  required  by  law,  duties  of  this  nature  have  demanded 
a  great  amount  of  time  and  thought  during  each  session  of  the 
legislature.  Banking  laws  are  of  a  technical  nature  and  new  enact- 
ments must  be  carefully  considered  that  they  may  properly  coordi- 
nate with  existing  provisions. 

The  Securities  Division  has  developed  in  two  years  into  one  of 
the  most  important  of  the  department's  activities.  To  this  division 
must  be  submitted  financial  reports  of  each  individual  broker,  and,  to 
a  certain  extent,  the  record  of  each  salesman.  While  no  license  is 
actually  issued  in  any  case,  the  records  showing  the  registration  of 
both  brokers  and  salesmen  are  available  to  the  public.  The  Com- 
missioner may  and  does  investigate  any  violation  of  law  pertaining  to 
the  sale  of  securities,  either  upon  complaint  or  otherwise.  If  an 
investigation  indicates  that  there  has  been  any  intentional  violation 
of  the  law,  the  report  is  submitted  to  the  proper  prosecuting  officials. 
Although  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  administering  the 
Securities  Act,  the  Commissioner  is  given  no  authority  therein  to 
supervise  the  general  activities  of  securities  brokers  and  salesmen, 
and  may  concern  himself  with  such  matters  only  insofar  as  they 
affect  the  sale  of  securities.  The  theory  of  the  act  is  that  the  em- 
ployment of  dishonest  methods  in  organizing  corporations  and 
marketing  their  securities  to  the  public  must  be  definitely  and 
completely  suppressed.

AUDITORS  OF  PUBLIC  ACCOUNTS.

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AUDITORS  OF  PUBLIC  ACCOUNTS.* 

At  each  regular  session,  the  General  Assembly  appoints  one 
of  the  two  State  Auditors.  The  Auditors  hold  office  for  four  years 
and  may  not  belong  to  the  same  political  party.  Annually  with  the 
Comptroller,  the  Auditors  make  an  audit  of  the  public  accounts  of 
the  Treasurer  and  report  the  result  to  the  Governor. 

They  must  annually  audit  the  accounts  of  each  department  and 
commission  of  the  State  Government  authorized  to  expend  or  contract 
for  the  expenditure  of  State  appropriations,  and  the  same  is  true  with 
respect  to  all  institutions  supported  by  the  State,  unless  the  ac- 
counts of  any  such  department,  commission  or  institution  are 
audited  by  the  Comptroller  or  the  County  Auditors  of  the  County 
in  which  any  such  institution  may  be  located.  The  Governor 
receives  annual  reports  of  all  audits  made  by  the  Auditors. 

In  the  event  any  irregularity  is  discovered  in  the  accounts  of 
any  office,  commission  or  institution,  within  ten  days  the  Auditors 
must  make  report  to  the  Governor,  and  the  failure  or  neglect  to  make 
report  of  any  such  irregularity  renders  the  Auditor  liable  to  a  possible 
fine  or  imprisonment. 

The  duties  of  the  Auditors  in  general  are  performed  under  the 
direction  of  the  Comptroller  who  prescribes  the  form  of  the  report  as 
well  as  the  details  in  which  he  feels  the  report  must  be  set  forth. 

The  Governor  submits  the  reports  of  the  Auditors  of  Public 
Accounts  to  the  General  Assembly  in  each  session. 

In  1933  the  Legislature  expanded  the  duties  devolving  upon  the 
State  Auditors  by  requiring  that  they  audit  the  accounts  of  each 
County  in  order  that  they  may  reflect  the  disposition  of  state  aid 
to  each  County.  The  State  Auditors  must  also  prescribe  the  form 
of  cash  book,  selectmen's  orders  and  school  orders,  unless  the  ac- 
counting system  in  use  in  each  town  can  be  satisfactorily  shown  to 
the  State  Auditors  to  be  sufficiently  complete  and  to  include  the 
necessary  detail.  Sample  book  forms  as  well  as  samples  of  the 
other  forms  prescribed  by  the  State  Auditors  are  furnished  to  each 
of  the  towns  without  expense  to  the  towns.  The  uniform  accounting 
system  thus  resulting  has  already  proved  of  great  value  in  making 
readily  possible  a  compilation  of  the  financial  status  of  each  of  the 
towns.

CONNECTICUT  STATE  BOARD  OF  ACCOUNTANCY. 
Each  member  of  the  Connecticut  State  Board  of  Accountancy  is 
appointed  by  the  Governor  for  a  term  of  three  years.    This  board

holds  two  sessions  annually  for  the  examination  of  candidates  for 
certificates  as  Certified  Public  Accountants,  in  accordance  with  the 
statutes. 

Any  person  shall  be  eligible  to  take  such  examination  who  is  a 
citizen  of  the  United  States,  residing  or  having  a  place  for  the 
regular  practice  of  his  profession  in  this  state,  who  is  over  twenty-one 
years  of  age,  of  good  moral  character  and  a  graduate  of  a  high  school 
with  a  four  years'  course,  or,  in  the  judgment  of  the  board,  shall  have 
had  an  equivalent  education,  who  shall  have  been  regularly  employed 
as  a  bookkeeper  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  two  years  and  who 
shall  have  had  full  time  public  accounting  experience  for  a  period  of 
three  years,  or  for  a  period  of  two  years,  together  with  a  diploma 
from  a  recognized  accountancy  school. 

At  the  present  time,  there  is  no  restriction  against  the  practice 
of  public  accounting  in  the  State  of  Connecticut  by  those  not  certi- 
fied, but  the  statutes  provide  a  penalty  for  the  use  of  the  title  "Cer- 
tified Public  Accountant"  or  the  abbreviation  "C.P.A."  by  any 
person  who  has  not  received  a  certificate  from  the  State  Board  of 
Accountancy,  in  accordance  with  the  statutes.  The  statutes  also 
provide  for  revocation  and  suspension  of  certificates  in  any  case 
where  the  certificate  holder  has  been  convicted  of  a  felony,  or  has 
been  found  by  the  Board  of  Accountancy  to  have  employed  fraud 
or  deceit  in  obtaining  his  certificate,  or  to  have  acted  negligently 
or  wrongfully  in  the  conduct  of  his  profession. 

The  subjects  embraced  in  the  examination  are  Commercial  Law, 
Auditing,  and  Accounting  Theory  and  Practice.

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THE  STATE  BOARD  OF  FISHERIES  AND  GAME. 

The  State  Board  of  Fisheries  and  Game  is  responsible  for  the 
conservation  and  restoration  of  all  the  wild  life  resources  of  the 
State  with  the  exception  of  shell  fish. 

The  Board  is  composed  of  three  Commissioners,  appointed  by 
the  Governor,  who  serve  six  years  without  compensation.  The  Com- 
missioners meet  at  least  once  a  month  to  review  the  work  of  the  pre- 
ceding month  and  to  formulate  policies  for  the  guidance  of  future 
activities.  A  Superintendent  and  five  Division  Chiefs  are  appointed 
by  the  Board  to  carry  out  its  policies  and  programs. 

A  Council  of  sixteen  representative  and  distinguished  sportsmen, 
two  from  each  county,  serves  in  an  advisory  capacity  to  the  Board  and 
entirely  without  compensation.  These  gentlemen  meet  with  the 
Board  once  a  month  and  inform  the  Commissioners  of  conditions 
prevailing  in  their  respective  counties.  They,  in  turn,  become 
familiar  with  the  plans  and  policies  of  the  Board  and  serve  to  main- 
tain helpful  contacts  between  the  Board  and  the  sportsmen  of  the 
state. 

The  Division  of  Wild  Life  Protection  and  Law  Enforcement  is 
headed  by  the  Chief  Game  Warden  who  supervises  the  game  warden 
force  of  ninety  men.  The  wardens  not  only  enforce  the  game  laws, 
but  also  take  an  active  part  in  the  more  constructive  work  of  fish  and 
game  restoration,  including  the  liberation  of  fish  and  game,  control  of 
predators  and  similar  activities.  Cooperating  with  the  paid  warden 
force  is  a  volunteer  organization  of  game  guardians  numbering 
approximately  three  hundred  men,  most  of  whom  are  members  of 
sportsmen's  clubs.  The  game  guardians  assist  in  reporting  informa- 
tion which  is  helpful  in  the  apprehension  of  law  violators  and  also 
in  other  activities. 

The  Division  of  Fish  Restoration  supervises  the  operation  of 
three  trout  and  pond  fish  hatcheries  located  at  Burlington,  Windsor 
Locks  and  Kensington,  a  shad  hatchery  at  Leesville,  and  a  marine 
fish  hatchery  at  Noank  where  lobsters,  winter  flounders  and  smelt 
are  propagated. 

In  the  production  and  distribution  of  adult  trout  for  restocking 
suitable  streams,  Connecticut  exceeds  other  New  England  states 
and  New  York  in  the  number  liberated  per  licensed  fisherman. 

The  improvement  of  natural  conditions  in  streams  and  ponds  and 
the  construction  of  new  ponds  for  rearing  pond  fishes  are  being 
carried  on  by  this  division  with  the  cooperation  of  the  Civilian 
Conservation  Corps  and  sportsmen's  clubs. 

The  work  of  the  Division  of  Game  Restoration  is  carried  on 
principally  by  the  warden  service  acting  largely  in  the  supervision 
of  game  farms  and  the  selection  of  birds  for  liberation.  In  the 
liberation  of  23,176  pheasants  in  1932,  Connecticut  exceeded  any 
other  New  England  state  and  New  York  in  the  number  of  pheasants 
liberated  in  proportion .  to  the  number  of  hunting  licenses  issued. 
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Definite  plans  and  programs  for  the  restoration  of  quail,  ruffed 
grouse,  waterfowl,  rabbits,  raccoons  and  other  kinds  of  game  have 
been  inaugurated. 

The  waterfowl  program  is  designed  to  supplement  the  supply 
of  flight  birds  from  the  North  by  establishing  controlled  breeding 
and  resting  areas  where  the  natural  food  supply  is  increased  and 
wild  breeding  stock  planted. 

The  purpose  of  the  raccoon  program,  is  to  increase  the  number  of 
raccoons  and  also  to  improve  the  quality  of  their  fur.  To  this  end 
Mr.  Leon  F.  Whitney  of  New  Haven,  has  volunteered  his  services 
and  loaned  the  breeding  stock  which  is  used  in  selective  breeding. 

Special  attention  is  being  given  to  the  improvement  of  natural 
food  and  cover  conditions  and  the  control  of  predators,  particularly 
on  areas  under  state  control,  and  to  the  encouragement  of  such  game 
management  practices  by  private  landowners.  During  the  fiscal  year 
ending  June  30,  1933,  the  following  predators  were  taken  by  our 
wardens  and  special  trappers  appointed  for  this  purpose  to  operate 
on*  state  properties:  184  hawks  of  destructive  species,  52  great- 
horned  owls,  2584  crows,  166  weasels,  278  red  squirrels,  1069  stray 
house  cats,  14  bobcats,  965  foxes  (mostly  gray  foxes)  and  578  snakes 
(mostly  water  snakes  found  in  trout  ponds).  During  the  year  1933 
the  wardens  trapped  1838  snapping  turtles  weighing  23,938  pounds. 

The  importance  of  maintaining  suitable  areas  for  hunting  and 
fishing  necessitates  the  Division  of  Land  and  Water  Acquisition, 
and  it  has  been  increased  by  the  recent  trend  toward  shorter  hours 
of  labor  and  more  leisure  time.  The  situation  has  been  met  in 
part  by  a  plan  of  cooperation  with  rural  property  owners  which  offers 
protection  from  lawlessness  and  vandalism  by  governing  the  use  of 
such  property  for  shooting  under  regulations  made  and  enforced  by 
the  Board.  During  1933  approximately  30,000  acres  in  five  blocks 
were  secured  under  this  plan.  This  area,  added  to  the  55,000  acres 
under  State-lease  and  the  64,000  acres  of  State  forest  lands  which 
are  open  to  hunting  under  regulations  made  by  the  Board,  makes  a 
total  of  150,000  acres,  or  approximately  six  acres  per  licensed  hunter. 
Included  in  these  areas  are  five  public  duck  shooting  grounds  open 
to  the  public  under  regulation.  No  other  state  has  accomplished 
as  much  in  this  direction. 

A  similar  plan  of  cooperation  with  property  owners  and  sports- 
men's clubs  is  being  worked  out  in  connection  with  access  to  trout 
fishing  streams.  Several  miles  of  trout  streams  have  been  secured 
under  this  plan  to  supplement  the  leased  streams,  which  number 
thirty-two  and  represent  more  than  two  hundred  miles  of  heavily 
stocked  trout  fishing  water.  Public  rights  of  way  to  ponds  which  are 
valuable  for  fishing  are  also  being  secured  by  gift,  lease  or  purchase  by 
the  Division  of  Land  and  Water  Acquisition. 

The  Division  of  Administration  is  responsible  for  the  correspond- 
ence and  the  financial,  statistical  and  other  records  of  the  Depart- 
ment, a  staff  of  eight  employees  being  maintained  for  these  purposes. 
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The  economic  importance  to  the  citizens  of  Connecticut  of  its 
game,  fur-bearing  animals,  fish  and  lobsters  may  be  judged  from  the 
following  statistics:  During  the  year  1932  there  were  issued  23,014 
hunting  licenses,  27,952  fishing  licenses,  1,199  trapping  licenses, 
588  commercial  fishing  licenses  and  976  game  and  fur  breeders  licen- 
ses. The  total  value  of  wild  game  birds  annually  taken  in  Con- 
necticut is  conservatively  estimated  to  be  $405,000.  The  value  of 
wild  quadrupeds  taken  annually,  including  both  game  animals  and 
furbearers  is  estimated  to  be  $302,000.  These  figures  are  based  on 
reports  from  sportsmen  and  trappers  of  the  game  and  furbearers 
annually  killed  during  the  open  season.  The  estimate  for  game  is 
based  on  the  actual  food  value  of  the  meat,  and  does  not  include  the 
indirect  value  of  the  recreational  opportunities  provided,  or  the 
expenditures  of  sportsmen  in  pursuit  of  hunting  and  fishing. 

The  difficulties  of  maintaining  a  sufficient  number  of  suitable 
areas  available  for  fishing  and  hunting  and  keeping  them  wrell  stocked 
with  fish  and  game  have  been  increased  by  serious  reductions  in  ap- 
propriations and  in  income  from  the  sale  of  licenses.  Although  many 
of  the  activities  of  this  department  in  the  conservation  and  resto- 
ration of  all  forms  of  wild  life  are  of  direct  interest  and  benefit 
to  the  majority  of  people,  the  funds  for  the  work  are  supplied  at 
present  entirely  from  the  sale  of  license  fees,  except  for  an  appropri- 
ation for  marine  fisheries  and  for  the  acquisition  of  land  and  waters. 
Largely  through  the  loyalty  and  genuine  interest  of  all  the  employees 
in  giving  their  time,  energy  and  thought  to  the  work  of  this  depart- 
ment has  it  been  possible  during  this  biennium  to  carry  on  without 
serious  losses  or  depreciation  of  the  valuable  wild  life  resources  of 
Connecticut.

SHELL-FISH  COMMISSIONERS.

SHELL-FISH  COMMISSION. 
The  Shell  Fish  Commission,  has  supervision  over  the  oyster  and 
clam  industry  in  State  waters.  As  early  as  1784  the  towns  were 
given  authority  to  make  Rules  and  Ordinances  for  regulating  the 
fisheries  of  clams  and  oysters,  and  for  preservation  of  the  same;  but 
for  many  years  shell-fish  grounds  were  treated  as  common  lands 
with  no  incentive  for  cultivation. 
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Connecticut  in  1855  was  the  first  state  to  grant  vested  rights  in 
oyster  grounds.  The  State  passed  a  law  which  provided  for  designa- 
tions to  individuals,  and  the  right  of  property  in  their  product — 
which  immediately  stimulated  the  cultivation  of  oysters.  During 
successive  years  this  cultivation  was  carried  on  in  shallow  waters  and 
inlets  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  various  towns,  with  but  little 
planting  in  deeper  waters,  but  as  the  industry  grew,  laws  were  passed 
from  time  to  time  for  its  general  regulation.  By  1870  there  was  a 
small  amount  of  planting  in  outside  grounds.  In  1865  off  shore 
planting  began  between  Fish  Island  and  Norwalk  Islands,  and  in 
1870  planting  in  thirty  feet  of  water  was  undertaken  off  Norwalk 
and  later  outside  of  New  Haven  Harbor.  In  1872  was  built  the 
first  oyster  steamer.  As  more  and  more  capital  came  into  the 
business,  there  developed  the  need  for  greater  security  of  tenure  of 
grounds,  and  for  adequate  mapping  for  which  the  individual  towns 
were  not  equipped.  By  an  Act  of  the  General  Assembly  which  be- 
came effective  on  May  1,  1881,  the  present  Shell-Fish  Commission 
was  created,  with  jurisdiction  over  all  State  oyster  grounds  lying 
outside  of  a  line  designated  from  point  to  point  along  the  shore. 
This  Act  provided  that  oystermen  could  receive  perpetual  franchises, 
grants  from  the  State  for  grounds  within  this  jurisdiction,  and  that 
the  Commission  shall  make  a  survey  and  maps  of  these  gounds. 

This  Act  was  at  once  a  tremendous  stimulus  to  private  enterprise, 
and  during  the  next  two  or  tnree  years  franchises  were  granted  for  over 
50,000  acres  of  oyster  grounds,  over  5800  acres  of  Natural  Beds  were 
laid  out,  more  steamers  were  built,  and  the  whole  industry  developed 
at  a  rapid  pace,  until  as  early  as  1889  there  were  over  400  vessels 
and  more  than  2000  persons  engaged,  and  upwards  of  three  millions 
of  dollars  invested.  At  a  later  date,  the  towns  of  New  Haven, 
Orange,  Milford  and  Westport  voluntarily  placed  their  inshore 
shell-fish  grounds  under  State  jurisdiction. 

All  bottoms  suitable  for  oyster  cultivation,  and  legally  available, 
are  today  deeded  or  leased  to  private  ownership.  We  have  a  great 
system  of  productive,  deep  water,  seed  oyster  farms  stretching  for 
miles  off  shore  and  extending  from  Branford  on  the  east  to  Port 
Chester  on  the  west  to  New  York  state  line. 

The  Commission  maintains  offices  in  New  Haven,  and  a  wharf  and 
dock  house  on  State  harbor  property  at  Milford,  acquired  for  the 
use  of  the  State  boat.  There  is  regularly  employed  a  clerk,  an 
Engineer  of  Shell-Fisheries,  and  a  Captain  of  the  "Shell-Fish/'  The 
work  of  the  Commission  and  of  the  boat  has  many  phases.  Grants, 
now  termed  leases,  are  designated  upon  application;  taxes  on  original 
franchises  are  assessed  and  collected;  rentals,  deeds  and  transfers 
are  recorded;  and  fees  for  license  to  work  on  the  natural  beds  are 
received  at  the  office.  Mips  are  kept  up  to  d  ,te,  and  by  a  special 
system  of  surveying  and  triangulation,  the  water  lot  corners  can 
be  most  accurately  located  at  any  time;  the  records  for  the  location 
of  these  lots  are  on  file,  and  have  been  calculated  mathematically 
from  the  old  deeds  and  surveys.    A  system  of  oyster  "signals"  in 
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addition  to  the  lighthouses,  spires,  and  other  permanent  monuments, 
are  maintained  for  the  purpose  of  actual  laying  out  of  grounds  when 
required.  Among  other  things  the  State  boat  is  indispensable  for 
this  work,  and  for  the  buoying  up  of  the  lines  between  the  natural 
beds  and  private  grounds. 

Connecticut  is  mainly  a  seed  producing  State,  and  does  not  sell 
nowadays  any  great  percentage  of  oysters  directly  for  market. 
Instead,  the  product  is  transplanted  to  other  states  for  maturing. 
At  a  time  when  there  was  a  dearth  of  oyster  "set"  for  many  years, 
with  consequent  losses  and  failures,  the  Commission  undertook 
extensive  scientific  and  biological  investigations  that  finally  led  to 
the  actual  creation  of  a  small  commercial  "set"  in  1922;  and  in 
conjunction  with  the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  Fishers  the  Commission  was 
able  to  disseminate  much  valuable  information  as  to  the  cause  of 
crop  failure,  and  possible  remedies.  Some  years  ago  the  Shell-Fish 
Commission  and  the  Oyster  Growers  Association  of  this  state  were 
largely  instrumental  in  bringing  about  the  present  country-wide 
health  regulations  in  regard  to  the  production,  sale,  and  use  of 
oysters,  so  that  persons  eating  oysters  in  any  state  are  perhaps  more 
adequately  protected  than  in  the  case  of  any  other  raw  food.  The 
State  boat  has  for  many  seasons  been  often  at  the  disposal  of  the 
State  Board  of  Health,  to  take  samples  of  sea  water  and  of  oysters 
for  sanitary  analysis,  and  in  addition  has  taken  hundreds  of  samples 
along  bathing  beaches.  A  laboratory  has  been  set  up  on  the  property 
at  Mil  ford  for  the  use  of  the  representative  of  the  U.  S.  Bureau  of 
Fisheries,  and  the  Commission  has  made  available  the  use  of  the 
boat  for  this  work  whenever  possible. 

Products  of  oyster  farming  supplement  the  products  of  land 
farming. 

It  must  be  remembered  that  the  oyster  farmers'  farms  are  under 
the  sea.  Were  it  not  for  this  industry  many  of  these  under-water 
farms  would  be  barren  and  without  value.  The  oyster  farmer  does 
not  merely  appropriate  what  nature  provided.  He  assists  nature  to 
produce  many  fold  more  than  she  has  heretofore  been  able  to  produce, 
and  of  a  superior  quality,  utilizing  many  bottoms  that  had  never 
responded  to  nature  without  the  assistance  of  the  oyster  farmer. 
He  is  in  a  sense  producing  a  valuable  food  from  what  otherwise 
would  be  nothing,  using  what  otherwise  would  be  waste  places.

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SHELL-FISH  BOARD  OF  RELIEF.* 

Biennially,  the  Governor  makes  appointment  of  a  member  of  the 
Shell-fish  Board  of  Relief  to  serve  for  a  term  of  six  years.  The  board 
consists  of  three  members  at  least  one  of  whom  must  have  had  a 
practical  experience  in  the  planting  and  cultivation  of  shell-fish. 

The  board  possesses  and  may  exercise  all  the  powers  and  duties 
conferred  upon  boards  of  relief  of  the  various  towns.  Annually  the 
board  meets  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  September  after  advertisement  of 
the  intended  hearing  to  hear  any  and  all  appeals  and  claims  for  relief 
from  assessments  levied  upon  the  franchises  and  shell -fish  grounds 
subject  to  tax. 

A  right  of  apeal  to  the  Superior  Court  is  reserved  to  the  taxpayer. 

Each  member  of  the  board  receives  from  the  State  ten  dollars 
per  day  for  his  services  and  expenses  while  engaged  in  the  perform- 
ance of  his  duties.

THE  CONNECTICUT  STATE  DEPARTMENT  OF  HEALTH. 

The  State  Department  of  Health  consists  of  a  Public  Health 
Council  of  six  members,  in  addition  to  the  Commissioner,  at  least 
two  of  whom  shall  be  phsyicians  and  two  sanitary  engineers.  Meet- 
ings are  held  regularly  and  members  serve  without  compensation. 
The  term  of  office  is  six  years.  The  Council  decides  new  policies, 
is  required  to  establish  a  Sanitary  Code,  amend  the  regulations 
from  time  to  time  for  the  protection  of  health  in  cities,  towns  and 
boroughs  and  holds  hearings  on  alleged  infractions  of  the  statutes  or 
sanitary  code.  It  prescribes  the  qualifications  of  the  directors  of 
the  bureaus  and  other  employees,  approves  expenditures  of  the 
department,  recommends  to  each  general  assembly  a  financial 
budget  which  will  make  possible  the  maintenance  and  development 
of  department  activities  and  presents  health  bills  or  proposed  amend- 
ments to  state  statutes  for  action  by  the  general  assembly. 
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Statutory  Powers 

Under  the  State  statutes  the  State  Department  of  Health  is  given 
the  power  to:  prevent  and  suppress  disease;  control  communicable 
diseases  in  State  Prison,  jail  or  any  other  institution;  detain  incor- 
rigible persons  affected  with  communicable  disease;  enforce  emer- 
gency quarantine  regulations;  supervise  registration  of  vital  statistics; 
supervise  public  water  and  ice  supplies  and  sewerage  systems  so  as  to 
protect  the  public  health;  investigate  all  points  of  sewage  discharge 
and  examine  all  existing  or  proposed  public  sewerage  systems  and 
refuse  disposal  plants  and  compel  their  operation  in  a  manner  which 
shall  protect  the  public  health  or  order  their  alteration,  extension 
and  replacement  when  necessary  for  the  protection  of  public  health; 
order  any  employer  to  remove  excessive  dust;  supervise  oyster 
growing  and  shipment;  investigate  and  make  recommendations  for 
prevention  of  occupational  diseases;  procure  and  distribute  biologies; 
establish  a  State  clinical  thermometer  with  requirements,  specifica- 
tions and  tolerances  for  legal  sale  in  this  state;  establish  and  control 
a  bacteriological  laboratory  where  examinations  of  supposed  morbid 
tissues  for  the  diagnosis  of  infectious  diseases  shall  be  made  upon 
application  of  registered  physicians  or  health  officers. 

State  statutes  also  give  the  State  Department  of  Health  power  to: 
furnish  advice  and  assistance  to  officials  in  the  state,  county  or 
local  governments  as  to  waste  disposal  or  protection  of  water  supplies 
or  sanitation  of  any  public  institution,  building  or  place;  at  least 
once  a  year  make  an  inspection  of  all  public  hospitals,  asylums, 
prisons,  schools  and  other  institutions;  approve  plans  for  construc- 
tion of  vaults,  crypts  or  mausoleums  for  public  use;  approve  sanitary 
rules  and  regulations  of  embalmers  and  undertakers,  barbers  and 
hairdressers  and  cosmeticians;  approve  all  exhibits  and  moving 
pictures  relating  to  venereal  diseases;  make  regulations  concerning 
the  preparation  and  transportation  of  bodies  of  deceased  persons; 
approve  plans  of  crematories  and  burial  vaults;  hold  hearings  and 
approve  regulations  promulgated  by  local  health  authorities;  regu- 
late the  practice  of  midwifery  and  appoint  members  of  the  board  of 
examiners  of  midwives;  appoint  members  of  the  board  of  examiners 
in  chiropody. 

The  State  Department  of  Health  is  given  the  power  to:  enter, 
examine  and  survey  all  public  grounds,  erections,  vehicles,  structures, 
apartments,  buildings  and  places  to  render  sanitary  service  and  make 
or  supervise  practical  and  scientific  investigations  and  examinations 
requiring  expert  skill  to  protect  public  health;  investigate  complaints 
of  nuisances  and  conditions  affecting  the  security  of  life  and  health 
in  any  locality  and  for  that  purpose  may  enter  and  examine  any 
ground,  vehicle,  apartment,  building  or  place,  and  any  person 
designated  by  the  commissioner  shall  have  the  authority  conferred 
by  law  upon  constables.  It  also  has  the  power  to:  assist  and  advise 
local  health  officers  in  the  performance  of  their  duties  and  require 
the  enforcement  of  any  law,  regulation  or  ordinance  relating  to 
public  health  and,  with  the  authorities  of  this  and  other  states,

secure  information  and  data  concerning  the  prevention  and  control 
of  epidemics  and  conditions  affecting  or  endangering  the  public 
health,  and  compile  such  information  and  statistics  and  disseminate 
among  health  authorities  and  the  people  of  the  state  such  information 
as  may  be  of  value  to  them. 

Reports  of  physically  handicapped  children  are  required  to  be 
reported  to  the  State  Department  of  Health  by  practitioners  of 
the  healing  arts  and  by  institutions  where  application  for  admission 
of  such  children  is  made. 

The  Commissioner  of  Health  is  the  nominal  head  of  each  bureau 
and  is  a  member  of  the  State  Milk  Regulation  Board,  Board  of 
Examiners  in  Chiropody,  Board  of  Examiners  of  Embalmers,  Tri- 
State  Commission  on  Pollution  and  is  State  Superintendent  of 
Vital  Statistics.  A  member  of  the  department  is  assigned  to  the 
board  of  management  of  each  of  the  county  temporary  homes.  The 
department  has  direct  contact  with  town,  borough  and  city  health 
officers  over  whom  it  has  supervisory  powers  and  to  whom  it  fur- 
nishes information  about  disease  control,  sanitary  protection  and 
health  promotion  to  aid  them  to  carry  on  public  health  work  in  their 
communities. 

Healing  Arts  and  its  Branches 

Practicioners  of  medicine  and  surgery,  osteopathy,  chiropractic, 
naturopathy,  midwifery  and  chiropody,  after  successfully  passing 
the  examination  of  the  respective  state  examining  boards  are  licensed 
to  practice  by  the  State  Department  of  Health.  On  request  of 
examining  boards  licenses  issued  are  suspended  or  revoked.  All 
those  holding  a  license  to  practice  medicine  and  surgery,  osteopathy, 
midwifery,  chiropractic,  naturopathy,  chiropody  or  nursing  are 
required  by  law  to  register  annually  with  the  State  Department  of 
Health. 

Hospitals  and  Public  Health  Laboratories 

The  department  inspects  and  licenses  all  hospitals  annually 
except  hospitals  for  the  insane,  hospitals  for  maternity  cases  only, 
and  institutions  supported  in  whole  or  in  part  by  the  state.  All 
public  health  laboratories  in  the  state  must  register  annually  with 
the  department.  Public  Health  Laboratories  that  make  application 
are  inspected  and  approved  by  the  department.  Laboratories 
doing  certain  examinations  of  milk  are  required  by  law  to  be  approved 
by  the  department. 

Trained  Personnel 

Each  of  the  eleven  bureaus  of  the  State  Department  of  Health  is 
directed  by  a  professionally  trained  and  experienced  person.  These 
bureaus  are:  Vital  Statistics,  Preventable  Diseases,  Sanitary  En- 
gineering, Laboratories,  Child  Hygiene,  including  dental  hygiene, 
Public  Health  Nursing,  Public  Health  Instruction,  including  nu- 
trition, Occupational  Diseases,  Venereal  Diseases  and  Mental 
Hygiene;  and  in  the  Bureau  of  Administration  are  the  Divisions  of 
Medical  Registration  and  Supplies. 
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The  personnel  of  the  department  consists  of  a  staff  of  physicians 
trained  in  their  particular  fields  of  public  health,  such  as  epidemiology, 
venereal  diseases,  child  hygiene,  psychiatry  and  occupational  dis- 
eases; sanitary  engineers  skilled  in  the  supervision  of  water  supplies, 
sewage  disposal,  stream  pollution,  and  refuse  disposal;  chemists, 
bacteriologists,  serologists,  statisticians,  public  health  nurses,  a 
dentist  and  a  dental  hygienist,  a  nutritionist,  industrial  hygiene 
experts,  mental  hygiene  specialists,  sanitary  inspectors  and  field 
workers.  The  supporting  clerical  staff  enables  the  department  to 
handle  its  vast  amount  of  correspondence,  render  •its  laboratory 
findings  and  make  its  innumerable  reports  on  the  great  variety  of 
public  health  matters. 

Public  Health  Instruction 

A  Bureau  of  Public  Health  Instruction  was  established  in  1923 
through  which  is  issued  data  concerning  preventive  medicine.  The 
publication  of  a  monthly  bulletin  has  been  continued  since  1887 
and  a  we  kly  bulletin  has  been  published  regularly  since  1919. 
These  bulletins,  reaching  about  4,000  and  1,000  people  respectively, 
are  also  sent  to  local  health  leaders  forwarding  currrent  information 
about  health,  the  newest  and  most  acceptable  practices  in  preventive 
health  work,  reports  of  state  wide  activities,  incidence  of  disease  in 
the  state  and  vital  statistics  for  all  towns  over  5,000  population  in 
the  state  which  form  the  basis  for  life  and  death  summaries  and 
trends.  Information  so  disseminated  is  also  extended  through  the 
press  in  the  state. 

In  1926  the  regular  health  lectures  and  talks  by  the  staff  were 
augmented  by  the  use  of  the  radio  and  broadcasting  has  continued 
weekly.  A  course  of  public  health  lectures  is  given  each  year  at 
accredited  hospital  training  schools  requesting  it  in  order  to  give 
senior  nurses  who  are  potential  community  leaders  a  bird's-eye 
view  of  public  health  problems.  Over  one  hundred  health  leaflets 
are  available  for  distribution.  A  press  service  is  maintained  whereby 
health  information  is  released  at  regular  intervals.  To  reach  the 
public  directly  in  outlying  sections  of  the  state  a  health  tent  and 
exhibit  is  sent  to  agricultural  fairs  each  season.  Motion  picture 
films  are  used  in  connection  with  fair  exhibits  as  well  as  for  loan 
service  to  communities  throughout  the  year. 

Births,  Deaths  and  Marriages 

Ever  since  the  State  Board  of  Health  was  established  in  1878, 
the  state's  vital  statistics  have  been  in  its  care.  Since  1897  all 
local  registrars  have  been  required  by  statute  to  send  copies  of  the 
vital  statistics  records  of  births,  deaths  and  marriages  to  the  depart- 
ment for  compilation  and  safe  keeping.  In  1890  Connecticut  was 
admitted  to  the  United  States  death  registration  area  and  in  1915 
became  a  charter  member  of  the  birth  registration  area. 

Copies  of  original  certificates  of  births,  deaths  and  marria^ 
are  received  monthly  by  the  Bureau  of  Vital  Statistics  from  local 
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registrars.  About  four  thousand  such  reports  are  handled  monthly. 
Death  records  are  coded  for  residence,  occupation,  cause  of  death, 
nationality,  age,  sex,  etc.  and  birth  records  are  similarly  coded. 
A  monthly  summary  of  reports  is  compiled  for  the  Connecticut 
Monthly  Health  Bulletin  and  a  yearly  summary  in  detail  for  the 
Annual  Connecticut  Registration  Report. 

Transcripts  of  all  records  received  are  also  sent  to  the  Federal 
Bureau  of  the  Census  where  they  are  tabultated  in  vital  statistics 
figures  for  the  nation.  Record  cards  punched  for  tabulating  are  kept 
alphabetically  by  name  and  town  to  be  studied  for  causes  of  death, 
with  reference  to  trend,  sex,  age  distribution,  seasonal  variation, 
etc.  Certified  copies  of  these  records  are  requested  daily  by  individu- 
als in  and  out  of  the  State. 

Preventable  Diseases 

Chapter  I  of  the  State  Sanitary  Code  declares  forty-four  diseases 
communicable  and  specifies  procedures  for  their  control  by  local 
health  officers.  The  State  Department  of  Health  is  required  by 
law  to  have  a  representative  visit  any  town  in  response  to  a  request 
by  the  local  health  officer  to  investigate  conditions  involving  a 
disease  hazard,  such  representatives  acting  as  advisors  to  the  local 
health  officer  who  is  charged  with  the  execution  of  measures  for 
disease  control.  However,  should  an  emergency  arise  in  the  absence 
or  disability  of  a  local  health  officer,  the  State  Department  of  Health 
is  empowered  by  law  to  take  charge  of  measures  in  a  local  com- 
munity. 

The  Bureau  of  Preventable  Diseases  is  called  upon  to  investigate 
cases  of  disease  that  occur  infrequently  such  as  smallpox,  anthrax, 
typhus  fever,  leprosy  or  tularemia  and  to  investigate  outbreaks  of 
common  diseases  like  scarlet  fever,  septic  sore  throat  or  typhoid 
fever.  In  any  investigation  the  first  purpose  is  to  find  the  source  of 
infection,  eliminate  the  cause  and  take  appropriate  measures  to 
prevent  spread  of  the  disease. 

The  law  authorizes  the  State  Department  of  Health  "to  procure 
diphtheria  antitoxin,  tetanus  antitoxin,  vaccine  lymph  or  other 
biologic  products  for  the  free  use  of  people  of  the  state  upon 
whom  the  purchase  thereof  would  impose  a  financial  hardship  and 
to  distribute  the  same  to  town,  city  and  borough  health  officers  who 
shall  furnish  the  same  to  such  persons  upon  recommendation  of 
attending  physicians."  In  the  case  of  antirabic  vaccine  the  law 
requires  the  town  where  exposure  occurred  to  give  antirabic  treat- 
ment and  provides  for  reimbursement  of  the  town  by  the  State 
Treasurer  from  the  dog  tax  funds.  The  State  Department  of  Health 
has  arranged  for  a  special  price  on  and  distribution  of  antirabic 
vaccine  purchased  by  local  authorities. 

Physicians  report  30,000  to  40,000  cases  of  communicable  diseases 
annually  to  the  local  health  officers  who  in  turn  transmit  reports  of 
such  cases  to  the  State  Department  of  Health.  The  statistical  data 
compiled  from  a  tabulation  of  these  reports  in  the  office  are  studied 
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and  the  information  thus  gained  with  reference  to  disease  incidence 
is  made  available  to  health  officers  and  others  interested  in  public 
health  through  department  publications. 

Venereal  Diseases 

Since  1927  there  have  been  3,600  to  3,900  cases  of  venereal  diseases 
reported  each  year  in  Connecticut,  thus  presenting  a  serious  health 
problem.  During  this  period  the  cases  of  syphilis  alone  haVe  aver- 
aged over  2,000  each  year  and  the  reports  of  gonorrhea  over  1,600 
cases. 

To  achieve  a  measure  of  control  over  infectious  cases  as  well  as 
medical  attention  of  the  indigent  cases  of  syphilis  and  gonorrhea  it 
is  necessary  to  establish  regular  medical  facilities  in  various  com- 
munities from  time  to  time.  This  is  done  through  clinics,  dispen- 
saries, treatment  stations  and  cooperating  hospitals  and  institutions. 
To  these  various  set-ups  certain  arsenicals  are  furnished  free.  The 
importance  of  this  work  cannot  be  overemphasized.  At  present 
there  are  19  clinics  and  dispensaries,  37  treatment  stations,  19 
cooperating  hospitals  and  institutions  conducting  treatment  courses, 
as  well  as  the  follow-up  of  sources  of  infection,  contacts  and  delin- 
quent cases,  so  necessary  because  many  victims  are  not  aware  of 
the  seriousness  of  these  diseases  and  so  neglect  medical  care  to  the 
detriment  of  the  health  of  their  community. 

Mental  Hygiene 

Mental  hygiene  work  in  the  department  began  in  1919.  Through 
a  general  educational  program  for  professional  people  and  lay  groups 
which  includes  studies  of  behavior  problems  and  assistance  in  making 
adjustment  to  normal  living,  it  is  aimed  to  promote  mental  health 
and  prevent  mental  breakdowns  to  the  end  that  fewer  mental  cases 
will  require  treatment  in  state  institutions  and  a  higher  level  of 
mental  health  will  be  found  throughout  the  state. 

Psychiatric  clinical  service  including  study,  diagnosis  and  treat- 
ment of  children  and  adults  has  in  the  past  been  available,  although 
this  service  has  been  necessarily  curtailed  to  some  extent  due  to  the 
drastic  cut  in  the  bureau  personnel.  Cases  are  referred  by  physicians, 
teachers,  nurses,  state  or  private  agencies,  judges,  probation  officers 
and  others.  Emphasis  is  placed  on  consideration  of  behavior  and 
personality  problems  in  children.  Consultation  service  for  indigents 
is  available  to  physicians,  public  health  nursing  associations,  social 
case  working  agencies  and  others  working  with  individuals  and 
families. 

The  Bureau  of  Mental  Hygiene  offers  information  and  advice 
concerning  private  and  state  hospitals  for  the  insane  and  feeble- 
minded, commitment  laws,  sterilization  laws,  and  operation  of  private 
mental  hospitals. 

Control  of  Occupational  Diseases 
Connecticut  ranks  third  among  the  states  in  the  percentage  of 
her  working  imputation  employed  in  manufacturing  and  mechanical 
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industries.  According  to  the  1930  census,  46  per  cent  of  her  working 
population  or  more  than  300,000  persons  are  so  employed. 

Occupational  disease  results  from  excessive  exposure  of  these 
individuals  to  any  of  the  seventy  or  more  groups  of  hazardous 
material,  processes  and  conditions  incident  to  their  employment. 

Working  environment  where  such  exposures  exist  are  investigated 
by  the  Bureau  of  Occupational  Diseases  which  is  provided  with  a 
laboratory  and  technical  personnel,  and  makes  field  surveys  and 
studies  of  the  working  environment,  including  special  physical  and 
chemical  determinations  of  gases,  fumes,  dusts,  vapors,  or  other 
toxic  material  and  conditions  which  may  affect  health. 

The  law  requires  physicians  to  report  all  cases  of  occupational 
disease  to  the  State  Department  of  Health. 

Water  Supply,  Sewerage  and  Sanitation  Problems 
There  are  102  public  water  supply  systems  in  the  state,  supplying 
water  to  approximately  ninety  per  cent  of  the  population.  These 
supplies  are  regularly  inspected  and  analyzed  by  the  State  Depart- 
ment of  Health.  All  plans  for  new  sources  of  water  supply,  new 
water  and  sewage  treatment  plants  and  refuse  disposal  systems  are 
filed  with  this  Department  and  must  here  be  approved.  Sanitary 
engineers  from  the  Bureau  of  Sanitary  Engineering  of  the  depart- 
ment consult  with  local  officials  on  water,  ice  and  sewerage  problems. 
Shellfish  growing  areas  and  production  methods  are  under  the 
supervision  of  the  department,  which  issues  permits  for  use  of  shell- 
fish areas  and  for  oyster  shucking  house  operations. 

Laboratories 

The  Bureau  of  Laboratories  of  the  department  located  at  247 
Pearl  Street,  Hartford,  maintains  a  staff  for  diagnostic  and  chemical 
examinations  of  specimens  and  samples  sent  in  by  health  officers 
and  physicians  throughout  the  state.  Positive  reports  of  diagnostic 
examinations  are  immediately  telephoned  to  physicians  sending 
specimens  to  enable  them  to  make  use  of  the  laboratory  results  in 
formulating  treatment. 

Water  samples  are  periodically  examined  from  public  and  in- 
stitutional water  supplies,  swimming  pools  and  bathing  beaches. 
Samples  from  wells  and  springs  are  examined  only  when  they  are 
submitted  by  the  health  officer  as  of  public  health  and  not  private 
interest.  Sewages,  sewage  effluents  and  industrial  wastes  from  cities 
and  institutions  and  for  the  State  Water  Commission  are  examined 
as  an  aid  in  stream  pollution  problems. 

Milk,  cream  and  ice  cream  samples,  specimens  of  ice,  sea  food  and 
miscellaneous  products  are  also  examined  as  a  safeguard  to  the 
public  health.  Likewise  the  laboratories  cooperate  with  the  State 
Commissioner  on  Domestic  Animals  by  examining  specimens  from 
animals  suspected  of  having  rabies,  anthrax,  glanders  or  other 
diseases  communicable  to  man, 
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Under  the  state  statutes,  the  testing  of  clinical  thermometers 
is  under  the  direction  of  the  State  Department  of  Health.  When 
a  manufacturer's  submitted  samples  are  found  to  conform  to  the 
standard,  that  firm  is  granted  a  license  by  the  department  to  sell 
such  thermometers  in  this  state  under  a  designated  CONN  SEAL 
letter.  Silver  nitrate  ampules  for  prophylactic  drops  for  babies' 
sore  eyes  are  manufactured  at  the  laboratories  and  distributed  to 
physicians  as  required. 

Maternal  and  Infant  Care  and  Child  Hygiene 

The  largest  part  of  the  work  of  the  Bureau  of  Child  Hygiene  is 
devoted  to  well  child  conferences  in  78  communities  and  summer 
round-ups.  Officers  and  local  committees,  the  State  Department  of 
Health  also  furnishes  medical  service  in  an  emergency  or  where  this 
is  not  available.  These  conferences  are  held  monthly,  bi-monthly, 
and  semi  annually.  Upwards  of  four  thousand  children  are  examined 
regularly,  and  their  mothers  are  given  health  advice,  all  defects 
found  requiring  medical  or  surgical  attention  being  referred  to  the 
family  physicians.  Examinations  include  a  dental  as  well  as  a  physi- 
cal examination  and  dental  prophylaxes  are  given  by  the  staff  dental 
hygienist  who  also  does  educational  work  in  mouth  hygiene  with  the 
parents. 

All  children  who  are  to  enter  school  for  the  first  time  in  the  fall  are 
enrolled  by  local  parent-teacher  associations  who  cooperate  in  carry- 
ing on  the  summer  "round-up."  Local  physicians  make  the  ex- 
aminations. A  fall  check-up  is  made  each  year  through  follow-up 
reports  showing  the  number  of  defects  corrected  since  the  summer 
examination  was  made. 

Prenatal  instruction  is  given  through  a  series  of  monthly  letters 
and  literature  on  prenatal  care.  Birth  certificates  received  in  the 
Bureau  of  Vital  Statistics  are  copied  and  sent  to  parents  together 
with  information  on  infant  care  and  diphtheria  immunization.  In 
15  cities  and  towns  the  distribution  of  birth  certificates  has  been 
delegated  to  the  local  health  officer. 

Midwives  are  licensed  by  and  are  under  the  supervision  of  the 
department. 

Public  Health  Nursing 

There  are  94  public  health  nursing,  mostly  volunteer,  organiza- 
tions in  Connecticut  covering  103  of  the  169  towns  and  cities  in  the 
state,  the  Bureau  of  Public  Health  Nursing  of  the  department 
acting  only  in  an  advisory  capacity  to  both  the  administrative 
group  and  the  nurse-director  of  the  local  organization.  The  Bureau 
advises  local  boards  in  selecting  a  nursing  personnel  and  assists 
trained  public  health  nurses  in  obtaining  positions. 

Nutrition 

Information  concerning  nutrition  is  extended  in  the  state  normally 
through  personal  conferences,  lectures,  radio  talks,  leaflets  and  special 
articles  on  the  general  principles  of  nutrition.    During  the  depression 
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the  demand  for  this  service  has  greatly  increased,  the  special  em- 
phasis being  placed  on  the  need  for  adequate  food  at  the  lowest  cost, 
and  advice  is  given  to  community  leaders  and  municipal  depart- 
ments charged  with  relief  work. 

The  motto  for  the  State  Department  of  Health  is  'Tor  a  Clean 
State  and  a  Healthy  People."  An  outline  of  "Its  Major  Activities" 
in  pamphlet  form  and  a  Health  Service  Bulletin  describing  all  forms 
of  health  educational  service  will  be  sent  to  any  resident  of  the  state 
on  request.

STATE  HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT. 

No  other  single  branch  of  the  Connecticut  State  Government  is 
more  expansive,  more  diversified  in  activities  or  has  more  far-reaching 
ramifications  than  the  State  Highway  Department  as  it  now  operates 
under  the  direction  of  Commissioner  John  A.  MacDonald.  Mr. 
MacDonald  became  the  Highway  Commissioner  on  July  1,  1923, 
the  third  successor  to  the  office  since  Connecticut's  one-man  com- 
missionership  was  established  in  1897.  This  commissionership 
succeeded  the  triple-headed  commission  authorized  by  the  Legisla- 
ture of  1895  and  which  began  operations  on  July  1  of  that  year. 

Every  city,  town,  village  and  hamlet  in  the  State  is  vitally  con- 
cerned in  the  State  Highway  Department  and  in  its  operation,  for 
roads  are  the  arteries  through  which  must  pass  not  only  private 
transportation  but  the  traffic  which  is  the  life-blood  of  Connecticut's 
commercial,  industrial  and  agricultural  enterprises.  To  meet  the 
needs  of  all  kinds  of  Connecticut  traffic  has  been  and  is  the  duty  of 
the  State  Highway  Department. 

So  rapidly  did  the  work  entailed  in  fulfilling  this  duty  grow  in  vol- 
ume as  the  years  progressed  that  the  commissioner  found  that  a  com- 
plete reorganization  of  his  department  along  modern,  scientific  lines 
was  essential.  Lack  of  space  and  equipment  prevented  this,  however, 
until  the  new  State  Office  Building  was  completed.  This  work  of 
reorganization  began  immediately  upon  the  Highway  Department 
occupying  its  new  quarters  in  the  State  Office  Building  in  1931,  and 
was  completed  at  the  start  of  the  fiscal  year  1932. 
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Under  this  reorganization,  there  were  created  the  Bureau  of  En- 
gineering and  Construction,  the  Bureau  of  Maintenance,  the  Bureau 
of  Highway  Boundaries  and  Rights  of  Way,  the  Bureau  of  Roadside 
Development,  and  the  department  of  administration,  all  of  which 
function  under  the  executive  deputy  commissioner,  and  ultimately 
the  Commissioner. 

Even  without  its  more  romantic  work  of  constructing  new  high- 
ways and  bridges  and  reconstructing  the  old,  the  highway  department 
would  have  a  considerable  task  in  merely  maintaining  in  proper 
condition  the  2400  miles  of  Trunk  Line  and  State  Aid  Roads  that 
have  already  been  improved,  most  of  it  with  hard  pavement  sur- 
facing. 

Vagaries  of  the  Connecticut  climate  make  highway  maintenance 
work  more  difficult  here  than  in  many  other  states.  Frost  enters  and 
leaves  the  ground  at  least  half  a  dozen  times  each  winter.  Each  time, 
the  pavements  first  contract  and  then  expand.  The  result  is  cracks 
and  holes  which  call  for  immediate  repair.  These  rapid  climatic 
changes  make  necessary  constant  attention  on  the  part  of  the  main- 
tenance forces.  The  entire  2400  miles  of  improved  road  must  be 
inspected  continually  and  the  public  protected  by  quick  repairs. 

During  the  warmer  seasons,  maintenance  work  is  mostly  directed 
at  repairing  the  more  general  damage  done  to  the  highways  by  the 
unceasing  flow  of  traffic.  This  job,  particularly  since  the  advent  of 
the  heavier  trucks,  has  annually  been  growing  more  sizeable.  Patch- 
ing and  even  the  replacement  of  whole  sections  of  pavement  are  the 
means  used  for  these  general  repairs. 

Not  only  the  pavements  but  the  adjacent  shoulders  of  the  high- 
ways must  be  kept  in  a  high  state  of  maintenance,  for  motorists 
must  at  times  use  these  shoulders  when  forced  to  turn  out  to  avoid 
accidents  or  for  parking  during  emergency  repairs.  By  annually 
treating  the  highway  shoulders  with  a  special  type  of  oil  mixed  with 
the  proper  grade  of  sand,  it  has  been  possible  to  build  shoulders  which 
are  almost  as  hard  and  firm  as  the  pavements  themselves.  This 
furnishes  additional  travel  surface  and  also  provides  for  proper 
drainage  from  the  pavements. 

Not  the  least  of  the  worries  of  the  Bureau  of  Maintenance  is  snow. 
In  Connecticut  snowfalls  may  vary  from  a  very  few  inches  to  three 
or  four  feet  in  depth.  The  maintenance  crews  must  be  prepared 
for  either  extreme.  Snow  removal  begins  automatically  when  the 
fall  reaches  a  depth  which  indicates  real  business,  the  crews  leaving 
the  160  department  garages  located  throughout  the  State  and  ad- 
vancing to  the  attack  with  plow-equipped  trucks  and  hand  im- 
plements. The  work  is  not  finished  when  the  roads  are  cleared, 
however,  for  then  must  come  the  work  of  sanding  to  guard  against 
ice  conditions,  a  task  that  often  lasts  for  several  days. 

The  building  of  modern  highways  whether  in  Connecticut  or 
elsewhere  calls  for  expert  engineering  services.  Connecticut  has  been 
fortunate  in  having  in  its  employ  a  corp  of  engineers  of  this  tvpe, 
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pioneers  in  the  development  of  the  newer  type  of  highway  designed 
to  permit  greater  travelling  speed  with  increased  safety.  Two 
main  features  are  evident  in  all  construction  and  reconstruction 
operations,  first,  the  elimination  and  flattening  of  sharp  curves 
to  improve  the  motorists'  sight  line,  and  second,  the  cutting 
and  balancing  of  grades  to  eliminate  the  dangers  involved  in  steep 
ascents  and  descents.  In  addition  to  the  construction  of  the  Trunk 
Line  highways,  the  State  Highway  Department  has  always  been 
mindful  of  the  needs  of  the  towns  and  to  this  end  a  very  complete 
system  of  secondary  or  State  Aid  Roads  has  been  completed.  The 
same  care  is  exercised  in  the  planning  and  developing  of  the  State 
Aid  System  as  is  followed  in  the  Trunk  Line  highways,  although  of 
course  the  type  of  construction  may  differ. 

In  the  preparation  of  plans  preliminary  surveys  are  followed  by 
construction  of  the  road  on  paper,  and  these  first  plans  are  given 
careful  attention  so  that  the  lines  and  grades  may  be  of  the  best 
and  so  designed  as  to  carry  travel  with  a  minimum  of  traffic  hazard. 
Specifications  are  drawn  to  meet  each  item  of  work.  The  project  is 
officially  advertised  and  bids  are  publicly  opened  and  read.  The 
contract  is  awarded  to  the  lowest  bidder,  unless  in  •very  rare  instances 
where  serious  errors  are  found  in  the  estimates,  or  the  bidding  firm 
may  not  be  financially  responsible.  Contracts  are  drawn  with  equal 
care.    The  basis  of  award  is  the  unit  price  per  item. 

All  of  the  materials  which  go  into  Connecticut  highways  in  con- 
struction, reconstruction  or  maintenance  must  be  of  the  grade 
specified  by  the  highway  department's  testing  laboratory  at  Port- 
land. At  this  laboratory  specifications  for  all  materials  are  prepared 
and  against  these  specifications  are  tested  the  materials  themselves. 
Even  the  sand  which  goes  into  the  concrete  must  be  of  a  certain 
quality,  and  screening  and  the  paint  used  on  direction  signs  must 
match  the  stipulated  requirements.  The  laboratory  also  conducts 
strength  tests  of  concrete,  using  cores  taken  from  the  road  after 
completion,  to  learn  if  the  contractor  has  adhered  to  the  formula 
for  mixing  the  concrete. 

Before  the  construction  operations  can  begin,  the  State  must 
own  the  right  of  way  through  which  a  new  road  is  to  pass  or  into 
which  an  old  one  is  to  be  changed  from  its  existing  course,  to  secure  a 
better  line.  The  Bureau  of  Highway  Boundaries  and  Rights  of  Way 
has  the  job  of  establishing  for  the  State  a  clear  title  to  the  land.  This 
includes  not  only  the  actual  purchase,  but  the  handling  of  the  legal 
phases  which  are  involved. 

Both  before  and  after  construction,  the  Bureau  of  Roadside 
Development  has  a  job  to  perform.  Before  all  construction  and  re- 
construction operations  the  bureau  goes  on  a  * 'rescue"  tour,  the  object 
of  which  is  to  gather  and  conserve  all  worth-while  trees,  shrubs,  and 
other  growths  which  after  completion  of  the  project  can  either  be 
replanted  along  the  roadside,  or  transplanted  to  the  bureau's  five 
stockyards  for  cultivation  and  later  planting  along  some  other  part 
of  the  highway  system.   Conservation  is  the  watchcry  of  this  division, 
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since  it  uses  in  roadside  planting  the  growths  most  natural  to  the 
particular  location. 

Although  the  Bureau  of  Roadside  Development  (formerly  the 
Landscape  Division)  has  been  in  existence  less  than  ten  years,  it  has 
already  developed  for  Connecticut  a  complete  program  of  roadside 
beautification.  Already  the  bureau  has  planted  mile  after  mile  of 
roadside  with  new  trees  and  shrubs,  created  scores  of  highway 
gardens  at  intersections  and  spots  left  clear  by  reconstruction,  built 
dozens  of  roadside  parking  and  picnic  spots,  planted  with  flowering 
vines  previously  barren  and  sandy  slopes,  pruned  out  trees  branches 
and  cleared  underbrush  to  open  previously  hidden  water  views, 
unearthed  and  adorned  formerly  lost  historical  landmarks. 

Through  the  policy  of  conservation,  practically  all  of  this  work 
has  been  accomplished  with  little  cost  to  the  State  except  for  ad- 
ministration and  actual  labor.  The  bureau's  stockyards  are  well 
stocked  with  growths  of  all  types  which  are  now  being  cultivated  for 
future  use  in  enhancing  the  beauty  of  the  Connecticut  highway 
system;  and  the  plans  for  this  use  are  well  advanced. 

This  narrative,  to  be  sure,  gives  rather  a  general  picture,  but 
unfortunately,  eliminates  such  important  items  as  the  workings  of 
the  department  of  administration,  the  details  of  the  work  of  the 
engineers,  the  surveyors,  the  draftsmen,  the  methods  of  handling 
the  financing  of  State  Aid  and  Town  Aid  roads,  the  highway  systema- 
tized accounting  preparation  of  the  voluminous  annual  reports,  the 
signing  of  highways  to  guide  the  motorist  along  the  right  roads,  the 
conduct  of  the  Connecticut  River  ferries,  the  operation  of  draw 
bridges  over  navigable  waters,  the  inspection  and  maintenance  of  all 
bridges,  the  development  of  formulae  for  quick  hardening  and  curing 
of  concrete,  the  methods  of  building  the  various  types  of  pavement, 
the  clearing  of  roadside  spaces  of  underbrush  and  leaves  to  prevent 
the  outbreak  of  forest  fire,  the  supervision  of  public  utility  overhead 
and  underground  services  within  the  highway  rights  of  way,  the 
supervision  over  trees  in  that  area,  the  preparation  of  reports  on 
road  conditions  and  dozens  of  kindred  functions,  all  of  which  are 
necessary  in  building  and  maintaining  for  the  people  of  Connecticut 
a  system  of  highways  which  is  second  to  none.

CONNECTICUT  INSURANCE  DEPARTMENT. 

The  primary  function  of  the  Connecticut  Insurance  Department 
which  was  established  about  70  years  ago  is  to  protect  the  insuring 
public,  and  it  seeks  to  do  this  in  various  ways. 

All  insurance  companies  and  those  who  represent  them  as  agents 
must  obtain  a  license  from  the  Department  before  being  permitted 
to  do  business  in  Connecticut.  A  company  must  meet  important 
requirements  as  to  financial  condition  and  reputation  before  a  license 
is  issued  to  it,  and  an  agent  must  pass  a  written  test  as  to  his  know- 
ledge of  insurance  matters  in  order  to  obtain  his  license. 

The  licenses  to  companies  and  agents  are  renewed  annually. 
Refusal  to  renew  or  revocation  of  an  agent's  license  may  result  from 
complaints  of  ' 'twisting,"  rebating,  or  other  illegal  or  unethical 
activities  substantiated  by  a  hearing  before  the  Supervisor  of  Licenses 
or  the  Commissioner.  The  state  laws  provide  a  jail  penalty  or  fine, 
or  both,  on  conviction  for  selling  insurance  without  a  license,  or  for 
selling  insurance  in  a  company  unlicensed  in  Connecticut.  There 
are  about  7000  licensed  agents  in  the  state. 

Every  insurance  company  licensed  by  the  Connecticut  Insurance 
Department  is  required  to  file  with  the  Department  a  complete 
statement  showing  its  condition  as  of  the  last  day  of  the  calendar 
year  on  forms  prescribed  by  the  Department.  These  statements, 
filed  by  some  470  insurance  companies  writing  various  kinds  of 
business,  are  carefully  examined  and  audited  by  a  corps  of  expert 
examiners  under  the  supervision  of  the  Chief  Examiner  and  the 
Actuaries  of  the  Department.  Companies  shown  by  the  statements 
to  be  facing  difficulties  are  asked  to  strengthen  their  resources  as  a 
condition  of  continuing  to  operate  in  Connecticut  and  to  file  semi- 
annual or  quarterly  reports  until  such  time  as  the  Department 
believes  the  danger  of  their  becoming  unable  to  discharge  their 
obligations  to  policyholders  in  Connecticut  has  passed.    If  the  audit 
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shows  the  company  to  be  in  a  dangerous  or  insolvent  condition,  its 
license  to  transact  business  in  Connecticut  is  revoked  or  its  renewal 
refused. 

The  Department  is  required  by  law  to  examine  Connecticut 
companies,  that  is,  companies  chartered  by  this  state  and  having 
their  home  offices  in  Connecticut,  every  four  years.  This  is  in  addit- 
ion to  the  audit  of  their  annual  statements.  A  company  examination 
is  very  thorough,  the  examiners  making  complete  verification  of  its 
assets  and  liabilities,  and  investigating  all  matters  pertaining  to  its 
financial  standing  and  operations.  Some  Connecticut  companies 
maintain  Departments  in  the  Middle  West  and  on  the  Pacific  Coast 
at  San  Francisco  to  supervise  the  business  in  those  sections  of  the 
country,  and  it  is  necessary  to  send  examiners  there  so  that  the 
company  examination  may  be  complete  in  every  way. 

When  a  company  of  another  state  is  permitted  to  do  business  in 
Connecticut,  a  condition  of  such  authorization  is  that  the  insurance 
commissioner  be  appointed  attorney  in  this  state  for  service  of  process 
in  legal  actions.  Insurance  companies  which  are  not  licensed  to 
operate  in  Connecticut  cannot  be  sued  in  this  state,  and  may  be  sued 
only  in  the  state  in  which  they  have  their  headquarters. 

An  important  feature  of  the  audit  of  the  annual  statements  of  the 
companies  is  an  analysis  of  their  securities  which  is  made  by  the 
experts  in  the  securities'  division. 

Another  division  of  the  department  computes  the  reserves  of  every 
policy  in  force  in  the  five  Connecticut  life  insurance  companies,  a 
card  being  kept  on  file  for  each  policy,  and  brought  up  to  date  by 
adjusting  for  new  business,  cancellations,  policy  changes  and  similar 
items. 

The  department's  annual  receipts  are  approximately  a  million 
dollars,  derived  from  the  premium  taxes  collected  under  our  recipro- 
cal laws,  fees  for  policy  valuations,  company  licenses,  agents'  and 
brokers'  licenses,  filing  of  statements  and  papers,  and  similar  sources. 

Through  the  medium  of  the  National  Convention  of  Insurance 
Commissioners,  the  Department  keeps  in  close  touch  with  the 
activities  of  insurance  departments  of  other  states,  especially  with 
regard  to  developments  which  are  best  handled  through  cooperative 
effort. 

In  addition  to  protecting  the  interest  of  the  insuring  public,  it  is 
the  policy  of  the  Connecticut  Insurance  Department  to  safeguard 
and  promote  the  welfare  of  the  companies  chartered  in  this  State 
in  connection  with  their  operations  here  and  throughout  the  country. 
Insurance  is  one  of  the  outstanding  industries  of  our  State,  con- 
tributing to  its  prestige  through  the  fine  record  of  Connecticut 
companies,  aiding  materially  in  the  economic  success  of  our  State, 
through  the  medium  of  investments,  people  employed,  and  wages, 
taxes,  and  other  expenditures  disbursed  in  the  State.  The  insurance 
business  of  Connecticut  is  something  of  prime  importance  to  our 
State  to  be  cherished  and  developed.

STATE   LABOR  DEPARTMENT. 

The  Department  of  Labor  and  Factory  Inspection  has,  in  general, 
three  main  functions:  the  enforcement  of  the  labor  laws  and  super- 
vision of  labor  conditions  of  Connecticut,  the  collection  of  statistics 
and  other  information  relevant  to  labor  and  industry  of  the  State, 
and  the  provision  of  an  organized  labor  market  (for  people  seeking 
work  and  for  employers  with  vacant  positions.) 

Broadly  stated  the  Labor  Department  performs  these  duties  for 
the  purpose  of  promoting  the  material  and  social  welfare  of  the 
working  men  and  women  of  the  State. 

The  work  of  this  department  is  directed  by  a  Commissioner  of 
Labor  and  Factory  Inspection  aided  by  two  Deputy  Commissioners 
all  of  whom  are  appointed  by  the  Commissioner  and  may  be  re- 
moved by  him  at  any  time.  Each  Deputy  Commissioner  is  in 
charge  of  one  of  two  subordinate  bodies  composing  the  Labor 
Department — (a)  the  Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics  and  (b)  the  De- 
partment of  Factory   Inspection. 
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It  is  the  function  of  the  Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics  to  collect  informa- 
tion upon  the  general  subject  of  labor  and  particularly  upon  hours, 
wage  rates,  earnings,  employment  and  other  relevant  material. 
To  aid  in  the  securing  of  such  information  the  Deputy  Commissioner 
possesses  legal  power  to  examine  books,  records,  documents  and  to 
call  witnesses. 

One  of  the  most  important  services  provided  by  the  Labor  De- 
partment is  that  of  the  organization  of  the  Labor  market  by  means 
of  an  employment  office  system  associated  with  the  Bureau  of  Labor 
Statistics.  These  employment  offices  exist  to  bring  together  the 
unemployed  worker  and  the  vacant  job  with  the  least  expense  and 
effort.  It  may  be  of  interest  to  note  that  no  state  employment 
office  may  receive  or  charge  any  fee,  direct  or  indirect,  for  its  ser- 
vices to  persons  making  use  of  its  facilities. 

At  present  there  are  six  of  these  offices,  located  in  Bridgeport, 
Hartford,  New  Haven,  Norwich,  Stamford  and  Waterbury.  Form- 
erly under  direct  supervision  of  the  Deputy  Commissioner  in  charge 
of  the  Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics,  they  are  now  affiliated  with  the 
United  States  Employment  Service  under  the  terms  of  the  Wagner- 
Peyser  Act  (adopted  by  Congress,  1933,  and  providing  for  a  national 
and  state  employment  system)  and  are  in  charge  of  a  State  Director 
of  Employment  Offices.  For  the  support  of  this  sytem  in  Connect- 
icut, the  Federal  Government  matches  the  amount  of  money 
appropriated  by  the  State  for  this  purpose.  It  is  provided  by  law 
that  branch  offices  may  be  established  in  any  city  of  the  State  and, 
is  established,  they  must  be  operated  by  the  nearest  existing  bureau 
and  financed  from  its  appropriation. 

The  regulation  and  inspection  of  private  fee  charging  employment 
offices  is  also  a  duty  of  the  Deputy  Commissioner  supervising  the 
work  of  the  Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics. 

Finally,  in  this  sub-division  of  the  Labor  Department  there  is  an 
Industrial  Investigator,  a  specially  trained  woman  whose  job  is  to 
investigate  and  report  on  all  matters  pertaining  to  the  welfare  of 
employed  women  and  minors.  Specifically,  her  duties  include  the 
investigation  of  hours  of  work,  wages,  working  conditions  and  living 
expenses  of  women  and  minors  engaged  in  manufacturing  establish- 
ments and  retail  stores,  restaurants,  laundries,  public  utilities,  hair 
dressing  and  beauty  parlors  and  other  occupations. 

The  administration  of  the  Mimimum  Wage  Law  for  women 
and  minors  is  carried  out  by  a  Director  appointed  by  the  Commission- 
er of  Labor.  This  Director  has  the  duty  of  investigating  and  ascer- 
taining the  wages  of  women  and  minors  employed  in  any  industry, 
business  or  trade  which  pays  to  such  employees  an  unfair  and 
oppressive  scale  of  wages.  Domestic  service  and  agricultural 
occupations  do  not  come  under  the  terms  of  the  Act.  Such  an 
investigation  must  also  be  conducted  upon  petition  of  fifty  or  more 
residents  of  the  State. 
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Upon  the  basis  of  the  investigation  made,  a  wage  board  composed 
of  an  equal  number  of  representatives  of  the  employers  and  em- 
ployees in  the  specified  industry  or  business  and  also  of  the  public 
may  be  appointed  by  the  Commissioner  to  fix  a  fair  wage  rate. 
Legal  power  to  obtain  any  information  necessary  to  carry  out  the 
duties  of  the  office  is  vested  in  this  official. 

The  work  of  the  Industrial  Investigator  supplements  that  of  the 
Department  of  Factory  Inspection  which  performs  similar  duties 
over  a  wider  field.  Briefly,  the  sole  task  of  this  department  is  the 
examination  of  all  buildings  where  machinery  is  used  and  the  in- 
vestigation of  working  conditions,  such  as  safety  and  sanitary 
arrangements  and  hours  of  work. 

To  perform  these  functions  the  Deputy  Commissioner  of  this 
department  has  seventeen  Deputy  Factory  Inspectors  of  whom 
not  less  than  two  nor  more  than  six  are  women. 

The  duties  of  this  department  are  outlined  in  some  detail  below: 

(1)  The  inspection  of  all  places  of  employment — factories, 
foundries,  mercantile  establishments,  retail  bakeries,  etc.  to  deter- 
mine that  laws  referring  to  the  health  and  safety  of  employees  are 
complied  with. 

(2)  Supervision  of  working  hours  and  employment  of  women 
and  children. 

(3)  The  regulation  and  licensing  of  all  tenement  houses  used 
for  manufacturing  and  homework. 

(4)  The  lodging  of  complaints  with  prosecuting  officers  for 
violations  of  any  section  of  the  labor  laws. 

In  addition  to  these  functions  this  department  also  is  required 
to  register  all  factories  employing  three  or  more  persons  and,  as 
far  as  its  power  allows,  attempts  to  collect  wages  withheld  from 
employees. 

Although  most  of  the  work  of  inspection  and  enforcement  is 
done  by  the  Labor  Department,  it  is  at  times  aided  by  other  depart- 
ments, some  of  whose  duties  overlap  those  of  this  department. 
Thus,  in  enforcing  the  observation  of  the  sanitary  code  it  has  the 
cooperation  of  the  Department  of  Health ;  the  Department  of  Edu- 
cation aids  in  the  regulation  and  investigation  of  the  employment 
of  children;  the  inspection  of  theatres  and  moving  picture  nouses 
is  carried  on  by  the  State  Police;  and  the  Workmen's  Compensation 
Commission  has  charge  of  the  application  and  enforcement  of  the 
Workmen's  Compensation  Act. 

In  conjunction  with  the  Department  of  Labor  there  is  a  State 
Board  of  Mediation  and  Arbitration  to  settle  grievances  arising 
between  employers  and  employees.  This  board  is  composed  of 
three  members  who  are  appointed  by  the  Governor  and  serve  two 
years  without  pay.  Two  members  of  the  board  are  chosen  from 
the  parties  receiving  the  greatest  number  of  votes  in  the  last  State 
election,  and  the  third  is  a  representative  of  a  labor  organization 
of  the  State.    To  this  board  may  be  submitted  in  writing  for  arbi- 
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tration  or  mediation  any  grievance  arising  between  employers  and 
employees  with  the  condition  that  for  a  period  of  ten  days  during 
which  the  board  prepares  its  decision,  business  shall  proceed  as 
usual. 

Finally,  the  Labor  Department  attempts  to  set  new  labor  stand- 
ards by  initiating  legislation,  although  this  function  is  not  pre- 
scribed by  law,  and  also,  by  cooperation  with  other  states,  endeavors 
to  promote  uniform  labor  legislation.

WORKMEN'S  COMPENSATION. 

Before  the  passage  of  compensation  laws,  a  person  who  had 
been  injured  in  the  course  of  his  work  and  because  of 'it  could  sue 
to  recover  damages  from  his  employer  only  if  the  employer  had 
been  guilty  of  some  act  of  omission  or  commission  which  had 
caused  or  contributed  to  the  injury.  However,  when  he  did  bring 
suit,  he  was  immediately  confronted  with  one  or  more  of  the  follow- 
ing defenses:  (1)  that  he  had  been  guilty  of  contributory  negli- 
gence; (2)  that  the  injury  which  he  had  suffered  was  manifestly 
a  risk  of  his  employment  which  he  must  have  known  about  and 
taken  into  consideration  before  he  went  to  work;  (3)  that  the 
injury  was  due  to  the  negligence  of  a  fellow  servant  or  co-worker. 

These  doctrines  took  form  in  the  early  days  of  industrial  work- 
but  when  they  v/ere  extended  to  cover,  for  example,  accidents 
occurring  in  great  industries  such  as  railroads  with  thousands  of 
employees  no  one  of  whom  could  possibly  know  most  of  his  fellow 
workmen,  and  when  it  had  reached  a  point  where  a  switch  handler 
in  Stamford  was  presumed  to  have  knowledge  of  the  characteristics 
of  an  engineer  coming  from  Pittsfield,  public  opinion  revolted 
against  such  a  system.  A  line  of  court  decisions  had  grown  up 
wherein,  for  example,  an  injured  worker  who  had  complained  of 
defects  in  his  tools,  and  who  was  later  injured  because  of  the  defects, 
could  not  recover  damages  from  his  employer  regardless  of  the 
fact  that  he  had  made  known  to  the  employer  the  fact  that  the 
tools  furnished  were  improper.  To  tell  a  man  under  these  condi- 
tions that  he  was  not  entitled  to  damages  and  that  he  had  assumed 
the  risk  of  the  defective  tools  or  machine  was  offensive  to  the  com- 
mon sense  of  the  average  man,  hence  there  grew  up  over  the  conti-

nent  of  Europe,  particularly  in  Germany  and  England,  what  were 
known  as  workmen's  compensation  laws,  wherein  defenses  of 
negligence,  assumption  of  risk,  and  negligence  of  a  fellow  employee 
were  taken  away  from  the  employer  in  actions  to  recover  for  in- 
juries sustained  in  employment. 

And  so  the  General  Assembly  of  Connecticut  at  its  1913  session 
passed  the  "Workmen's  Compensation  Act"*  of  this  State,  effective 
for  certain  purposes  on  October  1,  1913,  and  for  all  purposes  on 
January  1,  1914.  At  this  time  our  State  adopted  the  principle 
that  injuries  sustained  in  industry  should  be  paid  for  regardless  of 
the  fault  of  the  injured,  and  that  the  cost  thereof  should  be  made 
a  charge  on  industry,  but  in  the  final  analysis  passed  on  to  the 
ultimate  consumer  as  part  of  the  cost  of  the  finished  product. 
This  statute  had  the  unusual  distinction  of  being  passed  by  the 
General  Assembly  without  a  dissenting  vote,  although  the  Senate 
at  that  time  was  of  one  party  and  the  House  of  another.  The  then 
Governor  saw  fit  to  set  up  a  commission  composed  of  members  of 
both  parties,  and  at  present  the  compensation  commission  is  bi- 
partisan. It  should  also  be  noted  that  although  Connecticut  did 
not  adopt  the  first  compensation  statute  in  this  country,  it  was  the 
first  State  to  afford  to  injured  workmen  medical,  surgical  and 
hospital  care  without  limit  as  to  time  or  amount. 

The  commission  then,  as  now,  was  composed  of  five  persons 
designated  by  law  as  "commissioners,"  although  the  fact  is  that 
these  commissioners  have  practically  all  the  powers  of  a  judge  and, 
in  addition  to  their  various  administrative  duties,  conduct  what 
is  commonly,  though  not  accurately,  called  a  "court."  Their 
duties  are  to  say  the  least  quasi-judicial.  They  hear  testimony 
taken  under  oath,  make  findings  of  fact  which  are  final  and  cannot 
be  disturbed  on  appeal  if  supported  by  proper  evidence,  can  compel 
the  appearance  of  witnesses,  and  generally  do  all  of  those  things 
which  are  ordinarily  done  by  the  judges  of  our  courts.  The  State 
has  been  fortunate  in  retaining  practically  during  a  twenty-year 
period  three  of  the  original  members  appointed  by  Governor  Bald- 
win. It  has  been  said  more  than  once  by  persons  qualified  to  express 
an  authoritative  opinion  that  the  Connecticut  statute  is  the  best 
administered  of  any  compensation  statute  in  the  United  States. 
Much  credit  for  this  must  go  to  the  late  Frederic  M.  Williams,  who, 
although  not  originally  appointed  to  the  chairmanship,  has  actually 
had  the  distinction  of  occupying  this  office  from  the  enactment  of 
the  law  until  his  death  in  February,  1934.  Devoting  as  he  has  all 
his  time  and  talents  to  the  development  of  the  compensation  sys- 
tem and  to  the  interpretation  of  its  various  provisions,  he  has  long 
been  considered  probably  the  leading  expert  on  compensation 
matters  in  the  United  States.  He  transmitted  to  the  other  members 
of  the  commission  his  enthusiasm  for  a  proper  administration  of 

*At  the  legislative  committee  hearings  on  the  hill,  the  Connecticut  Federation 
of  Labor  was  represented  as  attorney  by  Mr.  Cornelius  J.  Danaher,  of  Meriden, 
father  of  the  present  Secretary  of  the  State. 
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the  law,  with  the  result  that  the  Supreme  Court  of  Errors  has 
uniformly  upheld  the  decisions  of  the  commissioners,  and  they  have 
been  widely  quoted  as  authority  in  other  jurisdictions. 

This  law  applies  to  all  employers  having  more  than  four  employees 
and  to  all  employees  of  such  employers  unless  either  has  given 
proper  notice  that  he  refuses  to  accept  the  provisions  of  the  Com- 
pensation Act.  Where  there  is  a  refusal  so  to  accept,  the  old  com- 
mon law  applies  to  injuries;  in  the  case  of  an  employer,  however, 
who  rejects  the  law,  the  penalty  for  his  rejection  is  the  loss  to  him 
of  the  old  common  law  defenses  above  referred  to.  While  originally 
there  were  constitutional  objections  to  a  compulsory  statute,  it 
would  seem,  in  view  of  the  number  of  rejections  which  are  being 
filed  with  the  various  offices  and  because  of  the  waiver  statute,  that 
the  time  has  probably  now  arrived  for  making  our  statute  com- 
pulsory rather  than  elective. 

This  commission  supervises  the  prompt  payment  of  certain 
scheduled  benefits  to  injured  persons,  sees  to  it  that  proper  medical 
attention  is  furnished,  and  that,  generally,  the  provisions  of  the 
law  are  properly,  promptly  and  fairly  carried  out.  Undisputed 
cases  are  adjudicated  by  agreements,  subject  to  the  approval  and 
scrutiny  of  the  commissioner  having  jurisdiction;  but  matters  in 
which  disputes  arise  are  decided  after  informal  hearings  or  trials. 
At  these  hearings  or  trials,  sworn  testimony  is  taken  under  the  super- 
vision of  a  single  commissioner,  findings  of  fact  and  judgments  are 
made  on  the  evidence  thus  taken  and  filed  with  the  Superior  Court. 
After  ten  days  these  judgments  become  final  and  execution  for 
their  payment  may  be  taken  from  the  Clerk  of  the  Court  in  the 
same  way  as  if  the  judgment  had  been  originally  rendered  by  the 
Superior  Court  itself.  From  such  decisions,  however,  appeals  may 
be  taken  to  the  courts,  but  no  new  evidence  is  heard  on  appeal  and 
the  sole  questions  reviewed  by  the  Superior  Court  or  Supreme 
Court  are  matters  of  law  and  not  of  fact.  These  hearings  or  trials 
are  held  on  a  ten-day  notice  sent  out  by  the  commissioner's  office. 
No  formal  pleadings  are  required  and  prompt  judgment  is  rendered, 
so  that  both  parties  may  know  early  exactly  what  their  situation 
may  be,  a  great  advantage  over  the  usual  law  suit  in  a  common 
law  court  with  all  its  delays  as  to  pleadings  and  reaching  trial. 

The  statute  provides  for  an  office  in  each  of  the  five  Congressional 
Districts  administered  by  a  commissioner  with  a  Chairman  em- 
powered to  call  meetings  to  pass  on  various  matters  of  procedure, 
to  make  reports  to  the  Governor  and  recommendations  to  the 
General  Assembly.  Each  commissioner,  however,  has  sole  juris- 
diction over  injuries  occurring  in  his  own  district,  being  answerable 
for  his  official  conduct  only  to  the  people  of  the  State,  and  subject  to 
removal  by  the  Governor  after  hearing  for  cause  shown.  The  term 
is  for  a  five-year  period,  the  term  of  one  commissioner  expiring  on 
January  1st  of  each  year. 

Since  their  establishment  the  various  compensation  offices  have 
become  the  advisory  bureaus  to  various  persons  on  every  conceiv- 
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able  type  of  legal  difficulty.  The  law  provides  that  the  commis- 
sioner shall  do  the  things  necessary  properly  to  carry  out  the  spirit 
of  the  compensation  law,  and  in  order  to  comply  with  this  legal 
mandate  it  is  necessary  that  a  commissioner  give  or  secure  advice 
on  many  social  and  economic  questions.  It  may  be  that  an  injured 
husband  is  not  turning  in  to  the  family  fund  for  its  support  the 
compensation  which  he  is  receiving,  and  hence  the  commissioner 
must  intervene  to  straighten  out  the  family  difficulties  and  have 
the  money  applied  to  the  proper  purpose.  A  lump  sum  settlement 
may  be  sought  by  some  claimant  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing 
real  estate,  for  a  home,  or  for  a  business,  and  before  deciding  whether 
such  a  lump  sum  is  necessary  and  just,  the  commissioner,  usually 
through  the  gratuitous  cooperation  of  some  expert,  must  find  out 
whether  or  not  the  investment  is  proper;  hearings  and  conferences 
very  often  disclose  that  the  injured  has  back  wages  due  him,  and 
it  is  necessary  that  he  be  put  in  touch  with  the  proper  agencies  for 
the  collection  of  his  money.  It  is  sometimes  discovered  after  hear- 
ing that  dangerous  employment  conditions  exist,  and  the  employer 
is  advised  by  the  commissioner  not  only  that  the  conditions  must 
be  remedied,  but  very  often  also  as  to  the  method  to  be  employed 
or  the  type  of  expert  to  be  retained.  Mutual  benefit  societies  may 
maintain  that  they  are  not  responsible  for  weekly  indemnity  to 
persons  who  are  on  the  compensation  rolls;  sometimes  these 
societies  are  correct  in  their  contentions,  other  times  they  are  not, 
and  this  also  is  a  matter  which  must  receive  the  attention  of  the 
compensation  office.  Problems  such  as  these  are  part  of  the  ordinary 
daily  routine  of  a  compensation  commissioner  and  are  in  additition 
to  his  other  administrative  duties  and  the  trial  of  his  cases.  There 
is  probably  no  field  of  law  or  social  service  into  which  the  far- 
reaching  effects  of  the  compensation  law  do  not  extend.  The  com- 
missioner, therefore,  must  be  prepared  and  willing  at  all  times  to 
render,  so  far  as  he  can,  proper  advice  as  to  the  solution  of  multi- 
tudinous and  vexing  problems  which  confront  injured  workers  and 
other  persons,  who,  for  some  reason,  come  to  these  offices  with 
their  various  troubles.  Being,  as  they  are,  the  only  offices  through 
which  many  persons  have  any  contact  at  all  with  their  government, 
the  commissioner  really  has  no  option  but  to  endeavor  as  best  he 
can  to  solve  the  problems  which  inquirers  bring  to  him. 

Roughly  speaking,  the  commission  in  a  two-year  period  super- 
vises the  expenditure  of  something  over  $7,000,000,  more  than 
half  of  which  represents  money  payments  to  injured  workers,  and 
the  balance  expenses  incurred  by  insurers  or  self-insurers  in  furnish- 
ing the  required  medical,  surgical  and  hospital  relief.  Such  a  task 
requires  not  only  careful  supervision  and  practically  the  entire 
time  of  the  various  commissioners,  but  it  also  requires  patience 
and  tact  to  a  considerable  degree.  Much  of  the  business  done  is 
with  persons  who  are  not  too  well  educated  and  who,  because  of 
injuries,  are  in  the  frame  of  mind  where  it  is  most  difficult  to  talk 
with  them  calmly  and  intelligently.  The  fact  that  the  law  has 
functioned  over  a  long  period  of  time  with  the  minimum  of  com- 
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plaint  and  with  practically  no  friction  between  employee  and  em- 
ployer as  to  its  provisions  or  administration  speaks  eloquently  for 
the  efficient  manner  in  which  the  commission  is  doing  the  job 
entrusted  to  it.

LIQUOR  CONTROL  COMMISSION.

THE  LIQUOR  CONTROL  COMMISSION. 

Few  public  measures  have  been  adopted  by  the  General  Assembly 
of  Connecticut  which  have  constituted  such  a  storm  center  as 
developed  around  the  ''Liquor  Control  Act"  adopted  at  the  1933 
Session.  As  its  title  implies,  the  act  contemplates  "control"  of 
alcoholic  liquors.  Curiously,  whatever  control  has  been  set  up  has 
referred  only  to  the  various  modes  of  sale  and  the  places  where 
alcoholic  liquors  are  to  be  sold.  There  is  no  prohibition  against 
transportation.  The  act  provides  for  sales  of  alcoholic  liquors  under 
various  forms  of  permits  which  are  allocable  to  defined  classes  of 
permittees. 

Manufacturers'  and  wholesalers'  permits  authorize  manufacture 
and  sale  just  as  their  titles  imply.  A  system  of  package  stores  was 
created  authorizing  either  wholesale  or  retail  sale  of  alcoholic  liquor 
in  sealed  containers  of  not  less  than  one  quart  capacity,  provided  that 
no  consumption  of  the  contents  may  be  had  on  the  premises.  Hotel 
permits  authorize  the  retail  sale  of  wine  and  beer  but  of  no  other 
alcoholic  liquor  and  expressly  prohibit  consumption  on  the  premises 
of  alcoholic  liquors,  other  than  beer  and  wine,  which  is  also  true  of 
the  restaurant  permit  privilege.  Club  permits  authorize  retail  sale 
of  wine  and  beer  to  be  consumed  upon  the  premises  by  members 
of  the  club  and  their  guests,  who,  however,  may  possess  their  own 
alcoholic  liquors  and  consume  them  although  it  is  unlawful  for  the 
club  to  sell  any  alcoholic  liquors  except  the  wine  and  beer.  Tavern 
permits  authorize  the  retail  sale  of  beer  and  wine  only  to  be  consumed 
upon  the  premises  wherein  the  tavern  is  located,  and  druggists  are 
allowed  to  sell  alcoholic  liquors  in  containers  of  not  more  than  one 
quart  capacity.    There  are  other  permits  for  railroads  and  boats. 

Each  group  of  permit  holders  seems  determined  to  achieve  the  sole 
privilege  of  selling  alcoholic  liquors  for  its  own  profit.  Tavern-keepers 
wish  to  sell  other  liquors  than  beer  and  wine.  Druggists  wish  to  sell 
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liquors  when  all  other  dispensaries  are  closed.  Package  store 
operators  wish  to  sell  liquors  whenever  drug  stores  may  do  so,  and  the 
hotel-keepers  apparently  wish  the  privilege  of  selling  alcoholic 
liquors  with  meals — or  even  without  meals — whether  any  other 
permittee  is  permitted  to  do  so  or  not. 

In  such  circumstances  there  are  few  who  envy  the  personnel  of  the 
Liquor  Control  Commission.  This  Commission  is  composed  of 
three  members  not  more  than  two  of  whom,  by  law,  shall  belong  to 
the  same  political  party.  'They  are  appointed  respectively  for  terms 
of  two  years,  four  years  and  six  years.  They  receive  applications  for 
the  given  classes  of  permit,  and  after  investigation  and  approval  of 
the  site,  the  applicant,  the  receipt  of  the  prescribed  fee,  and  the  lodg- 
ing by  the  applicant  of  a  surety  bond  to  insure  compliance  with  the 
law,  the  Commission  issues  the  requested  permit.  It  is  also  authoriz- 
ed to  hold  hearings  to  consider  whether  or  not  permit  privileges 
shall  be  revoked  for  violation  of  the  law  or  for  non-compliance  with 
the  regulations  which  the  Commission  is  authorized  to  promulgate 
to  further  the  "control"  of  alcoholic  liquors. 

Speaking  broadly,  the  Commission  has  scant  discretionary  power 
except  as  to  the  formulation  of  regulations,  in  that  the  act  sought  to 
make  the  granting  of  the  required  permit  in  each  class  automatic  if, 
and  when,  the  applicant  complies  with  the  requirements  of  the  law. 
The  salaries  of  the  Commissioners  are  determined  by  the  Board  of 
Finance  and  Control.  No  Commissioner  is  permitted  by  law  to 
participate  in  a  partnership  or  as  a  shareholder  in  a  corporation 
having  an  interest  in  the  alcoholic  liquor  business,  although  the 
legislature,  with  greater  or  less  humanity,  expressly  provided  that 
there  is  no  prohibition  against  a  Commissioner  purchasing  or  keeping 
in  his  possession  for  his  personal  use,  or  for  the  use  of  his  family  or 
guest,  any  alcoholic  liquors  which  any  other  member  of  the  public  is 
permitted  to  acquire.  The  Commission  is  authorized  to  appoint 
a  secretary  and  to  employ  such  clerks  and  inspectors  as  may  be 
required  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Finance  and  Control. 

The  general  public,  where  interested  at  all,  a  few  years  ago  seemed 
to  feel  that  if  the  prohibition  laws  then  existing  were  oppressive, 
adequate  relief,  with  a  total  destruction  of  criticism  of  prohibition, 
would  follow  the  legal  ability  to  drink  a  glass  of  beer  or  of  wine  with 
a  meal.  More  daring  and  outspoken  individuals  seemed  to  feel  that 
prohibition  could  be  borne  with  great  fortitude  and  a  minimum  of 
sacrifice  if  liquor  could  be  bought  by  the  bottle  and  taken  to  one's 
home  for  occasional  if  not  habitual  consumption.  The  Connecticut 
Liquor  Control  Act  permits  both.  However  the  various  classes  of 
permit  holders  may  strive  among  themselves  to  achieve  the  largest 
possible  opportunity  for  profit  from  the  sale  of  alcoholic  liquors, 
the  general  public  seems  to  evince  scant  concern  as  to  who  gets  its 
money  so  long  as  the  public  has  the  privileges  which  the  law  allows. 
Perhaps  the  people  are  interested  in  the  much  more  vital  business  of 
earning  a  living.

COMMISSIONER  OF  MOTOR  VEHICLES. 

To  the  department  of  motor  vehicles  is  entrusted  the  administra- 
tion of  the  motor  vehicle  laws  of  the  state.  These  laws,  comprehen- 
sive in  their  scope,  have  been  given  their  direction  as  the  changing 
conditions  of  modern  transportation  have  dictated.  The  ever-in- 
creasing use  of  the  motor  car  and  the  improvements  which  have  been 
concomitant  with  it  have  created  a  problem  which  inextricably 
involves  the  safety  of  the  general  public.  New  conditions  have 
brought  forth  new  laws  and  the  new  laws  have,  as  a  result,  produced 
a  greater  burden  on  all  enforcement  and  administrative  agencies. 

The  head  of  the  department  is  known  as  the  Commissioner  of 
Motor  Vehicles  and  is  appointed  every  four  years  by  the  Governor 
of  the  state  with  the  consent  of  the  Senate.  Motor  vehicles  were 
first  registered  in  Connecticut  in  1903,  the  administration  of  the 
motor  vehicle  laws  at  that  time  being  under  the  direction  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  State.  The  creation  of  the  Motor  Vehicle  De- 
partment as  it  now  exists  did  not  occur  until  June  1,  1917.  Mr. 
Robbins  B.  Stoeckel  of  Norfolk  was  named  the  Commissioner  of 
Motor  Vehicles  and  continued  in  that  capacity  until  June  1,  1933. 

The  functions  of  the  department  are  manifold.  The  registration 
of  vehicles,  both  passenger  and  commercial,  ar  d  the  licensing  of  duly 
qualified  persons  for  the  privilege  of  operation  on  the  highways  of 
the  state  are  the  most  commonly  known  tasks  of  the  department. 
Careful  and  detailed  records  of  each  vehicle  registered  with  the 
department  are  maintained  not  only  to  assist  police  and  other 
enforcement  agencies,  but  for  purposes  of  taxation  by  respective 
municipalities  in  the  state  and  for  the  information  of  the  public  at 
large. 

Each  person  who  operates  a  motor  vehicle  on  the  highways  of  the 
state  must  have  been  duly  examined  as  to  his  or  her  fitness  to  perform 
the  functions  incidental  to  operation.  Records  are  kept  of  all 
accidents  in  which  operators  may  have  become  involved,  and  from 
police  reports  the  department  is  immediately  informed  of  all 
infractions  of  the  law  by  individual  drivers.  In  this  latter  respect 
it  might  here  be  pointed  out  that  during  the  year  1933  some  10,698 
persons  in  Connecticut  lost  the  privilege  of  operating  on  the  high- 
ways of  the  state  for  serious  violations  of  the  motor  vehicle  code, 
and  3,357  persons  were  obliged  to  file  proof  of  financial  responsibility 
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for  lesser  violations.  It  is  by  such  vigilance  and  scrutiny  that  those 
persons,  who  by  their  actions  indicate  that  they  are  not  proper 
persons  to  drive,  are  removed  from  the  highway  in  the  interest  of 
public  safety. 

Despite  the  ceaseless  and  untiring  efforts  of  the  department  of 
motor  vehicles  over  a  number  of  years  the  deaths  resulting  from 
automobile  accidents  annually  reach  an  appalling  figure.  Oddly 
enough  the  actual  number  of  accidents  for  the  year  1933  was  less  by 
194  than  in  the  previous  year,  yet  on  the  other  hand,  there  were  402 
persons  killed  in  1932  as  compared  with  478  in  1933 — an  increase  of 
76  over  the  previous  year. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  the  department  that,  informative  as  statistics 
may  prove  for  purposes  of  analysis  of  the  accident  hazard  created 
by  the  operation  of  motor  vehicles,  in  themselves  they  are  of  no 
value  in  the  prevention  of  accidents.  While  it  is  true  that  such 
statistical  material  as  is  gathered  may  reflect  a  diagnosis  of  the 
situation,  it  in  no  wise  constitutes  a  remedy  for  the  very  serious 
menace  to  public  safety  which  careless  and  irresponsible  driving 
produces.  More  stingent  enforcement  of  the  law,  not  only  by 
agencies  so  charged  with  this  responsibility,  but  by  the  enlistment  of 
the  citizens  as  well,  is  the  final  answer  to  the  problem. 

Because  operation  of  a  car  is  a  personal  matter,  the  education 
of  motorists  must  be  undertaken  through  a  personal  process.  Along 
this  line,  there  has  been  organized  a  Citizen's  Volunteer  Motor 
Patrol  which  proposes  to  unite  responsible  persons  in  a  cooperative 
effort  to  police  the  highways  of  the  state.  This  has  been  done  with 
the  view  of  bringing  to  the  attention  of  the  department  all  violators 
of  the  'motor  vehicle  code.  It  is  the  belief  of  the  department 
that  by  thus  bringing  some  inhibitory  influence  upon  offending 
motorists,  the  accident  ratio  may  be  appreciably  mitigated.  Frank- 
ly, the  department  has  requested  each  operator  to  be  the  policeman 
of  every  other  operator,  and  to  report  violations  of  the  law  to  the 
complaint  section  of  the  department  where  a  record  will  be  kept  of 
those  individuals  who  flagrantly  abuse  the  privileges  of  operation 
on  the  highways  of  the  state. 

In  the  interest  of  public  safety  an  inspection  force  is  maintained 
within  the  department  whose  principal  activity  is  the  checking  of 
cars  in  the  effort  to  eliminate  defective  equipment.  Particular 
attention  is  given  to  public  service  vehicles,  school  buses  and  motor 
trucks.  The  traffic  department  which  conducts  surveys  of  con- 
ditions obtaining  in  the  state  has  also  been  of  invaluable  assistance 
to  the  municipalities  of  the  state.  The  services  of  the  department  are 
frequently  sought,  and  recommendations  submitted  to  respective 
cities  have  been  followed  with  signal  improvement  in  the  reduction 
of  accidents. 

The  total  receipts  collected  by  the  department  of  motor  vehicles 
since  1917  have  aggregated  approximately  $120,000,000.  This 
money  has  in  turn  been  used  exclusively  for  the  construction  and 
maintenance  of  the  highway  system  in  the  state  after  the  cost  of

operation  of  the  motor  vehicle  department  has  been  deducted. 
Receipts  are  collected  from  several  sources  but  principally  from 
registration  of  passenger  and  commercial  vehicles,  from  fees  accruing 
by  means  of  the  charge  for  operators'  licenses  and  from  the  tax  of 
two  cents  per  gallon  upon  gasoline  sold  in  the  state.  Income  from 
all  sources,  exclusive  of  that  derived  from  the  tax  on  gasoline  amount- 
ed in  1933  to  $7,850,589.  The  gasoline  tax,  it  is  estimated,  will  net 
for  the  state  an  additional  $4,500,000.  Registrations  for  the  year  1933 
totalled  349,873,  while  410,568  operators'  licenses  were  issued.  The 
department  maintains  eight  permanent  branch  oflices  at  Bridgeport, 
New  Haven,  New  London,  Stamford,  Danbury,  Norwich,  Water- 
bury,  Willimantic.

STATE  PARK  AND  FOREST  COMMISSION.* 

The  State  Park  and  Forest  Commission  received  its  title  from  the 
General  Assembly  in  1921,  although  the  state  established  its  State 
Park  Commission  as  early  as  1913.  The  Commission  does  not  regard 
the  terms  "park"  and  "forest"  as  synonymous,  and,  hence,  takes  the 
view  that  a  dual  type  of  program  must  be  followed  out. 

For  example,  parks,  as  such,  are  open  spaces  for  public  recreation 
or  for  the  preservation  of  scenic  beauty  or  historic  association. 
Forests,  on  the  other  hand,  insure  a  future  timber  supply,  the  con- 
servation of  water-sheds,  and  the  utilization  of  lands  of  small  agri- 
cultural value  to  achieve  a  recreational  use. 

Having  the  fundamental  distinction  in  mind,  the  commission  has 
developed  its  state  parks  to  the  point  where  there  are  now  twenty- 
six  in  active  use  reporting  approximately  two  million  visitors  annu-

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ally,  with  fourteen  undeveloped  holdings  from  which  no  reports 
are  received.  Altogether  they  include  approximately  eleven  thousand 
acres  having  within  their  bounds  examples  of  the  finest  and  best 
scenery  in  Connecticut. 

The  first  purchase  of  land  for  the  state  forest  was  in  1903  when  a 
tract  was  acquired  in  Portland  which  now  forms  a  part  of  the 
Meshomasic  Forest.  For  the  preservation  of  scenic  beauty  and  for 
public  use  and  recreation,  the  state  welcomed  a  gift  in  1911  of  one 
hundred  eighty  acres  of  land  on  Mt.  Tom  in  Litchfield,  Washington 
and  Morris.  The  state's  holdings  in  eighteen  state  forests  now  total 
sixty-five  thousand  acres. 

The  commission  has  under  its  care  certain  public  monuments  not 
otherwise  in  charge  of  specified  groups.  Among  them  are  the 
equestrian  statue  of  Israel  Putnam  in  Brooklyn,  the  statue  of  John 
Mason  in  Groton,  the  Nathaniel  Lyon  monument  in  the  cemetery 
at  Pheonixville  and  the  Nathan  Hale  monument  in  the  cemetery  at 
South  Coventry. 

It  may  surprise  some  to  know  that  the  commission  is  the  overseer 
of  "any  tribe  of  Indians  residing  in  Litchfield  County."  The 
statutory  duty  in  this  particular,  recognized  as  recently  as  1925, 
harkens  back  to  an  act  of  the  Assembly  of  1752  when  a  reservation 
was  established  in  the  Town  of  Kent  for  the  Schaghticoke  tribe. 

Both  the  park  group  and  the  forests  have  received  large  and 
valuable  additions  by  donations  of  land  and  funds  from  individuals 
and  voluntary  asosociations.  There  have  been  a  few  bequests  of  the 
same  nature. 

The  commission  renders  biennial  reports  of  its  activities  to  the 
Governor.  Copies  of  these  reports  covering  the  essential  details  of 
the  work  of  the  commission  are  available  to  any  citizen  upon  request.

CONNECTICUT  FOREST  FIRE  SERVICE.* 
The  state  forester  is  ex-officio  state  forest  fire  warden,  and  bv 
statute  he  has  been  authorized  to  divide  the  state  into  districts 
for  the  purpose  of  preventing  and  controlling  forest  fires.  He  is 
given  the  power  to  appoint  district  fire  wardens  who  serve  for  a 
period  of  one  year.

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The  various  district  and  deputy  fire  wardens,  in  cooperation  with 
the  town  wardens,  are  charged  with  the  duty  of  using  all  necessary 
means  to  prevent  and  extinguish  forest  fires  and  to  enforce  all 
statutes  for  the  protection  of  forests  and  timber  land  from  fire.  The 
fire  wardens  have  control  and  direction  of  all  persons  and  apparatus 
while  engaged  in  extinguishing  forest  fires,  and  indeed  are  given  the 
power  to  destroy  fences,  plow  land,  or,  in  an  emergency,  to  set 
back-fires,  if  necessary  to  check  the  ravages  of  forest  fire. 

The  public  probably  has  scant  realization  that  the  forest  fire 
warden  and  his  district  wardens  and  their  deputies  may  summon 
any  male  resident  of  the  state  between  the  ages  of  eighteen  and 
fifty  years  to  assist  in  extinguishing  fires.  Any  person  so  summoned 
who  is  physically  able  who  refuses  or  neglects  to  assist  the  wardens, 
or  to  allow  the  use  of  horses,  wagons,  automobiles,  or  other  required 
material,  is  liable  to  a  penalty  of  not  less  than  five  nor  more  than  one 
hundred  dollars. 

Fire  is  such  a  hazard  that  all  efforts  to  extinguish  it  are  given 
statutory  assistance.  For  example,  no  action  for  trespass  shall  lie 
against  any  persons  crossing  or  working  upon  lands  of  another  in 
order  to  extinguish  fire.  Any  fire  warden  may  arrest,  without  war- 
rant, any  persons  taken  by  him  in  the  act  of  violating  any  of  the  laws 
for  the  protection  of  forest  and  timber  land.  Any  person  who  kindles 
a  fire  in  the  open  air  without  first  obtaining  written  permission  from 
the  fire  warden  of  the  district  stating  when  and  where  such  a  fire  may 
be  kindled  is  subject  to  a  fine  of  not  more  than  two  hundred  dollars  or 
possible  imprisonment  of  not  to  exceed  six  months.  There  are 
certain  statutory  exemptions  with  respect  to  this  broad  general 
prohibition.  For  particular  information,  however,  as  to  when, 
where  and  under  what  circumstances  fires  may  be  built,  it  is  safest 
to  consult  the  district  fire  warden  and  procure  from  him  the  requisite 
permit.  For  the  convenience  of  the  public  in  this  particular,  and 
to  render  it  easily  possible  to  give  notice  of  the  existence  of  a  hostile 
fire,  a  list  of  the  district  wardens,  by  district,  with  their  names  and 
adresses  follows.

COMMISSION  ON  FORESTS  AND  WILD  LIFE. 

The  Commission  on  Forests  and  Wild  Life  is  composed  of  the 
Members  of  the  State  Park  and  Forest  Commission  and  the  State 
Board  of  Fisheries  and  Game.  It  was  established  by  Legislative 
Act  in  the  year  1925. 

The  primary  purpose  of  the  Commission  is  the  acquisition  of 
land  by  purchase  or  gift  for  park  and  forest  purposes,  for  proro- 
gation and  protection  of  wild  life,  public  shooting  grounds  and 
recreation.  The  management  and  custody  of  lands  acquired  is 
vested  in  the  State  Forester  and  the  Superintendent  of  Fisheries 
and  Game. 

Since  1925,  the  Commission  has  obtained  52,499  acres,  making 
the  total  acreage  of  State  Forests  64,030.  This  repres  nts,  since 
1925,  an  expenditure  of  S402.840  of  State  funds  and  $185,414.  of 
gifts  in  lands  and  money  by  private  citizens  of  the  State.  The  total 
acreage  of  State  Forests  is  now  31  per  cent  of  the  announced  program. 
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This  program,  of  which  these  purchases  form  the  initial  chapter, 
is  the  ultimate  acquisition  of  at  least  200,000  acres  of  forest  lands  in 
well  blocked  contiguous  areas  throughout  the  State,  each  containing 
from  10,000  to  20,000  acres  free  from  enclosed  private  woodland 
holdings,  and  with  well  established  boundaries.  Such  areas  alone 
can  properly  fulfill  the  combined  functions  of  State  Forests,  Game 
Preserves  and  Public  Shooting  Grounds.

SAVIN  ROCK  PARK  COMMISSION. 

The  Commission  has  entire  jurisdiction  and  control  over  the  shores 
of  outer  New  Haven  Harbor  that  are  within  the  Town  of  West  Haven 
from  a  point  easterly  of  Sandy  Point,  to  the  town  line  on  the  west, 
above  mean  low  water  mark.  It  is  in  existence  to  act  for  the  Town 
as  the  agent  of  the  State  in  holding,  using,  developing  and  improv- 
ing, in  the  manner  provided  by  the  Special  Act,  the  land  conveyed 
thereby  and  such  other  land  as  may  be  acquired  under  its  provisions, 
as  a  public  park  or  place  of  recreation  and  amusement  open  to  all 
persons  without  restriction,  except  as  may  be  reasonably  imposed 
by  the  Commission  itself.    It  has  power  to  condemn  land. 

When  possible,  a  shore  front  park  will  be  constructed  in  this 
territory  under  the  charge,  control  and  management  of  the  com- 
mission. It  has  power  to  fix  penalties  for  violation  of  its  rules. 
The  Commission  has  had  very  little  funds  to  work  with,  despite 
which  the  Commission  has  done  extremely  valuable  work  in  pre- 
serving from  further  private  encroachment  the  superior  rights  along 
this  shore.  It  is  doubtful  whether  any  portion  of  this  shorefront 
would  be  even  accessible  to  the  public  at  this  time  if  it  were  not 
for  the  Commission.  It  has  opened  up  a  number  of  streets  that  run 
to  the  water  but  which  had  been  closed  up,  and  when  more  funds  are 
available,  it  will  open  more.  By  opening  these  streets,  the  public 
has  access  to  the  beach.  It  was  the  direct  cause  of  the  town  acquiring 
thousands  of  feet  of  shorefront  in  this  section,  because  before  this 
Commission  came  into  existence,  private  individuals  had  restricted, 
almost  to  the  vanishing  point,  what  riparian  rights  the  public  owned 
along  this  stretch  of  shore.  The  Commission  has  been  working 
unceasingly  to  determine  what  rights  the  State  had  in  1913  besides 
the  fee  in  the  tidal  flats,  and  in  recovering  those  that  have  been 
taken  away  by  presumption. 
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Two  members  of  the  Commission  are  appointed  by  the  Town  of 
West  Haven,  and  one  by  the  Governor,  the  latter  representing  the 
interests  of  the  State.

DEPARTMENT  OF  STATE  POLICE. 

The  Connecticut  State  Police  Department  was  established  in 
1903.  Since  that  time,  various  increases  in  activities  and  personnel, 
and  numerous  changes  in  organization,  have  been  made. 

At  present,  the  department  consists  of  one  hundred  and  twenty- 
five  (125)  members,  appointed  by  the  Commissioner;  from  among 
those  men,  there  are  appointed  one  Major,  one  Captain,  one  First 
Lieutenant,  ten  Lieutenants,  nine  Sergeants,  two  Motion  Picture 
Theatre  Inspectors,  and  one  Inspector  of  Weights  and  Measures. 

There  are  in  operation  the  Headquarters  Office,  located  at  No. 
100  Washington  Street,  Hartford,  and  nine  barracks.  The  barracks 
are  located  at  Ridgfield,  Canaan,  Stafford  Springs,  Danielson, 
Groton,  Westbrook,  Westport,  Hartford,  and  Beacon  Falls,  provid- 
ing a  geographic  distribution  that  makes  it  possible  to  reach  any 
point  in  the  state  in  a  comparatively  brief  time. 
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The  department  is  primarily  interested  in  furnishing  organized 
and  trained  police  service  to  such  communities  as  do  not  maintain 
full-time  police  departments  of  their  own.  Any  State  Policeman 
has,  in  every  part  of  the  state,  the  same  authority  regarding  criminal 
matters  as  sheriffs,  constables,  and  policemen  in  their  own  respective 
jurisdictions. 

The  duties  of  the  force  are  many  and  varied,  embracing  a  number 
of  activities  which,  ordinarily,  would  not  be  considered  as  police 
work.  Highway  patrols,  with  enforcement  of  the  Motor  Vehicle 
Laws,  are,  perhaps,  the  most  familiar  to  the  general  public.  Among 
the  duties  placed  upon  the  department,  by  statute,  may  be  men- 
tioned the  following:  Issuance  of  amusement  park  licenses;  in- 
vestigation of  the  origin  of  fires  and  the  abatement  of  fire  hazards; 
approval  of  the  make  and  type  of  oil  burners  for  heating  purposes; 
inspection  and  regulation  of  motion  picture  theatres,  with  the  is- 
suance of  licenses  for  the  theatres  and  for  the  managers  and  pro- 
jectionists; issuance  of  licenses  for  the  storage  of  motion  picture 
films;  enforcement  of  the  laws  relating  to  weights  and  measures; 
issuance  of  licenses  for  outdoor  advertising;  issuance  of  permits  for 
the  manufacture,  storage,  and  transportation  of  explosives;  issuance 
of  licenses  for  jewelry  auctions;  issuance  of  state  permits  for  carrying 
a  revolver  or  pistol ;  and  control  over  fuel  in  case  of  an  emergency  or 
shortage. 

The  Governor,  and  various  state  departments,  can  call  upon 
the  State  Police  at  any  time  for  assistance  in  the  performance  of  their 
several  duties. 

On  the  average,  about  fifteen  thousand  cases,  of  all  kinds,  are 
handled  each  year.

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PUBLIC  UTILITIES  COMMISSION. 

The  Public  Utilities  Commission  as  an  administrative  body  is 
charged  with  the  performance  of  certain  statutory  functions  and 
prescribed  duties  pertaining  to  the  regulation  of  public  service 
companies,  common  carriers,  taxicabs  and  livery  cars.  Adequacy 
of  service,  reasonable  rates  and  safety  of  operation  are  the  chief 
factors  of  such  regulation,  out  of  which  grow  a  diversity  of  detail 
work  in  connection  with  the  supervision  of  the  many  operating 
utilities   and   carriers. 

It  is  a  characteristic  of  human  nature  that  the  average  individual, 
whether  in  private,  public  or  corporate  business,  will  more  efficiently 
perform  his  duties  under  reasonable  suggestion  and  persuasion  than 
by  arbitrary  mandate.  Believing  in  this  principle,  the  Commission 
has  gradually  assumed  the  position  of  an  advisory  board,  coupled 
with  its  duties  of  strict  regulatory  powers,  and  by  virtue  of  the 
general  spirit  of  co-operation  on  the  part  of  most  of  the  utility 
companies  of  the  State,  recommendations  and  suggestions  of  the 
Commission  have  taken  the  place  of  many  formal  hearings  and 
mandatory  orders  which  might  tend  to  create  an  unfriendly  feeling 
between  the  utility  and  its  patrons.  This  principle  has  been  ex- 
tended to  the  adjustment  of  rate  schedules  in  some  cases,  thus 
avoiding  formal  rate  proceedings.  Where  formal  hearings  are  nec- 
essary, an  effort  is  made  to  give  every  individual,  association  or 
municipality  full  opportunity  to  present  pertinent  evidence,  with 
or  without  counsel.  Complaints  are  handled  informally  in  nearly 
every  case,  and  in  many  instances  a  representative  of  the  Com- 
mission interviews  complainant  and  company. 

In  addition  to  matters  demanding  the  personal  attention  of  the 
three  Commissioners,  the  work  of  the  department  is  divided  among 
five  divisions,  legal,  engineering,  accounting,  motor  transportation, 
and  secretarial  and  clerical. 

The  work  of  the  Commission  involves  the  supervision  of  all 
privately  owned  utility  companies;  prescribing  rules,  regulations 
and  standards;  prescribing  rates;  the  holding  of  formal  hearings  and 
the  issuance  of  findings  upon  rate  questions,  mergers,  service, 
public  convenience  and  necessity  in  connection  with  passenger 
motor  carrier  service,  method  of  construction,  and  related  matters; 
the  investigation  of  fatal  and  serious  accidents;  prescribing  uniform 
systems  of  accounts;  checking,  auditing,  classifying  and  tabulating 
utility  company  financial  reports;  and  consideration  of  every  con- 
troversial question  arising  between  a  utility  company  or  carrier  and 
its  patrons  or  the  general  public. 

The  Commission  has  no  jurisdiction  over  the  issuance  of  stocks  or 
bonds  or  other  forms  of  securities,  except  in  certain  cases  by  charter 
provision,  but  in  cases  of  merger  or  consolidation  it  has  jurisdiction 
over  the  new  capital  set-up  of  the  consolidated  company. 

All  orders,  authorizations  and  decisions  (except  pertaining  to  the 
taking  of  land)  are  subject  to  appeal  to  the  Superior  Court  if  taken 
within  thirty  days  from  date  or  filing  of  the  Commission's  order. 
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The  legal  division  has  charge  of  the  many  legal  problems  presented, 
assists  the  Attorney-General  in  the  preparation  of  appealed  cases, 
has  supervision  over  correspondence  pertaining  to  legal  matters, 
advises  and  assists  other  divisions,  examines  witnesses  at  hearings, 
assists  in  the  preparation  of  and  reviews  as  to  form  and  legal  ter- 
minology, all  findings  and  orders  of  the  Commission. 

The  accounting  division  has  prescribed  uniform  accounting 
systems  for  the  several  classes  of  public  service  companies,  common 
carriers,  and  municipally  owned  public  utility  plants  doing  business 
in  Connecticut.  All  such  utilities  and  common  carriers  (except 
certificate  holders  authorized  to  operate  less  than  ten  taxicabs  and 
except  holders  of  livery  permits)  are  required  to  keep  their  general 
accounting  books  in  accordance  with  the  prescribed  system  of 
accounts.  Each  such  utility  and  common  carrier  (including  each 
certificate  holder  authorized  to  operate  less  than  ten  taxicabs 
but  excluding  holders  of  livery  permits)  is  required  to  submit  to  the 
Commission  annually  a  report  showing  the  result  of  its  financial 
transactions  and  important  statistical  information,  on  forms  fur- 
nished by  the  Commission  for  that  purpose.  Reports  are  for  the 
calendar  year  and  must  be  submitted  to  the  Commission  by  the 
reporting  companies  on  or  before  March  thirty-first  of  the  following 
year,  except  motor  bus  and  taxicab  common  carriers  which  are 
required  to  report  on  or  before  March  first  of  the  following  year. 

Every  such  report  is  carefully  audited  and  verified  by  the  Account- 
Division  before  it  is  accepted,  and  errors,  omissions  or  accounting 
irregularities  are  taken  up  with  the  reporting  company  by  corres- 
pondence or  personal  visit.  These  reports  submitted  to  the  Commis- 
sion are  preserved  as  permanent  records  and  are  accessible  to  anyone 
desiring  to  examine  them. 

The  motor  transportation  division  handles  the  details  of  motor  bus. 
taxicab  and  livery  regulations  and  the  records  thereof,  the  in- 
vestigation of  motor  transportation  accidents,  analysis  of  fares 
charged  for  motor  bus,  taxicab  and  livery  service,  inspection  of 
motor  vehicles  rendering  such  service,  and  testing  of  taxicab  meters. 
Inspectors  ride  motor  bus  routes  on  regular  scheduled  trips  to  observe 
operating  conditions.  Motor  buses  are  inspected  prior  to  registra- 
tion and  at  least  once  a  year,  such  inspection  including  brakes, 
steering  gear,  tires,  illumination,  entrances  and  exits,  aisle  width, 
head  room,  seating  arrangements,  fire  extinguisher,  heating  system 
signaling  devices,  location  of  gas  tank,  signs  and  their  illumination, 
and  condition  of  the  bus  generally.  Taxicabs  are  inspected  at  least 
once  a  year  for  the  same  items  noted  for  motor  buses  insofar  as  they 
apply  to  taxicabs.  The  General  Assembly  of  1933  passed  an  act 
placing  livery  cars  under  the  Commission's  regulation.  As  a  pre- 
requisite to  the  obtaining  of  livery  markers,  a  permit  must  be 
obtained  from  the  Commission. 

The  engineering  division  conducts  the  annual  inspection  ol 
railroads  and  street  railways  required  by  statute,  reporting  to  the 
Commission    thereon    in   detail;    makes    frequent    inspection 
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obtains  information  as  to  the  condition  of  the  plant  and  equipment 
and  manner  of  operation  of  public  service  companies;  examines 
conditions  at  grade  crossings  and  classifies  the  crossings  as  to 
hazards,  recommending  additions  or  changes  in  protection  of  high- 
way travel  where  needed;  investigates  fatal  and  serious  accidents; 
compiles  rules,  regulations  and  standards  for  electric,  gas  and  water 
companies;  assists  in  investigation  and  adjustment  of  informal 
complaints.  In  the  analysis  of  facts  presented  in  a  rate  case,  the 
Engineering  Division  acts  as  technical  rate  expert,  not  only  as  to 
rate  structure,  but  also  as  to  engineering  appraisals  and  valuations 
submitted.  Much  of  the  time  of  the  Engineering  Division  is  re- 
quired out  of  the  office  in  investigations  throughout  the  state. 

The  secretarial  and  clerical  division  handles  a  large  amount  of 
detail  work.  The  Secretary,  as  office  manager,  supervises  the 
clerical  work  of  the  Department,  receives  all  official  correspondence, 
issues  all  official  notices,  certifies  all  official  documents.  He  receives, 
and  allocates  to  the  several  divisions  many  of  the  informal  com- 
plaints and  inquiries  addressed  to  the  Commission.  The  Assistant 
Secretary  is  the  Commission's  official  stenographer  and  transcribes 
the  evidence  in  important  cases.  The  clerical  force  generally  has 
charge  of  classifying,  indexing  and  recording  all  findings,  orders  and 
decrees  of  the  Commission,  accident  reports  and  other  official 
documents,   and   the   filing   and   indexing  of  all   correspondence. 

The  findings  and  orders  of  the  Commision  are  mimeographed  in 
sufficient  quantity  for  distribution  to  interested  parties.  A  few 
important  findings  are  printed  in  pamphlet  form.

DEPARTMENT  OF  PUBLIC  WELFARE. 

The  Department  of  Public  Welfare  was  created  from  the  former 
State  Board  of  Charities  by  act  of  the  General  Assembly  in  1921. 
The  Department  has  organized  under  its  control  a  Bureau  of  Child 
Welfare  and  a  Bureau  of  Adult  Welfare. 

The  Department  is  composed  of  three  men  and  two  women  mem- 
bers, each  appointed  by  the  Governor  to  serve  four  years.  They 
receive  no  compensation  although  one  member  of  each  sex  must 
visit  each  of  the  state  institutions  once  in  three  months.  The 
Department  is  required  to  meet  at  least  once  in  two  months  and  to 
collect  information  and  statistics  relating  to  the  poor  and  to  state 
charities,  and  thereafter  to  embody  such  information  with  sugges- 
tions for  legislative  action  in  a  biennial  report.  A  Secretary  is 
appointed  by  the  Department.  He  is  vested  with  all  the  powers  of 
a  member  with  the  exception  of  voting  at  meetings.  The  Depart- 
ment also  appoints  a  Commissioner,  who  is  in  charge  of  the  Bureau 
of  Child  Welfare.  Members  of  the  Department  of  Public  Welfare 
or  the  Commissioner  of  Child  Welfare  serve  on  each  of  the  Boards 
of  Management  of  the  County  Temporary  Homes. 

In  order  to  ascertain  whether  inmates  are  properly  treated  and 
whether  any  have  been  unjustly  placed  or  are  improperly  held,  the 
Department  is  required  to  inspect  all  institutions  in  which  persons 
are  detained  by  compulsion.  The  Department  also  inspects  alms- 
houses, homes  for  children,  homes  for  the  aged  and  state  aided 
hospitals  and  other  benevolent  institutions. 

Inmates  of  the  institutions  which  the  Department  is  required  to 
inspect  may  communicate  directly  by  mail  with  the  Department 
without  interference  or  inspection  on  the  part  of  persons  in  charge 
of  the  institutions.  The  Department  may  examine  witnesses  and 
send  for  prisoners  and  papers  and  correct  any  abuses  found  to 
exist,  with  due  consideration  of  the  rightful  authority  of  the  persons 
in  charge  of  the  institutions  concerned.  Appeal  may  be  taken  to 
the  Governor  from  any  action  of  the  Department. 

THE  BUREAU  OF  CHILD  WELFARE. 

The  Bureau  of  Child  Welfare  established  by  the  General  Assembly 
in  1921  was  created  primarily  to  assist  the  County  Temporary 
Homes  in  the  care  of  neglected  and  uncared-for  children  and  to  have 
general  supervision  over  the  welfare  of  all  children  requiring  the  care, 
protection  or  discipline  of  the  state. 

Neglected  and  uncared-for  children  between  the  ages  of  six  and 
sixteen  who  need  public  care  are  committed  to  County  Temporary 
Homes.     In  all  such  cases,  a  petition  for  commitment  is  filed  in 
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the  local  juvenile  or  probate  court.  A  notification  is  sent  to  the 
Bureau  at  least  seven  days  prior  to  the  hearing,  and  an  investiga- 
tion is  made  to  ascertain  the  child's  needs.  At  the  hearing  the 
Bureau  worker  recommends  to  the  judge  the  best  possible  plan 
for  the  child's  welfare.  Only  about  sixty-five  per  cent  of  those 
brought  to  the  attention  of  the  court  are  finally  committed,  other 
disposition  being  made  of  the  remaining  thirty-five  per  cent. 

All  children  leaving  the  County  Temporary  Homes  are  placed 
in  private  family  homes  by  the  Bureau.  About  twenty  per  cent 
are  returned  to  parents  or  relatives,  after  investigations  indicate 
the  fitness  of  these  homes.  For  the  others,  foster  homes  must  be 
found.  The  investigation  of  these  homes  is  one  of  the  most  impor- 
tant functions  of  the  Bureau.  When  a  child  is  placed  in  a  private 
home  he  is  supervised  by  a  Bureau  worker  whose  duty  it  is  to  see 
that  the  child  is  given  every  possible  opportunity  to  develop  into 
a  desirable  citizen.  All  of  these  children  under  the  supervision  of 
the  Bureau,  numbering  about  1,750,  are  legal  wards  of  the  County 
Boards  of  Management  and  pass  from  the  care  of  the  counties  and 
the  Bureau  at  the  age  of  eighteen. 

A  licensed  boarding  home  law  provides  that  no  person  may 
care  for  or  board  any  child  under  sixteen  without  a  license  secured 
from  the  Bureau  of  Child  Welfare.  This  safeguards  the  welfare  of 
hundreds  of  children  placed  in  such  homes  by  parents,  relatives, 
or  others.  About  five  hundred  homes  are  licensed  under  this 
statute. 

The  legislature  of  1933  passed  an  inter-state  placement  act, 
which  forbids  the  placement  of  any  child  within  the  State  of  Con- 
necticut by  a  person  or  organization  outside  the  state  without  the 
approval  of  the  Bureau.  In  order  to  guarantee  that  such  child 
may  not  become  a  public  charge  while  within  the  state,  a  bond  of 
$1,000  must  be  filed  with  the  Bureau. 

The  Bureau  of  Child  Welfare  licenses  all  child  caring  agencies 
and  institutions,  except  those  maintained  by  state  or  counties. 
There  are  twenty-four  private  child  caring  institutions,  three 
private  agencies  placing  children  in  private  family  homes,  and 
seven  county  temporary  homes  under  the  Bureau's  supervision. 
Through  such  service  the  Bureau  is  endeavoring  to  assist  these 
organizations  in  providing  better  care  for  children. 

The  Commissioner  of  Child  Welfare  is  also  the  Chief  Juvenile 
Court  Probation  Officer  in  the  state  and  in  this  capacity  he  may 
supervise  the  probation  officers  of  the  juvenile  courts  and  assist 
such  courts  in  such  work.  He  may  make  recommendations  to  such 
officers,  furnish  standard  forms  or  blanks  for  the  preliminary  in- 
vestigation, and  the  records  and  reports  of  such  work,  and  may 
from  time  to  time  call  such  officers  into  conference  for  the  improve- 
ment and  standardization  of  such  probation  service  and,  subject 
to  the  approval  of  such  courts,  he  may  instruct  and  direct  such 
probation  officers  in  their  duties. 
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The  legislature  of  1933  gave  to  the  Bureau  the  added  respons- 
ibility of  caring  for  neglected  and  uncared-for  children  under  six 
years  of  age  who  need  the  protection  of  a  public  agency.  Commit- 
ment by  juvenile  courts  gives  to  the  Bureau  the  guardianship  of 
such  children,  who  remain  under  its  care  until  the  age  of  fourteen. 
This  statute  makes  possible  the  commitment  of  such  children,  at 
the  age  of  six,  to  County  Temporary  Homes.  If  a  child  has  a 
local  settlement  the  town  of  settlement  pays  three-tenths  of  the  cost 
of  maintenance,  and  the  Bureau  the  remaining  seven-tenths.  If 
there  is  no  local  settlement  the  Bureau  assumes  the  entire  financial 
responsibility.  These  children  are  placed  in  private  family  homes 
and  are  supervised  by  Bureau  workers. 

The  Bureau  reimburses  towns  for  seven-tenths  of  the  cost  of  care 
of  children  placed  by  them,  if  plans  made  in  such  cases  meet  with 
the  approval  of  the  Bureau.  The  Bureau  may  supervise  all  such 
children,  and  no  placement  on  the  part  of  towns  may  be  continued 
longer  than  thirty  days  without  the  Bureau's  approval. 

The  Commissioner  of  Child  Welfare  is  appointed  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Welfare  for  a  term  of  four  years.  To  carry  out  the 
above  functions,  the  Bureau  is  divided  into  three  departments. 
The  first  covers  case  work  activities  which  include  work  with  the 
county  wards,  the  care  of  children  committed  to  the  Bureau,  and 
the  investigation  and  licensing  of  private  boarding  homes.  The 
second  has  to  do  with  the  supervision  of  the  work  of  the  juvenile 
court  probation  officers,  and  the  third  deals  with  the  licensing  and 
supervision  of  child  caring  organizations.  The  Bureau  staff  is 
divided  into  four  district  offices  to  carry  on  the  case  work  activities. 
The  Hartford  Office  covers  Hartford,  Litchfield  and  Middlesex 
counties;  the  Norwich  Office,  New  London,  Tolland  and  Windham 
counties;  the  New  Haven  Office,  New  Haven  county;  the  Bridge- 
port Office,  Fairfield  county.

THE  BUREAU  OF  ADULT  WELFARE. 

The  Bureau  of  Adult  Welfare  is  in  charge  of  the  Secretary  of 
Public  Welfare  and  performs  all  of  the  duties  imposed  upon  the 
former  State  Board  of  Charities  except  those  specifically  delegated 
to  the  Bureau  of  Child  Welfare. 

The  inspections  of  state  institutions,  the  county  jails,  state  aided 
hospitals  and  other  institutions,  all  private  hospitals  for  mental 
diseases  and  institutional  homes  for  the  aged  are  made  by  the 
Bureau  of  Adult  Welfare  as  well  as  semi-annual  inspections  of  all 
almshouses.  Private  boarding  homes  for  the  care  of  the  aged  are 
licensed  by  the  Department  and  inspected  by  the  Adult  Bureau. 

The  Secretary  administers  the  act  requiring  license  to  solicit  for 
religious  or  philanthropic  purposes  in  the  State  and  compiles  and 
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edits  data  concerning  poor  relief  and  institutional  care  in  the  State 
for  the  biennial  report  of  the  Department.  The  Secretary  also 
interviews  inmates  of  state  institutions  at  their  request. 

All  persons  supported  in  any  almshouse  must  be  examined  by  a 
physician  once  in  six  months,  and  each  physician  making  the 
examination,  by  statute,  must  file  with  the  Department  of  Public 
Welfare  a  signed  statement,  in  June  and  December  of  each  year 
concerning  the  mental  and  physical  condition  of  the  inmates. 
Every  private  hospital  for  mental  diseases  is  required  to  make 
quarterly  returns  to  the  Department  of  Public  Welfare  containing 
such  information  regarding  its  population  as  the  Department  pre- 
scribes. The  Department  may,  if  accommodations  are  available, 
cause  insane  or  feeble-minded  inmates  of  almshouses  to  be  removed 
to  State  institutions.

REGISTRATION  AND  EXAMINATION

STATE  BOARD  OF  BARBER  EXAMINERS. 

The  barber  shop  trade  in  our  state  was  practically  unregulated 
by  statute  up  to  the  close  of  the  nineteenth  century.  The  com- 
petency of  barbers,  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  barber  shop  or 
establishment,  and  the  appliances  and  equipment  ordinarily  used 
by  the  barber  had  not  been  made  the  subject  of  special  legislation, 
and  when  it  is  considered  that  the  barber,  like  the  surgeon,  daily 
comes  into  intimate  contact  with  customers,  it  can  be  readily 
realized  how  the  public  health  and  safety  could  be  endangered. 

It  must  have  been  this  consideration  that  prompted  our  legis- 
lature at  the  beginning  of  the  twentieth  century  to  pass  legislation 
designed  to  safeguard  the  public  health  and  safety  and  to  regulate 
the  practice  of  the  trade.  The  same  legislation  authorized  the 
Governor  to  appoint  a  board  of  three  examiners  to  administer  and 
enforce  the  laws. 

Examinations  for  applicants  desirous  of  obtaining  a  certificate 
of  registration  or  license  to  pursue  the  occupation  of  barber  are 
held  on  an  appointed  day  every  month  at  the  state  capitol.  The 
board  will  only  issue  a  registration  or  license  upon  being  satisfied 
that  the  applicant  is  above  the  age  of  nineteen  years,  of  good  moral 
character,  possesses  a  diploma,  certificate  or  other  evidence  satis- 
factory to  said  board  showing  graduation  from  the  eighth  grade  of 
grammar  school  (or  possesses  an  equivalent  education  to  be  deter- 
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mined  by  an  examination  to  be  given  by  said  board),  is  free  from 
contagious  diseases,  has  studied  the  trade  for  three  years  as  an 
apprentice  in  a  qualified  and  practicing  barber  shop,  or  in  a  prop- 
erly appointed  and  conducted  barber  school  under  the  instruction 
of  a  competent  barber,  or  has  practiced  the  trade  for  at  least  three 
years  in  this  state,  or  holds  a  license  to  practice  the  occupation  of 
barber  in  any  other  state  maintaining  a  board  of  examiners  of 
barbers,  has  the  requisite  skill  in  said  trade  to  perform  all  the 
duties  thereof,  including  the  preparation  of  the  tools,  shaving 
haircutting  and  all  services  incident  thereto  and  has  sufficient 
knowledge  concerning  the  common  diseases  of  the  face  and  skin 
to  avoid  the  aggravation  and  spreading  of  such  disease  in  the 
practice  of  said  trade. 

Among  the  thirty-eight  states  requiring  an  examination  and 
registration  of  barbers,  Connecticut  was  among  the  first  to  join  in 
the  movement.  This  board  examined  seven  hundred  applicants 
for  barber  registrations  or  licenses  from  July  1,  1931  to  July  1,  1933; 
four  hundred  were  accepted.  On  July  1.  1933  there  were  approx- 
imately 4300  barbers  and  400  apprentices  active  in  the  trade  in 
this  state. 

The  legislature  in  1933  took  another  step  in  safeguarding  the 
public  health  by  passing  legislation  requiring  the  barber  shop  owners 
to  secure  a  certificate  of  registration  before  opening  a  shop  or 
establishment  for  the  conduct  of  the  occupation  of  barber.  This 
certificate  of  registration  will  only  be  granted  by  the  board  after 
an  examination  of  the  premises  discloses  that  the  shop  or  establish- 
ment is,  with  respect  to  its  location,  appointments,  equipment  and 
appliances,  suitable  and  sanitary  and  will  be  conducted  in  com- 
pliance with  the  law  and  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  board. 
This  legislation  will  enable  the  board  to  eliminate  those  shops  or 
establishments  which  have  been  conducted  in  cellars  and  base- 
ments.   On  July  1,  1933  there  were  2051  barber  shops  in  the  state. 

The  present  state  board  of  barber  examiners  was  reappointed 
by  the  Governor  on  July  1,  1933  to  serve  for  a  term  of  four  years

THE  BOARD  OF  CHIROPRACTIC  EXAMINERS* 

By  statute  in  Connecticut,  the  practice  of  chiropractic  has  been 
defined  to  be  the  adjustment  by  hand  of  any  or  all  of  the  articula-

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tions  of  the  human  vertebral  column.  The  importance  of  having 
qualified  practitioners  caused  the  Legislature  to  bring  the  Board 
of  Chiropractic  Examiners  within  the  purview  of  the  healing  arts. 
Any  applicant  before  being  admitted  to  practice  must  submit 
evidence  to  the  State  Board  of  Healing  Arts  that  he  has  met  the 
requirements  as  to  professional  training  and  has  shown  by  written 
examination  a  comprehensive  knowledge  of  anatomy,  physiology, 
hygiene,  pathology  and  diagnosis. 

No  person  may  engage  in  the  practice  of  chiropractic  until  he 
has  obtained  a  certificate  of  registration  which  is  to  be  issued  after 
passing  an  examination  prescribed  by  the  Board  of  Chiropractic 
Examiners.  The  Board  maintains  close  scrutiny  of  applicants 
with  particular  reference  to  fraud,  conviction  of  a  crime  involving 
moral  turpitude  and  habitual  intemperance  in  the  use  of  spirits 
or  narcotics.  The  Board  also  requires  that  applicants  pass  exam- 
inations in  writing  with  reference  to  the  subjects  of  anatomy, 
chemistry,  diagnosis,  vertebral  palpation  and  closely  allied  sub- 
jects. Applicants  must  also  make  application  to  the  Board  of 
Chiropractic  Examiners  through  the  Secretary-Treasurer  of  the 
Board  before  being  admitted  to  examination. 

The  Board  consists  of  three  members,  practicing  chiropractors 
and  residents  of  this  State  who  have  practiced  in  Connecticut  for 
at  least  three  years.  The  Connecticut  Chiropractic  Association, 
Incorporated,  submits  to  the  Governor  the  names  of  six  persons 
from  among  which  number,  he  annually  appoints  one  Chiropractic 
Examiner  to  hold  office  for  three  years.  Each  member  of  the 
Board  receives  $10.00  for  each  day  during  which  he  is  actually 
engaged  in  the  business  of  the  Board  and  such  necessary  expenses 
as  he  may  incur  in  attending  a  meeting  of  the  Board. 

The  members  convene  annually  and  organize,  electing  a  president, 
vice-president,  and  secretary-treasurer.  The  Board  holds  meetings 
during  the  first  weeks  of  January,  April,  June  and  October  in  each 
year  and  it  is  authorized  to  administer  oaths,  summon  witnesses 
and  take  testimony  upon  matters  pertaining  to  its  duties. 

The  Board  has  been  authorized  to  adopt  a  seal  to  be  affixed  to 
all  licenses  issued  by  the  Board,  to  adopt  rules  and  regulations  for 
the  performance  of  its  duties,  and  to  adopt  a  standard  of  educa- 
tional requirements.  The  Secretary-Treasurer  is  required  to  furnish 
a  bond  in  the  sum  of  $5,000.  After  applicants  have  been  examined 
by  the  Board  and  have  been  certified,  they  are  authorized  to  adjust 
by  hand  any  articulation  of  the  spinal  column  but  are  not  author- 
ized to  prescribe  for,  or  administer  to  any  person,  any  medicine  or 
drug  included  in  materia  medica  or  perform  any  surgery,  nor  are 
they  allowed  to  practice  obstetrics  or  osteopathy. 

A  licensee  under  the  statutes  may  use  the  title  of  "Doctor"  or 
any  abbreviation  thereof  only  in  the  event  that  he  shall  hold  the 
degree  of  doctor  of  chiropractic  from  a  chartered  chiropractic  school 
or  college  and  even  then  the  title  must  be  such  as  will  designate  a 
licensee  as  a  practitioner  of  chiropractic. 
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A  complete  outline  of  the  statutes  having  to  do  with  the  practice 
of  chiropractic  and  the  scope  of  the  activities  of  the  Board  of  Chiro- 
practic Examiners  may  be  found  in  Chapter  155  of  the  General 
Statutes,  Revision  of  1930,  although  specific  inquiries  having  to 
do  with  any  phase  of  the  activities  of  the  Board  may  very  properly 
be  addressed  to  members  of  the  Board.

BOARD  OF  EXAMINERS  IN  CHIROPODY.* 

The  Connecticut  Medical  Examining  Board,  biennially,  and  the 
Connecticut  Pedic  Society,  triennially,  each  present  to  the  State 
Department  of  Health  the  names  of  one  or  more  of  their  members 
from  which  nominations  the  Department  of  Health  appoints  a 
member  of  the  Connecticut  Medical  Examining  Board  for  the 
term  of  two  years  and  a  chiropodist  for  a  term  of  three  years  from 
the  first  day  of  October  following  such  appointments.  Such  ap- 
pointees, with  the  Commissioner  of  Health,  ex-officio,  constitute 
a  Board  of  Examiners  in  Chiropody.  This  Board  is  appointed  to 
examine  all  those  intending  to  practice  chiropody  in  Connecticut 
and  to  approve  for  license  by  the  State  Department  of  Health  the 
candidates  found  so  qualified. 

Chiropody  is  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  foot  ailments  and 
the  practice  of  minor  surgery  upon  the  feet. 

The  Board  requires  that  each  candidate  submit  documentary 
evidence  that  he  is  of  good  moral  character,  has  had  a  high  school 
education  or  its  equivalent,  and  has  received  a  diploma  or  other 
certificate  of  graduation  from  some  reputable  school  or  college  of 
chiropody  approved  by  the  Board  of  Examiners  and  qualified  as 
grade  "A"  or  "B"  by  the  Council  on  Education  of  the  National 
Association  of  Chiropodists. 

The  Board  is  authorized  by  statute  to  make  its  own  rules  and  to 
appoint  from  its  members  a  president  and  a  secretary-treasurer. 
The  Board  conducts  examinations  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  July 
and  the  second  Tuesday  of  November  in  each  year  at  the  State 
Capitol. 

The  Board  is  further  authorized  to  revoke  certificates  of  qualifi- 
cation upon  the  occurrence  of  certain  contingencies  whereupon  the 
State  Department  of  Health  must  revoke  the  licenses  issued  by  it. 
All  certificates  of  qualification  must  be  recorded  with  the  State 
Department  of  Health,  which  will  thereupon  and  upon  payment 
of  a  fee  of  $2.00,  issue  a  license  authorizing  the  holder  to  practice 
chiropody  in  Connecticut.

BOARD  OF  EXAMINERS  OF  EMBALMERS. 

When  the  Board  of  Examiners  of  Embalmers  was  first  organized 
and  for  several  years  thereafter,  requirements  for  taking  the  exam- 
ination for  an  embalmer's  license  were  a  good  moral  character  and 
a  grammar  school  education. 

In  order  that  a  higher  standard  might  be  attained,  educational 
requirements  have  been  gradually  raised  until  now  it  is  necessary 
for  the  applicant  to  have  completed  a  high  school  course  of  four 
years,  and  one  year  in  an  accredited  school  of  embalming,  and  to 
present  a  recommendation  of  at  least  two  licensed  embalmers.  In 
addition,  the  student  must  serve  two  years  under  the  instruction 
of  a  licensed  embalmer  and  have  embalmed  at  least  50  bodies 
under  the  licensed  embalmer's  supervision. 

Until  January,  1934,  the  examinations  were  held  quarterly,  but 
from  then  on  they  are  to  be  held  semi-annually.  We  are  indeed 
fortunate  in  having  the  co-operation  of  the  State  and  Yale  Uni- 
versity, and  permission  to  hold  the  examination  at  the  Yale  School 
of  Medicine  where  unusual  facilities  are  available.  The  written 
examinations  are  given  on  embalming,  anatomy,  pathology,  bac- 
teriology, hygiene,  chemistry,  restorative  art,  mortuary  law,  and 
business  ethics. 

After  taking  the  written  examination,  and  succeeding  in  receiv- 
ing a  passing  mark  of  75  or  over,  the  student  must  serve  under  a 
licensed  embalmer  for  three  months,  when  he  is  eligible  for  the 
practical  examination  on  a  cadaver,  which  if  satisfactory,  entitles 
him  to  receive  a  license,  issued  by  the  Board. 

Connecticut  ranks  as  a  foremost  state  in  matters  relating  to 
embalming  and  much  credit  is  due  to  the  interest  and  assistance 
received  from  Commissioner  of  the  State  Department  of  Health, 
who  is  an  ex-officio  member  of  the  Board,  and  to  our  Secretary, 
known  nationally  as  an  authority  on  matters  pertaining  to  em- 
balming and  funeral  directing.

HAIRDRESSERS  AND  COSMETICIANS  COMMISSION. 

The  Hairdressers  and  Cosmeticians  Commission  had  its  origin 
in  1925. 

The  Board  is  directly  responsible  for  the  issuing  of  the  apprentice 
cards  to  students,  and  licenses  for  schools,  shops,  operators,  assist- 
ant hairdressers  and  cosmeticians,  and  instructors.  The  Board 
also  has  jurisdiction  over  admitting  persons  from  other  license 
states  who  have  been  in  the  business  for  some  length  of  time.  Ex- 
aminations consist  of  written  questions,  oral  questions  and  practical 
work  in  the  various  branches  of  the  profession.  These  examinations 
are  held  four  times  a  year.  The  Board  revokes  and  suspends 
licenses  for  just  causes. 

In  1925  there  were  approximately  700  shops,  1500  operators,  5 
schools  and  7  instructors  in  Connecticut,  and  according  to  our 
records  for  the  first  six  months  of  this  fiscal  year,  there  are  approxi- 
mately 900  shops,  2100  operators,  8  schools,  30  instructors  and  600 
students  in  various  schools  and  shops. 

Fees  payable  to  the  Commission  since  July  1,  1933  approximate 
$7,000,  which  amount  will  be  increased  before  the  end  of  the  fiscal 
year,  owing  to  the  fact  that  there  are  still  two  examinations  to  be 
held,  and  to  the  fees  from  shop  renewals. 

The  Commission  surveys  the  entire  State,  and  each  Commis- 
sioner has  inspected  shops  in  her  own  locality  with  a  view  to  pro- 
tecting the  public  from  insanitary  conditions,  contagious  diseases 
and  inferior  work. 

Since  July  instructive  meetings  have  been  held  in  each  of  the 
large  cities  and  some  of  the  towns.  The  Board  is  now  requiring 
that  all  students  planning  to  enter  the  hairdressing  and  cosmetology 
field  must  pass  a  physical  examination  before  starting  their  training.

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COMMISSION  OF  PHARMACY. 

The  Commission  of  Pharmacy  consists  of  five  persons  each  of 
whom  is  a  licensed  or  registered  pharmacist  of  at  least  ten  years' 
practical  experience  in  the  practice  of  pharmacy,  actively  engaged 
in  such  practice  in  this  state  at  the  time  of  appointment.  The 
Connecticut  Pharmaceutical  Association  annually  nominates  a  list 
of  six  persons  on  or  before  June  1st  from  which  the  Governor  ap- 
points one  commissioner  who  holds  office  for  five  years  from  the 
first  day  of  June  in  the  year  of  his  appointment. 

The  commission  is  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  adopting 
rules  for  the  performance  of  its  duty,  and  also  for  the  conduct  of 
the  business  of  retailing  or  dispensing  drugs,  medicines  and  poisons. 
The  commission  has  the  power  to  compel  attendance  of  witnesses 
by  subpoena  and  may  administer  oaths  in  any  matter  within  its 
jurisdiction.  Four  times  a  year,  or  more  often  if  actually  necessary, 
the  commission  conducts  an  examination  of  applicants  to  become 
registered  pharmacists  or  assistant  pharmacists.  All  candidates 
must  be  graduated  from  a  recognized  college  of  pharmacy. 

The  commission  registers  all  drug  stores  and  stores  selling  patent 
medicines  and  drugs  in  sealed  packages  where  such  .stores  are  not 
under  the  direct  supervision  of  a  registered  pharmacist. 

The  commission  is  empowered  to  hold  hearings  upon  complaints 
as  to  any  violations  of  the  statutes  within  the  scope  of  its  activities 
and  may  thereafter  suspend  or  revoke  any  license  either  to  practice 
pharmacy  or  to  conduct  a  pharmacy.  The  commission  is  also 
charged  with  the  duty  of  making  inquiry  as  to  applicants  for  certifi- 
cates of  fitness  as  a  preliminary  to  procuring  a  druggist  permit  to 
sell  alcoholic  liquors. 

Each  member  of  the  commission  receives  a  salary  of  five  hundred 
dollars  per  year  and  his  necessary  traveling  expenses,  the  secretary- 
treasurer  of  the  commission  receiving,  in  addition,  compensation 
at  the  rate  of  twenty-five  hundred  dollars  per  year.

CONNECTICUT  HOMEOPATHIC  MEDICAL 
EXAMINING  BOARD. 
The  Medical  Examining  Boards  came  into  being  in  the  year 
1893.    Before  that  it  was  not  necessary  to  have  even  a  Degree  of 
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M.D.  in  order  to  practice  medicine.  A  well  known  practitioner 
of  that  time  in  New  Haven  was  a  graduate  of  the  Clock  Shop, 
another  was  an  itinerant  Botanic  and  there  were  others. 

In  1893,  all  reputable  practitioners  were  registered  by  the  State 
Board  of  Health  and  after  May  23,  1893  anyone  desiring  a  License 
to  practice  medicine  or  surgery  in  Connecticut  had  to  pass  an  ex- 
amination before  one  of  the  Medical  Examining  Boards. 

The  Bill  making  the  degree  of  M.D.  the  evidence  of  qualification 
for  medical  practice  was  strongly  advocated  before  the  Legislature 
but  was  opposed  by  the  Eclectic  school,  by  the  Mind  cures,  Faith 
cures,  Clairvoyants  and  traveling  medicine  vendors  who  had  found 
Connecticut  a  rich  field  for  their  operations.  The  Bill  was  finally 
passed,  exempting  Chiropodists,  Clairvoyants  and  other  Healers 
not  using  medicines.  Under  this  Statute,  each  of  the  three  Medical 
Societies  recommended  five  examiners,  who  were  then  appointed  by 
the  State  Board  of  Health. 

On  Oct.  17,  1893,  at  the  semi-annual  meeting  of  the  Connecticut 
Homeopathic  Medical  Society,  five  doctors  were  nominated  to 
serve  on  the  Connecticut  Homeopathic  Medical  Examining  Board, 
the  terms  overlapping  to  preserve  a  continuing  body,  and  there- 
after, one  member  of  the  Board  was  nominated  for  five  years  at 
each  annual  meeting  in  October. 

Examinations  are  held  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  March,  July 
and  November  and  continue  for  two  days.  There  are  seven  sub- 
jects of  ten  questions  each  and  the  candidate  must  have  an  average 
passing  mark  of  75  per  cent. 

Licenses  from  other  states  issued  after  a  State  Examination  of 
as  high  a  grade  and  of  the  same  kind  as  that  required  by  the  Con- 
necticut Homeopathic  Medical  Examining  Board  may  be  accepted 
in  lieu  of  the  examination.  The  Law  provides  that  our  Board  can 
examine  only  graduates  of  Homeopathic  Medical  Schools. 

Since  its  inception  the  Connecticut  Homeopathic  Medical  Exam- 
ining Board  has  examined  and  passed  170  applicants  and  has 
accepted  the  licenses  from  other  states  of  92  applicants.  We  have 
also  accepted  the  applications  of  four  physicians  who  were  graduates 
of  recognized  Medical  Schools  and  practicing  in  other  states  prior 
to  1893.  All  applications  have  been  carefully  examined  and  some 
of  them  refused  as  not  coming  up  to  our  standards. 

The  Board  has  filed  with  the  State  Department  of  Health  a  list 
of  accepted  Homeopathic  Medical  Colleges,  many  of  which  have 
gone  out  of  existence,  but  still  have  some  graduates  in  practice. 

The  Examinations  have  all  been  thoroughly  conducted  and  lists 
of  applicants  carefully  kept.  The  Secretary  has  attended  to  the 
correspondence,  regarding  examinations,  State  Laws,  Licenses  and 
many  other  matters.

CONNECTICUT  MEDICAL  EXAMINING  BOARD.* 

Annually  in  January  the  Governor  appoints  one  of  the  five 
members  of  the  Connecticut  Medical  Examining  Board.  In  Decem- 
ber in  each  year  the  name  of  one  physician  practising  in  this  state 
is  recommended  to  the  Governor  for  appointment  by  the  Connec- 
ticut Medical  Society,  although  the  Governor  is  not  necessarily 
limited  to  the  selection  of  the  nominee  so  proposed.  Each  member 
of  the  Board  serves  for  a  five-year  term. 

Applicants  for  certificates  to  practice  medicine  or  surgery  are 
examined  by  the  Board  on  the  second  Tuesdays  of  March,  July, 
and  November  of  each  year.  The  subjects  under  examination 
include  anatomy,  surgery,  diagnosis,  medical  chemistry,  thera- 
peutics and  allied  subjects.  The  Board  frames  and  propounds  its 
own  questions  and  files  both  questions  and  the  answers  submitted 
by  the  applicants  with  the  State  Department  of  Health  where 
they  are  preserved  for  six  years.  The  Board  is  authorized  to  make 
such  rules  and  regulations  for  conducting  examinations  as  may 
be  deemed  necessary  from  time  to  time  and  requires  each  applicant 
to  pay  a  fee  of  five  dollars  before  being  admitted  to  examination. 

In  lieu  of  the  examination,  the  Board  may  accept  the  license  of 
any  other  state  medical  examining  board  provided  that  the  appli- 
cant, holder  of  such  license,  has  been  admitted  in  such  other  state 
after  passing  an  examination  of  as  high  a  grade  as  that  required  in 
this  state.  Such  applicants  must  also  have  practised  their  profes- 
sion at  least  three  years,  and  be  residents  of  this  state  or  intend 
permanently  to  reside  here,  and  also  meet  certain  additional  formal 
requirements  prescribed  by  the  law. 

The  Board  is  also  authorized  to  admit  without  examination 
physicians  who  have  been  graduated  from  a  reputable  and  incor- 
porated medical  college  and  who  began  the  practice  of  medicine 
outside  of  this  state  prior  to  May  25,  1893.  The  Board  makes 
inquiry  as  to  the  actual  practice  of  such  an  applicant,  as  to  his 
moral  character  and  professional  standing,  and  also  ascertains  that 
he  has  received  the  approval  of  the  State  Board  of  Medical  Exam- 
iners of  the  state  in  which  he  shall  have  resided  last  preceding  his 
application  to  the  Connecticut  Board. 

When  applicants  have  been  accepted,  certificates  signed  in 
duplicate  by  a  majority  of  the  Board  are  issued  and  filed  with 
the  State  Department  of  Health,  one  of  which  is  submitted  to  the

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Town  Clerk  of  the  town  in  which  the  applicant  resides  that  it  may 
there  be  recorded  in  the  records  kept  by  the  Town  Clerk  for  the 
purpose. 

The  Board  exercises  the  utmost  of  caution  and  scrutiny  in  the 
performance  of  the  public  trust  imposed  upon  it.  The  public 
must  be  protected  against  all  persons  who  seek  for  compensation 
to  treat,  operate,  or  prescribe  for  any  injury,  deformity,  or  disease, 
unless  and  until  the  required  certificate  shall  have  been  granted  to 
the  applicant  as  the  law  prescribes. 

The  Board  has  the  power  for  any  of  several  causes  to  revoke, 
suspend,  or  annul  the  registration  granted  to  any  practitioner. 
When  charges  are  to  be  brought  against  a  practitioner,  the  Board 
furnishes  a  statement  of  the  charges  in  writing  and  fixes  by  a  notice 
the  time  and  place  of  a  hearing.  The  Board  is  authorized  to  hear 
witnesses,  to  issue  subpoenas  and  thereafter  arrive  at  a  decision, 
provided  that  by  unanimous  vote  a  practitioner  found  guilty  may, 
in  the  discretion  of  the  Board,  be  reprimanded  or  disciplined,  or 
even  suffer  the  revocation  of  his  registration  certificate.  Of  course, 
an  appeal  is  granted  the  person  aggrieved  by  the  finding  of  the 
Board,  in  which  event  the  matter  is  brought  to  the  Superior  Court 
with  the  Attorney  General  appearing  as  counsel  for  the  Board. 

There  is  in  no  field  of  the  public  service  a  more  intimate  connec- 
tion between  the  public-at-large  and  the  protection  afforded  to  it 
by  the  intervention  of  the  State  than  occurs  under  the  laws  with 
respect  to  the  Medical  Examining  Board.

CONNECTICUT  STATE  BOARD  OF  EXAMINERS 
IN  OPTOMETRY. 

Connecticut  was  among  the  first  twenty-eight  states  to  pass  a 
law  governing  the  practice  of  Optometry,  the  original  bill  having 
been  passed  in  1913  for  the  purpose  of  protecting  the  public  and 
bringing  about  a  higher  degree  of  efficiency  in  the  practice  of  the 
profession  of  Optometry. 

The  Law  provides  for  an  examining  board  of  five  members,  to 
be  appointed  by  the  Governor,  and  the  duties  of  the  Board  are  to 
examine  applicants  and  have  general  supervision  of  the  enforce- 
ment of  the  Optometry  Law  and  Board  rules. 

Since  the  original  law  was  drafted  many  important  changes  have 
been  made,  which  were  sponsored  by  the  Connecticut  Optometric 
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Society.  Several  years  ago  a  change  was  made  in  the  law  doing 
away  with  the  apprenticeship  system.  Another  amendment  was 
made  to  permit  optometrists  to  examine  the  vision  of  children  in 
public  schools,  provided  such  examiners  are  appointed  for  such 
purpose  in  the  same  manner  in  which  physicians  are  appointed 
under  provisions  of  Chapter  49  of  General  Statutes.  More  recently, 
in  the  1931  session  of  the  Legislature,  the  law  was  amended  to 
require  the  applicant  for  practice  to  be  a  graduate  of  a  recognized 
school  of  Optometry  maintaining  a  three-year  course,  an  increase 
of  one  year  over  the  previous  requirement.  No  school  of  Optom- 
etry is  to  be  approved  unless  it  shall  have  a  minimum  requirement 
of  a  course  of  study  of  one  thousand  attendance  hours.  Schools 
are  rated  by  a  committee  from  the  International  Board  of  Boards 
of  Examiners  in  Optometry,  of  which  the  Connecticut  Board  is  a 
member. 

The  preliminary  requirements  are  that  the  applicant  shall  be 
twenty-one  years  of  age,  of  good  moral  character,  and  shall  have 
a  qualifying  academic  certificate  from  the  Secretary  of  the  State 
Board  of  Education,  showing  that  he  has  been  graduated  after  a 
four  years'  course  of  study  in  a  public  high  .school  approved  by  the 
State  Board  of  Education,  or  has  a  preliminary  education  equiv- 
alent thereto. 

The  Connecticut  Board  is  entirely  self-supporting,  as  each 
optometrist  is  required  to  register  annually  with  the  Board,  and 
an  increase  in  the  cost  of  annual  registration  was  made  in  order  to 
permit  the  Board  to  employ  an  inspector.  A  complete  inspection 
of  all  offices  is  made  annually,  and  the  inspector  also  investigates 
complaints  regarding  infractions  of  the  law  and  Board  rules. 

At  the  State  Capitol  in  Hartford  a  room  is  reserved,  where  a 
complete  optometric  equipment  is  maintained  for  the  examination 
of  applicants.  The  examinations  are  held  once  a  year  in  June  and 
cover  three  days  of  written  work  and  practical  demonstration  of 
the  use  of  instruments.  The  subjects  in  which  the  applicants  are 
examined  are  practical  optometry,  theoretic  optometry,  physi- 
ologic optics,  theoretic  and  practical  optics,  anatomy  and  path- 
ology. Each  member  of  the  Board  is  assigned  a  particular  topic 
for  examination  papers,  and  the  questions  and  corrections  are 
made  by  the  individual  member  having  the  topic  in  charge.  Then 
at  a  subsequent  Board  meeting  all  papers  are  reviewed  by  the 
entire  Board  and  a  rating  given  the  applicant. 

For  many  years  itinerant  vendors  of  spectacles  went  from  door 
to  door  soliciting  patronage.  These  men  were  poorly  equipped  to 
care  for  eye  needs,  and  this  practice,  together  with  the  establish- 
ment of  temporary  offices,  is  now  prohibited  by  law. 

The  Board  of  Examiners  in  Optometry  is  granted  by  law  the 
power  to  make  rules  governing  the  practice  of  the  profession  of 
Optometry  and,  in  the  1933  session  of  the  Legislature,  a  broader 
scope  was  given  to  the  Board  in  the  exercise  of  this  power.    Rules 
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recently  passed  by  the  Board  establish  a  high  standard  of  profes- 
sional conduct  for  practitioners. 

Optometry  is  being  taught  in  some  of  the  leading  universities, 
and  the  graduates  are  well  equipped  to  care  for  the  visual  needs  of 
the  public.  The  practice  of  Optometry  is  now  regulated  by  law  in 
every  state  in  the  Union.

DENTAL  COMMISSION. 

In  May,  1893,  the  first  statute  concerning  the  Dental  Commis- 
sion in  this  state  was  passed  by  the  Legislature.  At  that  time  it 
was  provided  that  the  Governor  appoint  five  commissioners,  and 
the  first  meeting  was  held  in  Hartford  in  August  of  that  year. 

It  was  decided  that  all  dentists  in  practice  in  this  state  prior  to 
the  date  of  the  passage  of  the  Act  should  be  required  to  register 
their  names  with  the  Recorder.  Subsequently,  all  desiring  to 
practice  dentistry  must  submit  to  the  examinations  as  set  forth 
by  the  Commission. 

Nowadays,  the  members  of  the  Commission  are  also  appointed 
by  the  Governor  from  a  list  suggested  by  the  State  Dental  Associa- 
tion. It  is  usually  made  up  of  men  who  are  familiar  with  dental 
activities  in  the  state,  for  in  a  measure  the  Commission  is  the 
controlling  body  of  dentistry  in  the  state. 

In  order  to  carry  out  its  protective  function,  the  state  board 
holds  examinations  twice  each  year  to  examine  candidates  for 
license.  In  order  to  be  eligible  today  one  must  comply  with  the 
statute  which  states  ".  .he  shall  present  a  diploma  or  other 
certificate  of  graduation  from  some  reputable  dental  college  or 
from  a  department  of  dentistry  of  a  medical  college  conferring  a 
dental  degree"— ' 'Each  applicant  for  a  license  shall  also  present  a 
certificate  from  the  state  board  of  education  that  he  has  completed 
a  four  year  course  at  an  approved  high  school,  or  has  an  equivalent 
academic  education   .    ." 

Examinations  are  necessary  because  of  different  standards  in 
different  parts  of  the  country,  and  even  in  different  parts  of  a 
state.  The  examinations  are  very  comprehensive,  both  in  theory 
and  in  practice,  and  take  the  greater  part  of  three  days.

In  theory,  that  is,  the  written  examinations —candidates  are 
examined  in  the  fundamental  biological  sciences:  anatomy,  physi- 
ology, histology,  bacteriology,  and  pathology,  as  well  as  in  all 
phases  of  dentistry  itself.  In  the  practical  examinations,  one  is 
required  to  prepare  cavities  in  teeth  in  the  mouth  of  a  patient  he 
takes  to  Hartford,  and  then  fill  them  with  gold,  silver  or  porcelain. 
Also,  there  is  an  examination  in  making  gold  crowns  as  a  test  of 
ability  to  work  with  that  metal;  and  artificial  teeth  must  be  made 
well  along  towards  completion  as  a  further  means  of  determining 
fitness.  Each  candidate  must  undergo  an  oral  examination  before 
two  commissioners  after  making  a  thorough  study  of  the  needs  of 
a  patient's  mouth. 

In  determining  finally  the  rating  of  a  candidate,  his  personal 
fitness  or  his  adaptability  for  the  professional  standards  is  taken 
into  consideration,  so  that  when  one  is  granted  a  license  in  Connec- 
ticut, it  is  reasonably  certain  the  dentist  is  qualified  to  render 
proper  and  honest  service  to  the  public.  The  Commission  also 
passes  upon  violations  of  the  statutes  and  metes  out  punishment 
in  the  form  of  a  reprimand,  or  of  suspension  or  revocation  of  license. 
In  either  of  the  latter  two  instances,  the  dentist  has  recourse  to  an 
appeal  to  the  Superior  Court. 

Licenses  may  be  suspended  or  revoked  for  any  of  several  causes, 
among  them  the  practice  of  any  fraud  or  deception,  the  publication 
or  circulation  by  a  dentist  of  fraudulent  or  misleading  statements 
concerning  himself  or  his  employees,  gross  negligence  or  indecent 
conduct  toward  patients,  and  the  conviction  for  any  crime  involv- 
ing moral  turpitude. 

Various  types  of  problems  came  before  the  board  for  considera- 
tion. Within  the  last  few  years  many  men  who  held  no  license 
attempted  to  treat  patients  either  in  their  own  homes  or  the  latter's 
home.  Fortunately  the  practice  of  dentistry  has  been  kept  on  a 
very  high  plane  in  Connecticut  and  while  the  examinations  are 
regarded  among  the  most  difficult  in  the  country,  it  has  been  ad- 
mitted they  are  eminently  fair,  and  a  dentist  is  always  proud  to 
state  that  he  has  been  successful  here. 

Prior  to  1893  but  little  notice  was  taken  by  our  law  makers  of  the 
needs  of  the  dental  profession  but  since  that  time  more  specific 
attention  has  been  given  to  it  and  the  law  changed  at  different 
times  until  today  the  public  is  pretty  well  protected  from  the 
charlatan  and  imposter. 

With  three  hundred  and  sixty-five  listed  in  the  state  in  1893, 
the  number  has  been  added  to  until  now  over  one  thousand  are 
each  year  registered  as  practicing  in  the  state  while  one  hundred 
and  fifty  others  are  annually  registered  and  are  in  practice  out  of 
the  state. 

Connecticut  early  recognized  the  helpful  place  of  woman  in  the 
dental  office  and  she  is  licensed  to  practice  the  art  of  hygiene  under 
the  supervision  of  the  licensed  and  registered  dentist  under  the 
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name  of  "hygienist."  At  the  present  time  there  are  over  three 
hundred  licensed  and  registered  hygienists  in  this  state. 

In  order  to  qualify  as  a  dental  hygienist,  a  young  lady  must  be 
a  graduate  of  a  high  school  or  equivalent  and  also  of  a  school 
specifically  devoted  to  the  teaching  of  the  science.  The  length  of 
the  course  varies,  usually  from  one  to  two  years.  The  first  school 
was  established  in  the  state  by  Dr.  A.  C.  Fones  of  Bridgeport  in 
1913,  so  Connecticut  is  really  the  pioneer  of  the  world  for  this 
important  type  of  health  service. 

Considering  the  fact  that  the  first  dental  school  was  established 
in  Baltimore  in  1838  and  gave  a  course  of  but  six  months,  it  is 
interesting  to  note  that  in  less  than  100  years  the  progress  in  den- 
tistry has  been  very  great.  Today  the  course  of  study  is  not  less 
than  five  years  in  total  in  any  school,  and  some  require  eight. 
That  is,  in  the  former,  students  must  have  one  pre-dental  academic 
year,  while  in  the  other,  it  is  three  pre-dental  years  of  study. 

The  Dental  Commission  issues  annually  a  list  of  dentists  and 
hygienists  registered  in  the  state  and  also  makes  a  biennial  report 
of  its  activities  to  the  Governor. 

To  keep  abreast  of  the  modern  dental  requirements,  a  commission 
must  be  continually  in  contact  with  the  schools  and  colleges  to  be 
prepared  to  exact  the  most  modern  and  approved  practices  from 
candidates  for  license.  And  further,  to  assist  in  maintaining  the 
high  ethical  plane,  it  is  almost  necessary  as  well  to  be  equipped 
with  a  wide  legal  knowledge.

STATE  CHEMISTS. 

The  duties  of  State  Chemists  in  Connecticut  have  undergone 
numerous  changes  since  the  first  chemists  were  appointed  in  1869, 
under  a  law  entitled  "An  Act  in  Addition  to  'An  Act  Relating  to 
Taverns  and  Spiritous  Liquors'."  At  that  time  each  appointee  was 
authorized  to  "inspect  and  analyze  samples  of  all  spirituous  or  in- 
toxicating liquors  that  may  be  presented  to  him  for  that  purpose 
by  any  officer  of  the  law  or  other  responsible  parties."  He  was 
required  to  keep  a  record  of  all  samples  and  to  furnish  attested 
copies  of  his  "record  for  publication  at  least  four  times  in  each 
year." 
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Section  4  of  the  Public  Acts  of  1875  restricted  the  analysis  of 
intoxicating  liquors  to  samples  presented  by  "any  legal  officer.' ' 

In  1888  the  duties  were  broadened  by  an  addition  to  the  law, 
requiring  him  to  "perform  such  duties  as  are  or  may  be  prescribed 
by  law."  From  time  to  time  various  State  departments  were 
authorized  by  Statute  to  employ  State  Chemists  to  examine  and 
report  on  fermented  beverages,  drugs,  and  food  products.  The 
Boards  of  Health  of  cities,  boroughs,  and  towns  in  the  State  were 
also  authorized  to  procure  from  time  to  time  at  their  "discretion 
"groceries,  medicines,  and  other  articles  of  consumption  and  cause 
same  to  be  analyzed  by  one  of  the  State  Chemists." 

In  1918  the  Examiner  of  Public  Records  was  authorized  to 
"cause  a  number  of  distinct  and  separate  brands"  (of  inks  and 
typewriter  ribbons)  "to  be  examined  as  to  quality  by  a  State 
Chemist  and  give  his  approval  of  not  less  than  four  different  brands 
or  manufacturers."  The  inks  and  typewriter  ribbons  so  approved 
are  standard  for  use  in  this  state. 

Following  the  establishment  of  the  Connecticut  Experiment 
Station  and  the  State  Board  of  Health  Laboratories,  many  of  the 
routine  types  of  examinations  including  water  analyses,  and  food 
and  drug  products  purchased  in  the  open  market,  were  transferred 
to  these  departments.  State  Chemists  now  are  usually  chosen 
from  among  men  engaged  in  private  practice  whose  laboratory 
facilities  and  technically  trained  assistants  are  made  available 
when  necessary,  to  state  and  municipal  departments  for  special 
investigations,  and  they  have  continued  to  serve  law  enforcement 
officers  under  the  original  statute  covering  the  examination  of 
intoxicating  liquors. 

Although  the  present  law  requires  the  State  Chemist  to  "perform 
such  duties  as  are  or  may  be  prescribed  by  law"  his  actual  services 
include  some  lines  of  work  for  State  Departments  which  are  not 
specifically  indicated  in  the  Statutes. 

Under  Section  2022  of  the  Acts  of  1888,  the  Coroner,  with  the 
approval  of  the  State's  Attorney,  was  authorized  to  "have  a 
chemical  or  microscopical  analysis  or  other  scientific  investigation, 
for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the  death  of  the  person  on  whose 
body  he  is  holding  an  inquest."  The  State  Chemist  is  not  specif- 
ically indicated  in  the  Act,  but  investigations  of  this  character 
in  recent  years  have  been  carried  out  by  State  Chemists  who  were 
equipped  for  such  work. 

Other  recent  lines  of  investigation  have  included  the  examina- 
tion of  recovered  portions  of  incendiary  bombs  used  in  theatres, 
the  redevelopment  of  mutilated  factory  numbers  on  firearms,  exam- 
inations of  bullets  in  the  investigation  of  suspected  murders,  exam- 
inations of  pills,  powders,  and  liquid  preparations  which  failed 
to  produce  the  remedies  claimed  for  them,  the  examination  of 
motor  fuels  to  determine  the  presence  of  kerosene  and  other  non- 
taxable products,  and  the  examination  of  foodstuffs  suspected  as 
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being  used  in  connection  with  the  smuggling  of  narcotics  into 
prisons.  The  examination  of  inks  and  typewriter  ribbons  has 
been  carried  out  under  Section  1065  of  the  General  Statutes. 

Following  the  enactment  of  the  Prohibition  Amendment,  many 
types  of  denatured  alcohols  were  subjected  to  special  treatment 
by  illicit  users  and  rectified  for  beverage  use,  and  much  of  the 
State  Chemist's  work  for  State  and  local  prohibition  officers  in 
this  connection  has  involved  investigations  carried  out  to  deter- 
mine the  source  of  the  suspected  products.  It  is  of  interest  to 
note  that  even  lacquer  thinners  and  so-called  leather  dope  con- 
taining nitro-cellulose,  castor  oil,  ethyl  acetate  and  alcohol  were 
shown  to  have  been  subjected  to  treatment  and  distilled  to  recover 
alcohol  for  beverage  use.  Jamaica  ginger  extract  used  as  a  bever- 
age by  numerous  persons  who  later  developed  paralysis  was  found 
to  contain  tri-cresyl-phosphate,  which  had  been  shown  by  federal 
investigators  to  have  been  the  cause  of  paralysis. 

While  these  varied  types  of  investigations,  required  under  present- 
day  conditions,  are  carried  out  under  the  direct  supervision  of  the 
State  Chemists,  acknowledgement  must,  in  fairness,  be  made  for 
the  service  rendered  by  assistants  whose  special  training  in  different 
fields  of  chemistry  have  made  possible  the  solution  of  many  in- 
tricate problems. 

State  Chemists  under  Section  62  of  the  General  Statutes  of 
Connecticut,  Revision  of  1930,  are  appointed  by  the  Governor  for 
a  two-year  period.  They  are  paid  by  fees  for  services  rendered. 
As  the  reports  of  their  investigations  are  submitted  to  numerous 
state  and  local  divisions  of  the  government,  no  complete  record  of 
the  duties  is  available.  The  foregoing  outline  is  based  primarily 
on  the  writer's  own  experience  over  a  period  of  more  than  twenty 
years'  service.  Other  State  Chemists  have  undoubtedly  been 
employed  on  department  work  of  equal  interest  and  importance, 
but  the  foregoing  outline  will  perhaps  serve  to  indicate  briefly  the 
historical  changes  and  the  present-day  trend  of  the  State  Chemist's 
duties.

STATE  BOARD  OF  HEALING  ARTS. 
A   "diploma  mill"   investigation  in   1923-1924  involved  one  of 
the  healing  arts  examining  boards.     The  scandal   following  this 
disclosure  induced  the  legislature  in  1925  to  establish  a  State  Board 
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of  Healing  Arts,  whose  task  it  is  to  check  the  qualifications  of  all 
candidates  for  license  to  practice  the  healing  arts — medicine, 
osteopathy,  chiropractic,  natureopathy. 

The  principle  underlying  this  legislation  was,  that  in  order  to 
protect  the  citizens  of  Connecticut,  no  one  should  be  allowed  to 
practice  under  any  school  without  having  a  thorough  grounding 
in  the  basic  sciences. 

Any  one  desiring  to  practice  the  healing  arts  must  appear  before 
the  license  examining  board  of  his  particular  school  of  practice, 
for  examination;  but,  before  he  can  do  this,  as  a  prerequisite  it  is 
necessary  for  him  to  obtain  a  certificate  from  the  State  Board  of 
Healing  Arts.  The  only  exception  is  that  candidates  eligible  for 
consideration  by  the  examining  boards  on  a  credential  basis,  with- 
out examination,  need  not  procure  this  certificate  provided  they 
have  been  in  active,  reputable  practice  five  years  preceding  applica- 
tion for  Connecticut  license. 

The  State  Board  of  Healing  Arts  issues  its  certificate  to  any 
candidate  who  has  submitted  to  it  evidence  that  he  has  met  the 
following  requirements  of  the  law:  that  he  graduated  from  high 
school  (or  had  equivalent  qualifications)  before  commencing  the 
study  of  the  healing  arts;  that  he  has  met  the  statutory  provisions 
as  to  training  in  the  healing  arts;  that  he  is  of  good  moral  character; 
and,  that  he  is  well  grounded  in  the  knowledge  of  anatomy,  physi- 
ology, hygiene,  pathology  and  diagnosis. 

Written  examinations  in  the  above  mentioned  subjects  are  given 
by  the  board  at  New  Haven  on  the  second  Saturday  of  February, 
of  June,  and  of  October.  Applications  must  be  made  well  in  ad- 
vance of,  and  in  any  case  not  later  than  two  weeks  before,  the 
examination  date.    The  fee  is  $5. 

This  board  does  not  in  any  way  supplant  or  relieve  from  respon- 
sibility the  boards  which  examine  for  license.  Its  function  is  simply 
to  check  certain  minimum  qualifications  which,  for  the  protection 
of  the  public,  should  be  required  of  every  candidate  for  license  to 
practice  the  healing  arts,  regardless  of  his  system  of  practice;  and 
the  board  endeavors  to  perform  this  duty  with  the  utmost  fairness 
to  all  groups  of  the  healing  arts.

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STATE  BOARD  OF  NATUREOPATH1C  EXAMINERS. 

Although  the  Naturopathic  Statutes  require  the  Board  to  hold 
meetings  semi-annually,  circumstances  frequently  arise  which 
require  the  Board  to  convene  at  times  other  than  at  its  regular 
stated  periods. 

Among  the  Board's  activities  are  the  approval  or  rejection  of 
applicants  for  admittance  to  the  practice  of  Naturopathy  in 
Connecticut;  the  issuance  of  a  certificate  of  approval  to  the  suc- 
cessful or  qualified  candidate,  who  in  turn  presents  this  certificate 
to  the  Connecticut  State  Department  of  Health,  which  Board  issues 
the  license  certificates,  provided  the  candidate  measures  up  to  his 
or  her  recommendations. 

There  are  also  other  times  when  the  Board  or  its  representatives 
are  required  to  make  investigations  of  activities  of  illegal  or  clan- 
destine practitioners  of  Naturopathy,  following  receipts  of  com- 
plaints. If  circumstances  then  warrant,  the  results  of  such  in- 
vestigations are  turned  over  to  the  State  Police  for  prosecution  and 
possible  conviction. 

The  activities  of  the  President  of  the  Board  consist  of  the  calling 
of  all  meetings,  regular  or  special;  to  preside  at  all  meetings;  to 
direct  the  activities  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Board,  and  to  serve 
personally  notices  of  suspension  or  revocation  of  license. 

The  duties  of  the  Vice-President  are  to  assis^  the  President  of  the 
Board  at  all  times  in  the  performance  of  his  duties;  to  preside  at 
any  meetings  in  the  absence  of  the  President  and  to  aid  in  the 
successful  functioning  of  the  Board. 

The  activities  of  the  Secretary-Treasurer  are  numerous.  He 
must  keep  faithfully,  the  written  minutes  of  every  meeting;  assist 
both  President  and  Vice-President  in  the  performance  of  their 
respective  duties ;  attend  to  handling  of  all  correspondence,  of  which 
there  is  a  large  volume;  arrange  with  the  State  Capitol  Bld'g  Supt. 
for  rooms  in  the  Capitol  in  which  to  hold  their  meetings;  make 
thorough  investigation  of  all  applicants  for  licenses  prior  to  the 
presentation  of  the  candidate  for  examination  or  approval  of  the 
Board;  he  usually  holds  personal  interviews  with  complainants, 
and  such  other  duties  as  may  be  requested  of  him  by  either  the 
President  or  Vice-President. 

Other  activities  of  the  Board  are  to  visit  occasionally,  the  offices 
of  the  respective  licensed  practitioners  of  Natureopathy  in  order  to 
ascertain  the  existing  conditions  connected  with  their  environment 
and  office  practice;  to  ascertain  the  sanitary  and  hygienic  conditions, 
the  sterilization  of  office  diagnostic  instruments,  as  well  as  to  offer 
suggestions  from  time  to  time  which  may,  if  possible,  improve 
any  of  these  conditions  not  up  to  standard. 

The  Board  must,  annually,  send  notices  to  each  and  every  licen- 
see of  Natureopathy,  that  their  annual  renewal  license  fee  is  due 
and  payable  to  the  Secretary-Treasurer,  on  or  before  each  Septem- 
ber 1st.  Upon  receipt  of  the  renewal  fee,  the  Secretary  mails  to 
each  licensee  a  receipt  in  the  form  of  a  license  card. 
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Another  activity  of  the  Board  is  the  approval  of  the  Schools 
which  live  up  to  the  State's  high  requirements  for  admittance  to 
practice. 

The  chief  aim  of  this  Board  is  to  promote  the  interests  of  those 
who  are  engaged  in  the  practice  of  Naturopathy  as  well  as  to 
promote  co-operation  and  harmony  with  other  organized  State 
Boards  of  the  Healing  Arts. 

The  Board  endeavors  to  keep  the  State  of  Connecticut  free  from 
illegal  and  clandestine  practitioners  of  Natureopathy ;  to  influence 
licensed  practitioners  against  lurid,  sensational  and  spectacular 
advertising,  thereby  keeping  the  ethics  of  Natureopathy  up  to  a 
standard  with  other  schools  of  the  Healing  Arts,  as  well  as  to  keep 
these  practitioners  within  their  limitations  in  the  practice  of  Natureo- 
pathy. 

The  Board  must,  of  course,  promote  complete  harmony  among 
the  members  of  this  Board  as  well  as  between  the  Board  and  its 
following;  hear  any  and  all  grievances  presented  by  any  licensed 
practitioner  of  Natureopathy,  and  be  ready  at  all  times  to  render 
an  opinion  and  advise  accordingly. 

The  Board  aims  to  cooperate  with  Boards  of  Natureopathy  in 
other  states  whose  requirements  are  on  a  standard  with  those  of 
Connecticut,  and  also  to  maintain  a  dignity  and  standing  com- 
mensurate with  the  privilege  of  upholding  the  good  name  of  the 
State  of  Connecticut  in  this  field.

STATE  BOARD  OF  EXAMINATION  AND  REGISTRATION 
OF  NURSES.* 

The  state  board  of  examination  and  registration  of  nurses  consists 
of  five  members  who  are  appointed  by  the  Governor.  Triennially 
the  Governor  appointed  two  members  of  the  board,  but  commencing 
July  1,  1933  and  triennially  thereafter  he  appoints  but  one  member 
of  the  board,  each  of  whom  serves  for  a  term  of  three  years.  No 
person  may  be  a  member  of  the  board  who  is  not  a  resident  of  the 
state,  and  all  members  have  had  at  least  five  years'  experience  in 
the  professional  nursing  of  the  sick,  and  all  must  be  graduates  of  a 
training  school  for  nurses  which  prescribes  a  two  year  course  in  a 
general  hospital. 

♦Prepared  by  the  Secretary. 
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The  Board  is  authorized  to  organize  and  elect  from  its  number  a 
president  and  a  secretary-treasurer.  The  board  may  adopt  a  seal, 
and  is  authorized  to  promulgate  by-laws,  rules,  and  regulations  for 
the  transaction  of  the  business  of  the  board  and  the  management  of 
its  affairs.  All  training  schools  for  nurses  in  Connecticut  are  in- 
spected at  least  once  a  year  by  the  board  or  a  registered  nurse 
inspector,  after  which  a  list  of  approved  training  schools  is  prepared, 
and  information  concerning  such  schools  may  be  procured  from  the 
secretary. 

The  members  of  the  board  receive  from  the  state  their  necessary 
expenses  and  ten  dollars  per  day  for  the  time  actually  spent  in  the 
performance  of  their  duties,  the  secretary  receiving  in  addition  a 
salary.  All  expenses  and  the  salary  are  payable  from  the  receipts 
of  the  board. 

The  secretary  is  bound  to  provide  a  surety  bond  for  the  faithful 
performance  of  the  duties  of  the  office  and  must  render  an  annual 
account  of  all  monies  received  and  expended.  Annually  a  report  of 
the  doings  of  the  board  and  of  the  number  of  applications  for  regis- 
tration acted  upon  during  the  year  with  the  total  number  approved 
and  rejected  must  be  furnished  to  the  Governor. 

The  board  conducts  annual  examinations  of  applicants  for  registra- 
tion and  is  authorized  to  hold  special  meetings  when  necessary. 
Applicants  pay  a  fee  of  ten  dollars  and  must  be  at  least  twenty 
years  of  age,  of  good  moral  character,  and  be  graduated  from  a 
training  school  for  nurses  approved  by  the  board.  Examinations 
are  detailed  and  make  thorough  inquiry  into  the  knowledge  of  the 
applicants  as  to  such  subjects  as  elementary  anatomy,  physiology, 
dietetics,  as  well  as  medical  and  surgical  nursing. 

No  person  is  permitted  to  practice  professional  nursing  in  this 
state  as  a  graduate  nurse  without  having  a  certificate  of  registration 
which  is  issued  by  the  board  after  a  satisfactory  examination  has  been 
passed  and  such  a  successful  applicant  is  authorized  to  append  the 
title  "Registered  Nurse"  or  its  abbreviation  "R.N." 

There  are  more  than  7,361  registered  nurses  in  Connecticut  as  of 
December  31,  1933. 

STATE  BOARD  OF  OSTEOPATHIC  REGISTRATION   AND

STATE  BOARD  OF  OSTEOPATHIC  EXAMINATION. 
The  State  Board  of  Osteopathic  Examination  makes  the  final 
decision  as  to  the  fitness  of  those  persons  who  desire  to  engage  in  the 
practice  of  Osteopathy  as  a  healing  art  in  the  State  of  Connecticut. 
This  Board  serves  without  remuneration,  and  has  been  operating 
since   1901.     A   questionnaire  signed   by   the  applicant   gives   the 
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preliminary  and  college  education,  and  other  necessary  information 
together  with  a  photograph  of  the  applicant  and  affidavits  as  to 
his  good  moral  character.  This  information  enables  the  Board  to 
determine  the  candidate's  right  to  appear  before  the  Board  for 
a  written  examination,  or  to  be  admitted  from  another  state  on  the 
basis  of  reciprocity.  The  Board  acts  as  a  clearing  house  for  the 
Osteopathic  profession,  helping  to  clear  up  many  questions  pertain- 
ing to  the  Osteopathic  law  and  its  application  to  the  practice  of 
Osteopathy  within  the  State.  The  policy  of  the  Board  has  been 
to  admit  either  by  written  examination  or  by  reciprocity,  with  other 
State  boards,  only  those  persons  properly  qualified,  and  in  order  to 
further  protect  the  people  of  the  State,  the  Board  requires  all  Osteo- 
pathic Physicians  to  practice  Osteopathy  as  taught  in  the  regular 
colleges  belonging  to  the  Associated  Colleges  of  Osteopathy.  The 
more  fully  to  safeguard  the  people  who  wish  to  use  Osteopathy,  this 
Board  has  on  occasion  by  persuasion,  and  if  necessary,  by  invoking 
the  aid  of  the  law,  been  able  to  keep  those  people  who  practice  the 
healing  art  in  their  proper  sphere.  During  the  thirty -three  years  in 
which  the  Board  of  Osteopathy  has  functioned,  no  practitioner 
licensed  by  this  Board  has  been  haled  into  court  on  any  count 
pertaining  to  the  practice  of  Osteopathy.

BOARD   OF   VETERINARY   REGISTRATION   AND 
EXAMINATION. 

Prior  to  the  year  1905  the  veterinary  profession  consisted  of  a 
few  veterinarians  who  had  taken  steps  to  attain  a  degree  of  pro- 
ficiency within  their  profession  by  attending  veterinary  institutions 
of  learning,  thereby  fitting  themselves  to  be  better  able  to  administer 
to  the  ailments  of  dumb  animals.  However,  the  majority  of  the  so- 
called  veterinarians  were  individuals  who  for  some  reason  felt  them- 
selves ordained  to  administer  upon  the  dumb  animal  population  of 
our  country  a  very  inferior  brand  of  treatment,  by  far  the  greater 
part  of  it,  plain,  unadulterated  quackery.  The  latter  men  had  no 
knowledge  of  contagious  or  infectious  diseases,  and  many  were  the 
sins  foisted  upon  a  helpless  animal  world  by  these  ignorant  quacks. 

Just  before  the  year  1905,  the  graduate  veterinarians  associated 
and  convinced  the  Legislature  of  1905  that  it  would  be  for  the  benefit 
of  the  livestock  industry,  and  also  the  human  race,  if  only  person 
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having  a  fair  degree  of  knowledge  regarding  animal  diseases  be  al- 
lowed to  practice  veterinary  medicine.  The  State  Board  of  Veteri- 
narv  Registration  was  formed  in  that  vear,  and  may  be  found  in 
Public  Acts  of  1905,  Chapter  183. 

The  Board  consists  of  five  graduate  veterinarians,  appointed  by 
the  Governor  for  terms  of  five  years,  one  member  being  appointed 
each  year.  The  duties  of  the  Board  are  to  give  written  examinations 
to  veterinarians  desiring  to  practice  in  the  State  of  Connecticut, 
and  to  see  that  they  are  properly  qualified.  The  Board  meets  twice 
yearly,  the  first  Tuesday  of  January  and  July,  at  which  time  ap- 
plicants are  examined,  and  other  general  business  of  the  Board  is 
taken  into  consideration.  The  average  fee  each  member  of  the 
Board  has  received  per  year  is  thirty-five  dollars. 

Each  year,  on  October  first,  licenses  for  the  ensuing  year  are  sent 
to  practitioners  after  a  fee  of  one  dollar  is  received  by  the  Board 
for  renewal  of  license  by  each  veterinarian.  The  fee  of  one  dollar 
from  each  of  the  approximately  one  hundred  twenty  licensed  veter- 
inarians, plus  the  occasional  fee  of  ten  dollars  for  examinations  of 
new  applicants,  make  the  Board  self-sustaining,  without  being  in  any 
way  a  very  lucrative  position. 

Amendments  to  the  Public  Acts  of  1905  were  made  in  1917,  1921 
and  1925,  each  being  an  endeavor  to  strengthen  and  create  a  better 
qualified  and  more  efficient  degree  of  veterinary  service,  so  that 
the  animal  kingdom  may  be  better  protected  against  disease,  and 
also  that  the  human  race  may  be  protected  from  diseases  trans- 
mittable  to  humans.  Mention  may  be  made  briefly  of  a  few  of  the 
latter,  including  rabies,  a  disease  that  causes  death  to  humans 
bitten  by  dogs  or  cats  infected  with  rabies,  unless  Pasteur  treat- 
ments are  given;  anthrax  in  cattle  and  horses,  sheep  and  goats,  a 
disease  also  deadly  to  the  human  race  if  contracted  by  eating  meat 
or  coming  in  contact  with  infected  animals;  and  tuberculosis, 
contracted  by  humans,  particularly  children;  as  well  as  a  number  of 
other  diseases. 

Thus  it  can  readily  be  seen  that  it  is  a  tremendous  change  for 
the  better  from  the  bygone  days  of  quackery,  ignorance,  in  the 
prophylaxis  and  treatment  of  animal  diseases,  to  the  trained  and 
efficient  veterinary  profession  of  today,  who  see  to  the  welfare 
of  our  animal  kingdom,  see  that  they  are  immunized  against  pre- 
ventable diseases,  and  see  that  the  human  population  has  healthy, 
clean,  wholesome  animal  food  products.  And  let  us  not  forget  that 
this  is  largely  made  possible  by  the  State  Boards  of  Veterinary 
Registration  and  Examination,  not  only  in  this  state  and  throughout 
the  United  States,  but  by  similar  boards  in  all  civilized  count]

STATE  WATER  COMMISSION. 

In  1925  "An  Act  Concerning  Pollution  of  Waters  and  Creating  a 
State  Water  Commission"  was  passed.  (Chapter  142  G.S.)  The 
Commission  so  created  began  to  function  March  1,  1926.  While 
under  the  common  law  the  rioarian  owner  is  given  the  right  to  the 
free,  undiminished  and  unpolluted  flow  of  water,  no  state  agency 
existed,  the  function  of  which  was  to  protect  the  public  waterways 
from  pollution.  It  is  true  that  the  new  law  does  not  authorize  the 
Commission  to  order  the  immediate  cessation  of  pollution.  It  does 
authorize  it,  upon  the  establishment  by  hearing  of  the  existence  of 
pollution,  "to  order  any  person,  firm  or  corporation  to  use  or  to 
operate  some  practicable  and  reasonably  available  system  or  means 
which  will  reduce,  control  or  eliminate  such  pollution  .  .  .  ." 

Section  2559  of  the  act  forbids  the  establishment  of  new  sources 
of  pollution:  "No  person,  firm  or  corporation  shall  create,  establish, 
cause  or  maintain  any  source  of  pollution  ..." 

This  act  was  a  culmination  of  15  years  work,  and  came  into 
existence  through  the  steadily  growing  pressure  of  public  opinion 
which  demanded  that  the  alarming  menace  created  by  the  reckless 
pollution  of  public  waterways  should  be  reduced  and  controlled, 
and  it  was  worded  to  include  pollution  from  every  source.  Earlier 
efforts  to  secure  enactment  of  an  anti-pollution  measure  had  failed 
because  only  special  classes  or  types  of  polluting  material  were 
covered.  When  the  language  of  the  act  was  made  broad  enough  to 
include  all  forms  of  pollution,  opposition  was  withdrawn  and  passage 
promptly  followed. 

The  act  is  in  no  sense  a  health  measure.  It  is  quite  evident  from 
its  wording  and  from  the  record  of  committee  hearings  at  the  time 
it  was  under  discussion  that  the  basis  of  the  act  was  ecomonic. 
It  must  be  recognized  that  pollution  per  se,  unless  it  involves  a 
potable  water  supply,  is  rarely  a  menace  to  the  public  health. 

Connecticut  ranks  fourth  among  the  states  in  density  of  popula- 
tion, and  is  one  of  the  most  highly  industrialized.  For  many  years 
it  had  been  the  accepted  practice  for  both  industries  and  munici- 
palities to  dispose  of  their  wastes  by  discharging  them  into  the 
nearest  waterway.  During  the  past  several  decades  there  has  taken 
place  an  enormous  industrial  growth,  and  at  the  same  time  a  steady 
population  shift  from  the  farm  to  the  cities.  During  the  same  period 
there  has  been  a  marked  change  in  our  living  standards,  with  the 
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result  that  the  humblest  home  must  have  running  water  with  bath 
and  toilet  facilities.  The  result  has  been  that  the  volume  of  domestic 
sewage  and  industrial  waste  to  be  disposed  of  has  increased  out  of 
all  proportion  to  the  population  growth. 

Coincident  with  these  fundamental  social  changes  was  the  ever 
increasing  demand  for  additions  to  the  public  water  supply  systems. 
Broadly  speaking,  the  Commission  interprets  its  primary  function  as 
the  protection  of  the  State's  most  valuable  natural  resource,  that  is, 
its  public  waters.  More  specifically,  the  following  objectives  might 
be  listed: 

1 — Protection  of  property  values.  The  monetary  loss  caused  by 
the  fouling  of  valuable  water  front  property  with  sewage  and  other 
waterborne  waste  is  enormous.  The  fishing  industry  has  been 
injured,  and  the  growing  of  marketable  oysters  has  almost  dis- 
appeared. Many  oyster  layings,  formerly  valued  as  high  as  $3,000 
an  acre,  are  now  worthless.  Another  "form  of  property  damage 
little  recognized  is  the  silting  up  of  navigable  waterways  due  to  the 
deposit  of  sewage  solids  in  harbor  and  stream  channels. 

2 — Protection  of  waterways  from  pollution  to  make  it  possible  for 
new  industries  to  find  water  of  suitable  quality  to  carry  on  their 
manufacturing  processes.  Purification  of  domestic  sewage  is  well 
understood  and,  therefore,  presents  little  difficulty  in  prescribing  the 
method  of  treatment  to  be  adopted,  a  requirement  fixed  by  the  law. 
On  the  other  hand,  purification  of  industrial  waste  is  a  compara- 
tively new  problem  and  often  a  highly  technical  one.  Practically 
each  industrial  waste  constitutes  a  separate  problem,  the  solution 
of  which  is  dependent  entirely  on  research.  An  arrangement  for 
carrying  on  this  work  at  the  well  equipped  laboratories  of  Yale  and 
Wesleyan  Universities  has  enabled  the  State  Water  Commission  to 
obtain  this  valuable  service  at  very  little  cost. 

3 — Conservation  of  the  waters  of  the  State. — If  the  State  is  to 
develop  to  the  best  advantage,  this  limited  natural  resource  must  be 
controlled  in  the  public  interest.  This  implies  that  the  State  must 
intelligently  allocate  and  control  available  waters.  Until  such  time 
as  the  necessary  legal  authority  is  provided,  conservation  is  limited 
in  scope  to  protection  from  pollution. 

4 — Protection  of  recreational  facilities. — Summer  visitors  spend 
annually  in  the  New  England  States  approximately  $500,000,000. 
If  the  beautiful  lakes  and  streams  and  shore  fronts  are  permitted 
to  become  so  polluted  that  their  recreational  use  is  destroyed,  a  very 
sizeable  industry  in  which  Connecticut  participates  is  lost. 

The  State's  own  policy  regarding  the  correction  of  pollution 
since  the  passage  of  the  act  has  been  consistent.  It  has  systemati- 
cally corrected  the  pollution  for  which  its  institutions  have  been 
responsible.  Old  plants  have  been  rebuilt  and,  where  needed,  new 
ones  constructed,  with  the  result  that  today  practically  every  state 
institution  is  supplied  with  modern  sewage  treatment  facilities. 
All  this  work,  including  the  selection  of  sites,  determination  of  type 
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of  plant,  field  surveys,  preparation  of  detailed  plans  and  specifica- 
tions, and  supervision  of  construction  work  has  been  carried  out  by 
the  State  Water  Commission. 

In  1928  the  State  inaugurated  a  stream  gauging  program  under 
the  direction  of  the  State  Water  Commission.  This  program  is 
being  carried  on  under  a  co-operative  agreement  with  the  Federal 
Government  by  which  the  expense  is  divided  equally  between  the 
State  and  the  Federal  Government.  To  date  29  gauging  stations 
have  been  constructed.  The  volume  of  flow  of  the  major  rivers  and 
many  of  their  tributaries  is  being  accurately  determined.  The 
information  collected  is  made  available  for  public  use.  The  number 
of  requests  for  such  data  received  from  individuals,  industrialists, 
power  companies  and  municipalities  is  ample  evidence  of  the  value 
of  the  undertaking  to  the  public.

STATE  BOARD  OF  CIVIL  ENGINEERS.* 

The  impounding  of  water  except  under  careful  supervision  has 
long  been  regarded  as  a  problem  fraught  with  great  possible  danger 
to  life  and  property  in  the  event  of  the  collapse  of  a  dam  or  other 
impounding  bulwark.  Indeed,  the  collection  of  water  with  insuffi- 
cient protection  against  its  escape  in  the  eyes  of  the  law  renders  the 
individual  producing  such  a  situation  as  liable  for  his  negligent  acts 
in  thus  insecurely  damming  the  water  as  though  he  had  permitted 
the  escape  of  a  ferocious  beast.  Connecticut  has  even  gone  the 
length  of  providing  a  penalty  of  five  hundred  dollars  for  the  use  of 
the  State  upon  suit  of  the  Attorney-General  in  the  event  that  any 
person  or  corporation  builds,  or  repairs,  a  dam  or  reservoir  except 
in  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the  statutes  dealing  with  such 
matters. 

In  order  adequately  to  protect  the  public  against  the  danger  of 
unauthorized  construction  of  reservoirs  or  the  impounding  of  water, 
the  statute  has  named  the  Commissioner  of  Rivers,  Harbors  and 
Bridges  who  is  a  civil  engineer,  and  one-  civil  engineer  from  each 
congressional  district  to  be  appointed  by  him  to  be  a  state  board  of 
civil  engineers.     To  this  board  is  entrusted  the  supervision  of  all 
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dams  and  reservoirs  in  any  locality  where  by  the  breaking  away  of 
the  water,  life  and  property  may  be  in  danger.  The  members  of  the 
Board  are  appointed  for  a  term  of  two  years,  and  they  are  author- 
ized to  meet  and  organize,  appoint  a  chairman  and  a  secretary,  and 
prepare  rules  and  keep  records  of  all  their  official  acts. 

No  person  may  construct  a  dam  or  reservoir,  or  alter  or  add  to,  or 
replace  a  dam  or  reservoir,  in  a  locality  where  life  or  property  may 
be  endangered  through  the  insufficiency  of  the  impouding  bulwark, 
until  the  plans  and  specifications  have  been  submitted  to  a  member 
of  the  board  who  must  examine  the  grounds  where  the  reservoir  is 
to  be  built  and  the  plans  and  specifications  prepared  for  it.  If  the 
board  member  approves,  a  certificate  is  issued  authorizing  the  con- 
struction or  any  alterations  or  replacements  to  the  dam.  When  the 
work  has  been  completed  to  his  satisfaction  the  board  member 
issues  a  certificate  of  approval  which  is  to  be  recorded  in  the  land 
records  of  the  town  in  which  the  dam  is  located.  Any  person  ag- 
grieved by  a  decision  of  a  member  of  the  board  is  entitled  to  a  hearing 
by  the  whole  board,  and  from  a  decision  by  the  board,  an  appeal 
may  be  taken  to  any  Judge  of  the  Superior  Court  within  twenty 
days  from  the  day  of  the  decision. 

In  addition  to  the  authorization  and  permission  required  of  the 
Board  of  Civil  Engineers,  a  person  owning  a  dam  or  contemplating 
the  construction  of  one  may  be  required  under  certain  conditions  to 
provide  fishways,  information  in  connection  with  which  may  be 
procured  from  the  state  board  of  fisheries  and  game.

COMMISSIONERS  OF  RIVERS,  HARBORS  AND 
BRIDGES.* 

Biennially  the  Governor  nominates  and  with  the  advice  and 
consent  of  the  Senate,  appoints  two  Commissioners  of  rivers,  harbors 
and  bridges,  each  for  the  term  of  six  years,  except  that  commencing 
in  the  year  1935  and  sexenially  thereafter,  only  one  such  Com- 
missioner shall  be  appointed.  The  law  prescribes  that  one  of  the 
Commissioners  shall  be  a  capable  and  experienced  civil  engineer  of  at 
least  ten  years  practice,  one  must  be  a  lawyer  of  good  standing  in  his 
profession,  and  the  remaining  three  Commissioners  shall  be  practical 
business  men. 

Upon  this  Commission  devolves  the  duty  in  behalf  of  the  State 
to  consult  and  co-operate  with  the  Federal  authorities  regarding 
any  river  or  harbor  improvement  or  the  construction  of  any  bridge 
over  navigable  waters  within  the  state.    The  commission  maintains 
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an  office  wherein  are  kept  the  maps,  surveys,  and  other  documents 
in  connection  with  the  rivers,  harbors,  and  bridges  of  the  State, 
all  of  which  data  is  open  to  inspection  by  the  public. 

This  commission  must  also  cause  to  be  made  by  or  under  the 
direction  of  the  engineer  member,  surveys  of  navigable  waters  and 
their  extensions,  or  of  waters  that  may  be  made  navigable,  or  for 
the  protection  of  river  banks  against  erosion  or  damage  to  public 
or  private  property.  The  Commissioners  are  empowered  to  confer 
with  representatives  of  municipalities  concerning  water  terminal 
facilities,  and  to  promote  co-ordination  between  water  and  rail 
transportation,  as  well  as  to  advise  in  connection  with  the  proper 
mechanical  devices  for  handling  freight,  and  to  act  generally  in  such 
ways  as  will  conserve  and  develop  transportation  by  water. 

All  persons  are  forbidden  to  ground  a  vessel  or  similar  floating 
structure  within  the  limits  of  any  river  or  harbor  without  procuring 
a  permit  from  the  commission,  any  failure  to  procure  which  is 
punishable  by  a  heavy  fine  or  imprisonment. 

The  Commissioners  with  the  Governor  and  the  Mayor  of  the 
City  of  New  London,  ex-officio,  are  charged  with  the  operation 
of  the  State  pier  and  the  adjacent  docks,  wharves  and  harbor 
facilities  at  New  London.  Broad  powers  are  given  to  the  commission 
to  conduct  all  operations  at  the  Pier  to  the  end  that  the  facilities 
for  water  transportation  may  be  developed,  and  that  the  availability 
of  the  port  of  New  London  as  a  deep  water  port  may  be  enhanced  to 
the  advantage  of  the  State. 

Since  1913  the  activities  of  the  pier  have  been  many  and  varied. 
During  the  period  from  August,  1917  to  March,  1919  the  State  pier 
was  under  lease  to  the  United  States  Navy.  At  that  time  the 
personnel  stationed  at  the  pier  base  and  all  boats  attached  numbered 
approximately  two  thousand.  The  base  has  subsequently  been  used 
by  the  Coast  Guard  Service  of  the  United  States.  The  greatest 
advantage  to  the  State  is  derived,  however,  from  the  commercial 
uses  to  which  the  pier  has  been  put  under  the  direction  of  the  resident 
engineer-secretary  of  the  Commission,  Waldo  E.  Clarke.  During 
the  fourteen  years  ending  December  31,  1932,  there  have  been  docked 
for  the  purpose  of  loading  or  discharging  cargo,  two  hundred  fifty- 
one  ocean  freight  steamers  and  schooners.  Six  thousand  two 
hundred  railway  cars  have  been  unloaded,  and  twelve  thousand  six 
hundred  cars  loaded  with  merchandise  and  cargo  clearing  through 
the  facilities  of  the  pier.  More  than  eighteen  thousand  automobile 
trucks  have  been  loaded  or  unloaded  in  the  same  period. 

The  merchandise  and  cargoes  most  frequently  include  west  coast 
and  southern  pine  lumber,  cement,  cotton  linters,  shingles,  auto- 
mobiles, wood-pulp,  hollow  tile,  news  print,  wall-boards,  crude 
rubber  and  oil.  In  1933,  more  than  fifty  ocean  going  steamers  and 
schooners  were  handled,  receiving  services  which  include  steve- 
doring, warehousing,  berthing,  trucking,  and  assistance  through 
the  staff  acting  as  ship's  agents,  and  custom  house  brokers,  not  to 
mention  many  additional  services  afforded  through  this  State 
activity.

HARBOR  COMMISSIONERS,  NEW  HAVEN  HARBOR.* 

To  this  commission  of  five,  described  in  the  statute  as  "competent 
persons,"  the  State  has  granted  the  general  care  and  supervision 
of  New  Haven  Harbor  and  its  tide  waters,  and  of  the  flats  and 
lands  flowed  thereby,  with  the  design  to  prevent  and  remove  un- 
authorized encroachments.  The  Board  is  given  power  to  take  all 
necessary  steps  including  the  preparation  of  surveys  and  observa- 
tions to  avoid  interference  in  any  way  with  the  full  navigation  of  the 
harbor.  The  commission  is  authorized  to  institute  action  in  the 
name  of  the  State  of  Connecticut  by  injunction  or  otherwise  to 
prevent  purprestures ;  indeed,  no  person  may  drive  a  piling  or  build 
a  bridge  or  wharf  below  the  high  water  mark  until  written  plans  of 
the  proposed  structure  have  been  submitted  to  and  approved  by  the 
Harbor  Commissioners.

HARBOR  MASTERS  AND  DEPUTIES.* 

The  Governor  is  authorized  to  appoint  once  in  three  years  a 
Harbor  Master  and  a  Deputy  Harbor  Master  for  each  of  the" several 
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designated  harbors.  A  suitable  number  of  harbor  masters  and  depu- 
ties may  be  appointed  in  any  towns  within  whose  limits  are  navi- 
gable waters.  Each  harbor  master  or  deputy  must  execute  a  bond 
for  three  hundred  dollars  to  the  State,  conditioned  for  the  faithful 
performance  of  his  duties. 

To  each  such  officer  is  entrusted  the  stationing  of  vessels  at  anchor 
in  the  channel  of  the  harbor  under  his  care.  A  harbor  master  must 
remove  from  the  channel  such  vessels  as  may  not  be  employed  in 
receiving  or  discharging  cargoes  in  order  to  make  room  for  the 
passage  of  other  vessels,  and  he  shall  be  the  sole  judge  of  whether 
any  vessel  so  at  anchor  is  situated  in  such  a  manner  as  to  obstruct 
passage  of  another  vessel.  Speaking  broadly,  his  duties  include 
rendering  open  to  safe  and  convenient  passage  the  harbor  waters  of 
the  State,  and  to  assist  him  in  the  performance  of  his  proper  duties 
he  is  entrusted  with  wide  discretion  and  authority.  Indeed,  any  person 
who  willfully  neglects  or  refuses  to  obey  the  order  of  a  harbor  master 
who  is  properly  engaged  in  the  execution  of  his  duties  of  his  office  is 
liable  to  a  fine  of  not  more  than  fifty  dollars  or  imprisonment  of  not 
more  than  thirty  days  or  both. 

The  jurisdiction  of  the  State  in  promoting  the  welfare  and  safety 
of  her  citizens  extends  upon  sea  as  well  as  upon  land.

COMMISSION  OF  SCULPTURE. 

The  General  Assembly  of  1887,  by  act  approved  May  10,  1887, 
established  a  permanent  commission  of  sculpture  consisting  of  six 
members,  which  were  appointed  by  said  assembly,  two  of  whom 
were  to  hold  office  until  July  1,  1889,  two  until  July  1,  1891  and  two 
until  July  1,  1893.  None  of  said  members  were  to  receive  compensa- 
tion. The  act  provided  that  successors  of  each  pair  should  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  General  Assembly  during  its  regular  session  last  pre- 
ceding the  expiration  of  the  term  of  office  of  that  pair  and  during  its 
regular  session  each  sixth  year  thereafter. 

The  act  further  provided  that  all  matters  relating  to  the  decoration 
of  the  capitol  building  and  grounds  with  historical  statues  or  other 
works  of  art  should  be  referred  to  the  Commission  of  Sculpture. 
It  became  the  duty  of  the  commission  to  render  a  report  in  writing 
to  each  general  asembly  stating  what  it  had  done  in  pursuance  of  any 
law  or  resolution  which  may  have  imposed  any  duty  upon  the 
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commission  and  advising  what  should  be  done  by  the  state  relevant 
to  sculptures  in  and  upon  the  capitol  or  the  capitol  grounds. 

The  commission  has  been  empowered  to  accept  and  execute  any 
trusts,  testamentary  or  otherwise,  created  or  established  for  the  pur- 
pose of  procuring,  erecting  and  maintaining  any  memorial  on  public 
grounds  or  within  public  buildings  of  the  state  or  any  municipality 
thereof,  and  may  be  appointed  as  trustees  to  execute  such  trust. 

The  commission  has  continued  the  work  of  decorating  the  state 
capitol  which  was  started  in  1888. 

In  1927  the  work  of  decorating  the  south  side  of  the  capitol 
was  begun.  The  figures  of  General  John  Sedgwick,  General  Alfred  H. 
Terry  and  Gideon  Welles  are  now  in  place.  It  is  the  plan  of  the 
commission  to  have  figures  of  other  Civil  War  heroes  placed  in  the 
remaining  three  niches  on  the  south  front  of  the  capitol.  Mr. 
MacNeil,  the  sculptor,  who  made  the  figures  of  General  Terry  and 
Gideon  Welles,  has  been  working  on  the  figure  of  Admiral  Foote, 
but  due  to  the  fact  that  the  appropriations  of  the  General  Assembly 
to  the  Commission  of  Sculpture  have  been  exhausted  and  no  ap- 
propriation wras  made  at  its  1933  session,  this  work  is  being  held  up. 

In  accordance  with  the  powers  granted  to  it,  the  commission  was 
appointed  trustee  under  the  will  of  Ella  Burr  McManus  of  a  fund 
established  for  the  purpose  of  a  memorial  to  her  late  father,  Alfred 
E.  Burr.  In  connection  therewith,  the  firm  of  Delano  &  Aldrich 
were  employed  to  make  a  sketch  model  of  a  proposed  memorial  to  be 
constructed  in  West  Bushnell  Park  in  Hartford  at  or  near  the  site 
now  occupied  by  the  Corning  fountain.  The  commission,  as  trustee 
of  said  fund,  voted  to  construct  said  memorial,  with  suitable  ap- 
proaches, in  cooperation  with  the  State  Capitol,  Veterans'  WTay,  and 
Burr  Memorial  Commissions  created  by  the  General  Assembly,  in 
connection  with  the  public  improvement  of  the  grounds  northerly, 
easterly  and  westerly  of  the  State  Capitol  and  of  the  grounds  of 
WTest  Bushnell  Park.

STATUTE  REVISION  COMMISSIONER. 

The  office  of  the  Statute  Revision  Commissioner  is  the  logical 
successor  to  that  of  Clerk  of  Bills.    The  office  of  Clerk  of  Bills  was 
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created  by  the  General  Assembly  in  1882  and,  from  1895  to  1931,  was 
filled  during  each  legislative  session,  by  the  Committee  on  the  Judici- 
ary and  the  Committee  on  Engrossed  Bills,  acting  jointly. 

Goveror  Woodruff,  Governor  Lilley,  Governor  Baldwin  and 
Governor  Trumbull  recommended  in  their  inaugural  messages  that 
the  office  be  placed  on  a  permanent  basis.  Governor  Baldwin 
included  such  a  suggestion  in  both  his  1911  and  1913  messages  and 
further  suggested  that  "a  person  once  appointed  should  hold  office 
during  good  behavior." 

Governor  Trumbull,  in  1929,  said,  following  an  outline  of  duties 
to  be  performed  by  a  permanent  Clerk  of  Bills,  especially  during 
periods  when  the  General  Assembly  is  not  in  session:  "It  is  obvious 
that  such  a  work  would  materially  lessen  the  labors  of  the  revisors  of 
our  General  Statutes  and  would  do  much  toward  the  elimination  of 
inconsistencies  in  future  revisions." 

The  members  of  the  commission  which  prepared  and  published 
the  1930  Revision  of  the  General  Statutes  became  impressed  with 
the  potential  value  to  the  state  of  the  services  of  a  permanent  revision 
commissioner,  and  were  instrumental  in  procuring  the  passage  of  an 
act  in  1929,  providing  for  the  appointment  by  the  Governor  of  a 
Statute  Revision  Commissioner  who  should  serve  for  a  term  of  four 
years. 

In  1931,  a  bill  was  introduced  authorizing  and  directing  the 
Statute  Revision  Commissioner  to  prepare  and  publish  the  public 
acts  of  each  session  in  the  form  of  a  cumulative  supplement  to  the 
general  statutes.  The  bill  was  enacted  into  law,  and  the  1931  and 
1933  Cumulative  Supplements  to  the  General  Statutes  have  been 
prepared  and  published  in  accordance  with  its  provisions. 

The  work  of  the  department  might  be  divided  into  three  classes, 
viz.:  (1)  that  which  would  be  performed  by  a  permanent  clerk  of 
bills;  (2)  the  preparation  and  publication  of  the  public  acts  passed 
since  the  1930  revision  of  the  statutes,  in  the  form  of  a  cumulative 
supplement  to  the  general  statutes  and  (3)  the  preparation  and 
maintenance  of  a  current  revision  of  the  General  Statutes  on  cards, 
so  that,  at  any  time  when  the  General  Assembly  shall  direct  the 
publication  of  another  revision,  the  statutes  contained  in  the  1930 
revision,  as  they  have  been  added  to,  amended  or  repealed,  will  be 
ready  for  printing,  together  with  annotations  of  the  Supreme  Court 
decisions  since  1930. 

During  each  legislative  session  and  prior  thereto,  the  department 
assists  members  and  members-elect  in  the  preparation  of  proposed 
legislation,  and  also  renders  a  like  service  to  the  various  state  depart- 
ments. Both  during  the  session  and  in  the  interim  between  them, 
information  relative  to  the  history  or  status  of  legislation  or  proposed 
legislation  is  furnished  by  the  department  upon  request.  Many 
requests  for  such  information  are  received  from  organizations  or 
officials  of  other  states,  especially  from  persons  representing  legisla- 
tures of  other  states,  as  well  as  from  municipal  officials  and  private 
citizens  of  this  state. 
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In  the  preparation  of  the  cumulative  supplement,  it  is  constantly 
kept  in  mind  that  this  is  the  only  publication  of  the  public  acts, 
and  it  is  the  aim  of  the  department  to  arrange  it  in  the  form  best 
adapted  to  convenient  use  by  laymen  as  well  as  by  courts  and 
attorneys. 

At  any  time  when  its  duties  in  connection  with  the  drafting  of 
legislation  or  publication  of  the  cumulative  supplement  will  permit, 
the  department's  services  are  available  to  the  state  departments  in 
preparing  pamphlets  of  the  laws  relating  to  their  work.

TAX  COMMISSIONER. 

The  office  of  tax  commissioner,  one  of  the  major  appointive  offices 
of  the  state,  was  created  in  1901.  The  legislation  of  that  year 
relative  to  the  tax  commissioner  is  to  be  found  in  two  enactments. 
The  first  provides  that  the  governor  shall  nominate  and,  with  the 
advice  and  consent  of  the  senate,  appoint  a  tax  commissioner  to 
hold  office  for  a  term  of  four  years  and  to  perform  certain  functions 
in  regard  to  state  and  local  taxes.  The  second  emphasizes  the  fact 
that  the  tax  commissioner  shall  be  a  member  of  the  board  of  equali- 
zation. 

In  the  thirty-three  years  which  have  passed  since  the  creation 
of  this  office,  there  have  been  five  tax  commissioners.  The  first  was 
Andrew  F.  Gates,  of  Hartford,  and  the  second  was  Frank  E.  Healey, 
of  Windsor  Locks.     The  third,  William  H.  Corbin,  of  Hartford' 
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served  for  slightly  more  than  thirteen  years.  The  fourth,  William 
H.  Blodgett,  of  Winsted,  also  was  in  office  for  more  than  thirteen 
years.  The  fifth,  the  present  commissioner,  William  H.  Hackett,  of 
New  Haven,  took  office  on  July  1,  1933. 

The  duties  of  the  tax  commissioner  fall  into  two  broad  categories 
In  one  category  he  is  administrator,  either  directly  or  indirectly 
of  thirty  of  the  thirty-six  taxes  levied  by  the  state  govei nment  of 
Connecticut ;  in  the  other  category  he  acts  in  an  advisory  and  investi- 
gating capacity  so  far  as  the  local  assessment  and  collection  of  taxes 
are  concerned.  Because  of  his  importance  as  administrator  of  the 
great  majority  of  the  state  taxes,  it  may  be  surprising  to  learn  that 
the  intention  of  the  general  assembly  at  the  time  of  the  creation  of 
this  office  was  to  have  the  time  of  the  tax  commissioner  predominant- 
ly taken  up  with  the  investigation  of  the  methods  used  by  local 
officials  in  levying  and  collecting  taxes.  As  the  years  have  passed,  his 
duties  in  regard  to  state  taxes  have,  because  of  the  levy  of  new  taxes 
and  because  of  the  transfer  to  him  of  the  administration  of  old  taxes 
become  more  pressing  and  weighty.  No  tax  commissioner,  has 
however,  lost  sight  of  the  major  fact  which  led  the  general  assembly 
to  create  this  office,  which  permitted  him  to  inquire  into  the  manner 
in  which  local  officials  charged  with  the  administration  of  laws 
relating  to  the  assessment  and  collection  of  taxes  have  discharged 
their  duties  and  used  their  powers. 

Taxation  is  a  highly  specialized  field  of  economics  and  needs  a 
specially  trained  staff.  In  order  to  help  the  tax  commissioner  in 
performing  his  duties,  he  has  divided  his  office  into  four  subdivisions, 
The  Corporation  Division,  the  Excise  Division,  the  Inheritance  Tax 
Division,  and  the  Municipal  Tax  Division. 

In  1923  the  Corporation  Division  was  formed.  This  division, 
is  charged  with  the  administration  of  laws  involving  twenty  subjects: 
namely,  car  companies,  electric  and  power  companies,  express 
companies,  gas  companies,  gas  and  electric  companies,  interstate 
and  intrastate  motor  bus  companies,  investment  brokers,  military 
tax  on  towns,  mutual  fire  insurance  companies,  mutual  life  insurance 
companies,  miscellaneous  corporations,  steam  railroads,  street 
railways,  savings  banks,  national  banks,  trust  companies,  state  tax 
on  towns,  stock  insurance  companies,  telegraph  companies,  tele- 
phone companies,  water  and  water  power  companies.  The  amount 
of  revenue  derived  from  the  administration  of  the  laws  relating  to 
these  subjects  in  the  year  ended  June  30,  1933,  was  $9,610,662.82. 

The  Corporation  Division  also  prepares  material  for  the  biennial 
report  of  the  tax  commissioner  to  the  general  assembly  and  prepares 
other  statistical  data  for  various  persons  and  organizations,  in 
Connecticut  and  elsewhere,  who  are  interested  in  the  subject  of  taxa- 
tion. 

The  Excise  Division,  which  was  formerly  known  as  the  Unin- 
corporated Division,  is  charged  with  the  administration  of  the 
following  tax  laws:  (1)  unincorporated  business  tax,  (2)  amusement 
tax  based  upon  seating  capacity,  and  (3)  beverage  tax.    The  un- 
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incorporated  business  tax  law  and  the  law  imposing  a  tax  on  tickets 
of  admission  were  enacted  by  the  1921  general  assembly,  at  which 
time  the  division  was  organized. 

At  the  present  time  there  are  approximately  37,000  taxpayers 
subject  to  the  unincorporated  business  tax.  During  the  period 
1921  to  1932,  reports  were  received  from  approximately  32,000 
taxpayers  and  the  assessments  averaged  approximately  $542,000 
annually. 

During  the  first  few  years  after  the  enactment  of  the  law  imposing  a 
tax  on  tickets  of  admission,  collections  of  approximately  $500,000 
were  made  by  this  division.  The  tax  was  based  on  the  Federal 
admissions  tax,  however,  and,  as  the  Federal  exemptions  increased, 
the  collections  by  the  state  decreased.  The  law  was  repealed  at  the 
1929  session  of  the  general  assembly. 

The  1927  general  assembly  enacted  a  law  imposing  a  tax  on 
theatres  based  upon  the  seating  capacity  (Chapter  318,  public  acts 
of  1927).  The  administration  of  this  law  was  placed  in  this  division. 
There  are  approximately  175  theatres  paying  a  tax  under  the  seating 
capacity  tax  Jaw,  and  assessments  average  $100,000  per  year. 

At  the  1933  session  of  the  general  assembly  a  law  imposing  a  tax 
on  the  sale  of  alcoholic  beverages  was  enacted.  There  are  approxi- 
mately 4,790  taxpayers  subject  to  this  tax.  Receipts  from  this 
source  are  estimated  at  $1,000,000  per  year. 

There  are  approximately  50,000  reports  per  year  handled  in  this 
division  at  the  present  time.  Nine  stenographers  and  clerks  and 
eight  examiners  are  employed.  The  unincorporated  business  taxes 
and  the  amusement  taxes  based  upon  seating  capacity  are  assessed 
by  this  division,  and  collection  is  made  by  the  state  treasurer. 
Collection  of  the  beverage  tax  is  made  by  the  tax  commissioner 
through  the  Excise  Division. 

The  Inheritance  Tax  Division  was  established  in  1915,  in  res- 
ponse to  legislation  of  that  year  which  placed  the  administration 
of  the  inheritance  tax  law  in  the  hands  of  the  tax  commissioner,  it 
having  previously  been  in  the  hands  of  the  state  treasurer. 

The  Inheritance  Tax  Division  handles  the  computation  and 
assessment  of  (1)  inheritance  taxes,  (2)  estate  taxes,  and  (3)  tax  on 
untaxed  property  (penalty  tax).  This  involves  investigations, 
conferences  with  appraisers,  executors,  administrators,  trustees, 
heirs  and  beneficiaries,  judges  and  clerks  of  probate  courts;  attending 
hearings  in  the  115  probate  courts  on  disputed  matters;  arguing  and 
briefing  cases  in  such  probate  courts,  in  Superior  Courts,  in  the 
Connecticut  Supreme  Court  of  Errors,  and  in  the  United  States 
Supreme  Court.  The  duties  also  include  drafting  legislation  having 
to  do  with  such  taxes;  making  reports  to  and  attending  hearings 
before  legislative  committees;  keeping  in  touch  with  taxing  authori- 
ties of  other  states,  with  relation  to  various  problems  of  inheritance 
taxation;  occasional  litigation  to  the  interests  of  the  State  of  Con- 
necticut in  courts  of  other  states,  supervision  of  the  work  of  Connec- 
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ticut  probate  courts  in  so  far  as  pertains  to  various  reports  which  such 
courts  are  by  law  required  to  furnish.  The  division  employs  three 
men,  all  of  whom  are  lawyers,  and  six  clerks  and  stenographers. 
The  work  of  the  division  produced,  in  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 
1933,  the  following  amounts  collected  by  the  state:  inheritance  tax 
$2,207,487.43,  estate  tax  $340,184.49,  and  penalty  tax  $32,371.21. 

The  Municipal  Tax  Division  as  a  separate  entity  dates  from  1923. 
Up  to  that  time  its  work  and  that  of  the  Corporation  Tax  Division 
were  conducted  together.  The  function  of  the  Municipal  Tax 
Division  is  to  be  as  helpful  as  possible  to  local  assessing  and  collecting 
officials  and  to  local  taxpayers  as  a  whole,  and  to  improve  methods  of 
assessing  and  collecting  local  taxes.  The  Municipal  Tax  Division 
acts  as  a  general  clearing-house  of  information  as  to  the  laws  relating 
to  the  assessment  and  collection  of  taxes.  Its  advice  is  constantly 
being  sought,  not  only  by  local  officials  but  also  by  tax  debtors,  as  to 
the  interpretation  of  the  tax  statutes  relating  to  the  local  assessment 
and  collection  of  taxes  and  as  to  proper  methods  which  should  be 
used  by  local  governments  in  performing  this  important  function. 

In  order  to  assist  the  local  officials  in  their  work,  the  tax  com- 
missioner periodically  conducts  round-table  discussions  throughout 
the  state,  in  which  the  assessors,  boards  of  relief,  collectors  and 
others  are  able  to  put  forward  their  problems  and  ascertain  how 
other  officials  are  meeting  such  problems.  On  January  22,  1934,  the 
tax  commissioner  finished  a  series  of  fifteen  assessors'  and  tax 
collectors'  conferences  held  in  the  various  counties  of  the  state, 
in  which  hundreds  of  questions  which  relate  to  the  local  assessment 
and  collection  of  taxes  were  brought  up. 

One  of  the  major  functions  of  the  Municipal  Tax  Division  is  the 
preparation  of  statistics.  Three  regular  publications  and  many 
special  studies  are  the  work  of  this  division.  The  regular  printed 
reports  are:  (1)  the  annual  report  of  the  tax  commissioner  giving 
information  relative  to  the  local  assessment  and  collection  of  taxes, 
(2)  the  quadrennial  report  of  the  tax  commissioner  on  municipal 
debt,  receipts  and  expenditures,  and  (3)  the  quadrennial  report  of  the 
tax  commissioner  on  municipal  real  estate  exempt  from  taxation. 
The  statistics  in  the  last  three  such  reports  cover  more  than  four 
hundred  pages. 

Since  1925,  the  Municipal  Tax  Division  has  administered  the 
state  grant  in  lieu  of  taxes,  which  is  now  payable  to  over  one-half 
the  towns  in  the  state. 

By  1927  legislation,  the  tax  commissioner  may  be  called  upon  by  a 
town  meeting  or  by  the  selectmen  of  a  town  to  audit  the  accounts  of 
the  tax  collector  or  treasurer  or  both  of  such  town,  provided  its 
average  annual  receipts  from  taxation  for  three  years  shall  not  have 
exceeded  $50,000.  Several  audits  have  been  conducted  pursuant  to 
this  legislation  by  the  Municipal  Tax  Division. 

The  1927  session  of  the  general  assembly  also  provided  that  the  tax 
commissioner  should  prescribe  the  form  of  surety  bond  to  be  used  by 
each  tax  collector  and  treasurer  of  each  town,  city  and  borough  of 
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the  state.  The  Municipal  Tax  Division  keeps  an  up-to-date 
record  of  all  surety  bonds  so  issued  for  the  tax  collectors  and  treas- 
urers of  the  state. 

The  1931  session  of  the  general  assembly  placed  upon  the  tax 
commissioner  the  mandate  of  prescribing  the  form  of  budget  to  be 
used  by  the  boards  of  finance  created  or  functioning  under  the 
provisions  of  the  general  statutes.  The  Municipal  Tax  Division  is 
called  upon  annually  by  many  boards  of  finance  in  the  state  to  help 
in  the  preparation  of  their  budgets  in  the  form  so  approved  by  the 
tax  commissioner.  On  several  occasions  the  Municipal  Tax  Division 
has  also  been  requested  to  act  in  an  advisory  capacity  in  the  in- 
stallation of  uniform  simplified  systems  of  municipal  accounting. 

The  research  work  of  the  Municipal  Tax  Division  is  important. 
Not  only  have  special  studies  been  made  by  it  of  various  phases  of 
state  and  local  taxation  but  also  special  investigations  of  local 
fiscal  conditions  have  been  made  on  numerous  occasions  by  the 
Municipal  Tax  Division  at  the  request  of  responsible  citizens.

VOTING  MACHINES 

STATE  BOARD  OF  VOTING  MACHINE 
COMMISSIONERS.

STATE  BOARD  OF  VOTING  MACHINE 
COMMISSIONERS. 

It  is  to  be  supposed  with  the  general  march  of  progress,  if  the 
evidences  of  this  machine  age  are  to  be  taken  as  signs  of  progress, 
that  people  should  develop  machines  by  which  to  vote.  As  recently 
as  October,  1905,  it  was  found  necessary  to  amend  our  State  Con- 
stitution to  permit  the  use  of  voting  machines  or  other  mechanical 
devices  for  voting  in  all  elections  in  this  State.  In  1931  the  Legis- 
lature passed  an  act  directing  that  each  Town  and  City  having  a 
!X)pulation  of  ten  thousand  or  more  shall  use  voting  machines  at 
all  elections  held  after  January  1,  1932. 

As  the  general  legislation  stands,  the  Governor  is  authorized  to 
appoint  a  State  Board  of  Voting  Machine  Commissioners  to  be 
composed  of  three  persons  who  shall  serve  for  a  term  of  two  years 
and  not  more  than  two  of  whom  shall  belong  to  the  same  political 
party  and  at  least  two  of  whom  shall  be  mechanical  experts.  Agree- 
ably io  the  statute,  His  Excellency  has  appointed  two  mechanical 
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experts  and  one  lawyer.  Any  person  owning  or  being  interested 
in  any  voting  machine  may  apply  to  the  Board  to  examine  such 
a  voting  machine  and  report  upon  its  accuracy  and  efficiency 
No  machine  not  so  approved  shall  be  used  at  any  election.  The 
Commissioners  have  in  the  past  examined  voting  machines  as  to 
the  type  of  machine  only,  and  filed  their  report  in  the  office  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  State  describing  the  machine  generally,  and  other- 
wise approving  a  type  of  machine  as  the  statutory  requirements 
indicate. 

Curiously,  the  statute  places  no  further  duties  upon  the  Com- 
mission than  to  examine  and  report  upon  the  "kind  of  machine" 
to  be  "safely  used  by  voters  at  elections."  There  is  nothing  to 
require  each  separate  machine  to  be  examined  and  approved  by 
the  Commission,  nor  is  there  any  penalty  provided  by  law  for  the 
use  of  a  machine  not  approved.  There  is  nothing  in  the  law  requir- 
ing the  Commission  to  investigate  and  report  concerning  the 
various  machines  in  use  throughout  the  State.  It  may  well  appear 
to  the  Legislature  at  some  future  time  that  legislation  should  be 
adopted  requiring  an  investigation  and  report  concerning  each 
machine  in  use  to  the  end  that  every  proper  safeguard  be  placed 
upon  voting  by  machines,  especially  in  view  of  the  mandatory 
requirements  for  their  use  in  all  municipalities  of  more  than  ten 
thousand  population. 

The  Commission  receives  no  salary  but  is  entitled  only  to  a  fee 
of  One  Hundred  Dollars  for  each  Commissioner  in  lieu  of  compen- 
sation and  expenses  when  an  examination  has  been  made  and  then 
only  at  the  expense  of  the  person  applying  for  the  examination. 
There  is  no  requirement  that  such  examinations  be  solicited  at 
any  time. 

Truly  the  members  of  the  Commission  serve  for  the  honor  and 
not  for  an  honorarium!

BRIDGEPORT  ARMORY  COMMISSION.* 

In  1933,  the  Adjutant-General,  the  Quartermaster-General,  the 
Commanding  Officer  of  the  242nd  Regiment  of  Coast  Artillery  of 

♦Prepared  by  the  Secretary. 
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the  Connecticut  National  Guard,  and  one  citizen  of  Bridgeport 
were  appointed  by  the  Governor  under  legislative  authority  to 
study  the  advisability  and  feasibility  of  erecting  a  new  state  armory 
in  Bridgeport.  The  commission  organized  at  the  office  of  the 
Ajutant-General,  and  a  sub-committee  was  appointed  to  investi- 
gate and  report  concerning  possible  locations  for  an  armory  in 
Bridgeport.  The  Commission  is  making  an  extensive  study  of 
the  need  for  an  armory,  and  of  the  type  of  site  required  as  well  as 
of  the  location.  The  commission  is  also  considering  the  elements 
of  construction  necessary  in  an  armory  which  will  be  adequate, 
having  in  mind  the  units  to  be  quartered  within  the  proposed 
structure  and  the  general  utility  it  will  afford. 

The  findings  of  the  commission  are  to  be  reported  to  the  General 
Assembly  at  its  Session  in  1935. 

CONNECTICUT  RIVER  BRIDGE 

COMMISSION  TO  CONSTRUCT  AN  ADDITIONAL  BRIDGE 

ACROSS  THE  CONNECTICUT  RIVER  BETWEEN 

HARTFORD  AND  EAST  HARTFORD.

CONNECTICUT  RIVER  BRIDGE  COMMISSION.* 

The  commission  was  named  by  the  legislature  in  a  special  act 
which  was  approved  by  the  Governor,  May  25,  1931.  To  the 
commission  was  entrusted  the  purchase  of  such  land  as  might 
be  considered  necessary  for  the  construction  of  a  bridge  and  the 
approaches  thereto  to  span  the  Connecticut  River  between  Hart- 
ford and  East  Hartford.  The  commission  has  been  authorized  to 
proceed  with  condemnation  proceedings,  as  provided  under  the 
general  law,  in  the  event  of  inability  to  agree  with  the  owners  of 
necessary  land  as  to  the  price  to  be  paid  therefor.  The  members 
of  the  commission  receive  no  compensation  for  their  services  but 
are  allowed  their  necessary  expenses  incurred  in  the  performance 
of  their  duties. 

The  commission  organized  and  elected  a  chairman  and  a  secre- 
tary, and  selected  an  engineer  whose  advice  and  report  have  been 
available  to  the  commission  for  its  guidance.  A  very  comprehen- 
sive report  has  been  submitted  to  the  Governor  under  date  of 
December  30,  1930  from  which  the  public  may  obtain  a  complete 
resume  of  the  needs  for  the  bridge,  the  extent  of  the  traffic  to  be 
handled  and  the  areas  to  be  served. 

The  bridge  contemplated  will  have  a  main  span  of  eight  hundred 
and  thirty-two  feet  from  pier  to  pier,  and  will  be  more  than  seventy 
feet  above  the  river  at  its  extreme  flood  stage.     The  bridge  will 
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admit  of  a  four  lane  vehicular  roadway  with  six  foot  sidewalks  on 
either  side. 

It  is  expected  that  such  a  bridge  would  cost  approximately  five 
millions  of  dollars. 


EMERGENCY  RELIEF 

EMERGENCY  RELIEF  COMMISSION. 

Appointed  by  the  Governor.

EMERGENCY  RELIEF  COMMISSION.* 
The  General  Assembly  at  its  1933  session  authorized  the  forma- 
tion of  the  Emergency  Relief  Commission  to  be  composed  of  the 
Governor,  ex-officio,  and  five  commissioners  to  be  appointed  by 
the  Governor.  The  commission  was  appointed  to  serve  during  the 
emergency  period,  without  compensation,  but  with  an  allowance 
for  its  actual  and  necessary  expenses  incurred  in  the  performance 
of  its  duties.  The  commission  is  directed  to  report  to  the  Governor 
upon  his  request,  but  at  all  events  not  less  than  once  in  each  six 
months. 

To  this  Commission  has  been  entrusted  the  duty  of  promoting 
the  efficient  and  effective  use  of  all  monies  made  available  to  cities 
and  towns  for  work  or  home  relief.  With  this  end  in  view,  the 
commission  is  authorized  to  make  and  enforce  rules  and  regulations, 
copies  of  which  are  furnished  to  each  town  clerk.  The  commission 
is  authorized  to  require  any  home  relief  official  or  relief  committee 
to  submit  information  showing  the  amounts  necessary  to  meet 
local  relief  needs,  the  amounts  available  from  public  or  private 
sources  for  such  purposes,  and  the  provisions  made  to  assure 
adequate  local  administration  and  the  adoption  of  suitable  stand- 
ards for  relief. 

Since  the  Federal  Government  through  many  of  its  agencies  has 
appropriated  funds  to  be  available  to  persons  unemployed,  or 
whose  employment  is  inadequate  to  provide  the  necessities  of  life, 
the  Emergency  Relief  Commission  has  been  designated  as  the 
administrative  agency  of  this  State  to  apply  for  such  financial  or 
other  emergency  relief  as  may  be  authorized  by  the  United  States 
to  be  distributed  among  the  various  States.  The  commission,  or 
any  officer  of  the  State  who  may  be  designated  by  act  of  Congress, 
is  authorized  in  behalf  of  Connecticut  to  make  applications  and 
sign  documents  to  obtain  federal  aid,  and  any  funds  so  procured 
are  received  by  the  State  Treasurer  subject  to  disbursement  upon 
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voucher  of  the  Comptroller  under  direction  of  this  commission. 
Up  to  April  1,  1934,  approximately  $3,271,000  have  been  so  re- 
ceived. 

The  commission  has  been  authorized  to  adopt  rules  under  which 
may  be  organized  local  relief  committees  in  the  various  municipal- 
ities through  whom  the  commission  will  function  in  providing  work 
relief,  and  speaking  generally,  in  administering  the  provisions  of 
the  law  to  the  end  that  shelter,  fuel,  food,  clothing,  light  and  med- 
ical assistance  may  be  furnished  to  dependent  persons  in  their 
homes.  Such  committees  have  functioned  directly  in  thirty-five 
towns  and  cities,  and  in  the  remaining  towns  committees  headed 
by  the  selectmen  have  carried  on  the  work. 

The  commission  is  authorized  to  conduct  investigations,  hold 
hearings,  subpoena  witnesses,  books,  records  and  data,  and  to 
facilitate  its  administration,  it  has  been  invested  with  all  of  the 
powers  of  a  justice  of  the  peace. 

The  emergency  period  contemplated  by  the  act  has  been  defined 
by  the  statute  to  extend  until  February  1,  1935,  and  to  assist  the 
committee  over  this  period,  the  legislature  has  appropriated  the 
sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars.

FORT  GRISWOLD  AND  GROTON  MONUMENT 
COMMISSION.

FORT  GRISWOLD  AND  GROTON  MONUMENT 
COMMISSION. 

For  the  purpose  of  erecting  a  memorial  to  the  brave  men  who 
sacrificed  their  lives  in  the  defense  of  Fort  Griswold  on  September 
6,  1781,  a  number  of  citizens  of  Groton  secured  from  the  General 
Assembly  in  1826  a  charter  for  the  Groton  Monument  Association. 

An  interesting  commentary  on  the  provisions  of  that  charter  is 
that  it  legalized  a  lottery  for  the  assistance  of  the  project. 

The  corner  stone  was  laid  with  appropriate  ceremonies  on  Sep- 
tember 6,  1826  and  the  monument  was  dedicated  on  September 
6,  1830. 

The  structure  is  one  hundred  and  fifty  feet  in  height  from  the 
ground  and  two  hundred  and  eighty  feet  from  the  surface  of  the 
waters  of  the  harbor.     From  its  top  may  be  had  a  view  of  unsur- 
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passing  beauty  over  the  winding  river  and  rolling  country  to  the 
northward,  across  the  Thames,  and  the  level  terrain  to  the  west- 
ward, and  Long  Island  and  Fishers  Island  Sounds,  and  the  Atlantic 
Ocean  to  the  south  and  eastward. 

During  the  years  following  the  Revolutionary  War,  the  anni- 
versary of  the  Battle  of  Fort  Griswold  was  observed  with  fitting 
ceremonies  until  September  6,  1881,  when  a  celebration  of  appro- 
priate and  impressive  magnitude  was  carried  out  with  thousands 
in  attendance,  during  the  two  days  covered  by  the  program. 

In  1842  both  Fort  Griswold  and  Fort  Trumbull  were  ceded  by 
Act  of  the  Legislature  to  the  United  States  Government,  the  gov- 
ernment then  having  plans  to  rebuild  Fort  Trumbull  and  to  erect 
a  new  Fort  Griswold  nearer  the  river. 

Immediately  following  the  Spanish  American  War,  through  the 
untiring  efforts  of  Mrs.  Cuthbert  Harrison  Slocomb,  then  Regent 
of  the  Anna  Warner  Bailey  Chapter,  Daughters  of  the  American 
Revolution,  the  beautiful  Spanish- American  Memorial  building 
was  erected  on  the  monument  grounds,  which,  since  that  time, 
has  been  the  home  of  the  Anna  Warner  Bailey  Chapter.  This 
building  now  contains  a  priceless  collection  of  articles  of  historical 
interest,  including  Col.  Ledyard's  sword  by  which  he  was  killed 
after  having  surrendered  his  sword  and  the  Fort  to  a  British  officer. 
Thousands  of  pilgrims  visit  this  historic  shrine  annually. 

The  Resolution  creating  the  Fort  Griswold  Tract  Commission 
was  approved  by  the  General  Assembly  of  Connecticut,  June  22, 
1903.  By  the  approval  of  this  Resolution,  Connecticut  formally 
accepted  the  rights  granted  the  State  by  Chapter  1033  of  the  Acts 
of  the  Fifty-seventh  Congress  in  and  to  the  property  known  as  the 
Fort  Griswold  Tract. 

The  Resolution  provided  for  the  appointment  by  the  Governor 
of  a  Commission  of  seven  members  to  serve  for  two  years  without 
expense  to  the  State,  the  President  of  the  New  London  County 
Historical  Society  to  be  one  member,  and  the  Regent  of  the  Anna 
Warner  Bailey  Chapter,  Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution 
to  be  another  member  of  the  Commission. 

One  of  the  original  Commission,  Mr.  H.  Wales  Lines,  was  re- 
appointed by  successive  Governors  each  biennial  period  until  the 
time  of  his  death.  It  has  been  reported  that  Mr.  Lines  for  more 
than  forty  years,  until  failing  health  prevented,  visited  Fort  Gris- 
wold annually  on  September  6th,  going  from  his  home  in  Meriden. 

In  1903,  the  property  consisted  of  an  abandoned  fort,  a  keeper's 
house,  and  grounds  overgrown  with  weeds  and  brush  all  unsightly 
and  unkept.  Under  the  supervision  of  the  Commission,  with 
meager  funds  at  its  disposal,  the  old  Fort  and  the  buildings  have 
been  restored  and  the  grounds  generally  have  been  greatly  improved. 
Various  parcels  of  land  lying  between  the  Fort  and  adjacent  high- 
ways have  been  purchased,  giving  entrance  to  the  grounds  from 
four  principal  streets.     Ornamental  walls  have  been  erected  on 
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the  boundary  lines  and  imposing  entrances  built  on  three  streets, 
all  from  granite  quarried  on  the  property.  A  granite  tablet  has 
been  placed  on  the  spot  where  the  gallant  Ledyard  fell  a  bronze 
tablet  set  in  a  boulder  where  Major  Bromfield  entered  the  Fort, 
two  of  his  superior  officers  having  fallen,  one  killed  and  the  second 
mortally  wounded. 

It  is  felt  that  the  small  appropriations  made  by  the  State  for  the 
care  and  preservation  of  these  sacred  grounds  have  been  wisely  and 
efficiently  administered. 

It  is  now  said  to  be  one  of  the  best  preserved  Revolutionary 
Forts  in  the  country  and  the  only  Revolutionary  Battlefield  worthy 
of  note  in  Connecticut. 

Aside  from  its  historic  interest  and  its  sacred  associations,  it 
would  appear  that  the  reservation  might  anpropriately  be  con- 
sidered a  part  of  the  State  Park  System,  although  administered 
independently  of  the  Park  Commission,  and  that  appropriations 
might  well  be  made  at  the  biennial  sessions  of  the  General  Assembly 
in  sufficient  amounts  to  keep  this  beautiful  spot  in  good  condition 
for  the  enjoyment  and  inspiration  of  the  people.

THE  HENRY  WHITFIELD  STATE  HISTORICAL  MUSEUM. 

The  Henry  Whitfield  House  in  Guilford  is  said  to  be  the  oldest 
house  now  standing  in  Connecticut  and  the  oldest  stone  house  in 
the  United  States.  It  was  built  in  1639  as  the  residence  of  the 
Rev.  Henry  WThitfield  who  was  the  leader  of  a  company  of  about 
two  hundred  persons  mainly  from  the  counties  of  Kent  and  Surrey 
i  i  England,  who  came  to  these  shores  to  found  an  independent 
colony.  The  church  meetings  were  held  in  this  house  for  four 
years,  and  the  school  was  also  located  in  it  for  about  the  same 
time.  The  records  state  that  Mr.  Whitfield,  his  wife  and  nine 
children  with  servants,  made  it  their  home  in  spite  of  the  public 
use  to  which  it  was  put. 

This  house  with  about  eight  acres  of  land  became  the  property 
of  the  State  of  Connecticut  on  September  28,  1900.  The  purchase 
price  was  $8,500.  The  State  legislature  appropriated  $3,500,  the 
town  of  Guilford  $3,000  and  the  remainder  was  contributed  by 
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members  of  the  Society  of  Colonial  Dames  of  Connecticut  and  by 
individual  contributions. 

The  purchase  was  accomplished  largely  through  the  untiring 
efforts  of  the  Rev.  William  G.  Andrews,  D.D.,  who  was  for  many 
years  rector  of  Christ  Church,  Guilford.  Dr.  Andrews'  aim  was  in 
his  own  words,  "to  establish  and  maintain  in  the  building  a  State 
Historical  Museum  .  .  .  and  to  make  the  institution  embody  in 
various  forms,  the  history  of  the  commonwealth  and  the  story  of 
its  people."  The  Museum  was  formally  opened  September  21, 
1904  and  has  been  maintained  by  the  State  since  that  time. 

At  this  time  the  original  fire-place  which  had  been  made  smaller 
at  different  times,  was  thrown  open  in  its  original  length,  an  open- 
ing of  ten  feet  and  four  inches,  making  it  probably  the  largest  fire- 
place to  be  found  in  any  colonial  house.  The  rear  wing  was  largely 
rebuilt  in  1868-69  and  made  longer  and  wider.  The  trustees, 
through  a  special  appropriation,  were  able  to  have  this  part  re- 
stored to  its  original  size  in  1931.  At  this  time  the  secret  closets 
near  the  chimney  in  the  attic,  were  restored.  The  house  is  said  to 
have  been  built  with  loop-holes  in  case  of  need  of  a  place  of  refuge, 
but  there  is  no  record  of  trouble  with  the  Indians  in  this  section. 

The  room  on  the  ground  floor  of  the  wing  now  contains  many 
articles  that  would  have  been  found  in  a  kitchen  before  1788.  In 
this  room  may  be  seen  the  Gov.  Leete  chair.  Governor  Leete  was 
the  chief  executive  through  whose  efforts  the  regicides  were  pro- 
tected in  1660-61.  The  second  floor  room  is  furnished  as  a  bed- 
room. An  interesting  exhibit  here  is  the  chair  which  belonged  to 
the  Rev.  John  Hart  who  was  graduated  from  the  Collegiate  School 
of  America  at  Say  brook  in  1703.  This  school  was  the  beginning 
of  the  modern  Yale  University.  The  attic  contains  a  very  large 
and  interesting  collection.  The  most  conspicuous  object  is  the 
town  clock  which  was  built  by  Ebenezer  Parmelee  of  Guilford 
and  placed  in  the  church  steeple  in  1727.  In  1830  it  was  moved 
to  the  present  Congregational  Church  where  it  kept  time  until 
1893  when  it  was  replaced  by  an  electric  clock. 

The  collection  of  spinning  wheels  is  notable.  There  is  also  an 
old  loom,  a  flax  brake  and  other  implements  connected  with  the 
cultivation  of  flax  and  the  weaving  of  linen  and  wool.  Farm  im- 
plements include  minnowing  baskets,  a  grain  cradle  and  a  wooden 
plow.  There  are  several  Dutch  or  tin  ovens  for  roasting  in  front 
of  the  open  fire.  A  crude  painted  chest  of  the  type  usually  referred 
to  as  Guilford  chests,  and  now  very  rare,  may  be  seen  here  near  a 
primitive  high-boy.  There  are  candle  molds  ranging  from  one  in 
which  a  single  tallow  candle  could  be  made  to  one  in  which  twenty 
could  be  made  at  one  time.  A  plate  warmer  for  use  before  the 
fireplace  is  rare,  as  they  were  found  only  in  the  more  pretentious 
houses.  The  long-handled  oven  "slice"  or  "peel"  makes  us  realize 
how  difficult  must  have  been  the  house-wife's  task  of  placing  bak- 
ing dishes  in  the  cavernous  ovens  or  removing  them  with  a  shovel 
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mounted  on  a  handle  about  four  feet  long.  The  remark  most 
commonly  made  by  visitors  is,  'The  attic  is  the  most  interesting 
part  of  the  house." 

The  exhibits  in  the  main  room  are  very  varied  and  include  rare 
silver  and  pieces  of  furniture,  old  manuscripts,  wearing  apparel, 
homespun  materials,  etc.  The  Whitfield  House  is  on  Whitfield 
Street  about  a  quarter  of  a  mile  south  of  Guilford  Green  and  a  mile 
from  the  Boston  Post  Road,  U.S.  route  No.  1.  The  museum  is 
controlled  by  a  Board  of  Trustees  appointed  by  the  Governor. 

The  number  of  visitors  through  the  year  is  about  5000  coming 
from  every  state  in  the  Union  and  many  foreign  countries  and 
many  of  them  say  "It  is  a  wonderful  thing  for  Connecticut  to 
maintain  this  house  open  to  the  public  free  of  charge."

THE  ISRAEL  PUTNAM  MEMORIAL  CAMP  COMMISSION.* 

The  members  of  this  commission  are  appointed  by  the  Governor 
to  hold  office  for  two  years.  They  serve  without  compensation 
although  their  reasonable  expenses  in  the  prosecution  of  their 
duties  are  paid  by  the  state  with  a  limitation,  however,  that  such 
expenses  shall  not  exceed  three  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  for  the 
whole  board. 

The  commission  is  charged  with  the  care  and  control  of  the 
Israel  Putnam  Memorial  Camp  located  at  Redding.  For  the 
proper  maintenance  and  preservation  of  the  camp,  the  commission 
is  empowered  to  expend  not  to  exceed  one  thousand  six  hundred  and 
fifty  dollars  annually.  In  addition  to  its  being  the  center  of  attrac- 
tion for  many  who  seek  a  restful  retreat  at  the  site  where  in  1778  and 
1779,  a  large  section  of  the  Continental  Army  was  encamped  under 
the  command  of  Major-General  Israel  Putnam,  the  commission 
has  in  its  charge  a  museum  where  may  be  seen  an  interesting  and 
valuable  collection  of  relics  of  the  revlutionary  period.  Military 
articles,  household  utensils,  farm  implements,  glassware  and  books 
of  a  by-gone  day  are  all  of  large  educational  as  well  as  historic 
value. 

Reports  of  the  commissioner  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary 
of  the  State  clearly  portray  the  substantial  value  to  Connecticut 
in  maintaining  this  shrine  commemorating  one  of  her  most  valiant 
sons  and  the  military  activities  of  her  forces  in  the  Continental 
Army.

STATE  CAPITOL,  VETERANS'  WAY  AND  BURR 
MEMORIAL  COMMISSION* 

Until  July  1,  1935,  there  will  be  available  the  sum  of  one  hundred 
thousand  dollars  appropriated  to  be  used  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Board  of  Finance  and  Control,  if  the  sum  shall  be  available,  for  the 
purpose  of  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  special  act  476  adopted 
by  the  legislature  in  1931.  There  had  long  been  under  contempla- 
tion the  matter  of  public  improvement  of  the  grounds  northerly, 
easterly,  and  westerly  of  the  State  Capitol  and  of  the  grounds  of 
West  Bushnell  Park.  Grading,  highways,  parkways,  paths  and 
plantings  were  all  considered. 

The  commission  is  authorized  to  carry  out  public  improvements 
along  these  lines  provided  that  the  commission  of  sculpture  shall 
construct  on  West  Bushnell  Park,  with  suitable  approaches,  a 
memorial  to  the  late  Alfred  E.  Burr.  The  commission  of  sculpture 
is  trustee  of  the  Ellen  Burr  McManus  Fund  available  for  such 
memorial  purposes. 

The  activities  of  the  commission  were  reported  at  length  to  the 
General  Assembly  of  1931,  and  the  program,  if  ultimately  adopted, 
will  not  only  provide  for  improvements  in  the  grounds  about  the 
State  Capitol,  but  will  also  provide  for  a  memorial  road  to  be  known 
as  the  Veterans'  Way  as  well  as  the  Burr  memorial.

LEGISLATIVE  COMMISSION  ON  JAILS. 

In  its  session  of  1931  the  Legislature  of  Connecticut  created  a 
Commission  to  survey  the  jails  of  the  state.  A  thorough  investiga- 
tion of  the  jails  was  made  and  the  Commission  issued  a  report  on 
May  5,  1932  in  which  they  declared: 

"The  jails  are  in  many  ways  the  most  important  penal  institu- 
tions in  the  state.    They  handle  thousands  while  the  state  prison

deals  only  with  hundreds.  Furthermore,  the  jails  keep  in  confine- 
ment the  innocent  as  well  as  the  guilty,  including  many  first  of- 
fenders. In  spite  of  its  importance,  and  the  large  number  of 
prisoners  involved,  society  has  largely  neglected  any  scientific  or 
adequate  treatment  of  the  jail  problem." 

They  made  the  following  recommendations:  1.  That  the  exist- 
ing jails  be  used  chiefly  for  the  detention  of  those  awaiting  trial; 
2.  That  a  state  jail  farm  be  established  for  the  custody  of  sentenced 
men;  3.  That  all  women  prisoners  who  are  sentenced  be  committed 
to  the  State  Farm  at  East  Lyme. 

The  Commission  also  urged  a  greater  use  of  the  judicial  and 
administrative  policies  of  release  on  bail  or  on  their  own  recog- 
nizance of  persons  bound  over  for  trial,  and  a  greater  use  of  proba- 
tion, with  or  without  fine,  for  such  as  are  convicted  of  jail  offences; 
and  that  the  judicial  council  or  a  commission  appointed  for  the 
purpose  study  this  entire  problem  and  bring  in  effective  recom- 
mendations. 

The  Commission  found  that  if  the  present  county  jails  were  to 
be  continued  nearly  all  would  require  new  plants  and  equipment. 
The  building  of  a  new  institution  in  the  one  county  of  Hartford 
alone  would  cost  about  as  much  as  the  entire  central  jail  farm. 
Furthermore,  a  farm  colony  is  much  cheaper  to  operate  than  the 
ordinary  county  jail.  The  prisoners  furnish  the  labor  for  the  pro- 
duction of  most  of  the  food  which  they  consume,  thus  reducing 
the  upkeep  cost  to  very  much  less  than  the  lowest  possible  expend- 
iture under  the  county  jail  system. 

The  chief  reason  for  the  recommendation  of  a  central  jail  is 
because  from  every  standpoint  it  has  been  shown  to  be  more  just- 
ifiable than  separate  county  institutions.  Society  is  interested  not 
alone  in  protecting  the  community  from  criminals,  but  also  in 
insisting  that  the  health  of  those  who  are  sentenced  shall  be  im- 
proved, if  possible,  and  certainly  not  jeopardized  because  of  their 
commitment.  At  present  it  is  often  impossible  to  segregate  the 
well  from  the  sick,  and  a  man  in  jail  may  become  the  victim  of 
disease  through  no  fault  of  his  own.  The  jails  are  not  equipped 
properly  to  care  for  the  health  needs  of  the  prisoners.  Under  a 
jail  farm  system,  this  could  easily  be  done. 

With  the  aim  of  reformation  in  view,  we  need  individual  ther- 
apeutic treatment  of  prisoners  to  fit  their  particular  needs.  They 
should  have  varying  types  of  occupation  which  could  train  them 
to  take  their  places  once  more  in  society  whenever  they  can  be 
safely  released.  They  need  education  and  recreation;  in  short,  a 
supervised  period  of  training  to  enable  each  offender  to  return  as 
quickly  as  possible  as  a  self-respecting  citizen  in  community  life. 

The  county  jail  cannot  perform  this  service.  It  is  impossible 
for  each  county  to  provide  an  adequate  medical  staff,  and  equally 
impossible  to  furnish  necessary  educational,  recreational,  and 
occupational   opportunity    for   its   jail    inmates.     Ordinarily,   even 
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where  some  industrial  work  is  provided,  the  men  do  not  have 
sufficient  opportunity  for  healthful  exercise.  The  result  is  that, 
even  if  men  escape  infection,  they  sometimes  come  out  of  our 
jails  partially  broken  in  health.  Both  diet  and  sanitation  have 
been  defective.  In  one  jail  in  Connecticut  investigation  showed 
that  the  evening  meal  consisted  of  cornmeal  mush  365  days  a 
year.  A  jail  farm  would  make  utterly  unnecessary  an  insufficient 
and  improper  diet  and  would  effect  a  saving  in  cost  while  doing  so. 
Everywhere  it  is  recognized  that  the  bucket  system  of  sanitation. 
universally  used  in  our  Connecticut  jails,  is  a  menace  to  health. 
A  jail  farm  would  provide  the  wholesome  factors  which  are  lacking 
in  our  present  county  system. 

Using  a  fund  provided  by  the  United  States  Government  through 
its  Civil  Works  Administration  program,  the  Commission  has  also 
made  a  case  study  of  every  single  prisoner  sentenced  for  more  than 
30  days  to  the  jails  in  Connecticut.  This  study  has  proved  of 
great  value  in  helping  to  make  plans  for  the  central  jail  farm. 

The  Legislature  of  Connecticut  in  the  session  of  1933  received 
the  recommendations  of  its  Jail  Committee.  It  thereupon  passed 
a  bill  continuing  the  present  Commission  asking  it  "to  formulate 
plans  for  the  construction  and  administration  of  a  central  state 
jail  farm,  to  estimate  the  cost  thereof,  to  select  a  proper  site  and 
to  secure  options  for  the  purchase  of  such  a  site." 

In  accordance  with  the  mandate  of  the  Legislature,  the  Com- 
mission has  canvassed  many  possible  locations  for  the  central  jail 
farm  and  is  now  in  the  process  of  securing  an  option  for  the  site. 
Details  for  the  development  and  administration  of  the  institution 
are  not  yet  announced  but  it  seems  probable  that  plans  will  be 
made  for  the  erection  of  buildings,  including  a  store,  kitchen, 
dining  room,  dormitories,  an  administration  building,  a  recreation 
room,  a  laundry  building,  and  a  central  power  plant. 

Because  of  the  manifest  advantages  there  has  been  a  steady 
trend  in  America  towards  a  farm  institution.  No  state  in  the 
America  Union  that  has  once  established  a  jail  farm  has  ever 
abandoned  it. 

The  Legislative  Commission  on  Jails  believes  that  with  the 
establishment  of  a  central  jail  farm,  Connecticut  will  be  in  the 
forefront  of  states  which  are  taking  adequate  care  of  their  short 
term  offenders.

THE  METROPOLITAN  DISTRICT  OF  HARTFORD  COUNTY. 

The  General  Assembly  of  1927,  by  act  approved  June  22,  1927, 
provided  for  a  commission  composed  of  the  representatives  in  the 
assembly  from  the  towns  of  Bloomfield,  Newington,  Wethersfield, 
Windsor,  East  Hartford  and  West  Hartford,  the  representatives 
and  senators  from  the  town  of  Hartford  and  three  other  citizens  of 
each  of  the  towns  other  than  Hartford,  to  examine  into  the  question 
of  the  advisability  of  establishing  a  Metropolitan  District  and  if 
that  question  were  determined  in  the  affirmative,  to  present  a 
charter  for  such  a  corporation  to  the  General  Assembly  of  1929. 

This  commission  was  duly  organized  and  proceeded  to  present 
a  charter  to  the  General  Assembly  of  1929  which  was  enacted 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  people  of  the  towns.  Before  the 
charter  was  finally  enacted  the  town  of  East  Hartford  withdrew 
and  in  the  elections  held  in  the  fall  of  1929  West  Hartford  failed 
to  approve.  The  other  towns  all  approved  and  the  first  commission 
was  appointed  by  Governor  Trumbull  on  December  2,  1929. 

The  powers  committed  to  the  Metropolitan  District  Commission 
under  the  charter  were  the  collection  and  distribution  of  water, 
the  construction  and  maintenance  of  a  sewerage  system,  certain 
control  over  through-highways  and  regional  planning.  The  powers 
of  the  commission,  within  the  narrow  scope  of  the  functions  granted, 
are  broad. 

The  commission  consists  of  a  District  Board  composed  of  twenty- 
one  members;  fifteen  commissioners  selected  at  large  from  the 
district,  one  commissioner  from  New  Britain  and  one  commissioner 
for  each  of  the  towns  composing  the  district,  selected  from  the 
respective  town.  The  commissioners  selected  at  large  are  described 
in  the  charter  as  of  the  Second  Form.  The  town  representatives 
are  described  as  of  the  First  Form.  The  terms  of  the  twenty  com- 
missioners at  large  are  for  six  years.  The  terms  of  the  town  rep- 
resentatives and  of  the  representative  from  New  Britain  are  two 
years.  Selections  are  made  biennially  by  the  Governor  during  the 
month  of  November,  to  hold  office  from  the  succeeding  first  of 
January.     The  biennial  selections  by  the  Governor  consist  of  five

commissioners  at  large  and  the  town  representatives.  The  rep- 
resentative from  New  Britain  is  appointed  by  the  Court  of  Com- 
mon Council  of  New  Britain.  Upon  petition  of  electors,  elections 
may  be  held  in  place  of  appointments  by  the  Governor. 

The  commission  of  the  City  of  Hartford,  known  as  the  Mayor's 
Commission  on  Sewerage,  appointed  in  1927,  reported  in  1929  a 
plan  of  sewerage  known  as  the  Metcalf  and  Eddy  Plan,  for  the 
metropolitan  area  and  in  that  report  recommended  the  reference 
of  this  plan  to  The  Metropolitan  District  for  execution.  On  July 
1,  1930  The  Metropolitan  District,  under  the  terms  of  its  charter, 
assumed  the  water  department  of  the  city  of  Hartford  and  the 
sewerage  departments  of  the  several  towns  forming  the  district. 
The  manager  and  chief  engineer  of  the  water  department  of  the 
city  of  Hartford  became  manager  and  chief  engineer  of  the  Water 
Bureau  of  The  Metropolitan  District.  Similarly  the  chief  engineer 
of  the  city  of  Hartford  became  the  manager  of  the  Bureau  of  Public 
Works  of  The  Metropolitan  District.  The  Bureau  of  Public  Works 
and  the  Water  Bureau  are  composed  each  of  seven  members  of  the 
District  Board  and  act  through  the  manager  and  chief  engineer. 
The  financial  control  of  the  district  is  in  the  hands  of  a  Board  of 
Finance  composed  of  two  members  of  the  District  Board,  the 
treasurer  and  four  citizens  of  the  district,  not  otherwise  members 
of  the  district  organization.  The  Commission  on  Regional  Plan- 
ning is  composed  of  two  members  of  the  District  Board,  two  cit- 
izens and  the  managers  of  the  two  bureaus. 

The  General  Assembly  of  1931  granted  to  the  district  power  to 
build  a  reservoir  on  the  East  Branch  of  the  Farmington  River  and 
work  was  commenced  thereon  in  the  late  summer  of  1932— the 
electors  of  the  district  at  the  election  held  in  November,  1931, 
having  approved  an  appropriation  for  this  reservoir  of  $8,500,000. 
An  appropriation  for  the  execution  of  the  Metcalf  and  Eddy  Plan 
was  presented  to  the  electors  November  7,  1933,  and  was  approved 
in  the  amount  of  $3,500,000.  In  connection  with  the  Metcalf  and 
Eddy  Plan  a  grant  of  $800,000  has  been  approved  by  the  federal 
government  under  the  Public  Works  Act  of  the  National  Industrial 
Recovery  Act  towards  the  cost  of  labor  and  materials. 

The  District  Board  lays  taxes  upon  the  towns  of  the  district  for 
the  maintenance  and  construction  of  public  works  in  the  same 
manner  that  the  state  and  county  taxes  are  laid.  The  construction 
and  distribution  of  water  is  paid  for  entirely  from  the  water  rates. 
The  cost  of  the  district  during  its  first  three  years  has  averaged 
about  Y%  of  a  mill  on  the  grand  list.  An  additional  [/2  mill  will  be 
added  in  the  next  two  years  to  meet  the  cost  of  the  construction 
of  the  sewerage  system  under  the  Metcalf  and  Eddy  Plan.  Expend- 
itures for  work  involving  more  than  $100,000  must  be  approved 
by  a  majority  vote  of  the  electors  of  the  district. 

A  precise  survey  of  the  Metropolitan  District  is  in  progress.

THE  MERRITT  HIGHWAY  COMMISSION. 

The  Merritt  Highway  Commission  was  created  under  an  act  of 
the  General  Assembly  at  its  session  in  1931.  The  act  provides 
that  the  Governor  should  appoint,  with  the  consent  and  approval 
of  the  senate,  a  commission  of  nine  members  to  be  known  as  the 
Merritt  Highway  Commission.  Three  members  of  the  commission 
were  to  serve  for  two  years  from  the  first  day  of  July  1931,  three 
for  four  years  from  said  date  and  three  for  six  years  therefrom,  or 
until  their  successors  were  appointed  to  qualify.  The  governor 
has  the  power  to  fill  any  vacancy  incurred  in  the  commission. 

The  commission  met  for  organization  at  the  County  Court 
House  in  Bridgeport  and  elected  Mr.  Merritt  chairman  and  Miss 
Anne  Horvath,  Secretary.  Since  the  organization  meeting  Mr. 
Atwater  of  Bridgeport  has  passed  on,  and  in  his  place  the  governor 
appointed  Samuel  B.  Plotkin  of  Bridgeport. 

No  public  improvement  contemplated  in  this  state  has  received 
the  publicity  of  the  Merritt  Highway.  It  was  universally  admitted 
early  in  the  discussion  of  its  construction  that  it  should  be  named 
for  Mr.  Merritt  whose  long  term  of  service  in  Congress  from  this 
county  had  endeared  him  to  all  his  constituency.  It  was  also 
natural  after  the  commission  was  appointed  that  he  should  serve 
as  its  chairman.  The  vast  amount  of  money  needed  for  the  im- 
provement has  been  the  real  stumbling-block.  It  was  conceded 
from  the  start  that  the  highway  commissioner  would  build  the 
road.  He  was  immediately  put  in  the  position  of  planning  a  park- 
way through  Fairfield  County  while  other  counties  were  content 
with  an  ordinary  improved  road.  The  parkway  idea  meant  a 
much  larger  sum  of  money  because  of  the  demand  it  made  for  a 
larger  right  of  way  and  greater  cost  in  construction. 

Various  methods  have  been  suggested  to  provide  sufficient  funds 
so  the  construction  of  the  entire  road  might  proceed  promptly  and 
continuously.  One  suggestion  was  to  authorize  the  county  to  issue 
bonds,  and  another  was  to  set  up  a  separate  corporation  like  the 
Port  Authority  of  New  York,  which  could  issue  bonds.    The  bonds, 
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if  issued,  were  to  be  carried  by  the  imposition  of  toll  charges  and 
amortized  by  appropriations  made  by  the' State,  which  would  ordi- 
narily have  to  be  made  biennially,  if  the  state  were  to  build  the  road 
in  its  entirety.  At  the  present  writing  no  method  of  finance  has 
been  arrived  at,  except  from  the  proceeds  of  state  appropriations. 

The  state  highway  commissioner  has  prepared  a  layout  which 
provides  for  portions  of  the  highway  to  be  constructed  at  this  time 
and  a  right  of  way  sufficient  to  permit  further  construction  at  a 
later  period.  Conflicting  opinion  as  to  the  details  of  his  plan  is 
warranted.  The  Merritt  Highway  Commission  is  asking  the 
governor  and  highway  commissioner  that  the  commission  be  ad- 
advised  with  and  consulted  before  any  plans  are  accepted  in  view 
of  the  fact  that  the  act  contemplates  such  cooperation  and  super- 
vision, as  well  as  places  exclusive  control  and  supervision  of  the 
beautification  of  the  land  on  the  commission.  The  commission 
under  the  law  is  given  authority  to  formulate  rules  regulating 
traffic  and  to  have  control  of  licensing  of  concessions  on  all  the 
land  adjacent  to  the  highway,  and  to  supervise  expenditures  of 
all  monies  which  shall  be  appropriated  for  the  County  of  Fairfield 
for  the  purpose  of  such  highway.

SUMMARY  OF  THE  WORK  OF  THE  CONNECTICUT  OLD 

AGE  COMMISSION  TO  INVESTIGATE  THE  SUBJECT 

OF  OLD  AGE  PENSIONS 

The  Connecticut  Commission  to  investigate  the  subject  of  Old 
Age  Pensions  was  created  by  special  act  of  the  legislature,  approved 
May  25,  1931  and  the  Governor  proceeded  to  appoint  the  Com- 
mission in  June,  1931.  The  Commission  began  work  almost 
immediately. 

At  the  very  first  meeting  the  Commission  decided  that  it  would 
be  necessary  to  make  a  survey  of  persons  sixty-five  years  of  age 
and  over  in  the  State  of  Connecticut.  The  old  age  surveys  made  by 
other  commissions  were  considered  carefully  by  the  Commission 
but  it  was  the  unanimous  opinion  of  the  members  that  these  sur- 
veys did  not  contain  the  information  needed  by  the  Commission 
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for  answering  the  questions  which  the  legislature  wanted  the  Com- 
mission to  answer. 

In  fortunately  the  legislature  made  no  appropriation  for  the 
work  of  the  Commission  and  the  Attorney  General's  Office  gave 
the  opinion  that  the  Commission  could  not  hire  a  qualified  statis- 
tician and  agents  to  make  the  proposed  field  survey  and  tabulate 
the  results.  It  was  not  until  after  a  year's  delay  that  finally  the 
Board  of  Finance  and  Control  authorized  the  Commission  to 
expend  not  to  exceed  $15,000  to  make  the  survey  of  aged  persons. 

At  its  earlier  meetings  the  Commission  had  agreed  upon  the  gen- 
eral plan  and  scope  of  the  survey.  It  was  decided  that  a  census 
of  representative  samples  of  the  population  in  typical  urban  and 
rural  communities  should  be  made.  During  1931  Dr.  Royal  Meeker 
had  prepared  a  carefully  worked  out  plan  for  the  survey  with 
estimates  of  the  cost  of  securing  a  large  enough  number  of  aged 
persons  to  furnish  the  basis  for  dependable  conclusions.  Because 
of  the  preparatory  work  already  done,  the  survey  was  begun  as 
soon  as  funds  were  available,  July  1,  1932.  The  work  of  gathering 
schedules  in  typical  large  cities,  small  cities,  rural  non-farm  towns 
and  rural  farm  communities  was  completed  before  the  middle  of 
August.  The  work  of  editing  the  schedules,  punching  the  cards 
and  tabulating  the  data  was  completed  early  in  October. 

During  October  the  director  visited  personally,  with  one  of  the 
field  agents,  48  of  the  53  poor  farms  and  alms  houses  in  Connecti- 
cut. He  also  visited  five  alms  houses  in  Massachusetts  and  three 
welfare  homes  in  New  Jersey.  The  survey  of  these  poor  farms, 
alms  houses  and  welfare  homes  was  undertaken  for  the  purpose  of 
ascertaining  how  many  and  what  proportion  of  aged  dependents 
in  Connecticut  are  being  taken  care  of  in  alms  houses  and  also  to 
judge  the  adequacy  of  such  alms  house  care. 

The  survey  recorded  all  persons  65  years  old  and  over,  resident  in 
the  city  blocks  and  townships  included  in  the  survey.  In  the  four 
largest  cities  of  the  State,  namely,  Hartford,  New  Haven,  Bridge- 
port and  Waterbury,  every  ward  or  voting  district  was  surveyed. 

The  residence  blocks  which  represented  fairly  different  types  of 
population  in  each  ward  were  canvassed.  When  the  results  were 
tabulated  it  was  found  that  nearly  15  per  cent  of  the  persons  65 
years  old  and  cjyer  had  been  scheduled  in  these  cities. 

The  same  plan  was  followed  for  the  smaller  cities  from  which  were 
obtained  nearly  16  per  cent  of  those  65  years  old  and  over.  In  the 
rural  communities  it  was  necessary  to  adopt  a  somewhat  different 
plan.  The  town  was  taken  as  the  base  unit  for  the  survey  and 
towns  were  selected  to  represent  the  different  types  of  farm  and 
non-farm  communities.  Every  farmer  residing  in  the  towns  chosen 
was  included  in  the  survey  in  order  to  make  sure  that  no  elderly 
persons  were  omitted.  The  same  policy  was  followed  in  the  rural 
non-farm  communities.  The  final  tabulations  showed  that  in  the 
towns  surveyed  20  per  cent  of  those  65  and  over  were  obtained 
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from  rural  non-farm  communities  and  25.2  per  cent  of  those  65  and 
over  were  obtained  from  rural  farm  communities.  The  United 
States  Census  shows  93,319  people  65  and  over  residing  in  Connec- 
ticut. The  survey  scheduled  10,550  of  these  elderly  people  so 
that  11.3  per  cent  of  all  persons  65  and  over  were  scheduled.  In 
the  cities  and  towns  included  in  the  survey  the  population  65  and 
over  was  63,378  so  that  the  percentage  of  elderly  people  scheduled 
in  these  communities  was  16.7  per  cent. 

The  survey  of  the  aged  population  was  the  most  comprehensive 
and  representative  thus  far  made.  Besides  the  four  largest  cities, 
Hartford,  New  Haven,  Bridgeport  and  Waterbury,  the  survey  in- 
cluded 13  of  the  19  cities  with  populations  of  10,000  to  50,000.'  In 
addition  the  rural  non-farm  populations  were  surveyed  in  40  towns 
and  the  rural  farm  populations  in  31  towns. 

Some  of  the  more  important  facts  brought  out  by  the  survey 
are  given  below: 

The  survey  indicates  that  about  12,800  persons  aged  65  and  over 
(13.7  per  cent  of  the  total  number)  are  in  need  of  assistance.  About 
3,500  of  these  aged  persons  are  in  need  of  full  support  and  about 
9,300  need  only  partial  support. 

Of  the  53,192  persons  70  years  old  and  over  in  the  state,  about 
7,000  are  in  need,  2,000  need  full  support  and  about  5,000  need 
partial  support. 

An  old  age  relief  act  would  not  include  all  needy  persons  above 
the  age  of  eligibility.  Non-citizens  are  excluded  in  all  of  the  18 
states  with  old  age  relief  laws,  except  Delaware.  State  residence 
of  5  years  is  required  in  Delaware,  10  years  in  New  York,  15  years 
in  New  Jersey  and  20  years  in  Massachusetts. 

Furthermore,  about  5,800  of  those  found  in  need  at  the  time  of 
the  survey  were  in  temporary  distress  only,  because  of  the  depres- 
sion. Some  of  these  temporary  cases  would  not  be  granted  benefits 
under  an  old  age  assistance  act.  It  was  estimated  that  about 
one-quarter  of  those  in  temporary  distress  would  be  found  inelig- 
ible by  the  administrative  authorities. 

There  are  approximately  5,300  persons  aged  70  and  over  who 
fulfill  the  above  requirements,  3,700  needing  partial  support,  and 
1.600  needing  full  support  outside  of  institutions.  Experience  has 
shown  that  the  cost  of  assistance  to  aged  persons  amounts  on  the 
average  to  $300  for  full  support  and  $150  for  partial  support  for  a 
year.  The  total  cost,  then,  of  giving  the  needed  assistance  to 
these  5,300  persons  would  be  about  $1,030,000  per  annum. 

Under  the  state-town  system  of  relief  proposed  by  the  Commis- 
sion, half  of  the  cost  of  benefits  would  be  paid  by  the  state  and 
half  by  the  town  in  which  the  aged  poor  person  is  domiciled.  The 
contribution  of  the  state  would  therefore  be  about  $515,000  per 
annum.  To  this  must  be  added  the  costs  of  the  central  administra- 
tion of  the  act,  which  are  estimated  at  $25,000.    The  total  to  be 
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raised  by  state  taxes  for  outdoor  relief  to  persons  aged  70  years 
and  over  would  therefore  be  about  $540,000  per  annum. 

The  total  cost  of  this  relief,  $1,055,000,  would  not  be  an  entirely 
new  and  added  burden  upon  the  tax  payers  of  Connecticut.  They 
are  now  paying  large  sums  for  the  support  of  the  aged  poor.  In 
addition  to  the  contributions  by  public  charity,  large  sums  are 
being  expended  by  private  charitable  agencies  and  individual 
philanthrop  sts.  It  is  estimated  that  expenditures  by  public  and 
private  agencies  on  behalf  of  these  indigent  old  persons  is  about 
$855,000  so  the  net  additional  cost  of  the  proposed  state-town 
system  of  outdoor  relief  of  poor  persons  aged  70  and  over  would 
be  only  about  $200,000.  This  added  expenditure  of  $200,000 
would  provide  more  adequate  aid  to  aged  citizens  now  being  as  isted 
and  much  needed  aid  to  many  who  are  in  distress  but  as  yet  have 
received  no  assistance. 

If  the  old  age  relief  act  were  to  include  citizens  aged  65  and  over 
with  5  years  residence  it  would  cover  about  9,200  persons  and 
would  cost  about  $1,800,000  per  annum  for  benefits  and  $25,000 
for  central  administration.  Town  taxes  eventually  would  not  be 
very  much  affected  while  state  taxes  would  increase  about  $925,000, 
which  amount  it  is  believed  would  be  offset  to  the  extent  of  about 
$600,000  through  the  relief  afforded  to  private  charity  and  in- 
dividuals.

COMMISSION  APPOINTED  TO  INVESTIGATE  THE 

PENSION  SYSTEM  OF  THE  STATE  AND  ITS 

MUNICIPALITIES.* 

In  the  1929  Session  of  the  Legislature,  it  was  deemed  advisable 
to  authorize  the  creation  of  a  Commission  to  Investigate  the  Pen- 
sion Systems  of  the  State  and  its  Municipalities.  Governor  John 
H.  Trumbull  appointed  the  first  Commission  which  has  since  been 
continued  by  the  Legislature  of  1931  and  the  Legislature  of  1933. 

The  Commission  reported  to  the  1931  Session  of  the  General 
Assembly  a  bill  which  proposed  a  pension  system  for  State  em- 
ployees predicated  upon  a  system  of  joint  contributions  by   the 

•Prepared  by  the  Secretary. 
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State  and  the  participating  employees.  The  proposed  legislation 
included  disability  pensions  as  well  as  annuities,  and  estimated 
that  an  initial  contribution  on  the  part  of  the  State  would  be  ap- 
proximately $529,000.  The  bill  was  rejected  and  a  substitute  plan 
was  drawn  based  largely  upon  recommendations  from  the  State 
employees.  The  latter  plan  set  up  no  reserves  and  proposed  to 
meet  the  liabilities  entirely  out  of  current  income.  The  substitute 
plan  proposed  that  retirement  should  be  at  the  option  only  of  the 
employee  rather  than  a  compulsory  retirement  as  the  Commission 
had  suggested  and  the  substitute  plan  made  no  provision  for  dis- 
ability pensions.  The  Legislature  rejected  the  latter  plan,  just  as 
it  had  the  former,  and  continued  the  Commission  for  further  study. 

The  Commission  has  served  entirely  without  compensation  and 
has  continued  its  investigation  to  date.  If  economic  conditions 
have  not  materially  and  favorably  advanced  by  the  time  the  next 
Legislature  convenes,  it  is  unlikely  that  the  Commission  will  advise 
the  adoption  of  a  pension  plan  either  for  the  State  or  its  municipal- 
ities, for  the  assumption  of  the  pension  burden  would  prove  an 
inordinate  item  of  expense  under  the  circumstances. 

Research  will  be  continued,  however,  to  the  end  that  all  avail- 
able data  may  be  at  hand  for  consideration  by  the  legislature  in 
the  light  of  whatever  conditions  may  develop.

COMMISSION  ON  POLLUTION  OF  INTERSTATE 
WATERWAYS.* 

In  1931  the  legislature  authorized  the  Governor  to  appoint  as 
members  of  this  commission,  the  Attorney-General,  or  his  repre- 
sentative, the  members  of  the  State  Water  Commission,  the  Com- 
missioner of  Health  and  such  other  person  or  persons  as  might 
seem  advisable.  The  commission  thus  created  was  directed  to 
meet  with  similar  commissions  appointed  by  the  State  of  New 
Jersey  and  by  the  State  of  New  York  with  the  view  to  consideration

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of  a  treaty  with  these  States  and  the  United  States  relative  to  the 
prevention  of  pollution  of  interstate  waterways  adjacent  to  Con- 
necticut, New  York  and  New  Jersey. 

The  commission  is  authorized  to  employ  such  engineering,  legal 
or  professional  assistants  and  clerical  help  as  may  be  required  to 
advance  negotiably  along  the  lines  described.  The  commissioners 
receive  no  salary,  but  the  necessary  expenses  of  the  commission  are 
payable  by  the  State. 

The  commission  was  continued  by  the  General  Assembly  in  1933 
with  the  direction  that  the  report  of  its  findings  and  recommenda- 
tions be  made  to  the  next  session  of  the  General  Assembly. 

An  admirable  report  under  date  of  February  10,  1932,  has  already 
been  submitted  by  the  Tri-State  Treaty  Commission  under  their 
mutual  auspices  to  the  Legislatures  of  the  signatory  States.  This 
report  sets  forth  the  proposed  compact,  and  detailed  studies  of  the 
area  covered  by  the  treaty,  the  standards  of  purity  of  the  tidal 
water,  the  pollution  and  sewage  flow,  and  other  phases  of  scientific 
interest  with  tables,  graphs,  and  charts.

COMMISSION  FOR  THE  ESTABLISHMENT  OF  A 
SOLDIERS'  HOME. 

The  Commission  was  created  under  and  in  pursuance  of  an  Act 
of  the  General  Assembly  passed  at  the  session  of  1931,  and  the 
commissioners  were  named  in  the  bill,  accepted  the  appointment, 
and  organized  at  once. 

The  need  of  a  new  home  was  recognized  by  everyone  who  had  any 
knowledge  of  the  problem  of  caring  for  the  veterans  in  the  State  of 
Connecticut,  and  the  Veterans'  Home  Building  Commission  was 
urged  to  make  immediate  selection  of  a  site  upon  which  a  home 
would  be  erected,  and  secure  plans  for  a  new  home. 

The  Commission  immediately  advertised  for  bids,  stating  that  it 
would  consider  offers  of  tracts  of  land  containing  approximately 
150  or  250  acres,  and  asking  for  property  located  within  a  reasonable 
distance  of  a  railroad  station  and  a  state  highway  served  by  a  bus 
line,  and  requesting  that  offers  be  submitted  to  the  secretary. 
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All  of  the  members  of  the  Commission  personally  visited  sites 
which  had  been  offered  in  every  county  in  the  state.  Various  mem- 
bers of  the  committee  revisited  several  of  the  sites  which  had  been 
visited  by  the  entire  commission,  and  the  selection  narrowed  down 
to  two.  In  the  opinion  of  some  of  the  members  of  the  Commission, 
the  Warner  site  near  New  Haven  would  lend  itself  to  the  proposed 
plan  of  construction  and  the  property  was  divided  by  a  highway. 
Some  members  of  the  Commission  urged  its  selection  because  of  its 
close  proximity  to  the  School  for  Human  Relations  at  Yale  Uni- 
versity. 

The  site  at  Rocky  Hill,  consisting  of  310  acres,  was  finally  selected. 
Its  high  rolling  grounds  lend  itself  admirably  to  the  proposed  plans 
for  buildings,  and  it  is  within  easy  access  of  the  Veterans'  Hospital 
at  Newington  which  was  located  and  constructed,  staffed  by  com- 
petent physicians  and  surgeons,  operated  and  maintained  for  the 
care  and  treatment  of  veterans  in  an  atmosphere  which  veterans 
understand,  appreciate  and  want. 

The  Veterans'  Home  Building  Commission  examined  thirty- 
pieces  of  property  before  deciding  on  the  Rocky  Hill  Farm,  which 
consists  of  five  houses,  barns  and  dairy  buildings,  The  price  the 
Commission  paid  for  this  piece  of  property  was  $50,000. 

It  was  decided  to  conduct  a  competition  for  the  purpose  of  select- 
ing an  architect.  The  object  of  the  competition  was  to  enable  the 
Commission  to  secure  a  choice  of  designs  by  different  architects, 
and  it  was  the  hope  of  the  Commission  that  by  appealing  to  the 
competitive  spirit  of  the  architects,  they  would  be  inspired  to 
produce  designs  of  outstanding  merit. 

The  Commission  appointed  an  architect  adviser,  to  prepare  a 
program  and  to  act  as  its  adviser  in  conducting  this  competition 
and  work  with  the  architect,  when  selected.  A  distinguished 
jury  of  award  was  named. 

The  Jury  selected  the  design  of  the  different  buildings  which 
appeared  to  it  to  be  the  most  meritorious  and  made  a  written  report 
to  the  Commission,  designating  it  by  number,  and  the  Commission 
then  considered  designs  and  the  report  of  the  Jury  and  selected  as  its 
architect  the  winner  of  the  Competition. 

Plans  have  been  prepared  for  the  buildings  to  take  care  of  the 
immediate  needs,  but  the  Legislature  failed  to  make  the  necessary 
appropriations  to  enable  the  construction  to  get  started.  There 
were  approximately  seventy  thousand  veterans  in  the  World  War, 
and  experience  teaches  us  that  at  least  3%  of  this  number  will 
require  care  in  the  Veterans'  Home,  and  this  number  will  be  increased 
by  such  veterans  of  the  Civil  War  as  are  still  with  us,  and  a  constantly 
increasing  number  of  Spanish  War  Veterans.  Connecticut  must 
prepare  to  care  for  at  least  2,000  veterans. 

The  Commission  feels  that  its  course  in  selecting  a  site  in  close 
proximity  to  the  Veterans'  Hospital  at  Newington,  Connecticut, 
was  obviating  the  necessity  of  constructing  and  maintaining,  with  a 
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medical  and  nursing  staff,  a  hospital  that  would  be  a  necessary 
unit  in  such  a  program.  We  must  have  a  small  hospital,  but  the 
greater  portion  of  the  residents  of  our  home  will  be  able  to  obtain 
federal  hospitalization  because  of  service  disability. 

The  new  home  is  needed.  All  of  the  members  of  the  Commission 
and  members  of  the  Legislature  are  convinced  of  the  fire  hazard  at 
Noroton,  the  unsanitary  conditions  due  to  the  obsolete  building  and 
defective  plumbing,  and  the  crowded  conditions  under  which  the 
men  live. 

The  Veterans'  Home  Building  Commission  has  done  all  the  work 
that  it  can  do  until  the  money  is  provided  to  carry  out  the  program 
which  has  already  been  approved  by  those  in  authority.

COMMISSION  TO  STUDY  THE  STATE  TAX  LAWS.* 
At  the  1933  Session  of  the  General  Assembly,  a  special  act  was 
passed  creating  a  temporary  commission  to  study  the  tax  laws  of  the 
State  and  to  make  recommendations  concerning  their  revision. 
The  Governor  was  authorized  to  appoint. a  commission  of  seven 
members  with  whom  the  members  of  the  State  Tax  Department  act 
in  an  advisory  capacity.  The  members  of  the  commission  receive 
no  compensation  but  are  allowed  expenses  necessarily  incurred  in  the 
performance  of  their  duties.  The  commission  is  authorized  to  rill 
any  vacancy  which  occurs  by  a  majority  vote  of  its  remaining 
members. 

The  commission  is  empowered  to  appoint,  and  at  its  pleasure  to 
remove,  such  employees  and  experts  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  on 
the  duties  imposed  uoon  it.  The  work  of  the  commission  is  technical 
and  onerous  in  that  it  is  charged  with  the  study  of  and  inquiry  into 
the  problems  of  state  and  local  taxation,  the  financing  of  the 
municipalities  in  the  state,  the  distribution  of  the  tax  burden,  the 
problem  of  the  assessment  and  collection  of  taxes,  the  borrowing  of 
money  by  municipalities,  and  the  apportioning  of  sources  of  taxa- 
tion by  the  state  and  local  municipalities,  and  kindred  problems, 
particular  reference  being  had  to  the  possibility  of  reducing  or 
limiting  the  load  of  taxation  borne  by  real  estate.

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That  the  results  of  the  study  may  be  as  nearly  up-to-date  and 
complete  as  possible,  the  commission  is  to  report  to  the  Governor 
within  ninety  days  prior  to  the  convening  of  the  1935  Session  of  the 
General  Assembly. 

It  falls  to  the  lot  of  the  commission  also  to  prepare  and  recommend 
legislation  in  form  for  possible  enactment  by  the  General  Assembly 
with  the  design  of  correcting  existing  statutes  relative  to  both  state 
and  local  taxation.  It  is  further  contemplated  that  there  will  be 
recommended  such  additional  legislation  as  may  be  deemed  neces- 
sary to  provide  a  tax  system  which  shall  be  fair  and  just,  and  which 
shall  distribute  the  tax  load  more  widely  and  equitably  among  tax- 
payers and  taxpaying  groups. 

The  commission  has  held  public  hearings  in  order  that  full  oppor- 
tunity may  be  given  to  corporate  and  individual  taxpayers  to  present 
written  suggestions  within  the  scope  of  the  activities  of  the  inquiry, 
and  a  vast  amount  of  relevant  and  material  factual  data  have  been 
accumulated. 

Broad  powers  have  been  vested  in  the  commission  in  that  it  is 
authorized  to  issue  subpoenas  requiring  the  appearance  of  any  person 
before  it  for  examination  under  oath.  It  may  have  process  to  compel 
the  production  of  books,  papers,  or  documents  necessary  to  the  busi- 
ness at  hand.  No  witness  after  subpoena  may  be  excused  from 
testifying  or  from  producing  books  or  other  data  on  the  ground  that 
testimony  so  given  may  tend  to  incriminate  the  witness,  but  no 
evidence  so  offered  may  be  used  in  any  criminal  proceedings  which 
may  be  brought  against  such  a  witness.  In  addition,  a  disobedient  or 
contemptuous  witness  may,  upon  presentation  of  the  facts  to  the 
Superior  Court,  be  subject  to  such  fines  and  penalties  as  are  imposed 
by  the  Court  itself  in  the  usual  course  of  dealings  with  similar 
witnesses  in  civil  actions. 

The  Legislature  appropriated  the  sum  of  twenty-five  thousand 
dollars  for  the  purposes  of  the  commission  subject  to  the  approval 
of  expenditures  by  the  Board  of  Finance  and  Control. 

The  commission  includes  a  personnel  distinguished  in  the  fields  of 
economics,  agriculture,  public  utilities,  manufacture,  the  law,  and 
public  service  generally,  and  has  given  unusual  study  and  time  to  one 
of  the  most  pressing  problems  confronting  our  citizenry  and  the 
maintenance  of  our  various  forms  of  government.

THE  TERCENTENARY  COMMISSION.* 

In  1929,  the  legislature  authorized  the  Governor  to  appoint  a 
commission  of  seven  to  make  plans  for  participation  by  the  State  in 
the  appropriate  observance  of  the  300th  anniversary  of  the  settle- 
ment of  Connecticut  as  a  Colony.  The  commission  originally 
created  was  directed  to  report  to  the  General  Assembly  at  its  1931 
Session.  Under  date  of  January  27.  1931,  the  commission  filed  its 
report  to  the  General  Assembly  reviewing  the  activities  of  the  com- 
mission, pointing  out  the  need  for  the  development  of  ways  and 
means  of  making  available  to  the  public,  knowledge  of  the  purposes, 
labors  and  sacrifices  of  the  founders  of  the  Colony,  and  making 
specific  recommendations. 

After  consideration  of  the  excellent  report  of  progress  by  the 
commission,  the  Legislature  continued  the  commission  and  conferred 
upon  it  power  to  add  to  its  number,  and  as  a  result  two  additional 
appointees  were  named.  To  the  commission  was  voted  the  sum  of 
ten  thousand  dollars  to  carry  on  the  program  so  ably  undertaken, 
and  the  General  Assembly  further  authorized  the  publication  of 
pamphlets  and  other  printed  matter  of  an  educational  and  enlighten- 
ing nature,  and  authorized  the  employment  of  a  secretary,  his- 
torian, and  publicity  expert.  The  commission  has  published  'The 
Story  of  Connecticut"  in  pamphlet  form,  which  in  excellent 
fashion  reviews  the  early  history  of  the  State,  the  development  of 
transportation  by  means  of  turnpikes,  steamboats,  canals  and 
roads;  outlines  the  history  of  Connecticut  in  war,  her  part  in  the 
formation  of  the  Union,  her  industrial  progress,  Connecticut's 
notable  men  and  women;  and  describes  the  State  Constitution, 
the  departments  of  Government,  our  courts,  public  institutions  and 
our  people.  Numerous  pamphlets  containing  material  for  use  in 
the  schools  to  characterize  the  history  of  Connecticut  have  been 
published  and  made  available,  and  there  are  included  extensive 
bibliographies  from  which  more  detailed  source  data  will  be  available 
to  the  interested  student. 

To  facilitate  administration  of  the  various  phases  of  the  activities 
of  the  commission,  there  have  been  formed  committees  on  historical 
publications,  on  education,  on  historical  markers,  and  on  a  pro- 
posed medal,  postage  stamp  and  coin.  The  comnission  has  solic- 
ited and  received  the  cooperation  of  patriotic,  historical  and  genea- 
logical societies,  and  has  also  had  the  assistance  of  committees  in 
various  of  the  cities  and  towns  of  the  State. 

The  commission  has  recommended  that  commemorative  exercises 
be  held  in  October,  193o,  and  an  elaborate  program  is  planned  in 
order  that  due  public  recognition  and  honor  may  be  accorded  to  those 
who  have  played  so  important  and  vital  a  part  in  the  founding  of  our 
Colony  and  in  the  development  of  our  State.

COMMISSION  ON  UNIFORM  STATE  LAWS. 

The  Connecticut  Commission  on  Uniform  State  Laws  represents 
Connecticut's  participation  in  a  national  movement  which  began 
under  the  auspices  of  the  American  Bar  Association  forty-two  years 
ago. 

The  serious  inconvenience  of  varying  statutory  provisions  in 
matters  involving  action  and  effects  beyond  the  borders  of  an 
individual  state  had  long  been  felt.  In  many  of  them  uniformity 
was  perfectly  practicable. 

The  gradual  centralizing  of  our  government  and  the  removal  of 
many  subjects  from  state  to  national  control  had  been  deplored  by 
many  of  our  most  thoughtful  people.  As  one  of  the  means  of  getting 
the  benefits  of  centralization  within  limits  both  constitutional  and 
consonant  with  our  theory  of  government  the  National  Commission 
on  Uniformity  of  State  Laws  was  brought  into  being. 

Its  organization  evidenced  a  spirit  of  cooperation  among  the 
states,  each  acting  independently  and  yet  in  unison  with  others. 

Throughout  its  history  the  movement  has  been  one  which  has 
appealed  especially  to  the  business  men  of  our  country,  the  people 
who  suffer  the  most  from  the  inconveniences  incident  to  state  lines 
essential  in  our  system  of  government  and  yet  having  no  part  in 
trade  transacation. 

Each  year  a  Conference  is  held  lasting  a  week  in  which  the  ac- 
credited representatives  of  each  of  the  states  take  part.  These 
representatives  are  generally  three  in  number.  They  represent  the 
states  as  do  other  representatives  and  officers.  They  are  appointed 
by  the  legislature  or  by  the  governor  under  legislative  authority. 
They  receive  no  salaries.  The  expenses  incident  to  the  conduct  of 
the  annual  conference  and  the  attendance  of  the  commissioners  is 
borne  by  contributions  from  the  states  which  are  of  such  relatively 
small  amounts  as  to  mean  no  appreciable  burden. 

The  present  personnel  of  the  National  Commission  includes  a 
number  of  chief  justices  and  other  judges  of  appellate  courts,  judges 
of  trial  courts  of  general  jurisdiction,  former  presidents  of  the 
American  Bar  Association,  and  the  present  president,  attorneys 
general  of  states,  past  and  present,  active  practitioners  of  the  law 
from  all  sections  of  the  country,  deans  and  professors  in  law  schools 
and  distinguished  law  writers.     It  represents  all  kinds  of  activities 
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and  all  shades  of  thought  in  the  legal  profession.  It  is  thus  truly 
representative  in  its  character.  At  the  present  time  the  president 
is  one  of  the  judges  of  the  Circuit  Court  of  Appeals. 

From  the  beginning  Connecticut  has  borne  an  active  part,  one  of 
the  earliest  presidents  being  Judge  Lyman  D.  Brewster  of  Danbury 
and  in  later  years  one  of  the  active  officers  being  the  late  Talcott 
H.  Russell,  E;q.,  of  New  Haven. 

This  movement  thus  represents  the  most  serious  effort  which  has 
ever  been  made  in  the  drafting  and  enacting  of  uniform  state  legisla- 
tion. In  general  it  seeks  to  restrict  its  effort  to  subjects  which  are 
not  local  in  their  character,  but  of  interstate  importance. 

Incident  to  this  is  the  drafting  of  uniform  model  acts  proper  for 
adoption  in  a  number  of  states,  although  perhaps  not  in  all,  and  in 
particular,  of  acts  which  evidence  newer  developments  in  our  econom- 
ic life.  The  commission  also  works  with  governmental  authorities 
and  bodies  engaged  in  the  effort  to  clarify  and  improve  the  law. 

The  subject  of  uniformity  is  one  which  has  ever  been  dear  to  the 
heart  of  the  American  ELr  Association,  the  great  national  body  of 
lawyers  with  a  membership  of  over  twenty-five  thousand.  The 
second  line  of  the  constitution  of  that  association  states  as  one  of  its 
three  objects  to  promote  "uniformity  of  legislation  and  of  judicial 
decision  throughout  the  Nation." 

Incidental  to  its  work  the  commission,  by  aiding  in  the  distribu- 
tion of  uniform  laws  and  the  decisions  construing  them,  and  by 
emphasizing  the  proper  principles  of  interpretation  to  be  applied, 
seeks  to  aid  the  courts  in  giving  to  these  laws  the  effect  which  the 
legislature  in  passing  them  intends. 

The  doctrine  that,  by  adopting  a  uniform  act,  a  state  intends  to 
get  in  step  with  the  other  jurisdictions  has  received  the  approval 
of  the  United  States  Supreme  Court,  and  without  dissent,  of  the 
state  courts  as  well. 

While  Connecticut  has  not  adopted  as  many  of  the  acts  as  have 
some  of  the  sister  states,  nevertheless  those  which  have  been  passed 
are  most  important  pieces  of  legislation.  Perhaps  the  most  notable 
example  of  the  inconvenience  of  state  barriers  is  to  be  found  in 
connection  with  negotiable  paper.  The  law  of  bills  and  notes  is  now 
uniform  throughout  the  country,  and  Connecticut  was  one  of  the 
early  states  to  adopt  the  uniform  act  on  that  subject.  Akin  to  that 
are  the  subjects  of  warehouse  receipts  and  stock  transfers.  Uniform 
acts  on  these  subjects  have  been  adopted  in  this  state. 

Comparative  simplicity  and  certainty  has  been  introduced  into 
our  law  by  adoption  of  the  Uniform  Sales  Act.  Our  motor  vehicle 
law  has  in  many  respects  assumed  shape  as  a  result  of  the  work 
begun  by  the  commission  and  later  carried  on  under  national 
authority.  Our  declaratory  judgments  act,  which  has  proved  a  great 
aid  in  enabling  men  to  know  what  to  do  in  advance  rather  than  rush 
on  blindly  and  find  out  afterwards,  while  not  technically  a  uniform 
act,  follows  the  main  outline  of  the  bill  prepared  by  the  commission. 
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There  are  other  subjects  which  are  of  present  day  importance 
which  will  in  due  time  come  before  our  General  Assembly  in  the  form 
of  uniform  acts  which  will  be  offered  for  adoption. 

Our  Governor  and  General  Assembly  can  feel  when  a  uniform  act  is 
presented  that  it  does  not  represent  the  offhand  opinion  of  any  man 
or  any  body  of  men.  Each  act  before  it  is  sent  out  is  made  the  subject 
of  study  in  a  number  of  successive  conferences.  It  originates  with  a 
committee  which  is  aided  by  a  draftsman  who  has  made  an  intensive 
study  of  the  subject.  It  receives  searching  criticism  from  members 
of  widely  varying  experience  and  views.  Furthermore  unless  it 
receives  the  endorsement  of  the  American  Bar  Association  it  gets  no 
further. 

Of  course,  some  acts  are  not  quite  adapted  to  us,  and  the  passage  of 
some  would  tend  to  disturb  a  situation  which  is  already  satisfactory. 
In  the  main,  however,  if  a  piece  of  legislation  is  appropriate  for  the 
sister  states  it  is  appropriate  for  Connecticut.  The  question  of  its 
appropriateness  is  passed  upon  by  our  General  Assembly,  acting 
in  the  first  instance  through  the  judiciary  committee. 

While  the  movement  is  a  modest  one  that  costs  very  little  to  any 
one  State,  it  is  having  the  effect  of  placing  before  our  General 
Assembly  for  its  judgment  and  action  the  results  of  matured  de- 
liberation and  careful  drafting.

CONNECTICUT  STATE  COLLEGE.* 

In  the  town  of  Mansfield,  the  State  has  erected  an  institution  for 
the  education  of  youth  whose  parents  are  citizens  of  this  State. 
Organized  originally  to  teach  mainly  those  branches  of  learning 
related  to  agriculture  and  the  mechanic  arts,  the  teaching  in  the 
college  now  includes  scientific  and  classical  studies  and  subjects 
designed  to  promote  the  liberal  and  practical  education  of  the 
industrial  classes,  conformably  to  federal  legislation,  making  it 
possible  for  the  State  to  receive  funds  by  way  of  endowment  as 
provided  by  Congress.  For  many  years,  the  college  was  conducted 
under  the  name  of  Connecticut  Agricultural  College  but  by  an 
act  of  the  Legislature  effective  February  25,  1933,  the  name  was 
changed  to  The  Connecticut  State  College.  The  college  has  been 
authorized  to  confer  academic  degrees  appropriate  to  the  courses 
prescribed  by  the  Board  of  Trustees.

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Biennially,  the  Governor  appoints  four  trustees  of  the  college 
who  hold  office  for  four  years  from  the  first  day  of  July  in  the  year 
of  their  appointment.  The  Governor,  ex-officio,  is  President  of 
the  Board  which  also  includes,  ex-officio,  the  Commissioner  of 
Agriculture  and  the  Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Education. 
In  addition  the  graduates  of  the  College  have  the  privilege  of 
electing  one  trustee  who  must  be  a  graduate  of  the  institution  of 
at  least  ten  years'  standing,  this  election  being  held  at  the  college 
during  commencement  week.  All  graduates  of  at  least  two  years 
standing  are  entitled  to  vote  at  the  election  of  a  trustee  from  among 
the  alumni. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  in  behalf  of  the  State  are  authorized  to 
hold  lands,  money,  and  other  property  donated  to  the  Board  for 
the  purpose  of  maintaining  the  College,  and  the  Board  has  the 
power  to  apply  the  income  from  the  property  so  held  for  the  sup- 
port of  the  college.  In  addition  the  Board  may  appoint  and  remove 
managers  and  teachers,  prescribe  the  duties  and  exercises  of  the 
pupils,  rules  for  the  management  of  the  college  and  for  the  admis- 
sion of  pupils,  and  must  make  an  annual  report  to  the  Governor 
concerning  the  condition  of  the  college.  The  Board  of  Trustees 
also  appoints  from  the  faculty  a  State  Ornithologist  who  is  charged 
with  the  duties  of  investigating  the  food  supply  of  the  birds  of  the 
State,  the  effect  of  birds  upon  insects  or  other  sources  of  injury  to 
fruits  and  vegetables,  and  generally,  the  State  Ornithologist  must 
exercise  an  advisory  capacity  as  to  legislation  concerning  all  mat- 
ters within  this  field. 

The  Trustees  are  authorized  to  establish  at  least  two  scholar- 
ships from  each  County,  to  conduct  experiments  relative  to  the 
encouragement  of  the  sheep  industry  in  Connecticut,  and  speaking 
broadly,  to  maintain  oversight  of  the  development  and  progress 
of  the  College. 

The  enrollment  of  students  who  are  to  reside  in  the  college 
dormitories  in  The  Connecticut  State  College  shall  not  exceed 
five  hundred  at  any  one  time  during  any  one  year,  with  a  prefer- 
ence in  enrollment  in  each  year  being  given  to  students  who  decide 
to  take  the  full  agricultural  course.

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THE  STATE  HOSPITALS  FOR  MENTAL  DISEASE. 
As  a  direct  result  of  the  efforts  of  the  State  Medical  Society, 
with  the  assistance  of  Dorothy  Dix  and  other  interested  citizens, 
public  opinion  became  sufficiently  aroused  regarding  the  care  of 
the  mentally  ill,  so  that  the  general  assembly  in  1866  adopted  an 
act  creating  "A  Hospital  for  the  Insane  of  Connecticut,"  and 
during  the  same  year,  the  erection  of  the  institution  which  is  now 
known  as  the  Connecticut  State  Hospital  was  begun  at  Middletown. 

The  first  patients  were  received  in  April,  1868  by  transfer  from 
the  Hartford  Retreat,  and  during  the  first  year,  85  patients  were 
admitted.  At  the  end  of  the  first  five  years,  the  average  daily 
census  was  264.  It  soon  became  evident  that  the  accommodations 
which  had  been  provided  by  the  state  failed  to  meet  the  needs; 
and  although  construction  has  been  continued  over  a  period  of 
years  since  that  time,  the  demand  has  always  been  greater  than 
the  capacity  of  the  institution.  In  1889  the  overcrowding  was  so 
great  that  the  trustees  of  the  institution  at  Middletown  adopted 
a  resolution  calling  attention  to  this  fact,  and  recommending  that 
additional  accommodations  be  provided  in  some  other  locality. 

Finally,  in  1903,  the  general  assembly  passed  an  act  providing 
for  the  erection  of  the  Norwich  State  Hospital,  at  Norwich,  Con- 
necticut. This  institution  was  ready  for  patients  in  October,  1904. 
During  the  succeeding  years  both  of  these  institutions  remained 
overcrowded,  but  the  one  at  Middletown  has  been  affected  to  a 
greater  degree  than  the  one  at  Norwich,  and  although  added  ac- 
commodations have  been  provided  from  time  to  time,  the  demands 
on  these  two  institutions  have  always  been  greater  than  the  actual 
bed  capacity. 

This  condition  has  continued  until  the  present  time.  But  in 
1929  the  general  assembly  passed  an  act  providing  for  the  erection 
of  a  third  institution,  known  as  the  Fairfield  State  Hospital,  which 
is  located  in  the  town  of  Newtown.  Owing  to  economic  conditions 
generally,  the  complete  equipping  and  the  continuance  of  the 
building  program  at  Newtown  have  been  delayed,  so  that  accom- 
modations are  provided  for  only  500  patients  of  the  quiet,  orderly 
type,  and  these  were  transferred  to  that  institution  from  the  Con- 
necticut State  Hospital  and  the  Norwich  State  Hospital — the 
first  patients  being  admitted  in  June,  1933. 

With  the  exception  of  the  Reception  Hospital,  which  was  oc- 
cupied in  1923,  the  Connecticut  State  Hospital  is  built  on  the 
corridor  type  of  construction,  and  is  not  readily  adapted  to  the 
best  handling  of  a  mental  case,  according  to  modern  ideas.  The 
buildings  are  now  old  and  show  marked  evidences  of  age  and  hard 
usage,  and  need  complete  reconstruction.  The  Norwich  State 
Hospital  is  more  modern  in  its  construction  and  planning;  and 
the  Fairfield  State  Hospital  represents  all  the  known  features  in 
planning  that  look  forward  to  giving  the  patient  the  best  possible 
provisions  for  efficient  hospital  care. 
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The  general  care  and  treatment  of  mental  cases  in  the  state 
institutions  keep  up  with  the  advances  in  the  understanding  of 
mental  illness.  Modern  treatment  of  those  so  afflicted  has  required 
more  and  more  of  the  mental  hospital  in  the  way  of  equipment, 
organization  and  trained  personnel. 

When  a  patient  enters  a  state  institution,  a  thorough  study  of 
the  individual  is  made  from  the  physical  as  well  as  the  mental 
standpoint.  Patients  are  first  received  into  a  special  department 
or  building,  which  is  organized  with  a  trained  personnel  and  equip- 
ped for  such  study  as  may  be  of  practical  value.  Immediately 
upon  admission,  the  patient  is  met  by  a  physician,  who  explains 
to  him  where  he  is  and  why  it  was  necessary  for  him  to  come  to  a 
special  hospital.  He  is  then  turned  over  to  a  supervising  nurse 
for  the  preliminary  bath  and  the  observation  of  any  evidences  of 
superficial  injuries  or  signs  which  might  indicate  a  disease  of  con- 
tagious nature,  and  these  are  noted  in  a  clinical  record,  and  reported 
immediately  to  the  physician  in  charge.  The  patient  is  then  placed 
in  bed  on  a  ward  which  does  not  differ  materially  from  that  of  a 
general  hospital.  A  trained  nurse  is  in  attendance,  and  bedside 
clinical  notes  are  made,  recording  the  temperature,  pulse  and 
respiration,  and  all  other  symptoms  which  may  be  observed  by 
the  nurse.  A  complete  physical  examination  is  conducted  by  a 
staff  physician,  and  the  recording  of  mental  symptoms  started. 
The  physical  examination  includes  urinalysis,  blood  analysis  and 
such  other  laboratory  procedures  as  may  be  called  for,  which  are 
carried  on  in  the  laboratory  which  is  maintained  by  the  institution. 
Numerous  other  special  examinations  may  also  be  required,  in 
order  that  an  exact  picture  of  the  physical  status  of  the  patient 
may  be  arrived  at,  and  these  include  the  estimation  of  basal  met- 
abolism, fluroscopic  and  X-ray  examinations,  and  other  special 
procedures  which  are  conducted  by  the  hospital  staff.  A  resident 
dentist  also  examines  and  charts  the  teeth,  and  immediately  in- 
stitutes proper  treatment. 

An  endeavor  is  therefore  made  to  correct  any  physical  abnormal- 
ity, either  of  a  medical  or  surgical  nature,  and  the  methods  used 
are  the  same  as  those  carried  on  in  any  general  hospital.  Many 
of  the  mental  diseases  are  found  to  be  influenced  by  some  existing 
physical  illness,  and  therefore  treatment  is  largely  dependent  upon 
the  correction  of  these  abnormalities.  Other  cases,  and  perhaps 
the  majority  of  patients  who  are  admitted,  show  no  gross  physical 
disease,  so  that  from  admission,  coincidentally  with  the  physical 
examination,  the  mental  abnormality  is  analyzed.  This  mental 
examination  is  usually  carried  on  over  a  period  of  time,  and  an 
endeavor  is  made  by  modern  psychiatric  methods  to  understand 
the  type  of  personality,  the  environmental  influences,  and  other 
particular  causes,  as  well  as  the  symptoms  which  the  patient  pre- 
sents. In  combating  these  various  physical  and  mental  symptoms, 
the  hospital  staff  use  any  procedure — medical,  surgical  or  psycho- 
therapeutic— that  promises  to  be  of  any  value.  Such  special  symp- 
toms as  acute  excitement  or  delirium  are  treated  almost  entirely 
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by  hydrotherapy,  in  the  form  of  continuous  baths  in  specially 
constructed  tubs,  while  other  types  of  excitement  may  be  treated 
by  other  forms  of  hydrotherapy,  all  of  which  are  administered  by 
nurses  trained  in  such  therapy. 

Occupational,  re-educational  and  recreational  departments 
function  daily,  while  other  recreational  activities  which  are  more 
general  in  application,  such  as  parties,  motion  pictures,  theatricals 
and  weekly  dances,  are  carried  on. 

A  social  service  department  is  also  maintained,  and  through  it, 
investigations  are  made  relative  to  the  history  and  home  environ- 
ment, and  in  fact,  any  social  problem  which  the  patient  may  have 
had  prior  to  admission.  This  department  also  observes  and  advises 
the  patients  who  are  on  parole,  assisting  them  to  make  proper 
adjustments  after  leaving  the  institution. 

The  Reception  Hospital  unit,  to  which  the  patient  is  first  ad- 
mitted, has  for  its  primary  function,  diagnostic  procedure  and  the 
treatment  during  the  acute  stage.  After  such  has  been  completed, 
the  patient  may  be  transferred  to  some  other  department  of  the 
hospital  for  further  treatment  and  care.  If  infirm,  or  suffering  from 
a  medical  disease  requiring  prolonged  treatment,  he  is  sent  to  one 
of  the  infirmary  or  hospital  wards.  If  found  suffering  from  tuber- 
culosis, he  is  transferred  to  a  ward  reserved  for  that  particular 
class  of  patients,  and  where  suitable  treatment  can  be  carried  on. 
Each  state  hospital  should  be  provided  with  a  special  tubercular 
pavilion.  If  a  patient  is  suffering  from  a  surgical  condition,  he  is 
cared  for  upon  a  surgical  ward,  which  is  adjacent  to  the  major 
operating  room,  and  equipped  to  give  this  patient  proper  care. 
If  a  patient's  trouble  is  largely  of  a  purely  mental  nature,  he  may 
be  sent  to  another  department  or  ward,  where  he  can  receive  the 
special  benefits  of  occupational,  recreational  or  other  psychother- 
apeutic measures. 

All  patients  physically  able  are  encouraged  to  occupy  themselves 
in  some  way,  not  only  in  the  special  occupational  classes,  but  in 
the  various  industrial  departments.  Each  patient  who  is  physically 
able  is  taken  for  a  walk  in  the  open  air  daily,  and  these  walks  are 
taken  either  in  groups,  or  where  the  condition  warrants  it,  individual 
patients  are  taken  out  with  special  nurses.  Many  of  the  patients, 
in  addition,  enjoy  what  is  known  as  a  "ground  parole"  which  gives 
them  the  privilege  of  going  unattended  anywhere  upon  the  hospital 
property.  The  nature  of  the  diseases  treated  in  a  state  institution 
require  more  or  less  supervision  all  the  time  the  patient  is  in  resi- 
dence, but  numerous  convalescent  wards  are  maintained  where 
such  surveillance  is  at  a  minimum,  and  the  patient  is  encouraged 
to  make  such  adjustments  as  will  fit  him  for  parole  and  ultimate 
discharge  from  the  institution. 

Experience  has  shown  that  the  earlier  a  mental  case  is  received 
at  the  hospital,  the  shorter  the  duration  of  residence;  and  it  is 
always  advisable  to  be  frank  with  the  patient,  rather  than  resort 
to  any  form  of  deception.     Not  all  cases  of  mental  disease  are 
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amenable  to  treatment,  any  more  than  are  all  types  of  physical 
disease,  but  the  state  hospitals  of  Connecticut  endeavor  to  use  all 
rational  methods  of  treatment,  both  from  a  physical  and  a  psychi- 
atric standpoint. 

Patients  who  have  not  been  arrested  or  charged  with  crime  may 
by  admitted, 

1.  By  voluntary  agreement,  by  which  the  patient  makes  applica- 
tion for  care  and  treatment,  and  agrees  to  give  ten  days'  notice 
in  writing  before  leaving  without  consent  of  the  superintendent. 

2.  By  emergency  commitments,  which  may  be  made  out  by  any 
reputable  physician,  stating  that  he  has  examined  the  patient 
within  three  days  of  the  time  of  his  admission,  and  giving  his 
reasons  why  the  patient  needs  immediate  care  and  treatment  in 
the  hospital.  The  hospital  then  must  report  to  the  Department 
of  State  Agencies  and  Institutions,  which  department  makes  ap- 
plication for  the  regular  probate  commitment  of  the  patient  in 
the  district  where  the  hospital  is  located. 

The  probate  court,  however,  may  also  issue  an  emergency  com- 
mitment, pending  the  completion  of  the  regular  probate  pro- 
ceedings. 

3.  By  probate  court  commitments,  where  the  proper  person 
makes  application  directly  to  the  probate  court  for  the  commit- 
ment of  an  alleged  insane  person. 

4.  By  Governor's*  commitments,  which  are  made  upon  the 
application  of  a  selectman  to  the  governor  for  the  commitment  of 
a  person  who  is  a  non-resident  or  alien.

STATE  TUBERCULOSIS  COMMISSION. 

The  State  Tuberculosis  Commission  consists  of  five  members 
appointed  by  the  Governor  for  terms  of  six  years.  The  statute 
requires  that  one  member  be  a  physician  of  at  least  ten  years  active 
practice  and  an  expert  in  modern  treatment  of  human  tuberculosis. 

There  are  five  state  state  sanatoria  in  Connecticut,  three  for  adults 
and  two  for  children.  The  Commission  is  responsible  for  the  general 
administration  and  medical  control  of  these  institutions,  and  also 
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for  the  selection  of  sanatorium  sites,  erection  of  buildings,  for  the 
purchase  of  equipment  and  for  the  expenditure  of  maintenance 
appropriations.  The  Commission  appoints  the  Superintendents 
of  the  sanatoria  and  makes  regular  visits  of  inspection  to  each  in- 
stitution. 

Collective  buying  is  done  through  the  Central  Office  by  the  Com- 
mission for  all  the  sanatoria,  of  supplies  which  are  used  in  large 
quantities. 

Application  for  admission  of  patients  to  the  sanatoria  should  be 
filed  at  the  office  of  the  Commission  on  special  forms  which  are 
supplied  by  this  department.  Patients  dependent  upon  public 
support  must  first  apply  to  the  local  authorities  (Department  of 
Charities  or  selectmen)  for  aid,  who  in  turn,  make  application  for 
the  patient's  admission  to  the  Commission  and  receive  notice  when 
a  vacancy  occurs  in  the  appropriate  sanatorium. 

The  cost  for  care  and  treatment  of  a  patient  at  the  state  sanatoria 
averages  from  $18.00  to  $20.50  per  week.  Patients  are  expected  to 
pay  as  much  of  the  full  cost  of  treatment  as  they  can  afford,  and  not 
less  than  the  minimum  rate  of  $4.00  per  week.  Patients  who  are 
able  to  pay  the  minimum  rate  of  ($4.00)  or  more  may  make  applica- 
tion direct  to  the  Commission. 

Clothing  prescribed  by  the  Commission  must  be  supplied  either 
by  the  patient  or  the  local  authorities. 

The  Commission  is  required  by  law  to  inspect  sanatoria  under 
private  management  receiving  state  aid,  and  to  distribute  educational 
literature  in  factories  and  schools. 

As  a  part  of  its  Educational  program,  the  Commission  acts  as 
state  agent  for  the  National  Tuberculosis  Association  in  the  sale  of 
Christmas  Seals  in  Connecticut,  and  has  affiliated  with  it  some  eighty 
local  tuberculosis  and  public  health  associations  throughout  the 
state.  These  local  associations,  under  the  leadership  of  the  Com- 
mission, sell  the  Christmas  Seals  and  retain  85%  of  the  proceeds  to 
carry  on  the  local  tuberculosis  work.  Five  per  cent  of  the  proceeds 
go  to  the  National  Association,  and  with  the  remaining  ten  per  cent 
the  Commission  purchases  the  seals  and  supplies  and  maintains  the 
personnel  of  its  Christmas  Seal  Department. 

The  new  Seaside  Sanatorium  is  of  fire- proof  construction  beauti- 
ful in  design,  with  its  large  open  porches  where  sun  is  available  at 
all  hours  of  the  day.  Contracts  have  been  awarded  for  the  construc- 
tion of  a  Superintendent's  residence,  Duplex  house,  and  garage,  and 
plans  have  been  completed  for  a  nurses  home  and  employees  building. 
Within  the  next  year  we  expect  to  have  a  complete  sanatorium  unit 
in  operation. 

No  child  over  thirteen  years  of  age  will  be  admitted.  The  Sun 
Treatment  is  the  major  treatment  and  the  little  patients  go  about 
clad  only  in  abbreviated  trunks  all  the  year  round. 

A  regular  school  program  is  carried  on  both  in  the  class  room  and 
on  the  beach.    Bedside  instruction  is  also  given. 
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The  Seaside  Sanatorium  was  opened  in  December,  1919  at  Niantic, 
Connecticut,  and  was  the  first  state  institution  in  the  country 
exclusively  for  the  treatment  of  children  with  bone  and  glandular 
tuberculosis. 

Surgery 

All  forms  of  modern  lung  surgery  are  being  performed  in  the  well 
equipped  surgeries  at  Uncas-On-Thames,  Norwich;  Laurel  Heights, 
Shelton;  and  Cedarcrest,  Hartford  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  R. 
Glen  Urquhart,  Chief  Surgeon  of  Staff.  Patients  at  Undercliff  and 
Seaside  requiring  extensive  surgical  treatment  are  transferred 
temporarily   to    Uncas-On-Thames. 

These  operations  are  available  to  all  suitable  cases  in  Connecticut 
state  sanatoria  without  extra  expense. 

Tuberculosis  Clinics 

In  response  to  requests  from  various  localities  for  medical  assis- 
tance in  their  tuberculosis  program,  sanatorium  physicians  conduct 
clinics  in  Middletown,  Rockville,  Waterbury,  Bridgeport,  Stamford, 
Stratford,  Norwich,  New  London,  Willimantic,  Danielson,  Putnam 
and  Plainfield.  In  some  instances  the  clinic  acts  as  a  central  station 
for  the  surrounding  towns. 

At  Undercliff,  Meriden,  a  clinic  is  held  every  Wednesday  morning 
to  which  patients  may  come  from  Meriden  and  surrounding  towns. 

Where  no  tuberculosis  clinic  service  is  available  in  the  locality, 
this  servLe  may  be  obtained  at  the  nearest  sanatorium  by  making 
an  appointment  with  the  Superintendent  or  Medical  Director. 

The  medical  staffs  at  all  the  sanatoria  are  devoting  much  time  to 
the  reading  of  thousands  of  x-ray  films  in  co-operation  with  the 
State  Department  of  Health  in  its  program  of  x-raying  the  children 
of  school  age  in  Connecticut.

Fitch's  Home  for  Soldiers  is  an  institution  maintained  by  the 
State  of  Connecticut  and  provides  domiciliary  care  and  hospital 
treatment  for  veterans  who  have  been  honorably  discharged  from 
the  military  or  naval  forces  of  the  United  States,  for  service  during  a 
period  of  war.  It  was  established  by  an  Act  incorporating  Fitch's 
Home  for  the  Soldiers  by  the  General  Assembly,  in  special  session 
November,  1863,  January,  1864,  and  the  May  session,  1864.  This 
Act  did  not  specifically  provide  for  the  maintenance  of  a  Home  for 
Soldiers,  but  this  is  to  be  implied  from  the  name  of  the  corporation, 
although  in  the  earlier  years  emphasis  was  placed  on  the  support  of 
orphan  children  of  soldiers  who  had  given  their  lives  in  defense  of  ' 
their  country  during  the  Civil  War. 

The  Home  continued  its  policy  of  providing  care  to  both  veterans 
and  orphan  children  until  1887,  when,  under  the  authority  of  the 
General  Assembly,  the  Trustees  of  Fitch's  Home  were  empowered  to 
transfer  all  property  to  the  Soldiers'  Hospital  Board  of  the  State  of 
Connecticut,  who  were  given  the  management  and  control  of  the 
property  as  a  Soldiers'  Home,  for  the  reception,  care,  and  support 
of  soldiers,  sailors  and  marines  of  Connecticut  who  served  in  the 
War  of  the  Rebellion. 

The  Soldiers'  Hospital  Board  remained  in  charge  of  the  institution 
until  1927,  when  the  General  Assembly  created  the  Veterans'  Home 
Commission. 

The  Home  is  located  on  a  gently  sloping  elevation,  in  the  Noroton 
Heights  section  of  the  township  of  Darien,  approximately  two  miles 
north  of  Long  Island  Sound.  The  grounds  cover  an  area  of  19  acres 
and  have  been  improved  by  the  planting  of  ornamental  shrubbery 
and  flower-beds,  and  contain  many  fine  specimens  of  beautiful  old 
trees. 

The  buildings  consist  of  an  administrative  office,  a  group  of 
barracks  buildings  on  the  north  of  the  reservation,  the  Hospital  on 
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the  south,  with  the  necessary  utility  structures  and  cottages  for  the 
officers  and  staff  of  the  Home  advantageously  placed  on  the  premises. 

The  qualifications  for  admission  to  the  Home,  which  in  the  earlier 
days  restricted  the  membership  to  veterans  of  the  Civil  War,  have 
on  various  occasions  been  changed  by  legislation  to  now  include 
honorably  discharged  veterans  of  all  wars  in  which  the  United  States 
participated,  the  Indian  Campaigns,  the  Philippine  Insurrection, 
the  China  Relief  Expedition,  the  Mexican  Border  service  in  1916, 
the  Nicarauguan  Campaigns,  and  veterans  of  the  Allied  Armies  of 
the  World  War,  provided  that  such  veterans  whose  service  was  not 
accredited  to  Connecticut  have  resided  continuously  in  the  State 
for  at  least  two  years. 

Veterans  on  admission  are  given  a  thorough  physical  examination, 
and  when  necessary  are  provided  with  the  proper  remedial  treatment 
either  in  the  Home  Hospital  or  by  transfers  to  a  general  hospital  or 
to  a  Veteran's  Administration  Facility.  All  members  are  provided 
with  a  complete  set  of  inner  clothing,  and  a  standard  Home  uniform 
including  an  overcoat,  and  those  without  funds  are  issued  a  reasonable 
allowance  of  tobacco,  and  extended  barber  service.  The  members 
whose  disabilities  are  not  of  a  serious  nature  are  assigned  to  quarters 
in  the  barracks  and  are  required  to  assist,  without  pay,  in  the 
routine  duties  of  the  Home.  The  food  served  is  of  a  suitable  variety, 
well  prepared  and  substantial  in  allowance. 

The  dependents  of  resident-members  may  receive  from  the 
Veterans'  Home  Commission,  if  the  circumstances  warrant,  an 
appropriate  cash  allowance  which  is -payable  monthly  to  the  wife 
and  not  in  excess  of  the  rate  of  two  dollars  a  week  for  the  wife  and 
each  child  under  sixteen  years  of  age. 

Religious  services  of  both  the  Protestant  and  Catholic  faiths  are 
held  each  Sunday  in  the  Home  Chapel.  When  a  veteran  dies  at  the 
Home  an  appropriate  military- funeral  is  arranged,  and  the  body 
interred  in  the  Soldiers'  Cemetery  or  sent  to  the  family  plot  for  burial 
and  without  expense  to  the  deceased  veteran's  estate  or  his  depen- 
dents. 

The  disabling  effects  of  war  service  are  strongly  reflected  in  both 
the  mental  and  physical  condition  of  the  majority  of  the  veterans 
admitted  to  the  Home,  and  in  many  cases  prevents  their  pursuing  a 
gainful  occupation.  Such  conditions  as  chronic  Bronchitis,  Arthritis, 
flat  feet  and  arrested  Tuberculosis  are  often  found,  and  are  a  severe 
handicap  to  veterans  when  they  attempt  to  secure  employment. 
The  frequent  loss  of  positions,  due  to  physical  incapacity,  is  dis- 
couraging and  results  in  a  mental  condition  difficult  to  remedy. 

During  the  past  two  years  the  population  of  the  Home  has  rapidly 
increased,  and  beyond  doubt  the  unemployment  situation  has  been 
partially  responsible,  but  the  aggravation  of  war-time  disabilities 
has  also  had  an  important  influence.  The  membership  exceeded 
the  normal  capacity  at  the  Home  in  Noroton,  and  in  January,  1932, 
the  Veterans'  Home  Building  Commission  generously  placed  at  our 
disposal  the  newly  acquired  site  at  Rocky  Hill,  Connecticut.    The 
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existing  buildings  there,  with  minor  alterations,  provided  housing 
space  for  75  veterans.  The  members  selected  for  transfer  to  Rocky 
Hill,  with  the  exception  of  a  limited  number  of  key-positions,  took 
over  the  operation  of  the  farm  and  dairy.  These  veterans  work 
without  pay,  and  the  splendid  manner  in  which  they  cooperated 
has  produced  satisfying  results. 

Later  further  expansion  became  necessary,  and  in  October,  1932, 
the  Board  of  Finance  and  Control  provided  the  additional  funds  to 
install  heating  equipment  and  make  alterations  to  the  buildings  at 
the  Trumbull  Air  Port  in  Groton.  Over  200  veterans  were  cared  for 
there  during  the  winter  of  1932-1933,  and  a  large  number  were 
transferred  to  a  tent  camp  at  Rocky  Hill,  as  early  as  the  weather 
permitted  in  the  spring,  where  they  assisted  with  the  farm  work. 

The  problem  of  rehabilitating  veterans  who  are  temporarily 
disabled  is  an  important  one,  and  gratifying  results  have  been 
obtained  in  our  Home  Hospital  in  restoring  these  members  to 
health,  but  of  more  importance  is  the  necessity  of  instructing 
veterans  in  some  new  form  of  employment  when,  through  disabilities 
of  service  origin,  they  are  no  longer  able  to  continue  their  normal 
occupations.  The  routine  duties  in  the  operation  of  this  institution 
have  a  counterpart  in  industrial  vocations,  and  members  physically 
qualified  are  detailed  under  instruction  as  assistant  cooks,  kitchen- 
men,  porters,  painters,  hospital  attendants,  shoe  repairers,  laundry- 
men,  dairymen,  farmhands,  tractor  operators,  etc.  The  results  of 
training  in  work  of  this  character  have  been  so  satisfying  that  a 
large  number  have  secured  new  positions  and  have  returned  to  a 
self  supporting  basis.

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THE  CONNECTICUT  STATE  PRISON. 

The  Connecticut  State  Prison  was  established  at  its  present  site  in 
Wethersneld  in  1827,  since  which  time  twelve  thousand  nine  hundred 
prisoners  have  been  incarcerated  there. 

The  property  consists  of  thirty-eight  acres  of  land  on  which  are 
situated  a  main  group  of  buildings,  including  administration  build- 
ings, three  large  cell  blocks,  congregate  dining  room,  kitchen, 
bakery,  store,  chapel,  library,  print  shop,  laundry,  hospital,  work- 
shops, etc.  All  buildings  are  steam  heated,  well-lighted  and  ventilat- 
ed and  kept  scrupulously  clean.  Each  cell  is  electrically  lighted  and 
has  complete  toilet  equipment  including  lavatory  with  running  water. 

The  Norris  G.  Osborn  Prison  Farm,  consisting  of  fifteen  hundred 
and  eighty-six  acres,  located  at  Enfield,  is  operated  in  conjunction 
with  the  prison.  It  provides  employment  for  approximately  one 
hundred  and  fifty  of  the  prisoners.  All  sorts  of  farm  produce  are 
raised  for  consumption  at  the  prison. 

In  common  with  practically  every  other  penal  institution,  the 
Connecticut  State  Prison  is  faced  with  the  most  serious  problem  of 
lack  of  employment  for  its  inmates.  Idle  prisoners  are  expensive 
to  keep  and  hard  to  manage.  Enforced  idleness  makes  reformation 
almost  impossible.  It  is,  therefore,  to  the  advantage  of  the  citizens 
of  the  State  to  have  its  prisoners  gainfully  employed.  The 
managers  of  the  prison,  recognizing  the  value  of  labor  in  prison  and 
the  seriousness  of  the  problem  confronting  them,  are  exerting  every 
possible  means  of  keeping  the  inmates  at  productive  work. 

The  administrators  of  the  prison  hold  that  the  majority  of  the 
inmates  are  sentenced  for  offenses  committed  through  ignorance, 
evil  companionship,  bad  temper,  lack  of  self-control,  lack  of  dis- 
cipline and  absence  of  moral  purposes;  that  most  of  them  are  reform- 
able.  It  is  the  effort  and  purpose  of  the  prison,  through  education, 
training,  instruction  in  industry,  discipline  and  parole,  to  teach 
the  inmates  habits  of  right  living,  that  they  may  be  better  fitted 
when  released  to  maintain  themselves  as  self-supporting  and  law- 
abiding  citizens.

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THE  BOARD  OF  PARDONS.* 

The  Governor,  a  Judge  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Errors  to  be 
designated  for  the  purpose  by  the  Judges  of  that  Court,  and  four 
other  persons,  one  a  physician,  constitute  the  Board  of  Pardons. 
The  Governor  biennially  appoints  two  members  of  the  Board  with  the 
advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate  for  terms  of  four  years.  Not  more 
than  two  of  the  four  members  so  appointed  may  belong  to  the  same 
political  party.  If  the  member  of  the  Board  who  is  a  Judge  shall 
have  heard  any  case  to  come  before  the  Board  or  if  any  member 
has  formed  an  opinion  in  any  matter  to  come  up  for  hearing,  such  a 
Judge,  or  such  a  member,  is  disqualified  from  hearing  any  such  case 
before  the  Board  of  Pardons.  If  any  member  shall  be  unable  to 
attend  or  shall  be  disqualified  from  service  at  a  hearing  conducted  by 
the  Board,  the  Governor  has  the  power  to  designate  the  person  who 
is  to  fill  the  vacancy  thus  created. 

The  Board  of  Pardons  has  power  to  grant  commutations  of 
punishment  and  releases,  and  may  impose  such  conditions  as  it 
deems  proper  in  the  event  of  any  release  from  the  State  Prison. 
In  this  Board  is  vested  sole  power  to  commute  sentences  including 
the  penalty  of  death,  but  decisions  of  the  Board  at  all  events  must 
be  unaminous.  The  power  of  parole,  except  in  cases  applicable  to 
convicts  imprisoned  for  offenses  committed  prior  to  August  1,  1901, 
is  vested  in  the  Board  of  Parole.  The  Board  of  Pardons  must  hold 
a  session  on  the  first  Monday  of  May  and  another  on  the  first  Mon- 
day of  November  in  each  year. 

The  Board  has  power  to  appoint  its  own  clerk  and  makes  its  own 
rules  as  to  the  mode  of  procedure  before  it,  and  the  manner  in  which 
the  judgment  of  the  Board  shall  be  carried  into  effect.

THE  CONNECTICUT  REFORMATORY. 
Male  persons  between  the  ages  of  sixteen  and  twenty-five  may  be 
committed  to  the  reformatory  for  an  offense  for  which  the  maximum

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punishment  is  less  than  life  in  Prison.  Inmates  of  the  Connecticut 
School  for  Boys  fifteen  years  of  age  and  older  may  be  transferred  to 
the  reformatory  by  the  Board  of  Directors  of  that  institution.  In- 
mates of  the  Connecticut  State  Prison  not  more  than  thirty  years  of 
age  whose  remaining  maximum  sentence  does  not  exceed  ten  years, 
may  be  transferred  to  the  Reformatory  but  when  so  transferred 
may  be  paroled  or  released  only  as  provided  for  the  inmates  of 
the  Prison.  Other  inmates  of  the  reformatory  may  be  paroled 
at  the  discretion  of  its  Board  of  Parole.  This  Board  also  has  authori- 
ty to  return  any  parolee  for  any  cause  which  they  deem  sufficient. 

The  institution  provides  as  a  part  of  its  routine,  complete  physi- 
cal and  mental  examinations  with  treatment.  There  is  a  possiblity 
of  transferring  to  the  State  Hospital  on  order  of  the  Governor  such 
cases  as  may  become  insane.  The  reformatory  provides  academic 
courses  up  to  and  including  the  8th  grade,  but  its  principal  purpose 
is  to  correct  anti-social  activities  of  those  committed,  and  in  ad- 
dition to  academic  work,  the  reformatory  uses  instruction  in  various 
occupational  training,  based  on  well  equipped,  commercial  trade 
school  departments.  Individuals  are  selected  for  various  depart- 
ments ranging  from  linotype  operation  to  ordinary  farm  and  common 
shop  work,  as  is  indicated  by  their  intelligence  tests,  their  interest 
in  certain  trades  and  their  ability  to  meet  its  requirements. 

Release  is  on  conditional  parole  and  all  must  have  suitable  em- 
ployment. The  period  of  parole  is  one  year  under  the  supervision 
of  a  parole  officer  connected  with  the  institution  who  sees  most  of 
them  each  month. 

Many  of  the  young  men  profit  greatly  by  the  opportunities 
furnished  and  have  become  a  real  asset  to  the  State.

THE  CONNECTICUT  SCHOOL  FOR  BOYS. 

The  Connecticut  School  for  Boys  is  an  institution  established  and 
maintained  by  the  state  and  governed  by  a  board  of  nine  trustees 
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who  are  appointed  by  the  governor  with  the  advice  and  consent 
of  the  senate.  To  it,  "may  be  committed  any  boy  under  16  years  of 
age  who  shall  have  been  adjudged  delinquent  by  a  juvenile  court," 
and  all  commitments  are  for  the  period  of  a  boy's  minority  unless 
he  is  sooner  discharged. 

The  institution's  history  dates  rather  definitely  to  1851,  when  the 
legislature  appropriated  the  sum  of  $10,000.00  "toward  the  establish- 
ment of  the  proposed  institution,  whenever  a  like  sum  should  be 
raised  by  voluntary  contributions/ '  That  was  soon  accomplished 
and  citizens  resident  in  24  cities  and  towns  were  represented  on 
the  subscription  list.  A  site  in  Meriden  was  selected  because  of  that 
city's  central  location  in  the  State  and  the  institution,  to  be  known 
from  then  until  1891  as  the  State  Reform  School,  received  its  first 
boy  on  March  1,  1854. 

The  plant  that  was  built  was  of  the  congregate  type,  which  pre- 
vailed throughout  the  country  until  Ohio  introduced  the  cottage  plan 
in  1865.  Connecticut  began  to  make  the  change  in  1880,  but  it 
was  not  until  1932  that  the  plan  was  completed  and  the  old  congre- 
gate building  was  razed  to  the  ground.  The  present  plant  consists  of 
10  cottages  for  the  boys,  three  residential  buildings  for  the  staff,  2 
school  buildings,  one  academic  and  one  vocational,  an  infirmary, 
an  administration  building  and  service  and  farm  buildings. 

The  boys  are  distributed  fairly  evenly  among  nine  of  the  cottages 
and  the  basis  of  grouping  is  their  social  age  and  adaptability  rather 
than  merely  their  years,  their  intelligence,  or  their  type  of  delin- 
quency. The  tenth  cottage  is  reserved  for  a  small  number  of 
misfits  of  various  kinds,  but  there  is  no  disciplinary  or  punishment 
cottage.  Cottage  selection  is  made  on  social  lines  because  the  cot- 
tage is  the  center  of  social  life  which  is  only  slightly  related  to 
educational,  occupational  or  other  factors;  these  demand  re-grouping 
on  totally  different  bases. 

Each  boy  in  residence  follows  a  program  individually  planned  for 
himself.  An  academic  course  is  devised  for  him,  based  on  his  abilities 
and  on  the  requirements  of  the  state  educational  laws.  Vocational 
training  is  provided  according  to  his  abilities,  his  inclinations  and 
his  age,  and  of  course,  the  vocational  training  resources  of  the  school. 
Boys  may  receive  an  academic  education  up  to  and  including  the 
tenth  grade  and  pre-vocational  training  in  woodworking  and  home 
mechanics.  They  may  receive  vocational  training  in  printing, 
sign-painting  and  commercial  art,  music,  capentry,  plumbing, 
electrical  work,  cooking,  baking,  shoe-making,  laundering  and 
farming.  Athletics  is  encouraged  in  moderation  with  the  emphasis 
on  games  requiring  team  play.  Both  outdoor  and  indoor  recreation 
is  provided.  Suitable  religious  instruction  is  provided  with  both 
church  services  and  Sunday  school  classes  for  everybody. 

It  has  been  noted  that  during  a  period  of  about  eighty  years  the 
institutional  housing  of  delinquent  boys  has  evolved  from  the  state 
prison  stage  to  that  of  a  colony  of  homes  for  children;  of  more 
significance  but  of  relatively  recent  date  is  the  application  of  scien- 
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tific  methods  in  correctional  work.  For  the  most  part  the  changes, 
which  have  been  many  and  rapid,  have  all  grown  out  of  the  introduc- 
tion of  the  case  study  method  in  this  field,  both  within  and  without 
the  institution.  Within  it  has  necessitated  the  addition  to  the  staff 
of  certain  professional  members,  namely,  a  psychiatrist,  psycholo- 
gist, social  case  worker  and  educational  director  and  it  has  radically 
changed  the  notion  of  the  administration  of  this  institution  because 
case  study  is  to-day  the  chief  function  of  administration  and  is 
directed  by  a  committee  consisting  of  the  superintendent,  his 
assistants  and  the  several  professional  department  heads.  It  has 
challenged  the  administration  also  to  strive,  so  far  as  possible  to 
train  the  entire  staff  to  participate  in  a  child  study  and  training 
program  and  to  understand  the  data  derived  from  psychiatric, 
psychological,  social,  educational  and  medical  sources.  In  an  attack 
of  that  sort,  a  professional  committee  may  lead,  but  obviously 
victory  depends  upon  the  intelligence,  sympathy,  training  and 
team  play  of  the  rank  and  file.  One  other  immediate  result  within 
the  school  has  been  the  practical  elimination  of  the  "time"  element, 
because  so  many  factors  enter  into  every  case,  that  it  would  be 
senseless  to  attempt  to  proceed  on  a  "time"  basis.  A  boy's  case  is 
first  discussed  soon  after  his  arrival  and  periodically  thereafter  as 
long  as  he  remains  at  the  school.  His  individual  program  is  planned 
and  checked  by  the  committee  and  he  is  eventually  placed  out  in 
his  own  or  a  foster  home  in  the  light  of  the  committee's  best  judg- 
ment. 

Case  study,  however,  also  leads  invariably  outside  the  institution. 
It  requires  the  school  to  contact  all  social  agencies  that  have  dealt 
with  the  family  in  question,  to  enlist  commonly  their  continued 
interest  and  to  strive  to  coordinate  and  concentrate  upon  the 
situation  which  has  given  rise  to  the  delinquency,  all  social  forces 
that  are  available  in  the  community.  Thus  the  proper  function 
of  a  correctional  school  will  not  be  understood  and  its  usefulness 
will  be  seriously  hampered,  if  it  is  conceived  in  the  public  mind  as 
simply  a  place  of  custody  for  the  failures  of  the  so-called  "preventive 
agencies."  The  business  of  this  institution  is  as  much  preventive, 
or  should  be,  as  any  agency  in  any  manner  or  form.  It  in  no  way 
and  at  no  time  conflicts  or  competes  with  the  functions  of  probation, 
family  relief  or  home  rehabilitation  or  of  religious  or  educational 
work  being  carried  on  in  our  various  cities  and  towns.  It  is  a  small 
but  essential  part  of  society's  plan  to  fight  a  certain  disease.  It  is 
radical  medicine  not  intended  for  mild  cases;  it  is  necessary  medicine 
to  be  applied  without  delay  in  cases,  the  nature  of  which  demands 
hospitilization.  Nothing  could  be  more  discouraging  than  a  public 
policy  that  calls  upon  the  services  of  this  agency  only  when  habits 
are  so  firmly  fixed,  that  causes  have  ceased  to  be  of  practical  interest 
and  the  patient's  condition  is  hopeless.  When  prevention  has  failed, 
early  treatment  of  the  right  kind  is  as  necessary  in  delinquency  as  in 
tuberculosis.  It  is  our  hope  that  the  function  of  the  Connecticut 
School  for  Boys  will  be  rede  med  in  the  public  mind  generally  and 
most  especially  in  the  minds  of  the  parents,  whose  children  need  the 
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assistance,  which  the  state  in  its  wisdom  and  humaneness  stands 
ready  to  provide.

THE  CONNECTICUT  STATE  FARM  FOR  WOMEN. 

The  Connecticut  State  Farm  for  Women  was  established  in  1917 
and  opened  in  the  summer  of  1918  for  the  care,  training  and  treat- 
ment of  women,  over  sixteen  years  of  age,  committed  by  any  court 
of  criminal  jurisdiction  who  belonged  to  any  of  the  following  classes: 
first,  persons  convicted  of,  or  who  plead  guilty  to  the  commission 
of  felonies;  second,  persons  convicted  of,  or  who  plead  guilty  to  the 
commission  of  misdemeanors,  including  prostitution,  intoxication, 
drug-using,  disorderly  conduct;  third,  unmarried  girls  between  the 
ages  of  sixteen  and  twenty-one  years  who  are  in  manifest  danger  of 
falling  into  habits  of  vice  or  who  are  leading  vicious  lives. 

The  institution  is  located  about  two  miles  north  of  the  town  of 
Niantic  on  the  shore  road  and  comprises  960  acres  of  farm  land. 
The  grounds  of  this  institution,  with  the  acres  of  woodland,  rolling 
pasture  lands  and  the  beautiful  Bride  Lake  in  the  center,  are  prob- 
ably as  attractive  as  any  institution  in  the  country.  The  farm  with 
its  truck  gardens,  dairy,  piggery,  hennery,  and  sheep  fold  has  been 
developed  to  a  point  where  it  supplies  practically  all  the  food  con- 
sumed and  also  furnishes  healthful  outdoor  work  for  the  inmates. 
The  so-called  cottage  plan  has  been  followed  in  the  building  program. 
The  chief  buildings  consist  of :  an  administration  building,  a  receiving 
building,  a  maternity  hospital,  a  prison  building,  two  industrial 
units,  a  storehouse  and  five  other  cottages  for  housing  inmates. 
Four  of  these  cottages  are  the  original  farm  houses  which  were 
converted  to  institutional  use.  They  are  unsatisfactory  as  housing 
units  because  of  fire  hazard  and  inadequate  plumbing  and  ventilation 
facilities. 

In  June  1930,  upon  the  completion  of  a  separate  building  for  the 
housing  of  women  committed  to  the  State  Prison  the  state  prison 
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women  at  Wethersfield  were  transferred  to  this  institution.  As 
the  State  Farm  law  covers  commitments  for  serious  offenders 
like  those  under  sentence  to  the  State  Prison  the  number  of  women 
committed  directly  to  the  State  Prison  for  Women  has  gradually 
decreased  until  the  number  is  now  so  small  that  we  are  seriously 
contemplating  a  plan  to  consolidate  the  State  Farm  for  Women 
and  the  State  Prison  for  Women. 

One  significant  feature  of  the  institution  is  the  large  number  of 
maternity  cases  which  are  cared  for  under  the  law  which  provides 
for  the  admission  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  with  the  mother 
and  the  care  of  children  born  to  women  after  commitment.  We 
have  the  largest  maternity  hospital  of  any  state  institution  of  this 
kind  in  the  country. 

General  oversight  is  maintained  by  the  Board  of  Directors. 

As  a  Board  their  policy  has  been  wise  and  liberal  from  the  begin- 
ning of  the  institution.  They  have  followed  the  modern  trends  of 
thought  in  carrying  out  this  type  of  work  and  to  this  end  have 
encouraged  the  individual  study  of  each  inmate  for  the  purpose  of 
adapting  the  care  and  treatment  and  training  to  individual  needs. 
In  carrying  out  their  policy  a  system  of  classification  has  been  in 
operation  since  1926  by  which  each  new  admission  is  carefully 
studied  as  to  her  physical,  mental,  emotional  and  social  condition 
and  background  before  any  plan  is  made  for  her  either  in  her  in- 
stitutional program  or  in  her  placement  on  parole. 

The  average  population  of  the  institution  is  about  320,  of  which 
seventy-five  are  infants  under  two  years  of  age.  The  average 
number  on  parole  is  about  130.  The  value  of  the  plant  is  estimated 
at  $1,030,911.91.

LONG  LANE  FARM. 
The  first  young  girl  was  committed  to  Long  Lane  Farm  on  De- 
cember 10th,  1869,  on  a  charge  of  petty  theft.    From  that  time  to 
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July  1st,  1933,  3730  girls  have  gone  through  the  courts  of  Connecti- 
cut and  have  been  sent  to  this  institution.  Time  has  seen  many 
changes  in  the  school  itself  and  the  type  of  girl  sent  to  it,  but  the 
fundamental  idea  behind  its  inception  years  ago,  is  still  there:  it  is  a 
training  school,  a  place  of  opportunity  for  young  and  unfortunate 
girls,  upon  whom  life  has  early  borne  heavily  and  many  times,  unjustly. 

During  the  Civil  War  two  public  spirited  men  of  New  Haven,  its 
Police  Commissioner  and  Mr.  Charles  Fabrique,  conceived  the  idea 
of  a  school  for  girls  similar  to  the  one  for  boys  already  in  existence 
in  Meriden.  These  two  men  realized  there  was  virtually  no  protec- 
tion being  offered  young  girls  by  the  State  of  any  community,  and 
circumstances  of  the  Civil  War  drove  the  situation  home  with  more 
than  usual  force. 

Mr.  Fabrique  began  at  once  to  interest  men  and  women  of  the 
State  in  his  proposal  that  a  school  be  started,  and  for  a  number  of 
years  there  was  a  vast  amount  of  educational  work  done  throughout 
the  State  by  him  and  his  friends.  Old  reports  of  "The  Connecticut 
Industrial  School  for  Girls"  as  the  insitution  was  known  for  many 
years,  give  full  and  interesting  details  of  meetings  held,  appeals  to 
various  General  Assemblies  for  assistance,  and  finally  the  plan  of  a 
privately  run  institution  upon  which  the  school  was  developed  and 
under  which  it  operated  until  1921,  when  it  became  a  State  institution 
by  a  special  act  of  the  General  Assembly  meeting  in  that  year. 

The  school  opened  with  three  buildings,  two  dormitories  and  a 
school  house,  erected  for  the  most  part  through  voluntary  contribu- 
tions of  private  citizens  of  the  State  of  Connecticut.  The  Town  of 
Middletown  donated  the  first  tract  of  land  upon  which  these  buildings 
were  erected,  and  the  school  was  incorporated  with  a  Board  of 
Directors,  among  whom  have  been  the  most  outstanding  citizens 
of  our  State. 

When  the  School  was  contemplated,  the  State  of  Connecticut 
believed  in  the  policy  of  subsidizing  private  institutions,  and  for  a 
number  of  years  Long  Lane  Farm  received  small  appropriations 
from  different  General  Assemblies,  to  assist  in  the  building  of  dormi- 
tories or  in  furnishings.  From  the  beginning  the  school  was  legally 
authorized  to  accept  upon  commitment  from  the  various  courts  of 
the  State,  young  girls  between  the  ages  of  eight  and  sixteen  years, 
for  whom  it  acted  as  legal  guardian  of  the  person  until  the  girls 
should  become  twenty-one,  when  its  authority  automatically 
ceased.  The  State  paid  board  to  the  institution  for  these  girls,  and 
this  custom  continued  until  1921,  when  appropriations  were  granted 
as  to  all  other  State  institutions. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  the  change  in  the  status  of  Long  Lane 
Farm  in  1921  that  came  as  the  culmination  of  a  slowly  growing 
feeling  among  State  officials  as  follows: 

1.  The  work  of  caring  for  and  training  these  girls  was  essentially 
a  State  job. 

2.  State  appropriations  should  go  to  State  owned  institutions. 
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In  its  long  and  honorable  history  this  school  has  achieved  the 
distinction  of  having  had  only  five  superintendents.  To  those  who 
are  familiar  with  the  difficulties  of  administering  such  a  school,  this 
fact  speaks  volumes  for  the  Directors  of  Long  Lane  Farm,  their 
choice  of  superintendents,  and  their  cooperation  with  them  after 
placing  them  in  control  of  the  school. 

Long  Lane  Farm  has  always  been  forward  looking.  It  was  built 
as  a  "home  school"  with  separate  dormitories  where  a  semblance  of 
family  life  could  be  maintained,  at  a  time  when  most  institutions 
were  "being  developed  along  the  congregate  plan,  that  is,  housing 
all  inmates  under  one  roof  with  no  chance  of  segregation  or  classifi- 
cation. 

It  has  always  been  dedicated  to  education  and  training  as  well  as 
correction.  Although  time  has  brought  about  the  necessity  for  a 
different  outlook  and  different  methods  of  attaining  these  ends,  it 
may  be  truthfully  said  of  this  school  it  has  tried  to  keep  up  with  the 
times,  to  be  modern,  to  be  willing  to  try  out  new  things,  while 
holding  to  the  old  which  are  of  undoubted  value. 

It  was  the  first  institution  in  the  State  to  make  routine  tests  for 
venereal  diseases;  to  give  and  use  mental  tests;  to  use  the  Schick 
test  for  diphtheria,  and  the  Dick  test  for  scarlet  fever,  with  the 
accompanying  treatments  for  immunization  as  routine  matters. 

At  the  present  time  the  population  of  the  school  is  lower  than  it 
has  been  for  at  least  five  years,  there  having  been  in  the  School  on 
July  1st,  1933,  251  girls.  Its  capacity  excluding  the  Kimball  In- 
firmary, is  251  girls,  and  there  have  been  many  times  when  it  has 
been  crowded  to  the  doors,  with  every  room  filled,  some  with  two 
beds,  and  even  the  infirmary  rooms  "doubled  up."  Under  these 
conditions  the  population  has  run  as  high  as  270  and  over.  The 
number  of  girls  on  parole  (which  is  the  present  day  method  of 
handling  all  who  have  gone  through  the  training  course  of  the 
school),  has  steadily  increased  for  the  past  sixteen  years,  so  that  there 
are  over  300  girls  now  under  parole  supervision. 

Its  plant  for  the  most  part  is  modern  and  up-to-date,  although  the 
depression  which  started  in  1929  and  which  has  gradually  cut  off  all 
funds  for  capital  outlay,  has  interrupted  a  planned  re-building 
program  in  the  middle.  There  are  several  vital  needs  of  the  school 
which  must  wait  a  more  auspicious  time  to  be  fulfilled,  but  they 
have  been  of  long  standing  and  should  not  be  overlooked.  These 
girls  who  are  wards  of  the  State  need  many  things  without  which 
other  children  can  get  along.    They  need  them  for  two  reasons; 

1.  For  the  upbuilding  and  strengthening  of  their  own 
characters,  the  happiness  and  success  of  their  lives. 

2.  As  a  matter  of  economy  for  the  State  itself,  which 
will  have  to  pay  for  them  sooner  or  later.  It  is  better  to  pay 
while  the  cost  is  relatively  small,  than  later  when  it  cannot 
be  estimated  in  dollars  and  cents. 
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Long  Lane  Farm  is  not  a  juvenile  jail.  The  girls  are  not  locked  in 
their  rooms,  they  do  not  eat  "on  silence,"  they  do  not  wear  a  uniform 
dress,  but  they  have  a  great  deal  of  liberty  and  many  privileges. 
They  may  not  enjoy  these  privileges  if  they  will  not  behave,  and 
practically  all  the  disciplinary  problems  of  the  school  are  met  by 
taking  away  privileges  from  those  girls  who  will  not  live  up  to  the 
rules  and  traditions  of  the  school. 

Its  problems  are  greatly  increased  by  the  necessity  for  attempting 
to  run  at  least  three  institutions  in  one:  an  educational  and  oppor- 
tunity school  for  trainable  delinquent  girls;  a  custodial  institution 
for  defectives;  and  a  mental  hospital  for  those  afflicted  with  extreme 
personality  and  emotional  disorders. 

All  girls  of  every  nationality,  religion,  and  race  are  treated  on  an 
absolute  equality.  Every  girl  may  have  the  best  the  school  can  offer 
if  she  wants  to  work  for  it.  No  honor  or  privilege  is  withheld  from 
any  girl  who  deserves  it.  Every  girl  is  given  religious  instruction 
in  the  faith  of  her  parents. 

Long  Lane  Farm  maintains  a  graded  academic  department  from 
the  lowest  primary  grades  through  two  years  of  High  School  work 
and  a  commercial  course.  There  is  a  great  deal  of  sewing  and 
handcraft  taught.  All  work  of  the  institution  except  that  which 
must  be  done  by  men,  is  carried  on  by  the  girls  under  careful  in- 
struction and  supervision.  In  this  way  they  "learn  by  doing." 
Above  all,  they  are  taught  the  art  of  home  making,  because  ultimately 
the  large  majority  of  them  will  marry  and  have  homes  and  children 
of  their  own. 

The  present  Board  of  Directors  of  the  school  consists  of  nine 
members,  appointed  by  the  Governor  of  the  State,  in  groups  of 
three  every  year,  to  serve  for  three  years.  This  Board  meets  quarter- 
ly and  its  Executive  Committee  made  up  of  five  members  of  the 
Board,  meets  monthly  to  discuss  all  policies  and  problems  of  the 
institution.

THE  MANSFIELD  STATE  TRAINING  SCHOOL  AND 
HOSPITAL. 

The  Mansfield  State  Training  School  and  Hospital  at  Mansfield 
Depot,  Tolland  County,  was  created  by  the  combination  of  the 
Connecticut  Training  School  for  the  Feebleminded  at  Lakeville 
(formerly  the  Connecticut  School  for  Imbeciles)  with  the  Connec- 
ticut Colony  for  Epileptics  at  Mansfield  Depot.  (Chapter  89.  laws 
of  1917).  It  is  for  the  care,  custody,  treatment,  education  and 
employment  of  feebleminded  and  epileptic  persons. 

At  Mansfield  we  have  a  thousand  acres  of  land  and  buildings  for 
the  care  of  1200  children. 

No  mental  defective  ever  reaches  a  normal  mentality  and  few 
epileptics  recover;  therefore  they  need  supervision  throughout  their 
lives.  We  endeavor  to  educate  these  children  as  far  as  possible 
along  educational  lines  to  and  train  them  to  habits  of  usefulness  so 
that  they  may  be  either  paroled  to  their  homes  or  placed  in  suitable 
working  homes  where  they  are  supervised  by  a  social  worker  from 
the  School. 

Were  it  possible  for  all  mentally  defective  children  to  be  given 
special  education  and  training  from  the  age  of  six  years,  with  careful 
supervision  during  their  lives,  the  number  of  inmates  of  our  jails, 
reformatories  and  prisons  would  diminish,  and  many  of  these  mental 
defectives  could  lead  quiet  useful  lives  in  the  community.  There  is 
much  that  can  be  done  for  these  children  and  a  Research  Depart- 
ment here  at  Mansfield  with  a  small  personnel  would  prove  of  great 
value  to  the  State  of  Connecticut. 

Section  1758  of  the  laws  of  1917  reads  as  follows:  The  Trustees 
may  receive  and  hold  in  trust  property  given  by  will  or  otherwise 
for  the  benefit  of  the  feebleminded  and  epileptic. 

Should  any  public  spirited  citizen  desire  to  leave  a  permanent 
memorial  to  this  institution  I  know  of  no  better  way  of  doing  good 
and  no  more  worthy  cause. 

At  the  present  time  this  is  the  only  institution  in  the  State  for  the 
care  of  the  feebleminded  and  epileptics.  There  are  many  hundreds 
on  our  waiting  list  who  are  not  receiving  a  proper  education  and 
training.

THE  MYSTIC  ORAL  SCHOOL  FOR  THE  DEAF. 

The  Mystic  Oral  School  before  its  incorporation  in  1869  was 
known  as  the  Whipple  Home  School  and  was  situated  in  Ledyard, 
Connecticut.  It  was  started  in  1830  by  Jonathan  Whipple  who 
conceived  the  idea  of  a  school  after  he  had  successfully  taught  his 
own  deaf  son  Enoch.  He  taught  him  to  speak  and  read  speech  by 
eye  and  gave  him  a  good  common  school  education.  Jonathan 
Whipple  was  the  first  American  teacher  of  the  oral  method  and  his 
son  was  his  first  pupil.  At  first  pupils  were  received  from  all 
over  the  United  States  but  after  other  states  began  to  establish 
their  own  schools  for  the  deaf,  that  practice  was  discontinued. 

The  school  was  moved  to  its  present  site  in  1872.  At  first  it  was 
supported  by  tuition  fees  only  but  in  1872  the  General  Assembly 
passed  a  law  granting  state  aid  on  a  per  capita  basis. 

In  1921  the  state  purchased  from  Mrs.  Clara  McGuigan,  a  des- 
cendent  of  the  original  owners,  the  school  property  for  $20,000.  It 
is  now  entirely  supported  by  appropriations  granted  by  the  General 
Assembly. 

The  school,  situated  on  a  high  hill  overlooking  Long  Island  Sound, 
is  a  mile  and  a  half  from  the  town  of  Mystic.  Originally  there  were 
eighty-five  acres  of  the  property  but  in  1931  the  state  purchased  an 
additional  forty-five  acres  to  have  land  for  the  installation  of  an  up- 
to-date  sewage  disposal  plant.  Of  the  one  hundred  twenty-five  acres 
only  a  few  are  tillable — the  most  being  in  pasture  and  timberland. 

The  institution  has  an  accredited  herd  of  thoroughbred  Holstein 
cows.  Poultry  and  pigs  are  also  raised.  Much  of  the  fruits  and 
vegetables  used  are  grown  on  the  farm. 

There  are  three  main  buildings  on  the  grounds.  The  first  brick 
building  built  in  1914  is  used  for  the  boys'  dormitories  and  playrooms, 
for  store  rooms  and  rooms  for  the  employees.  The  second  brick 
building  built  in  1924  contains  the  teachers'  rooms,  girls'  dormitory 
and  play  rooms,  classrooms,  dining  room  and  kitchen  and  emergency 
quarters  for  the  help. 

The  frame  building  also  has  schoolrooms,  rooms  for  the  teachers 
and  matron,  the  primary  sloyd  room  and  the  administrative  offices. 

The  Superintendent  has  an  eight  room  house  on  the  campus. 
There  are  numerous  smaller  buildings  such  as  the  houses  for  the 
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farm  foreman  and  his  helper,  sloyd  shop,  barn,  poultry  houses  and 
garages. 

The  institution  can  comfortably  accommodate  about  120  boys  and 
girls  between  five  and  nineteen  years  of  age.  Those  children  are 
taken  who  are  totally  deaf  or  so  hard  of  hearing  that  they  can  not 
make  sufficient  progress  in  the  public  schools.  There  are  eleven 
classes  from  kindergarten  to  high  school.  Students  are  also  prepared 
for  college.  These  classes  are  in  charge  of  competent  teachers 
specially  trained  for  teaching  the  deaf  and  are  graduates  of  rec- 
ognized normal  training  classes  in  schools  for  the  deaf.  The  oral 
method  of  instruction  is  used  entirely  which  means  that  work  in  all 
classrooms  and  in  every  department  of  school  work  and  every  phase 
of  the  institution  life  is  given  through  speech,  speech  reading  and 
writing.    No  signs  nor  manual  spelling  are  used. 

School  is  in  session  for  regular  work  from  eight  o'clock  until  one 
o'clock.  Industrial  training  is  given  from  two  o'clock  until  five- 
thirty.  School  is  held  for  the  same  number  of  hours  each  day  and  for 
the  same  number  of  days  each  year  as  the  public  schools.  Holidays 
are  observed  in  a  fitting  manner  by  special  exercises.  A  course  of 
study  similar  to  that  pursued  in  the  public  schools  and  yet  adapted 
to  the  special  needs  of  the  deaf  is  followed.  Upon  the  completion 
of  this  course  the  pupils  are  graduated.  They  are  then  prepared  to 
take  their  places  as  wrage  earners  and  they  fill  very  creditably  any 
positions  they  might  take. 

In  order  to  prepare  the  students  more  fully  for  the  working 
world  they  are  given  industrial  training.  For  the  boys  this  includes 
primary  and  advanced  sloyd  work,  carpentry,  painting,  glazing, 
work  on  the  farm  both  with  the  poultry  and  with  the  cows,  chair 
caning  and  barbering.  These  have  proved  very  profitable  occupa- 
tions for  the  deaf. 

The  girls  are  instructed  in  all  kinds  of  hand  and  machine  sewing 
and  all  phases  of  cooking.  None  of  this  work  is  done  during  the 
regular  morning  school  hours.  Drawing  and  handicraft  are  taught 
in  the  schoolrooms.  The  religious  and  moral  training  of  the  children 
is  not  neglected.  Ideals  are  instilled  through  attendance  at  church, 
and  at  chapel  talks  and  by  special  Sunday  instruction. 

The  boys  and  girls  belong  to  active  scout  troups. 

Daily  recreation  is  obtained  through  supervised  play  on  the  play- 
grounds and  outdoor  games  and  sports. 

Entertainment  is  provided  by  parties  and  moving  picture  shows 
given  at  regular  intervals. 

The  aim  of  the  school  is  to  provide,  in  as  homelike  atmosphere  as 
possible,  an  education  for  the  deaf  child  so  that,  in  spite  of  his 
handicap,  he  may  take  his  proper  place  in  society  along  with  his 
hearing  brothers  and  sisters  as  a  peaceable,  industrious  law-abiding 
member  of  the  community  in  which  he  may  live.
